Making  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the 
special  ccmmittee,  api>ointed  at  the  session  of  the  Legislatttre  in 
one  thooaand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  to  investigate  the 
caaaes  ot  the  recent  failures  of  incorporated  and  private  banks. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted.,  c6o.,  That  the  sum  of  six  Si2**> 
thonsand  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and 
ninety  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  appointed  to  inquire  into 
recent  failures  of  incorporated  and  private  banks,  au- 
thorized by  resolution  of  January  twenty-first,  one 
thousand  eisrht  hundred  and  ninety-one,  as  follows : 

For  hotel  bills  at  Philadelphia,  Harrisburg:  and  Pitts- 
burg, three  thouszoid  six  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and 
sixty  cents.

Making  aa  appropriation  to  pay  the  necessary  and  general  expenses 
incurred  in  investigating  and  preparing  reports  upon  appropria- 
tion biUs  for  tlie  session  of  tlie  Legislature  of  one  thousand  eig^bt 
hundred  aqd  ninety-one. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c. ,  That  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
propriated out  of  any  moneys  not  already  appropriatt^d 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  of  the  session  of 
one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  ninety -one,  (1891),  for 
the  general  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  investi- 
gatino^  aiipropriation  bills,  including  clerical  services, 
extra  car  fares,hotel  bills,carriagehire,  typewriting  and 
other  services ;  the  said  sum  so  approi)riated  to  be  paid 
ou  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General  upon  vouchers 
furnished  him  by  the  chairman  of  said  committee,  as 
follows :

AN  ACT 

To  repeal  section  eleven  of  an  act,  entitled  <*  An  act  to  regulate  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  and  sale  of  poisons,  and  to  prevent  adultera- 
tions in  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations,  in  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania,*' approved  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.  That  section  eleven  of 
an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  and  sale  of  poisons,  and  to  prevent  adultera- 
tions in  drug's  and  medicinal  preparations,  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,"  approved  the  twenty -fourth  day  of 
May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"  Any  graduate  of  an  accredited  medical  college,  who 
has  had  not  less  than  three  years'  continuous  practice 
since  the  date  of  his  diploma,  and  who  is  registered  as 
a  practitioner  of  medicine  and  surgery,  under  the  act, 
entitled  '  An  act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  all 
practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,*  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-one,  may  be  registered  under  this 
act  without  examination  and  be  granted  a  certificate, 
which  shall  entitle  him  to  conduct  and  carry  on  the  re- 
tail  drug  or  apothecary  business  as  proprietor  or  mana- 
ger thereof,  subject  to  fees  provided  in  sections  three 
and  four  of  this  act,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed.

To  provide  for  the  re-equipment  of  the  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
syivania  and  making  an  appropriation  Uierefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enaci^d^  dtc,,  That  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  State 
Military  Board  be  required  to  purchase  and  issue  to 
the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  such  uniform 
^reat  ctats,  blankets,  knapsacks  or  clothing:  bag's, 
canteens  and  straps,  meat  cans,  tincups,  knives,  forks, 
spoons,  shoes,  blue  flannel  shirts  and  cartridgre  belts, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  equipment  of 
the  said  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania ;  such  articles 
to  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  style  and  pattern 
with  similar  articles  in  use  by  the  United  States  army. 

Section  2.  That  the  sum  oiF  one  hundred  sixty-three 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as

may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasuiy  not  otherwise

Defining  fraternal  beneficial  and  relief  Bocieties  and  their  statua, 
authorizing  them  to  create  subordinate  lodges  and  to  pay  benefits 
upon  the  sicknesa,  disability  or  death  of  their  members  from 
funds  collected  by  dues  and  assessments  therein,  providing  for 
their  registration  in  the  office  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner, 
and  requiring  that  they  shall  make  annual  reports  to  him,  and 
exempting  them  from  taxation  and  from  the  superribion  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioner. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c, ,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  i'f»«f ™*>  »>«n|»-

fur  aDy  corporation,  society  or  voluntary  association  uned 

now  or  hereafter  formed  or  orgranized  and  carried  on 
for  the  sole  benefit  of  its  members  and  their  benefici- 
aries and.not  for  profit,  to  have  and  create  subordinate 
lodges  with  ritualistic  form  of  work  and  a  reuresenta- 
tiTe  form  of  government  and  to  issue  certificates  of 
mf^inbership^  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  bene- 
fits in  case  of  sickness,  disability  or  death  of  its  mem- 
bers, subject  to  their  compliance  with  its  constitution 
and  laws  in  which  the  fund  from  which  the  payment  of 
such  benefits  shall  be  made,  and  the  expenses  of  such 
association  shall  be  defrayed  and  shall  be  derived  from 
assessments  or  dues  collected  from  its  members,  and 
in  which  the  payment  of  death  benefits  shall  be  to 
families,  heirs,  blood  relatives,  affianced  husband  or 
affianced  wife  of  or  to  persons  dependent  upon  the 
member. 

Such  corporation,  society  or  voluntary  association 
now  existing,  or  hereafter  formed  or  orgranized,  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  fraternal  beneficial  so- 
ciety and  shall  be  governed  by  this  act,  and  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  insurance  laws  of  this 
State,  and  no  law  hereafter  passed  shall  be  applied  to 
them  unless  they  be  expressly  designated  therein.  All 
fonds  of  such  fraternal  beneficial  societies  shall  be  ex 
empt  from  the  State  tax  on  money  at  interest. 

Section  2.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  ^haiiflieeopyoi 
this  act  all  supreme  or  grand  or  other  bodies  which  iS?i™i?com**' 
may  be  known  to  constitute  the  head  of  any  fraternal  "i"*oo6r 
beneficial  society  doing  business  within  this  Common- 
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Shall  be  exemp 
from  fees  aDtl 
lAzes.

Form  of  report 
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wealth,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
file  through  its  proper  officers  or  representatives  with 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  a  copy  of  their  constitn- 
tion  and  general  laws,  and  annually  any  alterations, 
changes  or  amendments,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  reg- 
ister them  without  charge  in  the  Insurance  Department 
as  fraternal  beneficial  societies,  and  when  so  registered 
they  shall  be  exempt  from  any  and  all  fees  and  taxes 
imposed  by  existing  laws  upon  insurance  companies  re- 
porting to  said  de])artment. 

Section  3.  The  executive  officers  of  each  such  su- 
preme or  grand  lodge  of  any  fraternal  beneficial  society 
doing  busines  in  this  Commonwealth  shall,  onorl>*fore 
the  first  day  of  March  of  each  vear,  make  a  report  under 
oath  on  a  blank  to  be  provided  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner, which  report  shall  be  printed  as  a  part  of 
his  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  said  society  in 
this  Commonwealth  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  eud- 
ing  December  thirty -first,  in  form  us  follows:

Section  4.  Any  fraternal  beneficial  society  failing  to 
register  as  required  by  the  second  section  of  this  act, 
or  to  make  the  report  required  by  the  third  section  of 
this  act,  shall  be  prohibited  from  doing  business  in  this 
State,  and  the  officers  of  societies  violating  these  re- 
quirements shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense:  Provided  aboavs. 
That  nothing  in  -this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
j^ive  the  Insurance  Commissioner  any  supervision  or 
authority  in  any  matter  or  thing  whatsoever  pertaining 
to  the  business  of  any  fraternal  society  as  prescribed  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  other  than  is  expressly  pro> 
vided  for  in  the  second  and  third  sections  hereof :  And 
provided  further,  That  all  beneficial  and  relief  associa- 
tions formed  by  churches,  societies,  classes,  firms  or 
corporations  with  or  without  ritualistic  form  of  work, 
the  privileges  and  membership  in  which  are  confined  to 
the  members  of  such  churches,  societies  or  classes  and 
to  the  members  and  employes  of  such  firms  or  corpora- 
tions, shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  act : 
And  provided  furf  her ,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
^V  secret  fraternal  beneficial  society,  order  or  associa- 
tion which  has  for  one  of  its  objects  the  payment  of  a 
sum  not  exceeding  a  certain  amount  at  the  exi)iration 
of  a  fixed  period.

LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 

No.  6. 
AN  ACT 

Kegulating  the  organization  and  incorporation  of  secret  frateruai 
beneficial  societies,  orders  or  associations  and  protecting  the 
riS^hts  of  members  therein. 

Whereas,  Fraternal  beneficial  societies,  orders  or 
associations  have  for  many  years  been  in  existence  iu 
this  Commonwealth ; 

And  Whereas,  The  said  societies  when  properly 
manag:ed  are  beneficial  to  the  laboring  and  ousiness 
classes,  but  by  reason  of  there  being  no  statutory 
provisions  regulating  the  conduct  of  their  a£Fairs  the 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  are  unprotected  from 
fraudulent  schemes  and  plans  and  from  the  misman- 
agement of  officers  and  promoters  of  such  societies, 
orders  and  associations,  now^  therefore ; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  any  fifteen  or  more  persons,  nine 
of  whom  shall  be  citizens  and  residents  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, having  associated  themselves  as  a  secret 
fraternal  beneficial  society,  order  or  association,  may  be 
incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  when 
so  incorporated  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing powers : 

General  Powers. 

First.  To  have  succession  by  its  corporate  name  per- 
petually, subject  to  the  power  of  the  Gfeneral  Assembly 
under  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Second.  To  maintain  and  defend  judicial  proceed- 
ings. 

Third.  To  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

Fourth.  To  be  capable  of  taking,  receiving,  purchas- 
ing, holding  and  transferring  real  and  personal  proi>- 
erty  for  the  purposed  of  its  incorporation  and  for  no 
other  purpose. 

Fifth.  To  elect,  appoint  and  remove  the  officers  and 
agents  for  the  management  of  its  business  and  carrying 
oat  its  objects  and  to  allow  them  a  suitable  compensa- 
tion. 

Sixth.  To  make  a  constitution  and  general  laws  for 
this  management  of  its  affairs,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  to  alter 
and  amend  the  same  when  necessary.  When  so  made, 
altered  or  amended,  the  said  constitution  and  general 
laws  fchall  be  the  law  governing  such  society,  order  or 
association  and  its  officers,  subordinate  lodgres,  coun- 
cils or  bodies  and  the  members  in  their  relations  to  such 
society,  order  or  association  in  all  their  acts. 

Seventh.  To  provide  in  the  constitution  and  general 
laws  for  the  payment  to  its  members  of  sick,  disability 
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or  death  claims  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  authorized 
and  directed  by  said  constitution  ana  general  laws. 
And  also  to  provide  for  the  payment  in  not  less  than 
five  years,  to  members  whose  beneficiary  or  distribu- 
tion period  may  then  expire,  of  such  sum  not  exceeding 
the  maximum  amount  named  in  the  beneficiary  certifi- 
cates as  the  constitution  and  general  laws  in  force  at 
the  expiration  of  said  period  may  authorize  and  direct. 

Eighth.  To  collect  from  its  members  by  admission 
fees,  dues  and  assessments  the  funds  necessary  to  carry 
ou  its  operations  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  its 
benefits,  which  assessments  shall  be  made  in  manner 
and  form  as  provided  by  its  constitution  and  general 
laws. 

Ninth.  To  carrv  on  its  operations  through  supreme 
and  subordinate  bodies  or  lodges  and  to  issue  benefici- 
ary or  relief  certificates  in  accordance  with  its  constitu- 
tion and  general  laws. 

Tenth.  To  enter  into  any  obligation  necessary  for 
the  transaction  of  its  affairs. 

Section  2.  The  charter  of  such  intended  corporation  S'^v^f'^o^'L'lf^

must  be  subscribed  by  five  or  more  persons  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth  and  shall  set  forth : 

First.  The  name  of  the  corporation. 

Second.  The  purpose  for  which  it  is  formed. 

Third.  The  place  where  its  principal  oflice  is  to  be 
located. 

Fourth.  The  names  and  residences  of  the  subscribers. 

Fifth.  The  number  and  names  of  its  oflicers  with  the 
term  or  terms  of  years  for  which  they  have  been  chosen, 
and  also  the  names  of  not  less  than  six  directors,  mana- 
gers or  members  of  an  executive  committee  who,  to- 
gether with  the  president  of  the  society,  order  or  asso- 
ciation, shall  form  a  board  of  directors,  managers  or  ex- 
ecutive committee,  with  the  term  or  terms  of  years  for 
which  each  is  to  serve.

To  enable  eleemosynary  corporations  to  secure  their  property  from 
liability  to  be  wasted  or  incumbered  by  managers  or  beneficiaries 
of  the  estate. 

Whereas,  Corporations  for  religious  purposes  have 
been  established  in  this  Commonwealth  and  well-dis- 
posed persons  have  from  time  to  time  contributed 
funds  for  the  foundation  of  the  said  charities,  and  these 
funds  are  liable  to  be  diverted  by  imprudence,  mis- 
management or  fraud  of  the  persons  for  the  time  being- 
constituting  the  governing  body  of  the  corporation  or 
charities. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (tc,  That  any  corporation 
or  trustees  for  charitable  uses  owning  any  property 
dedicated  to  religious  or  charitable  purposes,  such  as 
churches,  school  houses,  parsonages,  hospitals,  alms- 
houses and  the  like,  may,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  said  property  from  liability  to  debt  thereafter  con- 
tracted on  the  part  of  the  corporation  or  persons  hav- 
ing the  control  or  manangemeut  of  the  charity,  vest 
their  property  in  trustees  upon  trust  for  the  use  of  the

trust  for  the  uses  of  the  congregation  or  corporation, 
but  so  that  the  same  shall  not  be  liable  to  their  debts, 
contracts  or  engagements  nor  to  their  control  for  any 
purpose  other  than  for  the  uses  of  the  same  as  places 
of  worship,  or  as  free  schools  or  schools  from  which 
no  pecuniary  i)rofits  are  derived,  or  as  a  residence  for 
the  minister  or  pastor  of  the  congregation,  or  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  charitable  purpose  for  which  it  was 
dedicated  or  intended  by  the  donors  or  contributors. 

Section  2.  All  trustees  and  officers  of  corporations 
having  the  management  of  property  for  charitable  uses 
which  is  held  in  trust  under  the  provisions  of  section 
one,  contracting  debts  or  causing  them  to  be  contracted 
in  the  improvement  of  the  property  by  building  thereon 
shall  be  personally  liable  for  the  debts  thus  contracted, 
anless  they  shall  have  notified  the  persons  with  whom 
the  contract  is  made  that  the  property  is  not  liable  for 
the  debts  contracted  in  building  thereon,  but  there 
shall  be  no  liability  to  anyone  but  to  the  person  with 
whom  a  contract  is  made  by  the  trustees  or  corporation.

Be  it  enactedy  cfec,  That  the  first  section 
of  an  act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "  Supplement  to  an  act 
regulatiner  lateral  railroads,"  approved  the  eighteenth 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  ei^fht  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  which  reads  as  follows,  to  wit : 

"That  the  act,  entitled  'An  act  regulating  lateral 
railroads,'  passed  May  fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two,  and  the  several  supplements 
thereto,  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  construction

Section  1.  Be  it^  enacted,  dc.  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  women  being  twenty-one  yeai-s 
of  age  and  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  the  office  of  notary  i3ublic. 

Section  2.  That  whenever  any  female  notary  shall 
marry  she  shall,  before  the  performance  of  any  no- 
tarial act,  return  her  commission  to  the  Governor, 
stating  the  fact  of  her  marriage  and  giving  her  married 
name,  and  the  Governor  shall  thereupon  issue  to  her 
a  new  commission  conforming  to  the  change  of  name 
covering  the  term  for  which  she  was  originally  com- 
missioned without  requiring  any  payment  to  the  Com-

Amending  aecUon  seventy-six  of  an  act  to  consoHdate,  revise  and 
amend  the  penal  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  approved  Marcii 
Uiirty-one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  increasing 
the  maximum  punishment  for  the  first  conviction  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree  to  twenty  years. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  rfec. ,  That  section  seventy- 
six  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  consolidate,  revise 
aud  amend  the  penal  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, "  ap- 
I^roTod  Mitrch  thirty -first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty  which  now  reads  as  follows,  namely  : 

"Every  person  duly  convicted  of  the  crime  of  murder 
of  the  second  degree,  shall,  for  the  first  offense,  be  sen- 
tenced to  undergo  an  imprisonment,  by  separate  or  sol- 
itary confinement,  not  exceeding  twelve  years,  and  for 
the  second  offense,  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life"  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  namely : 

Every  person  duly  convicted  of  the  crime  of  murder 
of  the  second  degree  shall,  for  the  first  offense,  be  sen- 
tenced to  undergo  an  imprisonment  by  separate  or  soli- 
tary confinement  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  and  for 
the  second  offense  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof  building  for  the  State 
Departments,  State  Library,  Archives,  Battle  Flags  of  the  State, 
Art  Treasures  and  Geological  Collections,  aud  to  authorize 
rhsoges  and  improvements  in  the  Capitol  and  Department  build- 
ings, and  making  appropriations  therefor. 

Whereas,  The  present  library  room  is  entirely  in- 
sufficient in  size  for  the  convenient  occupancy  and  use 
of  the  large  and  constantly  increasing  State  Library, 
ami  the  State  is  exposed  to  the  imminent  and  continu- 
insr  risk  of  great  and  irreparable  loss  from  the  destruc- 
tion of  said  library  by  fire ; 

And  whereas.  There  is  no  place  now.  provided  for 
^— Laws. 
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the  safe- keeping  of  the  archives  aud  early  records  of 
the  State  Departmeut,  but  the  same  are  inaccessible 
and  liable  fco  loss  as  well  as  iu  great  dau<rer  of  destruc- 
tion by  fire ; 

And  whereon,  The  •  State  is  the  owner  of  valuable 
historic  paintings  now  scattered  and  exposed  to  injury 
for  want  of  a  proper  place  for  their  preservation  and 
display ; 

And  tohereas,  The  Geological  Survey  Commission 
has  accumulated  an  extensive,  interesting  and  vahui- 
ble  collection  of  geological  aud  mineralogical  speci- 
mens from  all  parts  of  the  State,  for  the  safe  keeping: 
and  exhibition  of  which  no  provision  has  been  made 
therefor ; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  drc,  That  the  Board  of  Ck)m- 
missiouersof  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  consisting 
of  the  Governor,  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer, 
shall  carry  into  eflfect  the  i^rovisions  of  this  act  and 
are  hereby  empowered  to  select  a  location  within  the 
Capitol  grounds,  adopt  plans  and  proceed  to  erect  a 
fire-proof  building  for  the  State  Departments,  State 
Library,  Archives,  Battle  Flags  of  the  State,  Art  Treas- 
ures and  Geological  and  Mineitilogical  collections,  and 
provide  for  heating  and  ventilating  the  same,  and  for 
this  purpose  shall  have  full  power  to  employ  such 
architects  and  pay  the  same,  also  advertise  for  pro- 
posals and  give  contract  or  contracts  to  the  lowest  rea- 
sonable bidder  or  bidders. 

Section  2.  Said  Commissioners  shall  proceed  to 
erect  and  complete  said  Department  and  Library 
building  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  compatible 
with  the  economical,  substantial*  and  skilful  execution 
of  the  work,  and  when  completed  shall  furnish  the  same 
with  such  cases,  desks  and  furniture  as  may  be  nec- 
essary. When  said  building  is  ready  for  occupancy 
said  Commissioners  shall  direct  and  ])rocure  the  re- 
moval thereto  of  the  State  Library  and  of  such  of  tlio 
archives,  paintings,  maps,  deeds,  battle  flags  and  other 
memorials  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  ard  shall  also  cause 
to  be  placed  therein  the  ornithological,  geoloeical  and 
mineralogical  collections  the  State  Geological  Com- 
mission, or  such  part  thereof  as  may  seem  proper. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  said  Department 
and  Library  building  said  Commission  shall  remodel 
the  present  State  Library  room,  and  convert  the  sanie 
into  such  rooms  for  the  occupancy  of  such  officers  of 
the  State  Government  or  committees  of  the  Legislature 
as  they  shall  deem  best,  and  shall  remodel  and  recon- 
struct the  present  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  such  manner  as  in  their  proper  judgment  shall  best 
secure  proi^er  ventilation  and  a  more  commodious  and 
convenient  place  of  meeting  for  said  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  alterations,  repairs  and  improvements  to  eitlier 
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or  both  wing's  anil  to  other  po]:;tionH  of  the  present  Cap- 
itol building's  as  may  seem  necessary  to  secure  proper 
uud  eouvenient  accommodations  for  the  Senate  and 
Uouseof  Bepresentatives  and  their  officers,  and  as  to  said 
other  portions  for  such  officers  of  the  State  as  mav  oc- 
cu[)y  the  same.  Said  Commission  may,  if  demed  best, 
cuuuect  said  Capitol  building  with  the  present  Depart- 
ment buildings,  and  may  alter  and  repair  said  Depart- 
meut  buildings  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  best 
to  accommodate  such'  officers  of  the  State  as  may  oc- 
cui)y  the  same.  Said  Commission  may  furnish  said 
Capitol  and  Department  building  with  such  cases, 
desks,  shelving"  and  furniture  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
shall  have  full  power  for  the  purpose  contained  in  this 
section  to  employ  such  architects,  superintendents, 
mechanics  and  laborers  and  puchase  material  and 
make  contracts  as  to  them  seem  necessary  and  proper. 

Section  4.  Upon  the  completion  of  said  Department 
and  Library  building  the  said  Conoimissioners  shall  des- 
ignate the  offices  and  rooms  to  be  occupied  by  the  sev- 
tnil  State  Departments,  and  shall  assign  the  offices 
and  rooms  in  the  Capitol  and  Department  buildings 
now  in  use  to  such  public  officials  and  State  Boards  as 
now  exist  or  may  hereafter  bo  created,  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  public  service.

That  the  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  who  shall  bo  en- 
titled to  admission  in  this  home,  shall  be  those  only , 
who,  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment  in  the  armv  or 
navy,  were  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  or  served  in  some 
Pennsylvania  organization,  or  those  who,  for  five 
years  immediately  precediiig  the  date  of  their  ap- 
plication for  admission,  were  citizens  of  Pennsylvania 
who  were  honorably  discharged  from  the  sei-vice  of 
the  United  States,  who  are  in  indigent  circumstances, 
and  from  any  disabilities  (not  received  in  any  illegal 
act)  are  unable  to  support  themselves  by  manual  labor, 
and  who  are  unable  to  gain  admission  into  the  homes 
for  soldiers  and  sailors  i^rovided  by  the  Government  of 
the  United  States.

In  giving*  my  approval  to  the  foregoing  bill  I  deem 
it  only  fair  to  the  Gfeneral  Assembly,  and  to  the  people 
of  the  Commonwealth,  that  I  should  express  the  consid- 
erations which  have  moved  me  to  apj^roved  a  measure, 
the  effect;  of  which  is  to  add  another  to  the  total  num- 
ber of  judges  of  the  courts  in  tlie  Commonwealth,  con- 
trary to  my  frequently  expressed  conviction  that  a  too 
"rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  judges  has  detracted 
from  the  dignity  of  the  judicial  oifice  without  adding  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  courts;  or  raising  them  in  public 
esteem." 

The  effect  of  this  bill  is  to  erect  Lebanon  county,  with 
48,131  population — and  a  tendency  toward  increase  in 
population  and  business — into  a  separate  judicial  dis- 
trict. While  the  constitution  provides  that  a  county 
of  this  i^opulation  "  shall  constitute  a  separate  judicial 
district,  and  shall  elect  one  judge  leamed  in  the  law." 
I  am  not  convinced  that  the  judicial  business  of  the 
county  of  Lebanon  is  adequate  to  engage  the  entire  time 
and  attention  of  one  judge.  Its  peculiar  geographical 
location,  situated  as  it  is,  between  four  large  counties, 
each  constituting  separate  judicial  districts  with  two 
or  more  judges,  renders  it  impossible  to  form  it  with 
any  other  county  or  counties  into  a  convenient  single 
district,  and  I  am  constrained  to  permit  its  erection 
into  a  separate  judicial  district,  not  alone  by  the  man- 
date of  tne  constitution ^  but  by  the  conviction  that  the 
largely  increased  and  increasing  business  of  the  Daui)hin 
county  court  requires  the  exclusive  attention  of  two 
judges  in  the  district  which  it  comprises. 

The  population  of  Dauphin  county,  under  the  last 
census,  was  96,977,  an  increase  of  over  20,000  in  the 
preceding  decade  with  more  than  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  the  elements  which  give  rise  to  litigation.  It 
considerably  exceeds  in  population  Northampton 
county,  which  has  long  had  two  judges,  is  nearly  even 
with  that  of  York,  which  has  been  for  some  years  a 
double  district,  and  has  7,600  more  population  than 
Chester,  which  has  for  years  had  two  judges.  The 
district  which  has  comprised  Dauphin  and  Lebanon 
counties  has  more  population  than  Berks  county,  with 
three  judges,  Lackawanna  with  three  judges,  and 
almost  as  much  as  Schulykill  with  three  judges.  By 
the  erection  of  Lebanon  county  into  a  separate  district 
tlie  two  associate  judges  in  that  county  wuU  hereafter 
bo  dispensed  with. 

Moreover,  the  court  of  Dauphin  county  is  empowered 
with  special  and  iieculiar  jurisdiction,  not  only  of  vast 
importance  to  the  Commonwealth  and  of  great  dignity 
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and  responsibility ,  but  which  has  imposed  \ipon  it  rap- 
idly iucreasing  labors  of  great  magnitude.  By  uum- 
erous  and  successive  acts  of  the  Legislature,  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county  has  been  clothed 
with  jmisdiction  throughout  the  State  for  the  pur))ose 
of  hearing  and  determining  all  suits,  claims  and  de- 
mands whatever  at  law  and  in  equity  in  which  the  Oom- 
monwealth  may  be  a  party  plaintiff,  for  accounts,  un- 
paid balances,  unpaid  liens,  taxes,  penalties  and  all 
other  causes  of  action,  real,  personal  and  mixed. 

The  experience  of  the  past  few  years,  the  records  of 
the  auditinfir,  fiscal  and  law  departments  of  the  State 
Government,  and  the  reports  of  the  Attorney  General, 
all  prove  how  enormously  the  litigations  to  which  the 
Commonwealth  is  a  party  has  increased.  A  compari- 
son of  the  report  of  the  law  department  for  the  year 
1883  and  1884,  with  the  report  for  lb91  and  1892,  illus- 
trates most  vividly  the  extent  of  this  increase.  The 
total  number  of  claims  received  for  collection  for  the 
years  1883  and  1884  was  $40,486.47.  The  same  claims 
for  the  years  1891  and  1892  amounted  to  $1,387,927.83, 
The  collections,  largely  made  through  suits  in  the 
Dauphin  county  courts  for  the  first  named  two  years 
were  $274,355.93;  for  the  last  period,  $874,506.70.  I 
have  at  hand  no  record  of  the  number  of  appeals  taken 
from  the  settlements  of  the  auditing  and  fiscal  ofiicei*s 
to  the  Dauphin  county  court  for  the  earlier  years,  but 
the  record  of  the  past  few  years  shows  how  rapidly 
litigation  thus  instituted  has  been  increasing.  In  1889 
they  numbered  74 ;  in  1892  there  were  127 ;  already 
during  the  present  year  108  appeals  have  been  taken, 
and  it  is  estimated  that,  owing  to  the  questions  arising 
under  the  revenue  bill  of  1891,  the  total  number  of  ap- 
peals for  1893  will  be  not  less  than  300.  The  continu- 
ing popular  demand  and  legislative  agitation  for 
changes  in  the  revenue  laws  give  i^romise  of  incessant 
litigation  of  this  character. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  consideration  that  many  of  the 
cases  of  the  Commonwealth,  subject  to  this  jurisdiction, 
not  only  involve  new  and  peculiar  questions  arising  in 
the  construction  of  the  tax  statutes,  but  they  are  decisive 
of  momentous  interests  to  the  Commonwealth  and  upon 
them  hangs  the  collection  or  the  failure  to  secure  mil- 
lions of  dollars  of  revenues. 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  too,  that  almost  without  ex- 
ception, the  Commonwealth  cases  are  tried  before  the 
coiurt  without  a  jiury,  and  this  custom,  which  is  admira- 
bly suited  to  this  class  of  business,  imposes  much  ad- 
ditional labor  on  the  trial  judges.  All  the  evidence 
nniKt  be  sifted  and  weighed,  offers  and  objections  must 
Ihj  considered  and  disposed  of  in  writing,  and  the  facts 
must  be  stated  in  a  detailed  and  orderly  manner.  The 
value  to  the  supreme  court  of  this  preliminary  work 
cannot  be  overestimated.  Instead  of  being  confronted 
with  a  voluminous  record,  bristling  with  exceptions, 
3-  Laws. 
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anu  Lard  to  understand  the  cause  of  its  complexity,  the 
i-ecord  is  now  put  into  such  a  shape  by  the  court  below 
that  the  precise  questions  are  instantly  seen,  and  thus 
the  labors  and  intelligrent  action  of  the  appellate  court 
are  greatly  facilitated.  All  of  this  work,  however,  is 
new  in  the  last  ten  years  and  has  added  very  much  in- 
deed to  the  labors  of  the  Dauphin  county  court. 

Besides  the  tax  question  of  this  vast  interest,  with 
the  settlement  of  which  the  Dauphin  county  court  must, 
in  the  first  instance  deal,  many  cases  peculiar  to  its 
jurisdiction  arise  at  the  instance  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
in  the  construction  and  enforcement  of  the  corporation 
laws  generally,  involving  writs  of  quo  warranto,  in- 
junctions and  other  equity  proceedings,  the  regulation 
and  dissolution  of  insurance  companies,  the  construc- 
tion of  the  election  laws  and  the  numerous  special  cases 
which  have  arisen,  and  are  likely  to  arise  continually 
under  the  ballot  reform  act  and  its  proposed  amend- 
ments, clothing  this  court  with  authority  to  hear  and 
determine  objections  to  the  validity  of  certificates  and 
nomination  papers  for  the  entire  State. 

In  view  of  all  this,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  vol- 
ume of  work  imposed  upon  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
Dauphin  county,  is  not  only  far  greater  in  extent  but 
of  vaster  consequence,  in  evary  view  of  it,  than  that 
which  is  committed  to  the  jurisdition  of  any  other  two 
^  judges  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  district  is  especially 
lortunate  at  present  in  the  incumbency  and  prospec- 
tive long  tenure  of  two  jurists  of  notable  learning,  ca- 
pacity and  integritj%  which  fact  is  not  without  consid- 
eration in  my  approval  of  this  measure.

sient retail  business  in  sucii  city,  borough  or  township, 
for  the  sale  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  what- 
soever, whether  the  same  shall  be  represented  or 
held  forth  to  be  bankrupt,  assignees,  or  about  to  quit 
basiiiess,  or  of  goods  damaged  by  fire,  water  or  other- 
wise, or  by  any  attractive  or  conspicuous  advertisement 
whatsoever,  shall  take  out  a  license  for  the  same  from 
the  proper  authorities  of  said  city,  borough  or  town- 
ship.

Section  1.  Be  it  enaded,  (frc,  That  on  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  the  certificates  of  naturalization 
shall  be  printed  on  parchment:  and  it  shall  be  unlaw 
ful  for  any  officer  or  any  member  of  any  committee  or 
organization  of  any  i)olitical  party,  or  any  candidate 
for  office  nominated  by  any  ]>olitical  party  or  uomina 
tion  pai)ers  or  for  any  person  in  behalf  of  said  commit- 
tee, organization  or  candidateto)>ay  orfurnishthemoney 
to  ])ay,  or  in  any  way  to  become  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  the  fees  and  expenses  directly  or  indirectly 
incurred  by  an  alien  in  attending  upon  any  court  for 
the  ]iurpose  of  and  in  obtaining  his  naturalization 
papers. 

Section  2.  Any  i)erson  violating  the  provisions  t;f 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall,  ujion  conviction  in  a

Tices  to  the  public  tor  any  fee,  reward  or  compensa- 
tion,  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  the  county  in  which  such  owner  or  owners,  agent  or 
a^nts  reside,  or  in  which  such  stallion  shall  be  kept 
for  service,  a  written  statement  giving  the  name,  age, 
pedigree  and  record,  if  known,  and  if  not  known,  then 
that  the  same  is  imknown,  the  description,  terms  and 
condition  upon  which  such  stallion  will  serve.  Upon 
filing  such  statement,  thb  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  for  the  county  shall  issue  a  certificate  or  li- 
cense to  the  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  agents  having 
the  custody  and  control  of  such  stallion,  that  such  a 
statement  nas  been  filed  in  his  ofiice.

"The  councils  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  the  debt

Section  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  creatiu^  a  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  gradual  extiugui&hment  of  the  bouds 
and  funded  debt  of  the  respective  cities  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, the  council  of  each  thereof  shall,  annually 
(until  payment  of  the  bonds  and  funded  debt  be  fully 
provided  for)  levy  and  collect,  in  addition  to  the  other 
taxes  of  said  corporation,  a  tax  of  not  less  than  one

That  the  specific  purpose  or  purposes  for 
which  the  said  loan  is  authorized  shall  be  distinctly  set 
out  in  the  said  ordinance,  and  that  the  moneys  received 
for  said  loan  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purposes  other 
than  those  as  stated :  And  provided  further,  That  the

AN  ACT 

To  enable  borough  councils  to  establish  boards  of  health. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d-c.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  of  the  town  council,  or  burgess 
where  he  is  the  presiding  officer,  of  every  borough  in 
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this  Commonwealth,  within  six  mouths  after  the  i)as- 
sage  of  this  act,  to  nominate  and  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  council  to  appoint  a  board  of  health  of  such 
boroagh  to  consist  of  five  persons  not  members  of  the 
council,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  reoutable  physician  of 
not  less  than  two  yeare>'  standing  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession.  At  the  first  appointment  the  president  of 
the  town  council,  or  burgess  where  he  is  the  presiding 
otiicer,  shall  designate  one  of  the  members  to  serve  for 
one  year,  one  to  serve  for  two  yeare,  one  to  serve  for 
three  years,,  one  to  serve  for  four  years  and  one  to  serve 
for  five  years,  and  tnereafter  one  member  of  said  board 
shall  be  appointed  annually  to  sei-ve  for  five  years. 
The  board  shall  be  appointed  by  districts  to  be  fixed 
by  the  town  council,  representing  as  equally  as  may  be 
all  portions  of  the  borough.  The  members  shall  serve 
without  compensation. 

Section  2.  The  duties,  responsibilities,  powers  and 
prerogatives  of  said  board  shall  be  identical  with  those 
assismed  to  boards  of  health  of  cities  of  the  third  class, 
by  sections  three,  four,  five,  six  and  seven  of  article 
eleven  of  the  act  of  May  twenty- third,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  "  An  act  pro- 
viding for  the  incorporation  and  government  of  cities  of 
the  third  class,"  which  reads  as  follows,  due  allowance 
being  made  for  the  difference  in  the  municipal  govern- 
ment of  cities  and  borousrhs : 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  severally 
take  and  subscribe  the  oath  ])rescribed  for  borough  offi- 
cers, and  shall  annually  organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of 
their  number  as  president.  They  shall  elect  a  secretary, 
who  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  their  ]:)roceedings  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board, 
and  a  health  officer  who  shall  execute  the  orders  of  the 
board,  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  health  officer  shall 
have  and  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  of  a  police- 
man of  the  borough.  The  secretary  and  the  nealth 
officer  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
board,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  b^ard.  They  shall  severally  give  bond  to  the  bor- 
ough in  such  sums  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  also 
take  and  subscribe  the  oath  required  by  the  members 
of  the  board.  All  fees  which  shall  be  collected  or  re- 
ceived by  the  board,  or  by  any  officer  thereof  in  his  offi- 
cial capacity,  shall  bo  paid  over  into  the  borough  treas- 
ury  monthly,  together  with  all  penalties  which  shall  bo 
recovered  for  the  violation  of  any  regulation  of  the 
l)oard.  The  president  and  secretary  shall  have  full 
power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  in  any  [)ro- 
ceedings  or  investigation  touching  tlie  regulations  of 
the  Ix>ard,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  fee 
therefor. 

Section  ^.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  have  power, 
tod  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  make  and  enforce  all  need- 
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ful  rules  and  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
and  spread  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  by  the 
regulation  of  intercourse  with  infected  places,  by  the 
arrest,  separation  and  treatment  of  infected  persons, 
and  persons  who  shall  have  been  exposed  to  any  infec- 
tious or  contasrious  disease,  and  by  abating  and  remov- 
ing all  nuisances  which  they  shall  deem  prejudicial  to 
'the  public  health  ;  to  enforce  vaccination,  to  mark  in- 
fected houses  or  places,  to  prescribe  rules  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  house  diains,  waste  pipes, 
soil  pipes  and  cess-pools,  and  to  make  all  such  other 
regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  public  health.  They  shall  also  nave 
power  with  the  consent  of  the  councils  in  case  of  the 
prevalence  of  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
within  the  borough  to  establish  one  or  more  hospitals 
and  to  make  provision  and  regulations  for  the  manag^e- 
mentof  tlie  same.  The  board  may  in  such  cases  appoint 
as  many  ward  or  district  physicians  and  other  sanitary 
agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  whose  salaries 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  before  their  appointment. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  physicians  practicing  within 
the  borough  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  of 
health  the  names  and  residences  of  all  persons  comings 
under  their  professional  care  afflicted  with  such  conta- 
gious or  infectious  disease,  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  said  board. 

Section  5.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  have 
power,  as  a  body  or  by  committee,  as  well  as  the  health 
officer,  together  with  his  subordinates,  assistants  and 
workmen,  under  and  by  order  of  the  said  board,  to  enter 
at  any  time  upon  any  premises  in  the  borough  upon 
which  there  is  suspected  to  be  any  infectious  or  conta- 
gious disease,  or  nuisance  detrimental  to  the  i>ublic 
health,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  abating  the 
same ;  and  all  written  orders  for  the  removal  of  nuisance 
issued  to  the  said  health  officer  by  order  of  said  board, 
attested  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  executed  by  him  axid 
his  subordinates  and  workmen,  and  the  cost  and  ex- 
penses thereof  shall  bo  recoverable  from  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  premises  from  which  the  nuisance  shall 
be  removed,  or  from  any  person  o^  persons  causingr  or 
maintaining  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of 
like  amount  are  now  by  law  collected. 

Section  6.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  have  power 
to  create  and  maintain  a  complete  and  accurate  system 
of  the  registration  of  all  marriages,  births  and  deaths, 
which  may  occur  within  the  borough,  and  to  compel 
obedience  to  the  same  upon  the  part  of  all  i^hysicians 
and  other  medical  practitioners,  clergymen,  magistrates, 
undertakers,  sextons  and  all  other  persons  from  whom 
information  for  such  i^urposes  may  i)roperly  be  required. 
The  board  shall  make  and  cause  to  be  published,  all  nec- 
essary rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
powers  and  functions  with  which   they  are  hereby  in- 
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vested,  which  rules  and  recfulations,  when  approved  bv 
the  borough  council  and  chief  burgess,  and  when  ad- 
vertised in  the  same  manner  as  other  ordinances,  shall 
have  the  force  of  ordinances  of  the  borough,  and  all 
penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  as  well  as  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  carrying  the  same  into  effect, 
shall  be  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  borough,  in  the 
same  manner  as  penalties  for  the  violation  of  borough 
orJiuauces,  subject  to  the  like  limitation  as  to  the 
amount  thereof. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health 
to  submit  annually  to  the  council  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  fiscal  year,  an  estimate  of  the  probable  re- 
ceii)t3  and  expenditures  of  the  board  during  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  the  council  shall  then  proceed  to  make 
such  appropriation  •  thereto  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary :  and  the  said  board  shall,  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary of  each  year,  submit  a  report  in  writing  to  the 
council  of  its  operations  for  the  preceding  year,  with 
the  necessary  statistics  thereof,  together  with  such  in- 
formation or  suggestions  relative  to  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion and  requirements  of  the  borough  as  it  may  deem 
proper,  and  the  council  shall  publish  the  same  in  its 
official  journal.  It  shall  also  oe  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  communicate  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  at  le€tst 
annually,  notice  of  its  organization  and  membership, 
and  copies  of  all  its  rej^orts  and  publications,  together 
with  such  sanitary  information  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  required  by  said  State  Board. 

Section  b.  All  acts  or  parts  of  act  inconsistent  with 
or  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  meadow  comfMinies  controlling  contiguous  districts 

to  be  consolidated  into  one  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted ,  dec.  That  where  the  districts 
of  two  or  more  meadow  companies  are  contiguous  to 
each  other,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  consolidate 
their  franchises  and  corporate  rights  and  to  become  one 
company,  by  an  agreement  duly  executed  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  for  recording  of  deeds  in  each  county 
in  which  the  districts  of  said  meadow  companies  shall 
extend. 

Section  2.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  any  county  in  which  the  major  part  of 
the  lands  of  any  meadow  company  may  lie,  upon  the 
application  of  the  said  company,  to  decree  the  consoli- 
dation of  said  company  with  any  other  meadow  com- 
pany controlling  contiguous  territory,  whenever  in  the 
opinion  of  said  court  such  consolidation  would  enure  to 
the  public  interest ;  and  the  said  decree  shall  be  re 
corded  in  the  office  for  recording  deeds  in  each  county 
into  which  the  districts  of  said  meadow  companies 
shall  extend. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  consolidation  of  two  or  more 
meadow  companies  by  agreement  or  by  decree  as  afore- 
said, the  consolidated  company  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  that  one  of  the  original  companies  which  controlled 
the  larger  territory  prior  to  the  consolidation.

AN  ACT 

For  the  establishment  and  government  of  a  State  Naval  Militia. 

Section*  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec,  That  when,  in  con- 
formity with  the  military  code,  an  enrollment  of  per- 
sons subject  to  military  duty  shall  be  made,  there  shall 
be  separately  enrolled  and  desig^nated  as  Naval  Militia 
in  such  districts  as  the  Commander-in  Chief  may  des- 
iiruate,  all  seafarin<^  men  of  whatsoever  calling  or  occu- 
pation, and  all  men  eugao^ed  in  navigation  of  the  rivers, 
lakes  and  other  waters,  all  persons  engaged  in  the  cou- 
stniction  and  management  of  ships  and  crafts,  or  any 
part  thereof,  upon  such  waters,  together  with  ship  own- 
ers, membei*8  of  yacht  clubs  and  all  other  associations 
for  aquatic  pursuits,  and  all  ex- officers  and  former  en- 
lij^ted  men  of  the  United  States  Navy  subject  to  the  ex- 
isting qualifications  for  and  exemption  from  enrollment 
for  Military  Service  in  the  National  Guard. 

Section  2.  Asa  part  of  the  Naval  National  Guard  au- 
thorized by  law,  and  in  addition  to  the  National  Guard, 
there  may  be  Naval  Battalions  organized  by  voluntary 
ealLstment  for  the  defense  of  the  coasts,  lakes  and  har- 
l)ors.  In  time  of  peace  there  shall  not  be  maintained 
more  than  two  such  battalions  organized  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  which  shall  constitute  a  regiment  to  be 
kuown  as  the  Naval  Force  of  the  State  of  Pennsylva- 
nia; but  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  have  power  in 
case  of  war,  insurrection,  invasion  or  imminent  danger 
thereof  to  increase  the  said  force  beyond  such  limit  of 
two  battalions  and  to  organize  the  same  as  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  service  may  require.

Chief  may  alter,  annex,  divide,  consolidate  or  disband 
the  said  Naval  Force  or  any  battalions  or  divisions 
thereof,  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  the  efficiency  of 
the  State  service  will  be  thereby  increased. 

Section  3.  The  Naval  Force  shall  be  commanded  by 
a  Captain  who  shall  be  chosen  and  commissioned  as 
soon  as  two  battalions  are  fully  organized.  To  each 
battalion  there  shall  be  one  commander  who  shall  com- 
mand the  same,  one  lieutenant-commander  to  act  as  ex- 
ecutive officer  and  one  lieutenant  to  act  as  navigator. 
Each  battalion  shall  consist  of  four  divisions  or  com- 
panies, and  an  engineer  corps  to  each  division ;  there 
shall  be  one  lieutenant  to  command  the  same,  two  lieu- 
tenants, junior  grade,  two  ensigns  and  forty  two  petty 
officers  and  seamen  as  a  minimum  and  eighty -four 
pettty  officers  and  seamen  as  a  maximum  to  each  engi- 
neer corps ;  there  shall  be  allowed  one  lieutenant  to 
command  the  same,  one  ensign  and  twelve  petty  officers 
and  seamen  as  a  minimum  and  twenty  petty  officei-s 
and  seamen  as  a  maximum  to  each  battalion  and  divi- 
sion  thereof ;  there  shall  be  allowed  such  and  so  many 
petty  officers  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  from  time 
to  time  determine. 

Section  4.  The  captain  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  staff  to  consist  of  one  aide,  one  ordnance  officer,  one 
chief  of  engineers,  one  paymaster  and  one  surgeon, 
each  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  The  commanding 
officer  of  each  battalion  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
staff  to  consist  of  one  aide,  one  paymaster  and  one  sur- 
geon, each  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade, 
and  one  assistant  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  ensign. 

Section  5.  Commissioned  and  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers of  the  Naval  Force  shall  be  chosen  and  shall 
qualify  ts  required  by  the  existing  military  code  of 
Pennsylvania  for  officers  of  the  same  relative  rank  in 
the  National  Guard.  The  rank  given  in  this  act  is 
naval  rank  as  the  same  now  exists  in  the  Navy  in  the 
United  States. 

Section  6.  Officers  tod  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval 
Force  shall  perform  such  duty  or  service  as  may  be  or- 
dered by  the  Commander  in-Chief,  and  shall  be  paid 
the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed  to  officers  and  en- 
listed men,  have  the  same  relative  rank  or  position  in 
the  National  Guard  for  performing  similar  duty  or  ser- 
vice, but  they  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  from 
the  State  for  duty  performed  by  way  of  instruction  or 
drill  or  otherwise,  for  which  they  shall  receive  com- 

Sensation  from  the  United  States.  The  uniform  ofthe 
faval  Force  and  the  insignia  and  designation  of  grade 
and  rank  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  who  may  change  and  modify  the  same  from  time 
to  time. 

Section  7.  The  system  of  discipline,  routine  of  duty 
and  exercises  of  the  Naval  Force  shall  conform  gen- 
erally with  the  existing  laws  governing  the  National 
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Goard  of  the  State  of  Peunsylvania,  so  far  as  the  same 
may  apply  to  the  Naval  !t  orce,  and  where  tiie  same 
Joes  not  apply  the  discipline,  duty  and  exercises,  shall 
conform  greuerally  to  the  laws,  customs  and  usages 
govemiDgf  the  Navy  of  the  United  States.  The  Com- 
mander-in  Chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
rules  and  regrulations  from  time  to  time  as  he  may 
deem  expedient  for  the  government,  assignment  and 
iubti-uction  of  the  Naval  Force,  but  such  regulations 
shall  conform  to  this  act  and  as  nearly  as  practicable 
to  those  governing  the  United  States  Navy  and  when 
promulgated  they  shall  have  the  same  force  and  efFect 
as  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  Naval  Force  shall 
ve  subject  to  the  articles  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  United  States  Navy,  to  the  same 
extent  as  members  of  the  National  Guard  are  subject  to 
the  article^  of  war  and  regulations  for  the  govem- 
meDt  of  the  United  States  Ajmv. 

Section  8.  The  appointment,  composition  and  powers 
of  naval  boards,  delinquency  courts,  courts  of  inquiry 
and  courts  martial  shall  be  as  is  now  provided  for  the 
MiUtary  Code  of  Pennsylvania  for  similar  bodies  in 
the  National  Guard. 

Section  9.  The  divisions  of  each  battalion  in  the 
Naval  Force  shall  be  considered  the  equivalents  of 
ct}m panics  of  the  National  Guard  and  shall  receive  the 
same  allowances  for  armory  rent,  for  rifle  practice,  for 
clothing  and  equipment  as  are  received  by  such  com- 
panies. The  battalions  shall  be  treated  as  battalions 
in  the  National  Guard,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  al- 
lowances of  such  battalions  for  armory  rent,  rifle  prac- 
tice, clothing  and  equipment.  The  Naval  Force,  when 
organized,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and 
allowances  of  a  regiment  of  the  National  Guard.  The 
word  "  armory  "  as  used  in  this  act  and  in  the  Military 
Code  of  Pennsylvaina  shall  be  held  to  include  a  vessel 
Anchored,  moored  or  secured  to  the  land  while  used 
only  as  an  armor}-  for  the  purposes  of  instruction,  drill 
or  defense. 

Section  10.  The  members  of  each  battalion  and  divi- 
sion of  the  Naval  Force  may  form  themselves  into  an 
organization  and  adopt  by-laws  in  the  same  manner, 
with  the  same  powers  and  subject  to  the  same  limita- 
tions, as  are  now  prescribed  for  members  of  companies 
in  the  National  Guard. 

Section  11.  The  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  constitute  a 
battalion  to  be  known  as  the  Naval  Battalion  of  the 
National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania, "  approved  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty -nine,  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Relating  to  bituminous  coal  mines,  and  providing  for  the  iive^ 
bealtii,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  therein. 

Abticle  I. 

Survey  Maps  and  Plans. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted,  cfec,  That  the  operator  or  su- 
periuteudeiit  of  every  bituminous  coal  mine  shall  make, 
or  cause  to  be  made  by  a  competent  mining  engineer  or 
surveyor,  an  accurate  map  or  plan  of  such  coal  mine, 
not  smaller  than  a  scale  of  two  hundred  feet  to  au 
inch,  which  map  shall  show  as  follows : 

First.  All  measurements  of  said  mine  in  feet  or  deci- 
mal parts  thereof. 

Second.  All  the  oi>enings,  excavations,  shafts,  tun- 
nels, slopes,  planes,  main  entries,  cross  entries,  rooms 
et  cetera,  in  proper  numerical  order  in  each  opened 
strata  of  coal  in  said  mine. 

Third.  By  darts  or  arrows  made  thereon  by  a  pen  or 
pencil  the  direction  of  air  currents  in  the  said  mine. 

Fourth.  An  accurate  delineation  of  the  boundary 
lines  between  said  coal  mine  and  all  adjoining  mines  or 
coal  lands,  whether  owned  or  operated  by  the  same  op- 
erator or  other  operator,  and  the  relation  and  proximity 
of  the  workings  of  said  mine  to  every  other  adjoining 
mine  or  coal  lands. 

Fifth.  The  elevation  above  mean  tide  at  Sandv  Hook 
of  all  tunnels  and  entries,  and  of  the  face  of  working 
places  adjacent  to  boundary  lines  at  points  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  feet  apart. 

Sixth.  The  bearings  and  lengths  of  each  tunnel  or 
entry  and  of  the  boundary  or  property  lines.  The  said 
map  or  plan,  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  be  kept  in 
the  general  mine  office  by  the  said  operator  or  superin- 
tendent for  use  of  the  mine  inspectors  and  for  the  in- 
spection of  any  person  or  persons  working  in  said 
mine,  whenever  said  person  or  persons  shall  have  cause 
to  fear  that  any  working  place  is  becoming  dangerous 
by  reason  of  its  iiroximity  to  other  workings  that  may 
contain  water  or  dangerous  gas. 

Section  2.  At  least  once  in  every  six  months,  or  of- 
tener  if  necessary,  the  operator  or  superintendent  of 
each  mine  shall  cause  to  be  shown  accurately  on  the 
map  or  plan  of  said  coal  mine,  all  the  excavations  made 
therein  during  the  time  elapsing  since  such  excavations 
were  last  shown  upon  said  map  or  plan ;  and  all  parts  of 
said  mine  which  were  worked  out  or  abandoned  duricgr 
said  elapsed  period  of  time  shall  be  clearly  indicated 
by  colorings  on  said  map  or  plan  ;  and  whenever  any  of 
the  workings  or  excavations  of  said  coal  mine  have 
been  driven  to  their  destination,  a  correct  measurement 
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of  all  snch  workingfs  or  excavations  shall  be  made 
promptly  and  recorded  iu  a  survey  book  prior  to  the  re- 
moval of  the  ]>illars  or  any  part  of  the  same  from  such 
workings  or  excavations. 

Section  3.  The  operator  or  superintendent  of  every 
coal  mine  shall,  within  six  month  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  furnish  the  mine  inspector  of  the  district  in 
which  said  mine  is  located  with  a  correct  copy,  on  trac- 
ing maslin  or  sun  print,  of  the  map  or  plan  of  said  mine 
hereinbefore  provided  for.  And  the  inspector  of  tho 
distnct  shall,  at  the  end  of  each  year  or  twice  a  year  if 
he  requires  it,  forward  said  map  or  plan  to  the  proper  per 
son  at  any  particular  mine,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
place  or  caused  to  be  placed  on  said  map  or  plan  all  ex- 
tensions and  worked  oat  or  abondoned  parts  of  the  mine 
daring  the  precedin<?  six  or  twelve  months,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  return  the  same  to  the  mine  inspector  within 
thirty  days  from  the  time  of  receiving*  it.  The  copies 
of  the  maps  or  plans  of  the  several  coal  mines  of  each 
district  as  hereinbefore  required  to  be  furnished  to  the 
mine  inspector  shall  remain  iu  the  care  of  the  inpector  of 
the  district  in  which  the  said  mines  are  situated,  as  offi- 
cial records,  to  be  transferred  by  him  to  his  successor  in 
office ;  but  it  is  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  any  copy 
of  the  same  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  opera- 
tor or  his  ag'ent. 

Section  4.  If  any  superintendent  or  operator  of  mines 
shall  necflect  or  fail  to  furnish  to  the  mine  inspector 
any  copies  of  maps  or  plans  as  hereinbefore  required 
by  this  act,  or  if  the  mine  inspector  shall  believe  that 
any  map  or  plan  of  any  coal  mine  made  or  furnished  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  materially  in- 
accurate or  imperfect,  then,  in  either  case,  the  mine  in- 
spector is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  a  correct  survey 
and  map  or  plan  of  said  coal  mine  to  be  made  at  the 
expense  of  the  operator  thereof,  the  cost  of  which  shall 
be  recoverable  from  said  operator  as  other  debts  are  re- 
coverable by  law :  Provided  hmoever,  That  if  the  map 
or  plan  which  may  be  claimed  by  the  mine  inspector  to 
he  inaccurate  shall  prove  to  be  correct,  then  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  liable  for  the  expense  incurred  by 
the  mine  inspector  in  causing  to  be  made  said  test  sur- 
vey and  map,  and  the  costs  thereof,  ascertained  by  the 
Auditor  General  by  proper  vouchers  and  satisfactory 
proofs,  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  war- 
rants which  the  said  Auditor  General  is  hereby  directed 
to  draw  for  the  same. 
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Article  II. 


Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  operator,  su-  SSs^riempYoySS;

coal  mine,  or  permit  more  than  twenty  persons  to  be 
employed  therein  at  any  one  time,  unlebs  they  are  in 
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communication  with  at  least  two  available  opening^s  to 
tbe  surface  from  each  seam  or  stratum  of  coal  worked 
in  such  mine  exclusive  of  the  furnace  upcast,  shaft  or 
slope :  Bid  provided,  That  in  any  mine  operat'od  by 
shaft  or  slope  and  ventilated  b}'  a  fan,  if  the  air  shaft 
shall  be  divided  into  twocompartments,  one  of  them  may 
be  used  for  an  air-waj  and  the  other  for  the  purpose  of 
egress  and  in^ess  from  and  into  said  mine  by  the  persons 
therein  employed  and  the  same  shall  be  considered  a 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  herein- 
before set  forth.  And  there  shall  be  cut  out  or  around 
the  side  of  every  hoisting  shaft,  or  driven  through  the 
solid  strata  at  the  bottom  thereof,  a  traveling  way  not 
less  than  five  feet  high  and  three  feet  wide  to  enable 
persons  to  pass  the  shaft  in  going  from  one  side  of  it 
to  the  other  without  passing  over  or  under  the  cage  or 
other  hoisting  apparatus. 

Section  2.  The  shaft  or  outlet,  other  than  the  main 
shaft  or  outlet,  shall  be  separated  from  the  main  outlet 
and  from  the  furnace  shaft  bv  natural  strata  at  all 
points  by  a  distance  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  (except  in  all  mines  opened  prior  to  June 
thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hun(hred  and  eighty -five, 
where  such  distances  may  be  less,  if,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  mine  inspector,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  is  im- 
practicable) .  If  the  mine  be  worked  by  drift,  two  open- 
ings, exclusive  of  tbe  furnace  upcast  shaft,  and  not  less 
than  thirty  feet  apaii;  shall  be  required  (except  in  drift 
mines  opened  prior  to  June  thirtieth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty -five,  where  the  mine  inspec- 
tor of  the  district  shall  deem  the  same  impracticable) . 
Where  the  two  openings  shall  not  have  been  provided 
as  required  hereinbefore  by  this  act,  the  mine  inspector 
shall  cause  the  second  to  be  made  without  delay  ;  and 
in  no  case  shall  furnace  ventilation  be  used  where  there 
is  only  one  opening  into  the  mine. 

Section  3.  Unless  the  mine  inspector  shall  deem  it 
impracticable,  all  mines  shall  have  at  least  two  entries 
or  other  passage  ways,  one  of  which  shall  lead  from  the 
main  entrance  and  the  other  from  the  other  opening 
into  the  body  of  the  mine,  and  said  two  passage  ways 
shall  be  kept  well  drained  and  in  a  safe  condition  for 
persons  to  travel  therein  throughout  their  whole  lensrth 
so  as  to  obtain,  in  cases  of  emergency',  a  second  way  for 
egress  from  the  workings.  No  part  of  said  workings 
shall  at  any  time  be  driven  more  than  three  hundred 
feet  in  advance  of  the  aforesaid  passage  ways,  excej^t 
entries,  air  ways  or  other  nanow  work,  but  should  an 
opening  to  the  surface  be  provided  from  the  interior  of 
the  mine,  the  passage  ways  aforesaid  may  be  made  and 
maintained  therefrom  into  the  working  part  of  tlie 
mine,  and  this  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  compliance 
with  the  ))rovisions  of  this  act  relative  thereto :  said 
two  iiassage  waj's  shall  be  separated  by  i>illars  of  coal 
or  other  strata  of  suflicient  strength  and  width. 
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Section  4.  Where  necessary  to  secure  access  to  the 
turo  passage  ways  required  in  section  three  of  article 
tvo  of  this  act  in  any  slope  mine  where  the  coal  seam 
incliDOS  and  has  workings  on  both  sides  of  said  slope, 
there  shall  be  provided  an  overcast  for  the  use  of  per- 
sons working  therein,  the  dimensions  of  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  four  feet  wide  and  five  feet  high.  Said 
overcast  shall  connect  the  workings  on  both  sides  of 
said  sloi>e  and  the  intei*vening  strata  between  the  slope 
and  the  overcast  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  and 
thickness  at  all  points  for  its  purpose :  Provided,  That 
if  said  overcast  be  substantially  constructed  of  masonry 
or  other  incombustible  material  it  shall  be  deemed  suf- 
ficient. 

Section  5.  When  the  opening  or  outlet,  other  than 
the  main  opening,  is  made  and  does  not  exceed  sev- 
enty-five feet  in  veiiiical  depth,  it  shall  be  set  apart  ex- 
clusively for  the  purpose  of  ingress  to  or  egress  from 
the  mine  by  any  person  or  pei'sons  employed  therein ; 
it  shall  be  kept  in  a  safe  and  available  condition  and 
free  from  steam  and  dangerous  gases  and  all  other  ob- 
stmctions,  and  if  such  opening  is  a  shaft  it  shall  be 
fitted  with  safe  and  convenient  stairs  with  steps  of  an 
average  tread  of  ten  inches  and  nine  inches  rise,  not 
less  than  two  feet  wide  and  to  not  exceed  an  au^le  of 
sixty  degrees  descent  with  landings  of  not  less  than 
eio;hteen  inches  wide  and  four  feet  long,  at  easy  and 
convenient  distances :  Provided^  That  the  requirements 
of  this  section  shall  not  be  applicable  to  stairways  in 
use  prior  to  June  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty -five,  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  mine  in- 
spector, they  are  sufficiently  safe  and  convenient.  And 
water  coming  from  the  surface  or  out  of  the  strata  in 
the  shaft  shall  be  conducted  away  by  rings,  casing  or 
otherwise  and  be  prevented  from  falling  upon  persons 
who  are  ascending  or  descending  the  stairway  of  the 
shaft. 

Section  6.  Where  any  mine  is  operated  by  a  shaft 
which  exceeds  seventy -five  feet  in  vertical  depth,  the 
l>ersons  employed  in  said  mine  shall  be  lowered  into 
and  raised  from  said  mine  by  means  of  machinery,  and 
in  any  such  mine  the  shaft,  other  than  the  main  shaft, 
shall  be  supplied  Avith  safe  and  suitable  machinery  for 
hoisting  and  lowering  persons,  or  with  safe  and  conven- 
ient stairs  for  use  in  cases  of  emergency  by  persons  em- 
ployed in  said  mine :  Provided,  That  any  mine  oper- 
ated by  two  shafts,  and  where  safe  and  suitable  ma- 
chinery is  provided  at  both  shafts  for  hoisting  coal  or 
persons,  shall  have  sufficiently  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section. 

Section  7.  At  any  mine,  where  one  of  the  two  open- 
ing:s  required  hereinbefore  is  a  slope  and  is  used  as  a 
traveling  wa5^  it  shall  not  have  a  greater  angle  of  de- 
scent than  twenty  degrees  and  may  be  of  any  depth.

Section  1.  The  operator  or  superintendent  shall  uro- 
vide  and  maintain,  from  the  top  to  bottom  of  every 
shaft  where  i)ersons  are  raised  or  lowered,  a  metal  tube 
suitably  adapted  to  the  free  passage  of  sound  through 
which  conversation  may  be  held  between  persons  at  the 
^toV)  and  bottom  of  said  shaft,  and  also  a  means  of  sig- 
naling from  the  top  to  the  bottom  thereof,  and  shall 
provide  every  cage  or  gear  carriage  used  for  hoisting 
or  lowering  persons  with  a  sufficient  overhead  covering 
to  i^rotect  those  persons  when  using  the  same,  and 
shall  provide  also  for  each  said  cage  or  carriage  a 
safety  catch  approved  by  the  mine  inspector.  And  the 
said  operator  or  superintendent  shall  see  that  flanges, 
with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  four  inches,  when  the 
whole  of  the  rope  is  wound  oq  the  drum,  are  attached  to 
the  sides  of  the  drum  of  every  machine  that  is  used  for 
lowering  and  hoisting  persons  in  and  out  of  the  mine, 
and  also  that  adequate  brakes  are  attached  to  the  drum. 
At  all  shafts  safety  gates,  to  be  approved  by  the  mine 
inspector  of  the  district,  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  pre- 
vent persons  from  falling  into  the  shaft. 

Section  2.  The  main  coupling  chain  attached  to  the 
socket  of  the  wire  rope  shall  be  made  of  the  best  qual- 
ity of  iron  and  shall  be  tested  by  weights  or  otherwise 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  mine  inspector  of  the  district 
wherein  the  mine  is  located,  and  bridle  chains  shall  be 
attached  to  the  main  hoisting  rope  above  the  socket, 
from  the  top  cross-inece  of  the  carriage  or  cage,  so  that 
no  single  chain  shidl  be  used  for  lowering  or  hoisting 
persons  into  or  out  of  the  mines. 

Section  3.  No  greater  number  of  persons  shall  be 
lowered  or  hoisted  at  any  one  time  than  may  be  per- 
mitted by  the  mioe  inspector  of  the  district,  and  notice 
of  the  number  so  allowed  to  be  lowered  or  hoisted  at 
any  one  time  shall  be  kept  posted  up  by  the  operator  or 
superintendent  in  conspicuous  places  at  the  top  and 
bottom  of  the  shaft,  and  the  aforesaid  notice  shall  be 
signed  by  the  mine  insijector  of  the  district. 

Section  4.  All  machinery  about  mines  from  which 
any  accident  would  be  liable  to  occur  shall  be  i)roperly 
fenced  off  by  suitable  guard  railing.

Article  IV. 


Section  1.  The  operator  or  superintendent  of  every 
bitnmiuous  coal  mine,  whether  shait,  slope  or  drift, 
shall  provide  and  hereafter  maintain  ample  means  of 
ventilation  for  the  circulation  of  air  through  the  main 
entries,  cross-entries  and  all  other  Avorking:  places  to 
an  extent  that  will  dilute,  can'y  off  and  render  harmless 
the  noxious  or  danoferous  gases  generated  in  the  mine, 
affording  not  less  than  one  hundred  cubic  feet  per  min- 
ute for  each  and  every  person  employed  therein ;  but  in 
a  mine  where  firedamp  has  been  detected  the  minimum 
shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  per  minute  for 
each  person  employed  therein,  and  as  much  more  in 
either  case  as  one  or  more  of  the  mine  inspectors  may 
deem  requisite. 

Section  2.  After  May  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninetyfour,  not  more  than  sixty -five  per- 
sons shall  be  permitted  to  work  in  the  same  air  cur- 
rent: Provided,  That  a  larger  number,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred,  may  be  allowed  by  the  mine  inspector 
where,  in  his  judgment,  it  is  impracticable  to  comply 
with  the  foregoing  requirement ;  and  mineswhere  more 
than  ten  jjersonft  are  employed  shall  be  provided  with 
a  fan  furnace  or  other  artificial  means  to  produce  the 
ventilation,  and  all  stoppings  between  main  intake  and 
return  air- ways  hereinafter  built  or  replaced  shall  be 
substantially  built  Avith  suitable  material,  which  shall 
be  approved  by  the  inspector  of  the  district. 

Section  3.  AH  ventilating  fans  shall  be  kept  in  oper- 
ation continuously  night  and  day,  unless  operations 
are  indefinitely  suspended,  except  written  permission 
is  given  by  the  mine  inspector  of  the  district  to  stop 
the  same,  and  the  said  written  ]>ermission  shall  state 
the  particular  hours  the  said  fan  may  not  be  in  opera- 
tion, and  the  mine  insiiector  shall  have  power  to  with- 
draw or  modify  such  permission  as  he  may  deem  best, 
but  in  all  cases  the  fan  shall  be  started  two  hours  before 
the  time  to  begin  work.  When  the  fan  may  be  stopped 
by  permission  of  the  mine  inspector  a  notice  printed 
in  the  various  languages  used  by  persons  emi)loyed  in 
the  mine,  stating  at  what  hour  or  hours  the  fan  will  be 
stopped,  shall  be  j^osted  by  the  mine  foreman  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  at  the  entrance  or  entrances  to  the  mine. 

Said  printed  notices  shall  be  furnished  by  the  mine 
inspector  and  the  costthereof  borne  by  the  State :  Pro- 
cifled.  That  should  it  at  any  time  become  necessary  to 
stop  the  fan  on  account  of  accident  or  needed  repairs 
to  any  i)art  of  the  machinery  connected  therewitu,  or 
by  reason  of  any  other  unavoidable  cause,  it  shall  then 
he  the  duty  of  the  mine  foreman  or  any  other  officials 
in  charge,  after  first  having  provided,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, for  the  safety  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  mine, 
to  order  said  fan  to  be  stopped  so  as  to  make  the  nec- 
essaiT  repairs  or  to  remove  any  other  difficulty  that 
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Ventllmtlng  fur- 
naces.

may  hare  beeu  the  cause  of  its  stoppage.  And  all  venti- 
lating furnaces  in  mines  shall,  for  two  hours  before  the 
appointed  time  to  begin  work  and  during  \iorking  hours, 
be  properly  attended  by  a  person  employed  for  that 
purpose.  In  mines  generating  fire-damp  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  be  detected  by  ordinary  safety  lamps,  all 
jnain  air  bridges  or  overcasts  made  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  shall  be  built  of  masonry  or  other  incom- 
bustible material  of  ample  strength  or  be  driven 
through  the  solid  strata. 

In  all  mines  the  doors  used  in  guiding  and  directiug 
the  ventilation  of  the  mine  shall  be  so  hung  and  ad- 
justed that  they  will  close  themselves,  or  be  supplied 
with  spring  or  pulleys  so  that  they  cannot  be  left 
standing  open,  and  an  attendant  shall  be  employed  at 
all  princii)al  doors  through  which  cars  are  hauled, 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  closing  said  doors  when 
trips  of  cars  are  x>ft8sing  to  and  from  the  workings,  un- 
less an  approved  self-acting  door  is  used,  which  princi- 
pal doors  shall  be  determined  by  the  mine  inspector  or 
mine  foreman.  A  hole  for  shelter  shall  be  provided  at 
each  door  so  as  to  protect  said  attendant  from  being 
run  over  by  the  cai^s  while  attending  to  his  duties,  and 
persons  employed  for  this  purpose  shall  at  all  times 
remain  at  their  post  of  duty  during  working  hours: 
Provided y  That  the  same  person  may  attend  two  doors 
where  the  distance  between  them  is  not  more  than  one 
hundred  feet.  On  every  inclined  plane  or  road  in  any 
mine  where  haulase  is  done  by  machinerj^  and  where  a 
door  is  used,  an  extra  door  shall  be  provided  to  be 
used  in  case  of  necessitv.

Article  V. 
Safety  Lamps^  Fire  Bosses  et  cetera. 

Section  1.  All  mines  generating  fire-damx)  shall  be 
kept  free  of  standing  gas  in  all  working  places  and 
roadways.  No  accumulation  of  explosive  gas  shall  be 
allowed  to  exist  in  the  worked  out  or  abandoned  x^arts 
of  any  mine  when  it  is  i>racticable  to  remove  it,  and 
the  entrance  or  entrances  to  said  worked  out  and  aban- 
doned places  shall  be  i3roj>erly  fenced  off  and  caution- 
ary notices  shall  be  x>osted  ux^on  said  fencing  to  warn 
persons  of  danger. 

Section  2.  In  all  mines  wherein  explosive  gas  has 
been  generated  within  the  period  of  six  months  next 
preceding  the  X)assage  of  this  act,  and  also  in  all  mines 
where  fire-dam  x>  shall  be  generated,  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  in  suflicient  quantities  to  be  detected  by 
the  ordinary  safety  lamx^,  every  working  place  with- 
out exception  and  all  roadways  shall  be  carefully  ex- 
amined immediatel.v  before  each  shift  by  competent 
X^erson  or  x^^i'sons  apx)ointed  by  the  sux)erintendent 
and  mine  foreman  for  that  i)urx)ose.     The   ])erson  or 
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persous  making  such  examination  shall  have  received 
a  fire  boss  certificate  of  competency  required  by  this 
act,  and  shall'  use  no  light  other  than  that  enclosed  in 
&  safety  lamp  while  making  said  examination.  In  all 
cases  said  examination  shall  be  begun  within  three 
hours  prior  to  the  appointed  time  of  each  shift  com- 
mencing to  work,  ana  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
lire  boss,  at  each  examination,  to  leave  at  the  face  and 
side  of  every  place  so  examined,  evidence  of  his  pres- 
ence. And  he  shall  also,  at  each  examination,  inspect 
the  entrance  or  entrances  to  the  worked  out  or  aban- 
doned parts  which  are  adjacent  to  the  roadways  and 
working  places  of  the  mine  where  firedamp  is  likely  to 
accumulate,  and  where  danger  is  found  to  exist  he  shall 
place  a  danger  signal  at  the  entrance  or  entrances  to 
such  places,  which  shall  be  sufficient  warning  for  per- 
sons not  to  enter  said  place. 

Section  3.  In  any  place  that  is  being  driven  towards 
or  in  dangerous  proximity  to  an  abandoned  mine 
or  part  of  a  mine  suspected  of  containing  inflam- 
mable gases,  or  which  may  be  inundated  with 
water,  bore  holes  shall  be  kept  not  less  than  twelve 
feet  in  advance  of  the  face,  and  on  the  sides  of  such 
working  places,  said  side  holes  to  be  drilled  diagonally 
not  more  than  eight  feet  apart,  and  any  place 
driven  to  tap  water  or  gas  shall  not  be  more  than 
ten  feet  wide,  and  no  water  or  gas  from  an  abandoned 
mine  or  ]>art  of  a  mine  and  no  bore  hole  from  the 
surface  shall  be  tapped  until  the  employes,  except 
those  engaged  at  such  work,  are  out  of  the  mine  and 
such  work  to  be  done  under  the  immediate  instruction 
of  the  mine  foreman. 

Section  4.  The  fire  boss  shall,  at  each  entrance  to  the 
mine  or  in  the  main  intake  air- way  near  to  the  mine 
entrance,  prepare  a  permanent  station  with  the  proper 
daui^er  signal  designated  by  suitable  letters  and  colors 
placed  thereon,  and  it  shall  tiot  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons,  except  the  mine  officials  in  cases  of  nec- 
essity, and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by 
them,  to  pass  beyond  said  danger  station  until  the 
niine  has  been  examined  by  the  fire  boss  as  aforesaid 
and  the  same,  or  certain  parts  thereof,  reported  by  him 
to  be  safe,  and  in  all  mines  where  operations  are  tem- 
porarily suspended  the  superintendent  and  mine  fore- 
man shall  see  tliat  a  danger  signal  be  ])laced  at  the 
mine  entrance  or  entrances,  which  shall  be  a  sufficient 
warning  to  persons  not  to  enter  the  mine,  and  if  the 
ordinary  circulation  of  air  through  the  mine  be  stopped 
each  entrance  to  said  mine  shall  be  securely  fenced  off 
and  a  danger  signal  shall  be  displayed  upon  said  fence 
and  any  workman  or  other  person,  (except  those  per- 
sons hereinbefore  provided  for) ,  passing  vy  any  dan- 
ger sifirnal  into  the  mine  before  it  has  been  examined 
and  rejiorted  to  be  safe  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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fire  boss,  mine  foreman,  superintendent  or  any  em- 
ploye of  the  mine  to  forthwith  notify  the  mine  in- 
spector, who  shall  enter  proceeding's  against  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  article 
twenty-one  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  All  entries,  tunnels,  air- ways,  traveling 
ways  and  other  working"  places  of  a  mine  where  ex- 

f)losive  gas  is  being  generated  in  such  quantities  as  can 
)e  detected  by  the  ordinary  safety  lamp,  and  pillar 
workings  and  other  working  places  in  any  mine  where 
a  sudden  inflow  of  said  explosive  gas  is  likely  to  be 
encountered,  (by  reason  of  the  subsidence  of  the  overly- 
ing: strata  or  from  other  causes) ,  shall  be  worked  ex- 
clusively with  locked  safety  lamps.  The  use  of  open 
lights  is  also  prohibited  in  all  working  places,  road- 
ways or  other  parts  of  the  mine  through  which  fire- 
damp might  be  carried  in  the  air  cuiTent  in  dangerous 
quandties.  In  all  mines  or  parts  of  mines  worked  with 
locked  safety  lamps,  the  use  of  electric  wires  and  elec- 
tric currents  is  positively  prohibited,  unless  said  wires 
and  machinery  and  all  other  mechanical  devices  at- 
tached thereto  and  connected  therewith  are  constructed 
and  protected  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  freedom 
from  the  emission  of  sparks  or  flame  therefrom  into 
the  atmosphere  of  the  mine. 

Section  6.  After  January  first,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-four,  the  use  of  the  common  Davy 
safety  lamp  for  general  work  in  any  bituminous  coal 
mine  is  hereby  prohibited,  neither  shall  the  Clanny 
lamp  be  so  used  unless  its  gauze  is  thoroughly  pro- 
tected by  a  metallic  shield,  but  this  act  does  not  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  the  Davy  and  Clanny  lamps  by  the 
mine  oflicials  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  work- 
ings for  gas. 

Section  7.  All  safety  lamps  used  for  examining 
mines  or  for  working  therein  shall  be  the  property  of 
the  operator,  and  shall  be  in  the  care  of  the  mine  fore- 
man, nis  assistant  or  tire  boss  or  other  competent  i)er- 
sou,  Avho  shall  clean,  fill,  trim,  examine  and  deliver  the 
same,  locked,  in  a  safe  condition,  to  the  men  when  en- 
tering the  mine  before  each  shift  and  shall  receive  the 
same  from  the  men  at  the  end  of  each  shift,  for  which 
service  a  chargre  not  exceeding  cost  of  labor  and  mate- 
rial may  h^  made  by  the  operator.  A  suflScient  number 
of  safety  lamps,  but  not  less  than  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  those  in  use,  shall  be  kept  at  each  mine 
where  gas  has  at  any  time  been  generated  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  be  detected  by  an  ordinary  safety  lamp, 
for  use  in  case  of  emergency.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  person  who  knows  his  safety  lamp  to  be  injured 
or  defective  to  promptly  rei)ort  such  fact  to  the  party 
authorized  herein  to  receive  and  care  for  said  lamps, 
and  it  hall  be  the  dutv  of  that  imrty  to  promptly  re- 
port such  fnct  to  the  mine  foreman. 
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Article  VI. 
3iine  Foreman  and  His  Duties, 

Section  1.  In  order  to  better  secure  the  ])roper  A^enti- 
latiou  of  the  bituminous  coal  mines  and  promote  the 
health  and  safety  of  the  persons  employed  therein,  the 
operator  or  superintendent  shall  employ  a  competent 
and  practical  inside  overseer  for  each  and  every  mine, 
to  be  called  mine  foieman ;  said  mine  foreman  shall 
have  passed  an  examination  and  obtained  a  certificate 
of  competency  or  of  service  as  required  by  this  act  and 
.shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  an  exper- 
ienced coal  miner,  and  said  mine  foreman  shall  devote 
the  whole  of  his  time  to  his  duties  at  the  mine  when  in 
oi>eratiou,  or  in  case  of  his  necessary  absence,  an  assist- 
ant chosen  by  him,  and  shall  keep  a  careful  watch  over 
the  ventilating  apparatus  and  the  air-ways,  traveling 
ways,  pump  aud  pump  timbers  and  drainage,  and  shall 
often  instruct,  and  as  far  as  possible,  see  that  as  the 
miners  advance  their  excavations  all  dangerous  coal, 
nhie  and  rock  overhead  are  taken  down  or  carefully 
secured  against  falling  therein,  or  on  the  traveling  and 
hauling  ways,  and  that  sufficient  props,  caps  and  tim- 
bei-s  of  suitable  size  are  sent  into  the  mine  when  re- 
quired, and  all  props  shall  be  cut  square  at  both  ends, 
aud  as  near  as  practicable  to  a  proper  length  for  the 
places  where  they  are  to  be  used,  and  such  ])rops,  caps 
aud  timbers  shall  be  delivered  in  the  working  places 
of  the  m'n  ^ 

Section  2.  Every  workman  in  want  of  props  or  tim- 
Wsandcap  pieces  shall  notify  the  mine  foreman  or 
his  assistant  of  the  fact  at  least  one  day  in  advance, 
?ivinof  the  length  and  number  of  i^roi^s  or  timbers  and 
cap  pieces  required,  but  in  cases  of  emergency  the 
timbei-8  may  be  ordered  immediately  upon  the  dis- 
covery of  any  danger.  (The  place  and  manner  of  leav- 
ing the  orders  for  the  timber  shall  be  designated  and 
Hpecified  in  the  rules  of  the  mine.)  And  if,  from  any 
cause,  the  timbers  cannot  be  supplied  when  required, 
he  shall  instruct  the  persons  to  vacate  all  said  work- 
ing places  until  supplied  with  the  timber  needed,  and 
Khali  see  that  all  water  be  drained  or  hauled  out  of  all 
working  places  before  the  miner  enters  and  fis  far  as 
practicable  kept  dry  while  the  miner  is  at  work. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  foreman 
to  see  that  proper  cut-throughis  are  made  in  all  the 
rooms,  pillars  at  such  distances  apart  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  mine  inspector  may  be  deemed  requisite, 
not  more  than  thirty -five  nor  less  than  sixteen  yards 
each,  for  the  purpose  of  ventilation,  and  the  ventilation 
shall  be  conducted  through  said  cut-throughs  into  the 
rooms  by  means  of  check  doors  made  of  canvas  or 
other  suitable  material,  placed  on  the  entries  or  in 
other  suitable  places,  and  he  shall  not  permit  any  room

plied with. 

Section  4.  In  all  hauling  roads,  on  which  hauling  is 
done  by  animal  power,  and  whereon  men  have  to  pass 
to  and  from  their  work,  holes  for  shelter,  which  shall 
be  kept  clear  of  obstruction,  shall  be  made  at  least 
every  thirty  yards  and  be  kept  whitewashed,  but  shel- 
ter holes  shall  not  be  required  in  entries  from  which 
rooms  are  driven  at  regular  intervals  not  exceeding- 
fifty  feet,  where  there  is  a  space  four  feet  between  the 
wagon  and  rib,  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  shelter. 
On  all  hauling  roads  whereon  hauling  is  done  by 
machinery,  and  all  gravity  or  inclined  jilanes  inside 
mines  upon  which  the  persons  employed  in  the  mine 
must  travel  on  foot  to  and  from  their  w^ork,  such  shel- 
ter holes  shall  be  cut  not  less  than  two  feet  six  inches 
into  the  strata  and  not  more  than  fifteen  yards  apart, 
unless  there  is  a  space  of  at  least  six  feet  from  the  side 
of  the  car  to  the  side  of  the  roadway,  which  space  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient  for  shelter:  Provided,  That  this 
requirement  shall  not  apply  to  any  parts  of  mines, 
which  parts  were  opened  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act,  if  deemed  impracticable  by  the  mine  inspector. 

Section  5.  The  mine  foreman  shall  measure  the  air 
current  at  least  once  a  week  at  the  inlet  and  outlet  and 
at  or  near  the  faces  of  the  entries,  and  shall  kee]^  a 
record  of  such  measurements.  An  anemometer  shall 
be  provided  for  this  purpose  by  the  operator  of  the 
mine.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  mine  fore- 
man to  require  the  workmen  to  use  locked  safety  lamps 
when  and  where  required  by  this  act. 

Section  6.  The  mine  foreman  shall  give  prompt  at- 
tention to  the  removal  of  all  dangers  reported  to  him 
by  the  lire  boss  or  any  other  person  working  in  the 
mine,  and  in  mines  where  a  fire  boss  is  not  employed, 
the  said  mine  foreman  or  his  assistant  shall  visit  and 
examine  every  working  place  therein  at  least  once  every 
altematp  day  while  the  miners  of  such  place  are  or 
should  be  at  work,  and  shall  direct  that  each  and  every 
working  place  be  properly  secured  by  props  or  timbers, 
and  that  no  person  shall  be  directed  or  permitted  to 
work  in  an  unsafe  place  unless  it  be  for  the  purpose  of 
making  it  safe :  Provided,  That  if  the  owner  or  opei-a- 
tor  of  any  mine  employing  a  fire  boss  shall  require  the 
mine  foreman  to  examine  every  working  place  every 
alternate  day,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine 
foreman  to  do  so. 

Section  7.  Wlien  the  mine  foreman  is  unable  per- 
sonally, to  carry  out  all  the  requirements  of  this  act 
as  pertaining  to  his  duties,  he  shall  employ  a  compe- 
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teut  person  or  persons  not  objectionable  to  the  opera- 
tor, to  act  as  his  assistant  or  assistants,  who  shall  act 
nnder  his  instructions,  and  in  all  mines  where  fire- 
damp is  generated  the  said  assistant  or  assistants  shall 
possess  a  certiiicate  of  competency  as  mine  foreman  or 
fire  boss. 

Section  8.  A  suitable  record  book,  with  printed  head 
lines,  prej^ared  by  and  approved  by  the  mine  inspector, 
tlie  same  to  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  Com- 
monweajth,  shall  be  kept  at  each  mine  generating  ex- 
plosive gases,  and  immediately  after  each  examination 
of  the  mine  made  by  the  fire  boss  or  fire  bosses,  a  re- 
cord of  the  same  shall  be  entered  in  said  book,  signed 
by  the  person  or  ])ersons  making  such  examination, 
which  shall  clearly  state  the  nature  and  location  of  any 
daujarer  which  he  or  they  may  have  discovered,  and  the 
fire  boss  or  fire  bosses  shall  immediately  report  such 
daiio:er  and  the  location  of  the  same  to  the  mine  fore- 
man, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  remove  the  danger  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  done  forthwith  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, and  the  mine  foreman  shall  also  each  day  counter- 
sig:n  hU  reports  entered  by  the  fire  boss  or  fire  bosses. 
At  all  mines  the  mine  foreman  shall  enter  in  a  book 
provided  as  above  by  the  mine  inspector,  a  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  mine  signed  by  himself,  which 
shall  clearly  state  any  danger  that  may  have  come 
under  his  observation  during  the  day,  and  shall  also 
state  whether  he  has  a  proper  supply  of  material  on 
hand  for  the  safe  working  of  the  mine,  and  wiiether  all 
requirements  of  the  law  are  strictly  complied  with. 
He  shall,  once  each  week,  enter  or  cause  to  be  entered 
plainly,  with  ink,  in  said  book,  a  true  record  of  all  air 
meiisurements  required  by  this  act,  and  such  book 
shall,  at  all  times,  be  kept  at  the  mine  oflice  for  exam- 
ination by  the  mine  insjiector  of  the  district  and  any 
other  person  working  in  the  mines. 

Article  VII, 

Timbers  and  Other  Mine  Supplies  et  cetera. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent, 
on  behalf  and  at  the  expense  of  the  operator,  to  keep 
on  hand  at  the  mines  at  all  times,  a  full  supply  of  all 
materials  and  supplies  required  to  preserve  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  employes  as  ordered  by  the  mine  fore- 
man and  required  by  this  act.  He  shall,  at  least  once  a 
week,  examine  and  countersign —  (which  countersigna- 
ture of  the  superintendent  shall  be  held,  under  this  act, 
to  have  no  further  bearinsr  than  the  evidence  of  the 
fact  that  the  mine  superintendent  has  read  the  matter 
entered  on  the  book)  — all  reports  entered  in  the  mine 
record  book,  and  if  he  finds  that  the  law  is  being  vio- 
lated in  any  particular,  he  shall  order  the  mine  fore- 
man to  comply  with  its  provisions  forthwith.     If  from 
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any  cause  he  cannot  procure  the  necessar}'^  supplies  or 
material  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  notify  the  mine  fore 
man,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  Avithdraw  the  men  from 
the  mine  or  part  of  mine  until  such  supplies  or  ma- 
terial are  received. 

Section  2.  The  superintedent  of  the  mine  shall  not 
obstruct  the  mine  foreman  or  other  officials  in  their  ful- 
fillment of  any  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act.  At 
mines  where  superintendents  are  not  employed,  the 
duties  that  are  herein  prescribed  for  the  superinten- 
dent shall  devolve  upon  the  mine  foreman. 


Article  VIII. 
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Powder  et  cetera. 

Section  1.  After  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  place  a  main  or  principal  ventilating  fan 
inside  of  any  bituminous  coal  mine  wherein  explosive 
gas  has  been  detected  or  in  which  the  air  cunent  is 
contaminated  with  coal  dust.  No  stationary  steam 
boiler  shall  be  placed  in  any  bituminous  coal  mine, 
unless  said  steam  boiler  be  placed  within  fifty  feet  from 
the  bottom  of  an  up-cast  shaft,  which  shaft  shall  not  be 
less  than  twenty-five  square  feet  in  area,  and  after  Maj' 
thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
no  stationary  steam  boiler  shall  be  permitted  to  remain 
in  any  bituminous  coal  mine,  only  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful,  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  to  provide  any  horse  or  mule  stables  inside 
of  bituminous  coal  mines,  unless  said  stables  are  ex- 
cavated in  the  solid  strata  or  coal  seams  and  no  wood 
or  other  combustible  material  shall  be  used  excessively 
in  the  construction  of  said  stables,  unless  sun*ounded 
by  or  incased  by  some  incombustible  material.  The 
air  current  used  for  ventilating  said  stable  shall  not  be 
intermixed  Avith  the  air  current  used  for  ventilating  the 
working  parts  of  the  mine,  but  shall  be  conveyed  di- 
rectly to  the  return  air  ciuTent,  and  no  open  light  shall 
be  permitted  to  be  used  in  any  stable  in  any  mine. 

Section  3.  No  hay  or  straw  shall  be  taken  into  any 
mine,  unless  pressed  and  made  up  into  compact  bales, 
and  all  hay  or  straw  taken  into  the  mines  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  stored  in  a  storehouse  excavated  in  the  solid 
strata  or  built  in  masonry  for  that  purpose  After  Jan- 
uary first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety -four, 
no  horse  or  mule  stable  or  storehouse,  only  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  ])ermitted  in  any  bituminous  coal  mine. 

Section  4.  No  explosive  oil  shall  be  used  or  taken 
into  bituminous  coal  mines  for  lighting  purposes,  and 
oil  shall  not  be  stored  or  taken  into  the  mines  in  quan- 
tities exceeding  five  gallons.  The  oiling  or  greasing 
of  cars  inside  of  the  mines  is  strictly  forbidden  unless 
the  place  where  said  oil  or  giease  is  used  is  thoroughly 
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cleaned  at  least  once  every  day  to  prevent  the  accumu- 
ktiou  of  waste  oil  or  ^ease  ou  tlie  roads  or  iu  the 
drains  at  that  ])oiut.  Not  more  than  one  barrel  of  lu- 
bricating oil  shall  be  ]>erinitted  iu  the  mine  at  any  one 
time  Only  a  pure  animal  or  pure  cotton-seed  oil  or 
oils,  that  shall  be  as  free  from  smoke  as  a  pure  animal 
or  \n\re  cotton-seed  oil,  shall  be  used  for  illuminating 
pnrposes  in  any  bituminous  mine.  Any  person  found 
knowingly  usin?  explosive  or  impure  oil,  contrary  to 
this  section,  shall  be  prosecuted  as  i)rovided  for  in  sec- 
tion two  of  article  twenty -one  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  No  powder  or  high  explosive  shall  be 
stored  in  any  mine,  and  no  more  of  either  article  shall 
be  taken  into  the  mine  at  any  one  time  than  is  required 
iu  any  one  shift,  unless  the  quantity  be  less  than  five 
Doancis,  and  in  all  working  places  where  locked  safety 
lamiis  are  used  blasting  shall  only  be  done  by  theconsent 
and  iu  the  presence  of  the  mine  foreman,  his  assistant 
or  fire  boss,  or  any  competent  party  designated  by  the 
mine  foreman  for  that  purpose ;  whenever  the  mine  in- 
spector discovers  that  the  air  in  any  mine  is  becoming 
vitiateil  by  the  unnecessary  blasting  of  the  coal,  he 
shall  have  the  power  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  same 
and  to  designate  at  what  hour  of  the  day  blasting  may 
\^  permitted. 


liDbrlcmtlnir  uli.. 
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Article  IX. 

Openvigfor  Drainage  et  cetera,  on  Other  Lands. 

Section  1.  If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  is,  or 
sball  hereafter  be,  seized  in  his  or  their  own  right,  of 
coal  lands,  or  shall  hold  such  lands  under  lease  and 
shall  have  opened  or  shall  desire  to  open  a  coal  mine 
on  said  land,  and  it  shall  not  be  practicable  to  drain 
or  ventilate  such  mines  or  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  act  as  to  ways  of  ingress  and  egi*ess  or 
tniveling  ways  by  means  of  openings  on  lands  owned 
or  held  under  lease  by  him,  them  or  it,  and  the  same 
can  be  done  by  means  of  openings  ou  adjacent  lands, 
he,  tliey  or  it  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  coui-t  of 
qmi.rter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  after  ten  days' 
notice  to  the  owner  or  ownei-s,  their  agent  or  attorney, 
!>ettiug  forth  the  facts  under  oath  or  affirmation  parti- 
c  lUrly  describing  the  place  or  places  where  such  open- 
insr  or  openings  can  be  made,  and  the  pillars  of  coal  or 
other  material  necessary  for  the  support  of  such  pas- 
j^ire  way  and  such  right  of  way  to  any  public  road  as 
may  be  needed  in  connection  with  such  opening,  and 
that  he  or  they  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  ow  ners 
of  the  land  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  privilege 
of  making  such  opening  or  openings,  whereupon  the 
•^id  coiu-t  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  and  compe- 
tent citizens  of  the  county  to  view  the  groimd  desig 
nated  and  lay  out  from  the  point  or  points  mentioned 
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in  such  petition,  a  passage  or  passag'es  not  more  than 
eighty  feet  area,  by  either  drift,  shaft  or  slope,  or  by 
a  combination  of  any  of  said  methods,  by  any  inactica- 
ble  and  convenient  route,  to  the  coal  of  such  pei*8ou, 
firm  or  corporation,  preferring  in  all  cases  an  openiug 
through  the  coal  strata  where  the  same  is  practicable. 
The  said  viewers  shall,  at  the  same  time,  assess  the  dam* 
ages  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner  or  petitioners  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  for  the  coal  or  other  valu- 
able material  to  be  removed  in  the  excavation  and  con- 
struction of  said  passage,  also  for  such  coal  or  other  valu- 
able material  necessary  to  support  the  said  passage,  as 
well  as  for  a  right  of  way  not  exceeding  fifteen  feet  in 
Avidthfrom  any  such  opening  to  any  public  road,  to  en- 
able persons  to  gain  entrance  to  the  mine  through  such 
opening  or  to  provide  therefrom,  upon  the  surface,  a 
water  course  of  suitable  dimensions  to  a  natural  water 
stream  to  enable  the  operator  to  discharge  the  water 
from  said  mine  if  such  right  of  way  shall  be  desired  by 
the  petitioner  or  petitioners,  which  damages  shall  be 
fully  paid  before  such  opening  is  made.  The  piK)ceed- 
ings  shall  be  recorded  in  the  road  docket  of  the  proper 
county,  and  the  pay  of  viewers  shall  be  the  same 
as  in  roadcases;  if  exceptions  be  filed  they  shall  be 
disposed  of  by  the  court  as  speedily  as  possible,  and 
both  parties  to  have  the  right  to  take  depositions  as 
in  road  cases.  If,  however,  the  petitioner  desires  to 
make  such  openings  or  roads  or  water  way  before  the 
final  disposition  of  such  exceptions,  he  shall  have  the 
right  to  do  so  by  giving  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the 
court  securing  the  damages  as  provided  by  law  in  the 
case  of  lateral  railroads. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  compulsory  upon  the  part  of 
the  mine  owner  or  operator  to  exercise  the  powei^ 
granted  by  the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section 
for  the  i)rociuinfir  of  a  right  of  way  on  the  surface  from 
the  opening  of  a  coal  mine  to  a  public  road  or  i)ublic 
roads,  upon  the  request  in  writine*  of  fifty  miners  em^ 
ployed  in  the  mine  or  mines  of  such  owner  or  operator: 
Provided  however^  That  with  such  request  satisfactory 
security  be  deposited  with  the  mine  OAvner  or  operator 
by  said  petitioners,  being  coal  miners,  to  fully  and 
suificiently  pay  all  costs,  damages  and  expenses  caused 
by  such  proceedings  and  in  paying  for  such  right  of 
way. 

Section  3.  In  any  mine  or  mines,  or  parts  thereof, 
wherein  water  may  have  been  allow^ed  to  accumulate 
in  large  and  dangerous  quantities,  |)utting  in  danger 
the  adjoining  ur  adjacent  mines  and  the  lives  of  the 
miners  working  therein,  and  when  such  can  be  tapped 
and  set  free  and  flow  by  its  own  gravity  to  any  point 
of  drainage,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  operator  or  ror- 
son  havins:  mines  so  endangered,  with  the  approval  of 
the  inspector  of  the  district,  to  proceed  and  remove 
the  said  danger  bv  driving  a  drift  or  drifts  protected 
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by  bore  holes  as  provideil  by  this  act,  and  iu  removiniz: 
said  danger  it  shall  be  lawful  to  drive  across  property 
Hues  if  needful.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  dam  or  in  any  way  obstnict  the  flow  of  any  water 
from  said  mine  or  paiis  thereof,  when  so  set  free,  on 
any  part  of  its  passage  to  point  of  drainage. 

Section  4.  No  operator  shall  be  permitted  to  mine 
coal  within  fifty  feet  of  any  abandoned  mine  containing 
a  dangerous  accumulation  of  Avater,  until  said  danger 
has  been  removecl  by  driving  a  passage  way  so  as  to 
tap  aud  druin  oflF  said  water  as  provided  for  in  this  act : 
Provided,  That  the  thickness  of  the  barrier  pillars 
shall  be  greater,  and  shall  be  in  proportion  of  one  foot 
of  pillar  thickness  to  each  one  and  one-quarter  foot  of 
waterhead,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  engineer  of  the 
prui)erty  and  that  of  the  district  mine  inspector,  it  is 
necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  persons  working  in  the 
mine. 

Section  5.  All  operators  of  bituminous  coal  mines 
shall  keep  posted,  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  their 
mines,  the  general  and  special  rules  embodied  in  and 
made  part  of  this  act,  defining  the  duties  of  all  persons 
employed  in  or  about  said  mine,  which  said  rules  shall 
be  printed  in  the  English  language  and  shall  also  be 
printed  in  such  other  language  or  languages  as  are  used 
by  any  ten  persons  working  therein.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  mine  inspector  to  furnish  to  the  operator 
printed  copies  of  such  rules  and  such  translations 
thereof  as  are  required  by  this  section,  and  to  certify 
their  correctness  over  his  signature.  The  cost  thereof 
shall  be  borne  by  the  State. 

Article  X. 
Inspectors,  Examining  Boards  et  cetera. 

SEcnoN  1.  The  board  of  examiners  appointed  to  ex-  <*°7«*SO'"?*"5p-

amme  candidates  for  the  oiiice  of  mine  inspectors,  •miners, 
imder  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup - 
I»lemeTit,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  granted    and 
l)erform  all  the  duties  required  by  this  supplementary 
act,  and  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  office,  and 
every  four  years  thereafter,  the  Governor  shall  appoint,  Quanacations  of 
as  hereinafter  provided,  during  the  month  of  January,  ™«™*»«"°'*»<>»^- 
two  raining  engineers  of  good  repute  and  three  other 
persons,  who  shall  have    passed  successful  examina- 
tions qualifying  them  to  act  as  mine  inspectors  or  mine 
foremen  in  mines  generating  fire-damp,  who  shall  be 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  and  shall  have  attained 
the  age  of  thirty  years  and  shall  have  had  at  least  five 
years  of  practical  experience  in  the  bituminous  mines 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  Avho  shall  not  be  serving  at  that 
time  in  any  official  capacity  at  mines,  which  five  per- 
sons shall  constitute  a  board  of  examiners,  whose  duty  Duties, 
it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the  character  and  qualifica- 
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tion  of  candidates  fur  the  office  of  inspector  of  mines 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  examining  board,  so  constituted, 
shall  meet  on  the  fii-st  Tuesday  of  March  following 
their  appointment,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  to  ex- 
amine applicimts  for  the  office  of  mine  inspector :  Fio- 
vided  hoio^ver.  The  examining  board  shall  meet  two 
weeks  previous  to  the  aforesaid  time  for  the  purpose 
of  preparing  questions  et  cetei'a,  and  when  called  to- 
gether by  the  Governor  on  extra  occasions  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  may  designate,  and  after  being 
duly  organized  and  having  taken  and  subscribed  be- 
fore any  officer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  the 
following  oath,  namely :  "We,  the  undersigned,  tlo 
solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  we  will  perform  the 
duties  of  examiners  of  applicants  for  the  appointment 
as  inspectors  of  bituminous  coal  mines  to  the  best  of 
our  abilities,  and  that  in  recommending  or  rejecting 
said  applicants  we  will  bo  governed  by  the  evidence  of 
the  qualifications  to  fill  the  position  under  the  law 
creating  the  same,  and  not  by  any  consideration  of 
political  or  personal  favor;  that  we  will  certifj'  all 
whom  we  may  find  qualified  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  the  act  and  none  others. " 

Section  3.  The  general  examination  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing and  the  manuscript  and  other  papers  of  all  appli- 
cants, together  with  the  tally  sheets  and  the  solution 
of  each  question  as  given  by  the  examining  board, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  as 
public  documents,  but  each  applicant  shall  undergo 
an  oral  examination  pertaining  to  explosive  gases  and 
safety  lamps,  and  the  examining  board  shall  certify  to 
the  Governor  the  names  of  all  such  applicants  which 
they  shall  find  competent  to  fill  this  office  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  which  names,  with  the  certifi- 
cates and  their  percentages  and  the  oaths  of  the  ex- 
aminers, shall  be  mailed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  be  filed  in  his  office.  No  person  shall 
be  certified  as  competent  whose  percentage  shall  be 
less  than  ninety  per  centum,  and  such  certificate  shall 
be  valid  only  when  signed  bj'  four  of  the  members  of 
the  examining  board. 

Section  4.  The  qualifications  of  candidates  for  said 
office  of  insT)ectors  of  mines  to  be  inquired  into  and 
certified  i)y  said  examiners  shall  be  as  follows,  namely  : 
They  shall  be  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  of  temperate 
habits,  of  good  rei)ute  as  megi  of  ])ersonal  integrity 
and  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
shall  have  had  at  least  five  years  of  practical  experience 
in  working  of  or  in  the  workings  of  the  bituminous 
mines  of  Pennsylvania  immediately  preceding  their 
examination,  and  shall  have  had  practical  experience 
with  fire  damp  inside  the  mines  of  this  coimtry,  and 
upon  examination  shall  give  evidence  of  such  theoreti- 
cal as  well  as  practical  knowledge  and  general  intelli- 
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^euce  respectitig  mines  and  mining  and  the  working 
aud  ventilation  thereof,  and  all  noxious  mine  gases, 
aucl  will  satisfy  the  examiners  of  their  capability  and 
fitness  for  the  duties  imposed  upon  inspectors  of 
laines  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  the  examin- 
ing board  shall,  immediately  after  the  examination, 
famish  to  each  person  who  came  before  it  to  be  ex- 
amined a  copy  of  all  questions  whether  oral  or  written, 
which  were  given  at  the  examination,  on  printed  slips  of 
paper  and  to  be  marked  solved,  right,  imperfect  or 
wrong,  as  the  case  may  be,  together  with  a  certificate 
of  competency  to  each  candidate  who  shall  have  made 
at  least  ninety  per  centum. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  examiners  may,  also,  at 
their  meeting,  or  when  at  any  time  called  by  the  Gov- 
ernor together  for  an  extra  meeting,  divide  the  bitu- 
minons  coal  regions  of  the  State  into  inspection  dis- 
tricts, no  district  to  contain  less  than  sixty  nor  more 
than  eighty  mines,  and  as  nearly  as  possible  equaliz- 
ing the  labor  to  be  performed  by  each  inspector,  and 
at  any  subsequent  calling  of  the  board  of  examiners 
this  division  may  be  revised  as  experience  may  prove 
to  be  advisable. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  examiners  shall  each  re- 
ceive ten  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  em- 
ployed, and  all  necessary  expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  State  Treasury.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  certificate 
of  the  examining  board  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Governor,  shall,  from  the 
names  so  certified,  commission  one  person  to  be  in- 
spector of  mines  for  each  district  as  fixed  by  the  ex- 
aminers in  pursuance  of  this  supplementary  act,  whose 
commission  shall  be  for  a  full  term  of  four  years  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following :  Always  provided 
kotrever,  The  highest  candidate  or  candidates  in  per- 
centage shall  have  priority  to  be  commissioned  for  a 
full  term  or  unexpired  term  before  those  candidates  of 
lower  percentage,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  in  percentage  the 
oldest  candidate  shall  be  commissioned. 

Section  7.  As  often  as  vacancies  occur  in  said  offices 
of  inspectors  of  mines,  the  Governor  shall  commission 
for  the  unexpired  term,  from  the  names  on  file,  the 
highest  in  percentage  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth,  imtil  the  number  shall  be  ex- 
hausted, and  whenever  this  may  occur,  the  Governor 
shall  ctiuse  the  aforesaid  board  of  examiner^  to  meet 
and  they  shall  examine  persons  who  may  present 
themselves  for  the  vacant  office  of  mine  inspector  as 
herein  provided,  and  the  board  of  examiners  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  Governor  all  persons  who  shall  have  made 
uinety  per  centum  in  said  examination,  one  of  whom 
to  be  commissioned  by  him  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  for  the  office  of  mine  inspector  for  the  unex- 
pired term,  and  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  ex- 
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amining  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Grovenior  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

Section  8.  Each  inspector  of  mines  shall  receive  for 
his  services  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars 
and  actual  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by 
the  State  Treasurer  upon  warrant  of  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, and  each  mine  inspector  shall  keep  an  office  in  the 
district  for  which  he  is  comissioned  and  he  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  keep  said  office  at  his  place  of  residence : 
Provided,  A  suitable  apartment  or  room  be  set  off  for 
that  purpose.  Each  mine  inspector  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  procure  such  instruments,  chemical  tests  and 
stationery  and  to  incur  such  expenses  of  communicatioii 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  act,  at  the  cost  of 
the  State,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer 
upon  accounts  duly  certified  by  him  and  audited  by  the 
proper  department  of  the  State. 

Seciion  9.  All  instruments,  plans,  books,  memoranda, 
notes  and  other  material  pertaining  to  the  office  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  delivered  to 
their  successors  in  office.  In  addition  to  the  expenses 
now  allowed  by  law  to  the  mine  inspectors  in  enforcing 
the  several  provisions  of  this  act,  they  shall  be  allowed 
all  necessary  expenses  by  them  incurred  in  enforcing 
the  several  r)rovisions  of  said  law  in  the  respectiTe 
courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  same  to  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor 
General  after  auditing  the  same ;  all  such  accounts  pre- 
sented  by  the  mine  inspector  to  the  Auditor  General 
shall  be  itemized  and  first  approved  by  the  court  before 
which  the  proceedings  were  instituted. 

Section  10.  Each  mine  inspector  of  bituminous  coal 
mines  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discbaige  of  his 
duties,  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  i>resident  judge  of 
the  distrct  in  which  he  resides,  conditional  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  to,  and  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  discharge  his  duties  impartially  and  with 
fidelity  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability.  But 
no  person  who  shall  act  as  manager  or  agent  of  any 
coal  mine,  or  as  a  mining  engineer,  or  is  interested  in 
operating"  any  coal  mine  shall,  at  the  same  time  act  as 
mine  inspector  of  coal  mines  under  this  act. 

Section  11.  Each  inspector  of  bituminous  coal  mines 
shall  devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  his 
office,  rt  shall  be  his  dutj'  to  examine  each  mine  in  his 
district  as  often  as  possible,  but  a  longer  period  of  time 
than  three  months  shall  not  ela]jse  between  said  ex- 
amination, to  see  that  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  aro 
observetl  and  strictly  carried  out,  and  he  shall  make  a 
record  of  all  examinations  of  mines,  showing  the  con 
dition  in  which  he  finds  them,  especially  with  reference 
to  ventilation  and  drainage,  the  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed  in   each   mine,  the   extent   to  which  the  law  is 
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obeyed  and  progress  made  in  the  improTement  of 
mines,  the  number  of  serious  accidents  and  the  nature 
thereof,  the  number  of  deaths  resulting  from  injuries 
received  iu  or  about  the  mines  with  the  cause  of  such 
accident  or  death,  which  record  completed  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  of  each  and  every  year,  shall,  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  following,  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  to  be 
by  him  recorded  and  included  in  the  annual  report  of 
Lis  department. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  inspector, 
un  examination  of  any  mine,  to  make  out  a  written  or 
partly  written  and  partly  printed  report  of  the  condi- 
tion in  which  he  finds  such  mine  and  post  the  same  in 
the  office  of  the  mine  or  other  conspicuous  place.  The 
said  report  shall  give  the  date  of  the  visit,  the  number 
of  cubic  feet  of  air  in  circulation  and  where  measured, 
and  that  he  has  measured  the  air  at  the  cut  through  of 
one  or  more  rooms  in  each  heading  or  entry,  and  such 
other  information  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  and  the 
said  report  shall  remain  posted  in  the  office  or  conspicu- 
ous place  for  one  year  and  may  be  examined  by  any 
person  employed  in  or  about  the  mine. 

Section  13.  In  case  the  inspector  becomes  incapaci- 
tated to  perform  the  duti  es  of  his  office  or  receives  a  leave 
of  abseLce  from  the  same  from  the  Governor,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
his  district  to  ajjpoint,  upon  said  mine  inspector's  ap- 
plication or  that  of  five  miners  or  five  operators  of  said 
inspector's  district,  some  competent  i^erson,  recom- 
mended by  the  board  of  examiners,  to  fill  the  office  of 
inspector  until  the  said  inspector  shall  be  able  to  re- 
sume the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  person  so  ap- 
pointed shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein- 
before provided  for  the  inspector  of  mines. 

Abticle  XI. 
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Section  1.  That  the  mine  inspectors  may  be  enabled 
to  perform  the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  them,  they 
shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  enter  any  bituminous 
coal  mine  to  make  examinations  or  obtain  information, 
and  npon  the  discovery  of  any  violation  of  this  act,  they 
shall  institute  xiroceedings  against  the  person  or  per- 
sons at  fault  under  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  ar- 
ticle twenty-one  of  this  act.

Article  XIT. 

Inquests  et  cetera. 

Section  1.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  any  explosion  or 
other  accidents  in  an}'  bituminous  coal  mine  or  the  ma- 
chinery connected  therewith,  loss  of  life  or  serious  ]ier- 
sonal  injury  shall  occur,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  per- 
son having  charge  of  such  mine  to  give  notice  thereof 
forthwith  to  the  mine  inspector  of  the  district  and  also 
to  the  coroner  of  the  county,  if  any  person  is  killed. 

Section  2.  If  the  coroner  shall  determine  to  hold  an 
inquest  he  shall  notify  the  mine  ins])ect<>r  of  the  dis- 
trict of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  who  shall 
offer  such  testimony  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  thor- 
oughly inform  the  baid  inquest  of  the  cause  of  the 
death,  and  the  said  mine  inspector  shall  have  authority 
at  any  time  to  appear  before  such  coroner  and  jury  and 
question  or  cross-question  any  witness,  and  in  choosing 
a  jury  for  the  purpose  of  holding  such  inquest  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  coroner  to  empanel  a  jury,  no  one  of 
which  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  inspector, 
upon  being  notified  of  any  fatal  accident  as  herein  pro- 
vided, to  immediately  repair  to  the  scene  of  the  acci- 
dent and  make  such  suggestion  as  may  appear  neces- 
sary  to  secure  the  safety  of  anj'  persons  who  may  be 
endangered,  and  if  the  results  of  tlie  accident  do  not  re- 
quire an  investigation  by  the  coroner  the  said  mine  in- 
spector shall  proceed  to  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
cause  of  the  accident  and  make  a  record  thereof,  which 
he  shall  file  as  provided  for,  and  to  enable  him  to  make 
the  investigation  he  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  persons  to  testify  and  to  administer  oaths 
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or  affirmations,  and  if  it  is  found  upon  inyestigration 
that  the  accident  is  due  to  the  violation  of  any  provi.

Section  1.  The  coui-t  of  common  pleas  iu  any  county 
or  district,  upon  a  petition  signed  by  not  less  than  fif- 
teen reputable  citizens  who  shall  be  miners  or  opera- 
tors of  mines,  and  with  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of 
said  petitioners  attached  setting  forth  that  any  inspec- 
tor of  mines  neglects  his  duties  or  is  incompetent  or 
that  he  is  guilty  of  a  malfeasance  in  office,  shall  issue 
a  citation  iu  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  said 
mine  inspector  to  appear  on  not  less  than  fifteen  days' 
notice,  upon  a  day  fixed,  before  said  court,  at  which 
time  tiie  court  shall  proceed  to  inquire  into  and  inves- 
ti«:at6  the  allegations  of  the  petitioners.

On  the  petition  of  the  mine  inspector  the 
court  of  common  ):>leas  in  any  county  in  said  district 
shall  appoint  an  examining  board  of  three  persons, 
consisting  of  a  mine  inspector,  a  miner  and  an  operator 
or  superintendent,  which  said  miner  shall  have  received 
a  certificate  of  competency  as  mine  foreman  in  mines 
generating  explosive  gases,  and  the  members  of  said 
examining  board  shall  be  citizens  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  the  persons  so  api^ointed  shall  after  being 
duly  organized  take  and  subscribe  before  an  officer  aii- 
Ifchorized  to  administer  the  same  the  following  oath 
namely :  "  We  the  undersigned  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  we  will  perform  the  duties  of  examiners  of 
applicants  for  the  x^osition  of  mine  foreman  and  fire 
bosses  of  bituminous  coal  mines  to  the  best  of  our  abil- 
ities, and  that  in  certifying  or  rejecting  said  applicants 
Ave  will  be  governed  by  the  evidence  of  the  qualifica- 
tions to  fill  the  position  under  the  law  creatine:  the 
same  and  not  by  anv  consideration  of  personal  favor: 
that  we  will  certify  all  whom  wo  may  find  qualified  and 
none  others. " 
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SEcnoK  2.  The  examining  board  shall  examine  any 
person  applying:  thereto  as  to  his  competenc}'  and  qual> 
liications  to  discharge  the  duties  of  mine  foreman  or 
tire  boss. 

Applicants  for  mine  foreman  or  fire  boss  certificates 
shall  be  at  least  twenty-three  years  of  age,  and  shall 
have  had  at  least  five  years  ]iractical  experience,  after 
fifteen  years  of  age,  as.miners  superintendent  at  or  in- 
i>ide  of  the  bituminous  mines  of  Pennsylvania  and  shall 
be  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  and  men  of  good 
moral  character  and  of  known  temperate  habits. 

The  said  board  shall  be  empowered  to  grant  certifi- 
cates of  competency  of  two  grades,  namely  :  certificates 
of  first  grade,  to  persons  who  have  had  experience  in 
mines  generating  explosive  gases  and  who  shall  have 
the  necessary'  qualifications  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  mine 
foreman  in  such  mines;  and  certificates  of  second 
^ade,  to  persons  who  give  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  ability  to  act  as  mine  foreman  in  mines  not  gen- 
erating explosive  gases. 

Section  3.  The  said  board  of  examiners  shall  meet 
at  the  call  of  the  mine  inspector  and  shall  gi-ant  certifi- 
cates to  all  persons  whose  examination  shall  disclose 
their  fitoess  for  the  duties  of  mine  foreman  as  above 
classified,  or  fire  boss,  and  such  certificates  shall  be 
sufficient  evidence  of  the  holder's  competency  for  the 
duties  of  said  position  so  far  as  relates  to  the  purposes 
of  this  act :  Provided,  That  all  persons  holding  certifi- 
cates of  competency  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  shall  continue  to 
act  under  this  act :  And  provided  fmiJier,  That  any  i3er- 
son  acting  as  mine  foreman  upon  a  certificate  of  service 
under  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  may  con- 
tinue to  act  in  the  same  capacity  at  any  mine  where 
the  general  conditions  affecting  the  health  and  safety 
of  the  persons  employed  do  not  differ  materially  from 
those  at  the  mine  in  which  he  was  acting  when  said 
certificate  was  granted:  Provided  however.  That  if 
such  mine  foreman  leaves  his  present  employer  and  se- 
cures employment  elsewhere  at  any  mine  where  in  the 
judgment  of  the  mine  inspector  of  the  district  the  con- 
<litions  affecting  the  health  and  safety  of  the  persons 
employed  do  differ  materially  from  those  at  the  mine 
at  which  he  was  employed  when  his  certificate  was 
granted,  it  shall  then  be  flie  duty  of  the  mine  inspec- 
tor of  the  district  in  which  he  has  secured  employment 
to  serve  written  protest  against  such  mine  foreman's 
employment  to  the  operator  of  said  mine. 

Section  4.  The  examining  board  shall  hold  their 
office  for  a  period  of  fo'ar  years  from  their  appointment 
and  shall  receive  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  nec- 
essarily employed  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  three 
cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled,  and 
all  other  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the  exami- 
nation shall  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth.     Each  ap-

Article  XVI. 

Suspension  of  Certificates  of  Mine  Foreman  and  Fire 

Bosses. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  act  as  fire  boss  in  any  bi- 
tumionus  coal  mines,  unless  granted  a  certificate  of 
competency  by  any  one  of  the  several  examining  boards. 
All  applicants  applying  to  any  of  the  examinisg 
boards  for  fire  boss  certificates  shall  undergo  an  oral 
exmination  in  the  presence  of  explosive  gas,  and  Buch 
certificate  shall  only  be  granted  to  men  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  known  temperate  habits.,  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  operator  or  superintendent  to  em- 
ploy any  person  as  fire  boss  who  has  not  obtained  such 
certificate  of  comi)etency  as  required  by  this  act. 

Section  2.  If  the  mine  foreman  or  fire  boss  shall  ne- 
glect his  duties,  or  has  incapacitated  himself  by  drnuk- 
enness,  or  has  baen  incapacitated  by  any  other  cause 
for  the  proper  performance  of  said  duties,  and  the  same 
shall  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  operator  or 
superintendent  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  operator  or 
superintendent  to  discharge  such  delinquent  at  once 
and  notify  the  inspector  of  the  district  of  such  action, 
whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspector  to  in- 
form  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  who  shall 
issue  a  citation  in  the  name  of  the  Comraonw^ealth  to 
the  said  operator,  superintendent,  mine  foreman  or  fire 
boss  to  appear  at  not  less  than  fifteen  days' notice  upon 
a  day  fixed  before  said  court,  at  which  time  the  court 
shall  proceed  to  inquire  into  and  investigate  the  alle- 
gations. If  the  court  finds  that  the  allegations  are  true 
it  shall  notify  the  examining  board  of  such  finding 
and  instruct  the  said  board  to  withdraw  the  certificate 
of  such  delinquent  during  any  period  of  time  that  said 
court  may  deem  sufficient,  and  at  the  expiration  of  such 
time  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  re  examination. 


Article  XVII. 

Employment  of  Boys  and  Females, 

Section  1.  No  boy  under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  or 
any  woman  or  girl  of  any  age,  shall  be  employed  or 
permitted  to  be  in  the  workings  of  any  bituminous  coal 
mine  for  the  purpose  of  employment,  or  for  any  other 
purpose ;  and  no  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  shall  be 
permitted  to  mine  or  load  coal  in  any  room,  entry  or 
other  working  place,  unless  in  com])any  with  a  person 
over  sixteen  years  of  age.     If  the  mine  inspector  or 
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mine  foreman  has  reason  to  doubt  the  fact  of  any  par- 
ticular boy  being  as  old  as  this  act  lequires  for  the  ser- 
vice which  said  boy  is  performing  at  any  mine  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  mine  inspector  or  mine  foreman  to 
report  the  fact  to  the  superintendent,  giving  the  name 
of  said  boy,  and  the  said  superintendent  shall  at  once 
iiiscbarge  the  said  boy. 

Article  XVIIT. 

Strttche^'s. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  operators  or  super- 
inteudents  to  keep  at  the  mouth  of  the  drift,  shaft,  or 
sIoi)e,  or  at  such  other  place  about  the  mine  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  mine  inspector,  a  stretcher  i)roperly 
constructed,  and  a  woulen  and  a  waterproof  blanket  in 
good  condition  for  use  in  carrying  away  any  person 
who  may  be  injured  at  the  mine:  Provided,  That 
wjiere  more  than  two  hundred  persons  are  employed 
two  stretchers  and  two  woolen  and  two  waterproof 
blankets  shall  be  kept.  And  in  mines  generating  fire 
<lamp  a  sufficient  quantity  of  linseed  or  olive  oil  ban- 
dages and  linen  shall  be  kept  in  store  at  the  mines  for 
use  in  emergencies,  and  bandages  shall  be  kept  at  all 
mines. 

Article  XIX. 

Annual  Reports. 

Section  1.  On  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Janu- 
ary in  each  year  the  operator  or  superintendent  of 
every  bituminous  coal  mine  shall  send  to  the  mine  in- 
spector of  the  district  in  which  said  mine  is  located  a 
correct  repoH,  specifying  with  respect  to  the  year  end- 
ing the  thirty -first  day  of  December  preceding,  the 
name  of  the  oiierator  and  officers  of  the  mine  and  the 
quantity  of  coal  mined.  The  rei>ort  shall  be  in  such 
form  and  give  sucli  information  regarding  said  mine  as 
may  be  from  time  to  time  required  and  prescribed  by 
the  mine  inspector  of  the  district.  Blank  forms  for 
such  reports  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  XX. 

RULES  GENERAL  AND  SPECIAL. 

Additional  duties  of  Mine  Foreman. 

Section  1.  Rulel,  The  mine   foreman  shall  attend  Jl*°,?'JJ*°y'n 
personally  to  his  duties  in  the  mine  and  carry  out  all  •oSaJij. 
the  instructions  set  forth  in  this  act  and  see  that  the 
regulations  prescribed  for  each  class  of  workmen  under 
his  charge  are  carried  out  in  the  strictest  manner  ]^os 
sihle  and  see  that  any  deviations  from  or  infringements 
of  any  of  them  are  promptly  adjusted.

Rule  2.  He  shall  cause  all  stoppings  along  the  air> 
ways  to  be  properly  built. 

Rule  3.  He  sliall  see  that  the  entries  at  such  places 
where  road  grades  necessitate  sprags  or  brakes  to  be 
applied  or  removed  shall  have  a  clear  level  width  of  not 
less  than  two  and  one-half  feet  between  the  side  of  car 
and  the  rib  to  allow  the  driver  to  pass  his  trip  safely 
and  keep  clear  of  the  cars  there. 

Rule  4.  He  shall  direct  that  all  miners  undermine  the 
coal  properly  before  blasting  it  and  that  blasting  shall 
be  done  at  only  such  hours  as  he  shall  direct  and  shall 
order  the  miners  to  set  sprags  under  the  coal  when  nec- 
essary for  safety  while  undermining  at  distances  not 
exceeding  seven  feet  a)3art,  and  he  shall  not  allow  the 
improper  di'awing  of  pillars. 

Rule  5.  In  mines  where  fire  damp  is  generated  when 
the  furnace  fire  has  been  put  out  it  shall  not  be  re- 
lighted, exce])t  in  his  presence  or  that  of  his  assistant 
acting  under  his  instructions. 

Rule  6.  In  case  of  accident  to  a  ventilating  fan  or  its 
machinery,  or  to  the  fan  itself,  whereby  the  ventilation 
of  the  mine  would  be  seriously  interrupted  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  order  the  men  to  immediately  withdraw 
from  the  mine  and  not  allow  their  return  to  their  work 
until  the  ventilation  has  been  restored  and  the  mine 
has  been  thoroughly  examined  by  him  or  his  assistant 
and  reported  to  be  safe. 

Rule  7.  He  shall  see  that  all  dangerous  i)laces  are 
properly  fenced  off  and  proper  danger  signal  boards  so 
hung  on  such  fencing*  that  they  may  be  plainly  seen ; 
he  shall  also  travel  all  air  roads  and  examine  all  the  ac- 
cessible openings  to  old  workings  as  often  as  is  neces- 
sary to  insure  their  safety. 

Rtde  8.  He  shall  provide  a  book  or  sheet  to  be  put 
in  some  convenient  place,  or  places,  upon  which  snail 
be  made  a  place  for  the  numbers  used  by  the  miners 
with  space  sufficient  to  each  number  so  that  the  miners 
can  write  ]ilainly  the  quantit}'^  of  props,  their  approxi- 
mate length  and  the  number  of  caps  and  other  timbers 
which  they  require,  together  with  the  date  of  the  order. 
Said  book  or  sheets  shall  be  presei-ved  for  thirty  days 
from  their  date.

Rule  9.  He  shall  enter  the  mine  before  the  men  have 
entered  it,  and  before  proceeding  to  examine  the  same 
he  shall  see  that  the  air  current  is  traveling  in  its 
proper  course,  and  if  all  seems  right,  he  shall  proceed 
to  examine  the  workings. 

Rule  10.  He  shall  not  allow  any  person,  except  those 
duly  authorized,  to  enter  or  remain  in  any  part  of  the 
mine  through  which  a  dangerous  accumulation  of  gas  is 
being  passed  in  the  ventilating  cuiTcnt  from  any  other 
part  of  the  mine. 
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R\de  11.  He  shall  frequently  examine  the  edge  and 
accessible  parts  of  new  falls  and  old  gobs  and  air 
courses  and  he  shall  report  at  once  any  violation  of  this 
act  to  the  mine  foreman.

Duties  of  Drivers. 

Rule  16.  When  a  driver  has  occasion  to  leave  his  trip 
he  must  be  careful  to  see  that  it  is  left,  when  possible, 
in  a  safe  place,  secure  from  cars  or  other  danger,  or 
from  endangering  drivers  of  trips  following. 

Rukn.  The  driver  must  take  great  care  while  tnk-  Driver  must  have 
iuof  his  trips  down  grades  to  have  the  brakes  or  sprags  c»"  under  control, 
so  adjusted  that  he  can  keep  the  cars  under  control 
and  prevent  them  from  running  onto  himself  or  others. 

Rule  18.  He  shall  not  leave  any  cars  standing  where  ^„.„„.  „ 
they  may  materially  obstruct  the  ventilating  current,  cui^ntsV 
except  in  case  of  accident  to  the  trip. 

Duties  of  Trip  Riders  or  Runners. 

Rule  19.  He  shall  exercise  great  care  in  seeing  that 
all  hitchings  are  safe  for  use  and  see  that  all  the  trip 
is  counled  before  starting,  and  should  he  at  any  time 
iiee  any  material  defect  in  the  rope,  link  or  chain,  he 
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shall  immediately  remedy  such  defect  or,  if  unable  to 
do  so,  he  shall  detain  the  trip  and  report  the  matter  to 
the  mine  foreman. 

Duties  of  Engineer. 

Rule  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer  to  keep 
a  carefid  watch  over  his  engine  and  all  machiuery 
under  his  charge  and  see  that  the  boilers  are  properly 
supplied  with  water,  cleaned  and  inspected  at  proj^er 
intervals,  and  that  the  steam  i)ressure  does  not  exceed 
at  any  time  the  limit  allow^ed  by  the  superintendent. 

Rule  21.  He  shall  make  himself  acquainted  with  the 
signal  codes  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Rule  22.  He  shall  not  allow  any  unauthorized  pei*son 
to  enter  the  engine  house,  neither  shall  he  allow  UI13* 
person  to  handle  or  run  the  engine,  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  superintendent. 

Rule  23.  When  workmen  are  being  raised  or  lowered 
he  shall  take  special  precautions  to  keep  the  eug-ine 
well  under  control. 

Rule  24.  The  locomotive  engineer  must  keep  a  sharp 
lookout  ahead  of  his  engine  and  sound  the  whistle  or 
alarm  bell  frequently  when  coming  near  the  i)artiiig's 
or  landings ;  he  must  not  exceed  the  speed  allowed 
by  the  mine  foreman  or  superintendent.  He  must  not 
allow  any  person,  except  his  attendants,  to  ride  on  the 
engine  or  on  the  hill  cars. 

DutitH  of  Firemen. 

Rule  25.  Every  fireman  and  other  person  in  charg'e 
of  a  boiler  or  boilers  for  tha  generation  of  steam  shall 
keep  a  careful  watch  of  the  same ;  he  shall  see  that 
the  steam  pressure  does  not  at  any  time  exceed  the 
limit  allowed  by  the  superintendent ;  he  shall  fre- 
quently try  the  safety  valve  and  shall  not  increase  the 
weight  on  the  same ;  he  shall  maintain  a  proper  depth 
of  water  in  each  boiler,  and  if  anything  should  happen 
to  prevent  this,  he  shall  report  the  same  without 
delay  to  the  superintendent,  or  otherperson  designated 
by  the  superinteudeiit,  and  take  such  other  action  as 
may,  under  the  particular  circumstances,  be  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  life  and  preservation  of  prop- 
erty. 


Duties  of  Fan  Engineer. 

Rule  26.  The  engineer  in  charge  of  any  ventilating 
fan  must  keep  it  running  at  such  speed  as  the  mine 
foreman  directs  in  writing.  In  case  of  accident  to  the 
boiler  or  fan  machinery,  not  requiring  the  immediate 
withdrawal  of  the  men  from  the  mine  by  reason  of 
serious  interruption  of  the  ventilation,  he  shall  invari- 
ably notify  the  mine  foreman.  If  ordinary  repairs  of 
the  fan  or  machinery  becomes  necessary,  he  must  give 
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timely  notice  to  tho  mine  foreman  and  a^^ait  his  in- 
stractions  before  Btopping*  it.  He  shall  also  examine 
at  the  beginning  of  each  shift  all  the  fan  bearings, 
stays  and  other  parts,  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in 
proper  working  order.  Should  it  become  impossible 
to  run  the  fan  or  necessary  to  stop  it  to  prevent  destruc- 
tion, he  shall  then  at  once  stop  it  and  notify  the  mine 
fotemaii  immediately  and  give  immediate  vraming  to 
persona  in  the  mine. 

Ihdies  of  F'urnace  Men, 

Rule  27.  The  furnace  man  must  attend  to  his  duties 
with  regularity,  and  in  case  he  should  be  likely  to  be 
off  work  for  any  reason  whatever,  he  must  give  timely 
notice  to  the  mine  foreman. 

Rule  28.  The  furnace  man  must  at  all  times  keep  a 
clear,  brisk  fire  and  the  fire  must  not  be  smothered 
with  coal  or  slack  during  working  hours,  nor  shall  he 
allow  ashes  to  accumulate  excessively  on  or  under  the 
bars,  or  in  the  approaches  to  the  furnace,  and  ashes 
shall  be  cooled  before  being  removed. 

5mZ€  29.  The  furnace  man  must  iiromptly  obey  the 
instructions  of  the  mine  foreman. 


SHAFTS  AND   SLOPES. 

Ihdies  of  Hookers-oil, 

Bute  SO.  The  hookers-on  at  the  bottom  of  any  slope 
shall  be  very  careful  to  see  that  the  cars  are  properly 
coupled  to  a  rope  or  chain  and  that  the  safety  eaten 
or  other  device  is  properly  attached  to  the  cars  before 
giving  the  signal  to  the  engineer 

Duties  of  Cagers, 

Rule  31.  The  eager  at  the  bottom  of  any  shaft  shall 
not  attempt  to  withdraw  the  car  until  the  cage  comes 
to  rest,  and  when  putting  the  full  car  on  the  cage,  he 
must  be  very  earefiu  to  see  that  the  springs  or  catches 
are  properly  adjusted  so  as  to  keep  the  car  in  its  proper 
place  before  giving  the  signal  to  the  engineer. 

BuleS2,  At  every  shaft  or  slope  mine  in  which  pro- 
vision is  made  in  this  act  for  lowering  and  hoisting 
1  persons,  a  headman  and  footman  shall  be  designated 
l>y  the  superintendent  or  mine  foreman,  who  shall  be 
at  their  proper  places  from  the  time  that  persons  be- 
gin to  descend  until  all  the  persons  who  may  be  at  the 
Wtom  of  said  shaft  or  slope,  when  quitting  work,  shall 
be  hoisted ;  such  headman  and  footman  shall  iDersonally 
attend  to  the  signals  and  see  that  the  provisions  of 
this  act  in  respect  to  lowering  or  hoisting  persons  in 
AaiU  or  slopes  shall  be  complied  with. 

Rule  33.  He  shall  not  allow  any  tools  to  be  placed 
ou  the  same  cage  with  men  or  boys,  nor  on  either  cage 
when  persons  are  being  hoisted  out  of  the  mine  or  be- 
6— Laws. 
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ing:  lowered  into  the  mine,  except  when  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing  the  shaft  or  machinery  therein.  The  men 
shall  place  their  tools  in  cars  provided  for  that  purpose 
which  car,  or  cars,  shall  be  hoisted  or  lowered  before 
and  after  the  men  have  been  hoisted  or  lowered.  And 
he  shall  immediately  inform  the  mine  foreman  of  any 
violation  of  this  rule. 

Bule  34.  He  shall  also  see  that  no  driver,  or  other 
person,  ascends  the  shaft  with  any  horse  or  mule» 
unless  the  said  horse  or  mule  is  secured  in  a  suitable  box, 
or  safely  penned,  and  only  the  driver  in  charge  of  said 
horse  or  mule  shall  accompany  it  in  any  case. 

Duties  of  Top  Man, 

Rule  35.  The  top  man  of  any  slope,  or  incline  plane, 
shall  be  very  careful  to  close  the  safety  block,  or  other 
device,  as  soon  as  the  cars  have  reached  the  landing 
so  as  to  prevent  any  loose  or  runaway  cars  from  de- 
scending the  slope,  or  incline  plane,  and  in  no  case 
shall  such  safety  block,  or  other  device,  be  withdrawn 
until  the  cars  are  coupled  to  the  rope  or  chain,  and  the 
proper  signal  given.  He  shall  carefully  inspect, 
daily,  all  the  machinery  in  and  about  the  check  house 
and  the  rope  used  for  lowering  the  coal  and  promptly 
report  any  defect  discovered  to  the  superintendent, 
and  shall  use  great  care  in  attaching  securely  the 
wagons  or  cars  to  the  rope  and  carefully  lower  the 
same  down  the  incline.  He  shall  ring  the  alarm  bell  in 
case  of  accident,  and  when  necessary,  immediately 
set  free  to  act  the  drop  logs  or  safety  switch. 

Bule  36.  The  to])  man  of  any  shaft  shall  see  that  the 
springs  or  keeps  for  the  c»ge  to  rest  upon  are  kept  in 
good  working  order,  and  when  taking  the  full  car  off, 
he  must  be  careful  that  no  coal  or  other  material  is  al- 
lowed to  fall  down  the  shaft. 

Bule  37.  He  shall  be  at  his  iiroper  place  from  the 
time  that  persons  begin  to  descend  until  all  the  per- 
sons who  may  be  at  the  bottom  of  said  shaft  or  slo])e, 
when  quitting  work,  shall  be  hoisted.  Such  headman 
and  footman  shall  personally  attend  to  the  signals 
and  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  respect  to 
lowering  and  hoisting  persons  in  shafts  or  slopes  shall 
be  complied  with. 

Bule  38.  He  shall  not  allow  any  tools  to  be  placed 
on  the  same  cage  with  men  or  boys,  nor  on  either  cage 
when  persons  are  being  lowered  into  the  mine,  except 
when  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  shaft  or  the 
machinery  therein.  The  men  shall  place  their  tools 
in  cars  provided  for  that  ]>urpose,  which  car  or  cars 
shall  be  lowered  before  and  after  the  men  have  heou 
lowered. 

Bule  39.  He  shall  also  see  that  no  driver,  or  other 
person,  descends  the  shaft  with  any  horse  or  mule  un- 
less the   said  horse   or  mule  is  secured   in   a  suitable 
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box  or  safely  iieiiBed,  and   only  the   driver  in  charge 
of  said  horse  or  mule  shall  accompany  it  in  any  case. 


GEJNEBAL  ItULES. 

Rule  40.  If  any  pei-son  shall  receive  any  injury  in  or 
about  the  mine  and  the  same  shall  come  within  the 
knowledge  of  the  mine  foreman,  and  if  he  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  the  injured  person  requires  medical 
or  siurgical  treatment,  he  shall  see  that  said  injured 
persou  receives  the  same,  and  in  case  of  inability  of 
such  injured  person  to  pay  therefor  the  same  shall  be 
l)onie  by  the  county.  The  mine  foreman  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  mine  inspector  of  the  district  on  blanks 
furnished  by  said  inspector  for  that  purpose  all  acci- 
dents resulting  in  personal  injury. 

Rule  41.  No  unauthorized  ]3ersou  shall  enter  the 
mine  without  permission  from  the  superintendent  or 
mine  foreman. 

Rule  42.  No  person  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  be 
allowed  to  go  into  or  loiter  about  the  mine. 

Rule  43.  All  employes  shall  inform  the  mine  foreman, 
or  Ills  assistant,  of  the  unsafe  condition  of  an:y  work- 
ing place,  hauling:  roads  or  traveling  ways,  or  of  dam- 
age to  doors,  brattices  or  stoppings,  or  of  obstructions 
in  the  air  passages  when  known  to  them. 

Rule  44.  No  person  shall  be  employed  to  blast  coal, 
rock  or  slate,  unless  the  mine  foreman  is  satisfied  that 
such  a  person  is  qualified  by  experience  to  perform  the 
work  with  ordinary  care. 

Rule  45.  The  mine  superintendent,  or  mine  foreman, 
shall  cause  to  be  constructed  safety  blocks,  or  some 
other  device,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  cars  from 
falling  into  the  shaft,  or  running  away  on  slopes  or 
incline  planes ;  and  safety  switches,  drop  logs  or  other 
device  shall  be  used  on  all  slopes  and  incline  planes ; 
and  said  safety  blocks,  safety  switches  or  other  de- 
vice must  be  maintained  in  good  working  order. 

Rule  46.  Every  workman  employed  in  the  mine  shall 
examine  his  working  place  before  commencing  work, 
and  after  any  S'topi^age  of  work  during  the  shift,  he 
shall  repeat  such  examination. 

Rule  47.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  travel  on  foot 
to  or  from  his  work  on  any  incline  plane,  dilly  or  loco- 
motive roads,  when  other  good  roads  are  i^rovided  for 
that  purpose. 

Rule  4^.  Any  employe  or  other  persou  who  shall 
wilfully  deface,  ])ull  down  or  destroy  any  notice  board, 
dansrer  signal,  general  or  special  r.des  or  mining  laws, 
shall  be  prosecuted  as  provided  for  in  section  two, 
article  twenty-one  of  this  act. 

Rule  49.  No  powder  or  high  explosive  shall  be  taken 
into  the  mine  in  greater  quantities  than  required  for 
nse  in  one  shift,  unless  such  quantity  be  less  than  five 
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pounds,  aud  all  powder  shall  be  carried  into  the  mine 
in  metallic  canisters. 

Mule  60.  Powder  in  quantities  exceeding:  twenty-five 
pounds,  or  other  explosives  in  quantities  exceeding*  ten 
pounds,  shall  not  be  stored  in  any  tipple  or  any  weigh- 
ing office,  nor  where  workmen  have  business  to  visit, 
and  no  naked  lights  shall  be  used  while  weighing  and 
giving  out  powder. 

Bule  51.  All  persons,  except  those  duly  authorized, 
are  forbidden  to  meddle  or  tamper  in  any  way  with  any 
electric  or  signal  wires  in  or  about  the  mines. 

Bule  52.  No  greater  number  of  persons  shall  be 
hoisted  or  lowered  at  any  one  time  in  any  shaft  than  is 
permitted  by  the  mine  insi»ector,  and  whenever  said 
number  of  persons  shall  amve  at  the  bottom  of  the 
shaft  in  which  persons  are  regularly  hoisted  or  lowered, 
they  shall  be  furnished  with  an  empty  eagre  and  be 
hoisted,  and  in  cases  of  emergency,  a  less  number  shall 
be  promptly  lioisted.  Any  person  or  persons  crowd- 
ing or  pushing  to  get  on  or  off  the  cages  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Bule  53.  Each  workman,  when  engaged,  shall  have 
his  attention  directed  to  the  general  and  special  niles 
by  the  person  employing  him. 

Bule  54.  Workmen  and  all  other  persons  are  ex- 
pressly forbidden  to  commit  any  nuisance  or  throw 
into,  deposit,  or  leave  coals  or  dirt,  stones  or  other 
rubbish  in  the  air- way  or  road  so  as  to  interfere  with, 
pollute  or  hinder  the  air  passing  into  and  through  the 
mine. 

Bule  55.  No  one,  except  a  i^erson  duly  authorized  by 
the  mine  foreman,  shall  have  in  his  possession  a  key  or 
other  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  unlocking  any 
safety  lamp  in  any  mine  where  locked  safety  lamps  are 
used. 

Bule  56.  Every  abandoned  slope,  shaft,  air  hole  or 
drift  shall  be  properly  fenced  around  or  across  its  en- 
trance. 

Bule  57.  No  safety  lamps  shall  be  intrusted  to  any 
person  for  use  in  mines  until  he  has  given  satisfactory 
evidence  to  the  mine  foreman  that  he  understands  the 
proper  use  thereof  and  danger  of  tampering  with  the 
same. 

Bule  58.  No  person  shall  ride  upon  or  against  any 
loaded  car  or  cage  in  any  shaft  or  slope  in  or  about 
any  bituminous  coal  mine :  no  person  other  than  the 
trip  runner  shall  be  permitted  to  ride  on  empty  trips 
on  any  slope,  inclined  plane  or  dilly  road,  when  the 
speed  of  the  cars  exceeds  six  miles  i)er  hour.  The 
transportation  of  tools  in  and  out  of  the  mine  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  mine  foreman. 

Bule  59.  No  persons  other  than  the  drivers  or  trip 
runners  shall  be  permitted  to  ride  on  the  full  cars. 

Bule  60.  In  mines  where  coal  dust  has  accumulated 
to  a  dangerous  extent,  care  shall  be  exercised  to  pre- 
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Tent  said  dust  from  floating  in  the  atmosphere  by 
sprinkling:  it  with  water,  or  otherwise,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable. 

Rule  61.  In  catting  of  clay  veins,  spars  or  faults  in 
entries,  or  other  narrow  workines  eoing  into  the  solid 
coai  in  mines  where  explosive  gases  are  generated  in 
dangerous  quantities,  a  bore  hole  shall  be  kept  not  less 
than  three  feet  in  advance  of  the  face  of  the  work,  or 
an  advance  of  any  shot  hole  drilled  for  a  blast  to  be 
fired  therein. 

Rule  62.  The  engineer  placed  in  charge  of  an  encrine 
whereby  persons  are  hoisted  out  of  or  lowered  into 
any  mine  shall  be  a  sober  and  competent  person  and  not 
less  than  twenty -one  years  of  age. 

Btde  63.  When  a  workman  is  about  to  fire  a  blast  he 
shall  be  careful  to  notify  all  persons  who  might  be  en- 
dangered thereby,  and  shall  give  sufficient  alarm  so 
that  any  person  or  persons  approaching  shall  be 
warned  of  the  danger. 

Ride  64.  In  everv  shaft  or  slope  where  persons  are 
hoisted  or  lowered  by  machinery  as  provided  by  this 
act,  a  topman  and  eager  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
superintendent  or  mine  foreman. 

Rule  65.  Whenever  a  workman  shall  open  a  box  con- 
taining powder  or  other  explosives,  or  while  in  any  man- 
ner handling  the  same,  he  shall  first  place  his  lamp  not 
less  than  five  feet  from  such  explosive  and  in  such  a 
position  that  the  air  current  cannot  convey  sparks  to 
it,  and  he  shall  not  smoke  while  handling  explosives. 

Rule  66.  An  accumulation  of  gas  in  mines  shall  not 
be  removed  by  brushing. 

Rule  67.  When  ga.s  is  ignited  by  blast  or  otherwise, 
the  person  having  charge  of  the  place  where  the  said 
sras  is  ignited,  shall  immediately  extinguish  it  if  possi- 
ble, and  if  unable  to  do  so  shall  immediately  notify  the 
mine  foreman  or  liis  assistant  of  the  fact.  Workmen 
mnst  see  that  no  gas  blowers  are  left  burning  upon 
leaving  their  working  places. 

Rule  68.  All  ventilating  fans  used  at  mines  shall  be 
l^rovided  with  recording  instruments  by  which  the 
number  of  revolutions  or  the  effective  ventilating 
pressure  of  the  fan  shall  be  registered  and  the  registra- 
tion with  its  date  for  each  and  every  day  shall  be  kept 
in  the  office  of  the  mine  for  future  reference  for  one 
year  from  its  date. 

Rule  69.  Where  the  clothing  or  wearing  apparel  of 
employes  become  wet  by  reason  of  working  in  wet 
places  in  the  mines,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  operator 
or  superintendent  of  each  mine,  at  the  request  in  writ- 
ing of  the  mine  inspector,  who  shall  make  such  request 
upon  the  petition  of  any  five  miners  of  any  one  mine 
in  the  district  working  in  the  aforesaid  wet  places,  to 
provide  a  suitable  building  which  shall  be  convenient 
to  the  principal  entrances  of  such  mine  for  the  use  of 
the  persons  employed  in  wet  places  therein  for  the  pur-

The  said  building  shall  be  maintained  in  good  order 
and  be  properly  ughted  and  heated  and  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  facilities  for  persons  to  wash.  If  any  person 
or  persons  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article  or  maliciously  injure  or  destroy  or 
cause  to  be  injured  or  destroyed  the  said  building  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  any  of  the  appliances  or  fittings 
used  for  supplying  light  and  heat  therein,  or  doin^ 
any  act  tending  to  the  injury  or  destruction  thereof, 
he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offense  against 
this  act. 

Bule  70.  In  all  shafts  and  slopes  where  persons,  coal 
or  other  material  are  hoisted  by  machinery  the  follow- 
ing code  of  signals  shall  be  used : 

One  rap  or  whistle  to  hoist  coal  or  other  material. 

One  rap  or  whistle  to  stop  eagre  or  car  when  in  mo- 
tion. 

Two  raps  or  whistles  to  lower  cage  or  car. 

Three  raps  or  whistles  when  persons  are  to  be  hoisted 
and  for  engineer  to  signal  back  ready  when  persons 
are  to  bo  hoisted,  after  which  persons  shall  get  on  the 
cage  or  car,  then  one  rap  shall  be  given  to  hoist. 

Four  raps  or  whistles  to  turn  on  steam  to  the  pumps. 

But  a  variation  from  the  above  code  of  signals 
may  be  used  by  permission  of  the  mine  inspector: 
Provided,  That  in  any  such  case  such  changed  code 
shall  be  printed  and  posted. 

Rule  71.  No  ])erson  or  persons  shall  go  into  any  old 
shaft  or  abandoned  parts  of  the  mine  or  into  any  other 
place  which  is  not  in  actual  coui-se  of  working  without 
permission  from  the  mine  foreman,  nor  shall  they 
travel  to  and  from  their  work  except  by  the  travelinjr 
way  assigned  for  that  purpose. 

Rule  72.  No  steam  pipes  through  which  high  pres- 
sure sieam  is  conveyed  for  the  pur})ose  of  drivin<r 
pumps  or  other  machinery  shall  be  permitted  on  travel- 
ing or  haulage  ways,  unless  they  are  encased  in  asbestos, 
or  some  other  suitable  non-conducting  material,  or  are 
so  i^laced  that  the  radiation  of  heat  into  the  atmosphere 
of  the  mine  will  bo  prevented  as  far  as  possible. 

Ttule  73.  Where  a  locomotive  is  used  for  the  purpose 
of  hauling  coal  out  of  a  mine,  the  tunnel  or  tunnels 
through  which  the  locomotive  passes  shall  be  properly 
ventilated  and  kept  free  as  far  as  practicable  of  noxious 
gases,  and  a  ventilating  ai)paratu8  shall  be  provided 
by  the  operator  to  produce  such  ventilation  when 
deemed  necessary'  and  practicable  to  do  so  by  the  mine 
inspector. 

Rule  74.  No  inex]ierienced  i>ersoii  shall  be  employed 
to  mine  out  pillars  unless  in  company  with  one  or  more 
experienced  miners  and  by  their  consent. 
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Penalties, 

Section  1.  Any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  who 
shall  intentionally  or  carelessly  injure  any  shaft,  safety 
lamp,  instrument,  air  course  or  brattice,  or  obstruct  or 
throw  open  air  ways,  or  take  matches  for  any  pui*pose, 
or  pipes  or  other  smokers'  articles  beyond  any  station 
inside  of  which  locked  safety  lamps  are  used,  or  injure 
any  part  of  the  machinery,  or  open  a  door  in  the  mine 
and  not  close  it  again  immediately  or  open  any  door 
which  opening  is  forbidden,  or  disobey  any  order  given 
in  carrying  out  the  x^rovisions  of  this  act,  or  do  any 
other  act  whatsoever  whereby  the  lives  or  the  health 
of  persons  or  the  security  of  the  miners  or  the  ma- 
chinery is  endangered,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  may  be  punished  in  a  manner  pro- 
vided for  in  this  article. 

Section  2.  The  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform    the  J**^3/ito p?**^^ 
duties  required  to  be  performed  by  any  section  of  this  'orm  duties  re- 
act by  the  parties  therein  required  to  perform  them,  tionofthisYc'**^ 
or  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  or  require- 
miuts  hereof,  shall  be    deemed  a  misdemeanor    and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  county  wherein  the  misdemeanor  was 
committed,  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.

Excavations  and  Workinas,  The  term  "  excavations 
and  workings*'  includes  all  the  excavated  parts  of  a 
mine,  those  abandoned  as  well  as  the  places  actually 
beins:  worked,  also  all  underground  workings  and 
shafts,  tunnels  and  other  ways  and  openings,  all  such 
shafts,  slopes,  tunnels  and  other  openings  in  the  course 
of  being  sunk  or  driven,  together  with  all  roads,  ap- 
pliances, machinenr  and  material  connected  with  the 
same  below  the  surface. 

Sliafl.  The  term  '*  shaft"  means  a  vertical  opening 
through  the  strata  and  which  is  or  may  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  ventilation  or  drainage  or  for  hoisting' 
men  or  material  or  both  in  connection  with  the  mining 
of  coal. 

Slope.  The  term  "  slope"  means  an  incline  way  or 
opening  used  for  the  same  purpose  as  a  shaft. 

Curator.  The  term  "  operator"  means  any  firm,  cor- 
poration or  individual  operating  any  coal  mine  or  part 
thereof. 

Superintendent.  The  term  "superintendent"  means 
the  person  who  shall  have,  on  behalf  of  the  operator, 
immediate  supervision  of  one  or  more  mines. 

Bituminous  Mines.  The  term  "  bituminous"  coal  mine 
shall  include  all  coal  mines  in  the  State  not  now  in- 
cluded in  the  anthracite  boundaries. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  mine 
employing  less  than  ten  persons  in  any  one  period  of 
twenty -four  hours. 

Article  XXIII. 

Section  1.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

and  eighty-seven,  which  provides  "  that  the  time  during: 
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which  all  corporations  are  authorized  by  law  and  their

AN  ACT 

To  encoarage  and  authorize  the  formation  of  co-operating  banking 
vQociations  where  the  profits  derived  from  the  businesH,  after 
papng  all  legitimate  expenses,  shall  accrue  to  the  depositors  and 
borrowers  of  the  association  in  proportion  to  their  deposits  or 
loans. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dc.  That  co-operative 
banking  associations  may  be  incorporated  under  this 
act  upon  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tioa  eleven,  article  sixteen,  State  Constitution,  when 
teu  or  more  persons  of  lawful  a^e,  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, vtrho  shall  have  associated  themselves  to* 
aether  by  written  articles  of  association  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  on  a  co-operative  banking  business 
where  the  profits  derived  from  the  business  shall,  after 
pa\ing  all  legitimate  expenses,  be  divided  prorata 
among  the  depositors  and  borrowers  of  the  bank  in 
proportion  to  their  deposits  or  loans  to  each  class,  one- 
half  of  the  net  profits :  and  a  dividend  not  to  exceed 
six  per  centum  per  annum  on  original  subscribed  stock 
may  be  considered  legitimate  expenses. 

Section  2.  That  such  persons  so  associating  may 
adopt  any  corporate  name  indicating  their  co- operative 
character  and  which  has  not  been  previously  adopted 
by  any  other  corporation  formed  under  this  act :  Pro- 
rufcd.  The  last  three  words  of  such  name  shall  be  Co- 
operative Banking  Association,  and  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful to  use  in  such  name  either  of  the  words  "  society" 
or  "  company. "  and  that  any  violation  of  this  proviso  by 
any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  render  each 
member  thereof  personally  liable  for  all  its  debts. 

That  before  any  company  formed  under  this  act  shall 
commence  its  business  its  articles  of  association  shall 
be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  two  copies  of  said  articles

shall  be  made  which  the  said  Seor&taiy  of  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  certify  by  his  official  signature  and 
the  seal  of  this  Commonwealth  as  being  correct  copies 
of  said  articles  so  filed  and  recorded  -,  one  of  said  cer- 
tified copies  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  office  of  the  asso- 
ciation shall  be  located  and  the  said  clerk  shall  certify 
by  his  official  signature  and  seal  of  his  office  that  the 
said  certified  copy  of  said  articles  has  been  filed  and  re- 
corded in  his  office,  and  the  other  certified  copy  of  said 
articles  shall  be  held  by  the  association  named  there- 
in, and  the  said  articles  or  copies  thereof,  duly  certified 
by  either  of  the  aforesaid  officers,  may  be  used  as  evi- 
dence in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  incorporation  of  as 
well  as  for  or  against  such  association,  and  the  said 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  said  county 
clerk  shall  be  paid  for  said  filing  and  recording  aud 
certifying  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  for  each  hundred 
words  contained  in  said  articles,  and  after  such  articles 
of  association  shall  have  been  made,  filed  and  recorded 
as  herein  required,  the  person  signing  the  same  and 
such  other  persons,  partnerships  or  corporations  who 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  own  or  possess  any  share  in  the 
stock  capital  of  such  association,  and  their  several  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a 
body  corporate  and  by  the  name  and  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  such  articles  of  association. 

Section  3.  That  the  articles  of  association  shall  be 
signed  by  the  persons  originally  associating  themselves 
together  and  shall  be  acknowledged  by  at  least  five  of 
them  before  a  notary  public,  and  shall  state  distinctly 

(a)  the  name  by  which  this  association  shall  be  known, 

(b)  the  place  in  this  State  where  its  principal  office  is 
to  be  located,  (c)  the  purpose  or  object  for  which  it  is 
formed,  (d)  amount  of  its  stock  capital,  (e)  the 
amount  of  each  share  of  stock  of  such  capital,  such 
shares  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  per  share,  and  how 
such  share  may  be  paid  for,  (f)  the  amount  of  capital 
that  will  be  actually  paid  in  before  commencing  busi- 
ness ;  also  amount  of  preferred  stock  to  be  assigned  to 
stockholders  who  may  hereafter  earn  stock  from  cus- 
tom dividends,  (g)  whether,  and  if  so  to  what  extent, 
loans  or  deposits  of  money  are  to  be  received  for  use  in 
its  business,  (h)  the  terms  upon  which  x^ersons  may  be- 
come members,  (i)  on  what  days  in  January  regular 
annual  meetings  of  the  members  are  to  be  held,  (j) 
such  other  matters  not  repug^nant  to  this  act  as  may  l)e 
deemed  proper  and  necessary,  (k)  the  term  of  its  exist- 
once  not  to  exceed  twenty  years,  and  (1)  names  of  the 
first  associates,  their  respective  residences  and  the 
number  of  shares  held  by  each  of  them.  No  such  as- 
sociation shall  commence  business  until  the  financial 
standing,  responsibility  and  character  of  the  original 
stockholders  shall  have  been  approved  and  certified  by 
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the  Superintendent  of  the  Banking  Department  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Section  4.  That  the  stock  capital  of  any  such  asso- 
ciation shall  consist  of  the  amounts  standing  to  the 
credit  of  the  members  on  accoant  of  the  shares  allotted 
to  them,  certificates  of  which  shall  be  issued  from  time 
to  time  as  shares  shall  be  fully  paid  up  or  earned. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  company  to 
exhibit  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  its  principal  ojSice 
at  all  times  a  list  of  stockholders  and  the  amount  of 
stock  held  by  each  stockholder,  the  amount  of  stock 
subscribed  ot  earned  at  the  time  of  each  last  annual 
meeting;  also  the  amount  of  preferred  stock  which 
shall  not  be  a  liability  stock  only  as  it  becomes  assigned 
to  individual  stockholders. 

SscnoN  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditors  to 
audit  all  books,  papers  and  vouchers  of  the  company  an- 
nually, or  at  any  time  when  called  upon  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  the  president  or  any  ten  of  the  stockholders,  or 
tweaty  of  the  depositors  when  joined  by  at  least  five  of 
the  stockholders,  and  each  of  these  audits  shall  be  ren- 
dered in  writing  which  shall  give  a  statement  of  the  as- 
sets and  liabilities  of  said  company ;  also  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  character  and  nature  of  all  the  notes 
aud  securities  held  by  the  association,  and  such  state- 
ment shall  be  posted  conspicuously  in  the  office. 

Section  7.  No  profits  shall  be  paid  out  to  any  stock- 
holder until  the  total  registered  amount  of  stock  shall 
be  fully  paid  in  cash,  or  earned  from  the  net  profits  of 
the  company. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  lawful,  if  the  by-laws  so  pro< 
vide,  for  any  minor  to  take  and  hold  shares  in,  or  to 
make  loans  or  deposits  of  money  to  or  with  any  such  cor- 
poration, and  for  such  association  to  pay  any  minor  any 
moneys  that  may  be  due  to  him  in  respect  of  any  shares, 
loans  or  deposits  standing  in  his  name,  and  his  receipt 
therefor  shall  be  in  all  respects  valid  in  law,  but  such 
minor  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  auy  office  in  such 
association  though  he  may  be  subject  to  its  by-laws 
and  vote  at  any  meeting  of  its  members. 

Section  9.  Depositors  and  borrowers  to  whom  divi- 
dends are  due  shall  not  withdraw  the  same,  but  shall 
take  full  pskid  stock  in  lieii  thereof,  until  the  registered 
and  preferred  stock  of  the  company  becomes  fully  paid 
u]>,  and  as  each  share  of  stock  becomes  fully  paid  up 
this  class  of  stockholders  may  become  voting  members, 
but  each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  vote 
on  each  share  of  stock. 

The  company  shall  be  controlled  by  a  board  of  six 
directors  who  shall  serve  for  three  years,  two  of  which 
shall  be  elected  annually,  and  provision  shall  be  made 
at  the  first  election  to  elect  two  to  serve  one  year,  two 
to  serve  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years.  Said  direc- 
tors shall  elect  a  president  and  secretary  from  their 
number  and  said  directors  shall  have  full  control  of  all 
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employes  and  business  of  the  association,  subject;  to  by- 
laws, but  no  employe  shall  be  a  director.  The  by-laws 
shall  provide  rules  and  regulations  for  the  loaning  or 
discounting  of  the  capital  and  deposits  of  the  associa- 
tion and  the  nature  of  its  securities  and  no  loan  shall 
be  made  to  any  individual,  firm  or  company,  either  siu- 
gly  or  collectively,  in  excess  of  ten  per  centum  of  the 
deposits  of  the  association  at  the  time  of  making  such 
loan,  and  any  violation  of  this  provision  will  render  the 
person  or  cashier  so  making  liable  upon  his  bond  and 
the  directors  sanctioning  such  a  loan  will  render  them 
individually  liable,  unless  a  protest  be  entered  at  the 
first  monthly  meeting  subsequent  to  the  making  of 
such  loan. 

Two  auditors  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stock- 
holders from  their  number  at  their  annual  meeting  in 
January,  and  one  auditor  shall  be  elected  by  the  deposit- 
ors from  their  numberon  first  Monday  of  each  December, 
notice  of  which  election  shall  be  posted  conspicuously 
in  the  bank  room  for  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
election  of  such  auditor,  all  of  which  shall  serve  for  one 
year. 

Section  10.  That  the  members  shall  be  severally  anil 
jointly  liable  for  all  deposits,  debts  for  labor,  or  service 
of  any  kind  performed  for  such  association,  and  for  any 
other  debts  lawfully'  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act ;  each  of  the  members  shall  be  liable  to  twice 
the  amount  of  his  subscribed  or  earned  stock  capital, 
and  no  more,  but  no  suit  shall  be  brought  or  any  exe- 
cution issued  against  any  member  individually  until  a 
judgment  be  first  obtained  for  such  deposits,  labor,  ser- 
vices, or  other  lawful  debts  against  such  association 
and  execution  thereon  be  returned  unsatisfied,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  in  case  any  mQ^lber  shall  be  compelled 
to  pay  any  such  judgment,  or  any  part  thereof,  beyond 
his  pro  rata  liability  therefor,  he  shall  have  the  right 
to  call  upon  all  the  members  to  psLy  their  pro  rata 
share  of  the  same,  or  up  to  their  pro  rata  liability  there- 
for, and  may  sue  them  jointly,  or  severally,  or  any 
member  of  them,  and  recover  in  such  action  the  ratable 
umoimt  due  from  the  member  or  members  so  sued. 

Section  11.  That  any  such  association  may  take, 
hold,  lease  and  convey  such  real  estate  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  purpose  of  its  organization,  and  may  sue 
and  be  sued  in  its  corporate  name,  and  may  submit  any 
matter  in  dispute  to  arbitration,  and  f^hall  have  a  common 
seal,  which  shall  not  be  altered  or  imitated,  and  shall 
bear  the  corporate  name  of,  together  with  such  device 
or  motto  as  may  be  adopted  by  such  association,  and 
such  seal  shall  bo  impressed  upon  the  articles  of  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  12.  That  any  person  appointed  to  any  posi 
tion  in  any  such  association  requiring  the  receipt,  pay- 
ment, management,  or  use  of  money  belonging  to  such 
association,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
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of  his  dnties,  become  bound  with  two  or  more  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  or  insurance  bonds,  in  such  sum  and 
form  as  the  directors  shall  require  and  approve ;  and 
the  directors  may  also  require  from  any  other  em- 
ployes of  sueh  association,  bonds  with  good  and  suffi- 
cient sxureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duties. 

Section  13.  That  the  first  meeting  of  any  such  asso-  Fir»t  meeting  and 
ciation  may  be  called  by  a  notice  signed  by  any  two  of  caiTe<f."*^  ^ 
the  associates   who  signed  its  articles  of  association, 
setting  forth  the  time  and  place  and  objects  of  such 
meetings,  such  notice  to  be  mailed  to  the  address  of 
each  associate,  at  least  four  days  clear  prior  to  such 
meeting,  and  a   majority   of  such  associates  at  such  rtaTw^aySo  SSS- 
meeting  shall  be  competent  to  make  all  such  by-laws  "«•«• 
as  they  may  deem  necessarx'^  for  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  the  association,  so  that  any  such  by-laws  are 
not  repugnant  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  any  law  of  the  State  or  United  States,  and 
to  elect  such  officers  as  are  heretofore  provided  by  this 
Hct,  and  such  officers  shall  hold  office  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  been  elected  and  installed. 

Section  14.  That  any  association  may  alter  or  amend  ^i?,*of  SSJutkS!* 
its  articles  of  association  and  may  alter  or  rescind  any  «*<*' 
by-laws,  or  make  any  additional  by-laws  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  majority  of  its  members  present  at  a  special 
meeting  convened  for  such  purpose,  but  the  notice  call- 
ing such  meeting  shall  set  forth  fully  and  clearly  the 
proposed  alterations,  amendment,  recision  or  addition : 
and  any  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  articles  of  as- 
sociation shall  be  approved,  filed,  recorded  and  certified 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  articles  of  associa- 
tion.

SEcnoN  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc,  That  section  first  of  an  jS?J»/iM6,^ctte<i 
act,  entitled  "  An  act  authoiizing  school   directors  to  for  amendment, 
purchase  school  books  out  of  the  district  funds,"  ap- 
proved June  twenty -fifth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"  That  school  directors,  or  controllers,  may  purchase 
text  books  for  use  in  the  public  schools  of  their  respec- 
tive school  districts  out  of  the  school  funds  of  the  dis- 
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trict,  and  when  bo  procured,  the  necessary  books  shall 
be  supplied  free  of  cost  to  each  pupil  for  use  in  the 
schools  of  said  district,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  di- 
rectors thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  for  the 
safe  keeping:  and  care  of  the  books  which  shall  be  re- 
turned at  the  close  of  the  annual  school  term  in  each 
year,  or  as  the  board  may  direct,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  school  directors,  or  controllers,  shall 
purchase  text  books  and  other  necessary  school  sup- 
plies for  use  in  the  public  schools  of  their  respective 
school  districts,  as  such  new  text  books  and  supplies 
are  required  in  addition  to  those  at  present  in  use  in  the 
hands  of  pupils  or  owned  by  the  school  districts,  out 
of  the  school  fund  of  the  district, and  when  so  procured, 
the  necessary/  books  and  school  supplies  shall  be  fur- 
nished free  of  cost  for  use  in  the  schools  of  said  dis- 
trict, subject  to  the  orders  of  the  directors  or  con- 
trollers therof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  for 
the  return  of,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  and  care  of  the 
books,  which  shall  be  returned  at  the  close  of  the  annual 
school  term  in  each  year,  or  as  the  board  may  direct.

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No.  52, 
AN  ACT 

To  establish  a  Medical  Council,  and  three  State  Boards  of  Medical 
Examiners,  to  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Medical  Coun- 
cil and  said  State  Boards  of  Medical  Examiners,  to  provide  for 
the  examination  and  licensing  of  practitioners  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  to  farther  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery, and  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  Medical  Council. 

Wherkas,  Thb  safety  of  the  public  is  endangered  by 
incom])etent  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  due  regard 
for  public  health  and  the  preservation  of  human  life 
demands  that  none  but  competent  and  properly  quali- 
fied  physicians  and  surgeons  shall  be  allowed  to  prac- 
tice their  i^rofession. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d:c..  That  there  shall  be  es- 
tablished a  Medical  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  consist- 
ing of  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Attorney  General, 
the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  and  the  President  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics,  and  the  Presi 
dents  of  the  three  State  Boards  of  Medical  Examinei^s 
provided  for  in  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  said  council  shall  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, and  may  make  and  adopt  all  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  and  by  laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
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stitution  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  the 
Tnited  States,  and  shall  have  power  to  locate  and 
maintain  an  office  within  this  State  for  the  transaction 
of  business ;  five  members  of  the  said  council  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  8.  The  said  council  shall  organize  at  Harris- 
hurg  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  ore^anization 
of  three  boards  of  medical  examiners,  and  shall  elect 
from  its  own  number  a  president  and  a  secretary  who 
shall  also  act  as  treasurer,  both  of  whom  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  or  imtil  their  successors  are 
chosen. 

Section  4.  The  members  of  the  said  council  shall 
receive  no  salary,  except  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  over  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  who  shall  file  with  the  president  of  the  coun- 
cil a  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The 
necessary  expenses  of  the  said  council  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  appropriation  made  in  section  sixteen  of  this 
act,  and  any  balance  remaining:  from  the  appropriation 
after  the  disbursements  herein  specified  shall  he  paid 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  5.  The  said  medical  council  shall  hold  two 
stated  meetingfs  in  each  year  at  Harrisburg  and  may 
hold  special  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it 
may  deem  proper.  It  shall  supervise  the  examinations 
conducted  by  the  three  State  Boards  of  Medical  Exam- 
iners of  all  applicants  for  license  to  practice  medicine 
and  surgery  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  issue 
licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  to  such  appli- 
cants as  have  presented  satisfactory  and  properly  certi- 
fied copies  of  licenses  from  State  Boards  of  Medical 
Examiners,  or  State  Boards  of  Health  of  other  States, 
as  provided  for  in  section  thirteen  of  this  act,  or  as  have 
sncoessfully  passed  the  examination  of  one  of  the  three 
State  Boards  of  Medical  Examiners,  but  all  such  exam- 
inations shall  be  made  by  the  State  Boards  of  Medical 
Examiners  established  in  section  six  of  this  act.  And 
the  said  medical  council  shall  have  no  power,  duty  or 
function,  except  such  powers,  duties  and  functions  as 
pertain  to  the  supervision  of  the  examinations  of  appli- 
cants for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  and 
to  the  issuing  of  licenses  to  such  applicants  as  have 
snccessfully  passed  the  examination  of  one  of  the  State 
Boards  of  Medical  Examiners,  or  have  presented  satis- 
factory and  properly  certified  co|)ies  of  licenses  from 
SUte  Boards  of  Medical  Examiners,  or  State  Boards  of 
Health  of  other  States,  as  provided  for  in  section  thir- 
teen of  this  act. 

Section  6.  It  is  further  enacted,  that  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eigrht  hundred  and  ninety-four,  there  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue to  be  three  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners 
for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  one  representing  the 
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Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  one  rei>- 
reseuting  the  Homeopathic  Medical  Society  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  one  representing  the  Eclectic 
Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Each  board  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  and  each 
of  said  members  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years 
from  the  first  day  of  March  next  after  his  appointment, 
with  the  exception  of  those  fii^t  apointed,  who  shall 
serve  as  follows  namely :  Two  of  each  board  for  one 
year,  two  of  each  board  for  two  years,  and  three  of  each 
board  for  three  years,  from  the  first  day  of  March, Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four. 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  the  members  of  said 
boards  of  examiners,  respectively,  from  the  full  lists  of 
the  members  of  the  said  medical  societies,  which  lists 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety -four,  and  annually  there- 
after, be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  under  the  seal 
and  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  society  so  nominat- 
ing. From  these  lists  of  nominees  respectively  the  Gov- 
ernor shall,  during  the  month  of  January,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety -four,  appoint 
three  separate  boards  of  medical  examiners,  each  Doard 
to  be  composed  exclusively  of  members  of  the  same 
medical  society.  In  case  of  failure  of  any  or  all  of  said 
medical  societies  to  submit  lists,  as  aforesaid,  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  members  in  good  standing  of  the 
corresponding  society,  or  societies,  entitled  to  nomi- 
nate without  other  restriction.  Each  one  of  the  said  ap- 
pointees must  be  a  registered  physician  in  good  stand- 
ing and  shall  have  practiced  medicine  or  surgery  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten 
years  prior  to  such  appointment. 

The  Governor  shall  fill  vacancies,  by  death  or  other- 
wise, for  unexpired  terms  of  said  examiners  from  the 
respective  lists  submitted  by  the  said  medical  societies, 
and  may  remove  any  member  of  any  of  said  boards  for 
continued  neglect  of  the  duties  required  by  this  act,  or 
on  recommendation  of  the  medical  society  of  which  said 
members  may  be  in  affiliation,  for  unprofessional  or 
dishonorable  conduct. 

The  Governor  shall  in  his  first  appointments  desig- 
nate the  number  of  years  for  which  each  appointee 
shall  serve.  The  appointments  of  successors  to  those 
members  whose  term  of  office  will  expire  on  the  first 
day  of  March  of  each  year  shall  be  made  b}^  the  Governor 
during  the  month  of  January  of  such  year,  upon  the 
same  conditions  and  requirements  as  hereinbefore 
specified  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  three 
separate  examining  boards,  each  to  be  composed  ex- 
clusively of  members  of  the  same  medical  school  and 
society  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  7.  Said  boards  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Boards  of  Medical  Examiners  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania.  Every  person  who  shall  be  appointed 
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to  serve  on  either  of  said  boards  shall  receive  a  certifi- 
cate of  appointment  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Each  of  said  boards  shall  be  authorized  to  take  testi- 
mony concerning  all  matters  withhi  its  jurisdiction, 
and  the  presiding  officer  for  the  time  being  of  either  of 
said  boards,  or  of  any  of  the  committees  thereof,  may 
issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses. 
Each  of  said  boards  of  examiners  shall  make  and  adopt 
all  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  law  s  of  this  State,  or 
o{  the  United  States,  whereby  to  perform  the  duties 
aud  transact  the  business  required  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act ;  said  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  to  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Penn- 
sylvania established  by  this  act. 

Section  8.  From  the  fees  provided  by  this  act  the  re- 
spective boards  may  pay,  not  to  exceed  said  income,  all 
l>roper  expenses  incurred  by  its  provisions,  and  if  any 
sari)lns  above  said  expenses  shall  remain  at  the  end  of 
any  year  it  shall  be  apportioned  among  said  examiners 
pro  rata  according  to  the  number  of  candidates  exam- 
ined by  each :  Provided,  That  the  medical  council  shall 
keep  separate  accounts  of  all  fees  received  from  physi- 
cians applying  for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  and  shall  not  devote  any  such  fees  to  the  uses 
of  the  council,  or  to  the  uses  or  remuneration  of  any 
other  examining  board  than  that  of  the  society  with 
which  the  physician  who  pays  the  fee  wishes  to  be 
affiliated. 

Section  9.  The  first  meeting  of  each  of  the  examining 
hoards  re])ectively  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninty-four, 
suitable  notice  in  the  usual  form  being  given  with  the 
notice  of  their  appointment  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  each  of  the  members  thereof,  speci- 
fying the  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  each  of  the  boards  respectively 
au  organization  shall  be  efiFected  by  the  election,  from 
their  own  membership,  of  a  president  and  secretary. 
For  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for  license 
<  ach  of  said  boards  of  medical  examiners  shall  hold  two 
or  more  stated  or  special  meetings  in  each  year,  due 
notice  of  which  shall  be  made  public  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  may  determine.  At  said  stated  or  spe- 
cial meetings  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board 
<hall  constitute  a  Quorum  thereof,  but  the  examination 
may  be  conducted  by  a  committe  of  one  or  more  mem- 
•Kfrs  of  the  board  of  examiners  duly  authorized  by  said 
}K)ards. 

Section  10.  The  several  boards  of  medical  examiners 
^liall,  not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  each  examina- 
tion, submit  to  the  Medical  Council  of  Pennsylvania 
•juestions  for  thorough  examinations  in  anatomy,  phy- 
siology, hygiene,  chemistry,  surgery,  obstetrics,  patn- 
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ology,  diagnosis,  therapeutics,  practice  of  medicine  and 
materia  medica;  from  tbe  lists  of  questions  so  sub- 
mitted the  council  shall  select  the  questions  for  each 
examination,  and  such  questions  for  each  examination 
shall  be  the  same  fbr  all  candidates,  except  that  in  the 
departments  of  therapeutics,  practice  of  medicine  and 
materia  medica,  the  questions  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  teachiugB  of  the  school  selected  by  the  candidate. 

Section  11.  Said  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in 
writing  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Pennsylvania  and 
shall  embrace  the  subjects  named  in  section  ten  of  this 
act.  After  each  sucn  examination  the  board  having 
charge  thereof  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  act 
upon  the  same.  An  official  report  of  such  action  signed 
by  the  president,  secretary  and  each  acting  member  of 
said  board  of  medical  examiners,  stating  the  examina- 
tion, average  of  each  candidate  in  each  branch,  the  gen- 
eral average  and  the  result  of  the  examination,  whether 
successful  or  unsuccessful,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
medical  council.  Said  report  shall  embrace  all  the  ex- 
amination papers,  questions  and  answers  thereto.  All 
such  examination  papers  shall  be  kept  for  reference  and 
inspection  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

Section  12.  On  receiving  from  any  of  said  boards  of 
medical  examiners  such  official  report  of  the  examina- 
tion of  any  applicant  for  license,  the  medical  council 
shall  issue  forthwith  to  each  applicant  who  shall  have 
been  returned  as  having  successfully  passed  said  exam- 
ination, and  who  shall  have  been  adjudged  by  the 
medical  council  to  be  duly  qualified  for  the  practice  of 
medicine,  a  license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  The  medical  council  shall 
require  the  same  standard  of  qualifications  from  all 
candidates,  except  in  the  departments  of  therapeutics 
practice  of  medicine  and  materia  medica,  in  which  the 
standard  shall  be  determined  by  each  of  the  boards  re- 
spectively. Every  license  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  issued  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  subscribed 
by  the  officers  of  t^ie  medical  council  and  by  each  medi- 
cal examiner  who  reported  the  licentiate  as  having  sue 
cessfully  passed  said  examinations.  It  shall  also  have 
affixed  to  it  by  the  person  authorized  to  affix  the  same, 
the  seal  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Before  said  license  shall  be  issued  it  shall  be  recorded 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  medical  council, 
and  the  number  or  the  book  and  page  therein  containing 
said  recorded  copy  shall  be  noted  upon  the  face  of  said 
license.  Said  records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, under  proper  restrictions  as  to  their  safe  keeping, 
and  in  all  legal  proceedings  shall  have  the  same  weight 
as  evidencee  that  is  given  to  the  conveyance  of  land. 

Section  13.  From  and  after  tbe  first  day  qf  July, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
four,  any  person  not  theretofore  authorized  to  practice 
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medicine  and  surgery  in  this  State,  and  desiring  to  en- 
ter upon  sucii  practice,  may  deliver  to  the  secretary  of 
the  medical  council,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
twenty -five  dollars,  a  written  application  for  license, 
together  with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant  is 
more  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  is  of  ^ood  moral 
character,  has  obtained  a  competent  common  school 
edacation,  and  has  received  a  diploma  conferring  the 
degree  of  medicine  from  some  legally  incorporated 
medical  college  of  the  United  States,  or-  a  diploma  or 
license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practice  all  the 
branches  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  some  foreign  coun- 
try ;  applicants  who  have  received  their  degree  in  medi- 
cine aiter  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety -four,  must  have  pursued  the 
stady  of  medicine  for  at  least  three  years,  including 
three  regular  courses  of  lectures,  in  different;  3^ ears,  in 
some  legally  incorporated  medical  college,  or  colleges, 

f>rior  to  the  granting  of  said  diploma,  or  foreign 
icense,  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five,  such  applicants  must  have  pur- 
sued the  study  of  medicine  for  at  least  four  years,  in- 
cluding three  regular  courses  of  lectures,  in  different 
years,  in  some  legally  incorporated  medical  college,  or 
colleges,  prior  to  the  granting  of  said  diploma  or  for- 
eign license.  Such  proof  shall  be  made,  if  required, 
upon  affidavit.  Upon  the  making  of  said  payment  and 
proof  the  medical  council,  if  satisfied  with  the  same, 
shall  issue  to  said  applicant  an  order  for  examination 
before  such  one  of  the  State  Boards  of  Medical  Exam- 
iuers  as  the  applicant  for  license  may  select.  In  case  of 
failure  at  any  such  examination  the  candidate,  after  the 
expiration  of  six  months  and  within  two  years,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  a  second  examination  by  the  same 
board  to  which  application  was  first  made  without  the 
payment  of  an  additional  fee :  And  it  is  further  fyro- 
vuled.  That  applicants  examined  and  licensed  by  State 
Boards  of  Medical  Examiners  or  State  Boards  of  Health 
of  other  States,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars 
to  the  medical  council,  and  on  filing  in  the  office  of  the 
medical  council  a  copy  of  said  license  certified  by  the 
f>ttidavit  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  such  board 
showing  also  that  the  standard  of  acquirements 
adopted  by  said  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  or 
State  Board  of  Health,  is  substantially  the  same  as 
is  provided  by  sections  eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  of 
this  act,  shall  without  further  examination  receive  a 
license  conferring  on  the  holder  thereof  all*  the  rights 
aud  privileges  provided  by  sections  fourteen  and  fifteen 
of  this  act. 

Section  14.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  March, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety 
four,  no  person  shall  enter  upon  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine or  surgery  in  the  State  of  Pennsj'lvania,  unless  he 
or  she  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
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shall  have  exhibited  to  prothonotary  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  desires 
to  practice  medicine  or  surgery,  a  license  duly  granted 
to  him  or  her  as  hereinbefore  provided,  whereupon  lie 
or  she  shall  be  entitled  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar 
to  be  duly  registerd  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  in  the  said  county,  and  any 

Eerson  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
e  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  the  court  of  Quarter  sessions  of  the  county 
wherein  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

Section  15.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  constinied  to 
interfere  with  or  punish  commissioned  medical  officers 
serving  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  service  while  so 
commisioned,  or  medical  examiners  of  relief  dc])ai*t- 
ments  of  railroad  comi)anies  while  so  employed,  or  any 
one  while  actually  serving  as  a  member  of  the  resident 
medical  staff  of  any  legally  incorDorated  hospital,  or 
any  legally  qualified' and  registered  dentist  exclusively 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  denistry,  or  shall  interfere 
with  or  prevent  the  dispensing  and  sales  of  medicines  or 
medical  appliances  by  apothecaries,  pharmacists,  or 
interfere  with  the  manufacture  of  artificial  eyes,  limbs 
or  orthopedical  instruments  or  trusses  of  any  kind  for 
fitting  such  instruments  on  ])ersons  in  need  thereof,  or 
any  lawfully  qualified  physicians  and  surgeons  resid- 
ing in  other  States  or  countries,  meeting  registered 
physicians  of  this  State  in  consultation  or  any  physi- 
cian or  surgeon  residing  on  the  border  of  a  neighboring 
State  and  duly  authorized  under  the  laws  thereof  to 
practice  medicine  and  surgery  therein  whose  practice 
extends  into  the  limits  of  this  State :  Provided,  That 
such  practitioner  shall  not  open  an  office,  or  appoint  a 
place  to  meet  patients  or  receive  calls,within  the  limits 
of  Pennsylvania,  or  physicians  duly  registered  in  one 
county  of  this  State  called  to  attend  cases  in  another 
county  but  not  residing  or  opening  an  office  therein. 
And  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  ])rohibit 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  within  this  Com- 
monwealth by  any  practitioner  who  shall  have  been 
duly  registered  before  the  first  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  four, 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
provide  for  the  registration  of  all  practitioners  of  med- 
icine and  surgery,'*  approved  the  eight  day  of  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty - 
one,  and  one  such  registry  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  to 
practice  medicines  and  surgery  in  any  county  in  this 
Commonwealth. 

Section  16.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  is  here- 
by appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  salary  of  the 
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secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  medical  council  and  the 
necessary  expenses  of  said  council,  one  thousand  dol- 
lars thereof  for  the  year  begining  January  one,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  iimety-four,  and  one  thou 
sand  dollars  thereof  for  the  year  beginning  January 
one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and' ninety -five. 

Section  17.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  of  Assembly  in-  acu  rep«ue<i. 
consistent  herewith  shall  be  and  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  six  of  the  act,  entitled  ^' A  ftirther  supplement 
to  the  act  regulating  elections  in  this  Commonwealth, ''  approved 
the  thirtieth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
MTenty-four,  extending  the  power  of  the  several  courts  of  com- 
moQ  pleas  of  the  Commonwealth  to  appoint  election  officers  in 
certain  cases. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fc,  That  section  six  of  the 
act,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  act  regulat- 
ing elections  in  this  Commonwealth,''  approved  the 
thirtieth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred 
and  seventy -four,  which  reads  as  follows,  to  wit :  "  In  all 
election  districts  where  a  vacancy  exists  by  reason  of  the 
disqualification  of  the  officer,  or  otherwise,  in  an  elec- 
tion board  heretofore  appointed,  or  where  any  new  dis-

To  establish  boards  of  arbitration  to  settle  all  questions  of  wages 
and  other  mattexa  of  variance  between  capital  and  labor. 

Whereas,  The  great  industries  of  this  Common- 
wealth are  frequently  suspended  by  strikes  and  lock- 
outs resulting  at  times  in  criminal  violation  of  the  law 
and  entailing  upon  the  State  vast  expense  to  protect 
life  and  property  and  preserve  the  public  peace : 

And  tvhejeas,  No  adequate  means  exist  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  these  issues  between  capital  and  labor,  employ- 
ers and  employes,  upon  an  equitable  basis  where  each 
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party  can  meet  together  upon  terms  of  equality  co  set- 
tle the  rates  of  compensation  for  labor  and  establish 
mles  and  re^alations  for  their  branches  of  industry  in 
harmony  with  law  and  a  generous  public  sentiment : 
Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.y  That  whenever  any  dif- 
ferences arise  between  employers  and  employes  in  the 
mining,  manufacturing  or  transportation  industries  of 
the  Commonwealth  which  cannot  be  mutually  settled 
to  the  satisfaction  of  a  majority  of  all  parties  con- 
cerned, it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  party,  or  for  both 
parties  jointly,  to  make  application  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  wherein  the  service  is  to  be  performed  about 
which  the  dispute  has  arisen  to  appoint  and  constitute 
a  board  of  arbitration  to  consider,  arrange  and  settle  all 
matters  at  variance  l)etween  them  which  must  be  fully  set 
forth  in  the  application,  such  application  to  be  in  writing 
and  signed  and  duly  acknowledged  before  a  proper  officer 
by  the  representatives  of  the  persons  employed  as  work- 
men, or  by  the  representatives  of  a  firm,  individual  or 
corporation,  or  by  both,  if  the  application  is  made 
jointly  by  the  parties,  such  applicants  to  be  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  said  application  shall  be 
tiled  with  the  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in  conse- 
quence thereof  among  the  records  of  said  court. 

Section  2.  That  when  the  application  duly  authenti- 
cated has  been  presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas, 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  court,  if  in  its 
judgment  the  said  application  allege  matters  of  suifi- 
eient  importance  to  warrant  the  intervention  of  a  board 
of  arbitrators  in  order  to  J3re8erve  the  public  peace,  or 
promote  the  interests  and  harmony  of  labor  and  capi- 
tal, to  grant  a  inile  on  each  of  the  parties  to  the  alleged 
controversy,  where  the  application  is  made  jointly,  to 
select  three  citizens  of  the  county  of  good  character  and 
familiar  with  all  mattei*s  in  dispute  to  serve  asmembers 
of  the  said  board  of  arbitration  which  shall  consist  of 
nine  members  all  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth ;  as 
soon  as  the  said  members  are  appointed  by  the  respec- 
tive parties  to  the  issue,  the  court  shall  proceed  at  once 
to  fill  the  board  by  the  selection  of  three  persons  from 
the  citizens  of  the  county  of  well  known  character  for 
probity  and  general  intelligence,  and  not  directly  con- 
nected with  the  interests  of  either  party  to  the  dispute, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  the  said  judge  as 
president  of  the  board  of  arbitration.

The  presi- 
dent of  the  board  shall  have  full  authority  to  preserve 
order  at  the  sessions  and  may  summon  or  appoint  offi- 
cers to  assist  and  in  all  ballotings  he  shall  have  a  vote. 
It  shall  be  lawful  for  him  at  the  request  of  any  two 
members  of  the  board  to  send  for  persons,  books  and 
papers,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  enforce  their  pres- 
ence and  to  require  them  to  testify  in  any  matter  before 
the  board,  and  for  any  willful  failure  to  appear  and 
testify  before  said  board,  when  requested  by  the  said

and  may  examine  experts  and  present  models,  draw- 
ings, statements  and  any  proper  matter  bearing  on  the 
case,  all  of  which  shall  be  carefully  considered  by  the 
said  board  in  arriving  at  their  conclusions,  and  the  de- 
cision of  the  said  board  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  of

adulteration  of  dairy  products  and  fraud  in  the  sale 
thereof,"  approved  May  twenty -first,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty -five. 

Section  2.  That  any  officer,  agent,  steward  or  other 
official  of  any  such  charitable  or  penal  institution, 
who  shall  knowingly  buy  any  substance  the  manufac- 
ture or  sale  of  which  is  prohibited  by  section  one  of  the

Section  1.  Be  U  enacted,  Ac, ,  That  the  Governor  be 
authorized  to  appoint  two  persons  as  a  commission, 
one  of  whom  is  to  be  a  competent  engineer,  one  a  bot- 
anist practically  acquainted  with  the  forest  trees  of  the 
Commonwealth,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  conditions  of  the  slopes  and  summits 
of  the  important  water  sheds  of  the  State  for  t&e  pur- 
pose of  determining  how  far  the  presence  or  absence  of 
the  forest  cover  may  be  influential  in  producing-  high 
and  low  water  stages  in  the  various  river  basins,  and  to 
report  how  much  timber  remains  standing  of  such  kinds 
as  have  special  commercial  value,  how  much  there  is  of 
each  kind,  as  well  also  as  to  indicate  the  part  or  parts 
of  the  State  where  each  grows  naturally,  and  what 
measares  if  any  are  being  taken  to  secure  a  sup  ply  of  tim- 
ber for  the  future.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  said 
commission  to  suggest  such  measures  in  this  connec- 
tion as  have  been  found  of  practical  service  elsewhere 
in  maintaining  a  proper  timber  supply,  and  to  ascer- 
tam  as  nearly  as  is  practicable  what  proportion  of  the 
State  not  now  recognized  as  mineral  land  isunfit  for  re- 
mnnerative  agriculture  and  could  with  advantage  be 
devoted  to  the  growth  of  trees. 

Section  2.  The  said  commission  shall  also  ascertain 
what  wild  lands,  if  any,  now  belong  to  the  Common- 
wealth, their  extent,  character  and  location,  and  report 
the  same  together  with  a  statement  of  what  part  or 
partsof  such  lands  would  be  suitable  for  a  States  Forest 
Reserve,  and  further,  should  the  lands  belonging  to 
the  Commonwealth  be  insufficient  for  such  purpose, 
then  to  ascertain  and  report  what  other  suitable  lands 
there  may  be  within  the  State,  their  extent,  character 
and  value.  The  final  report  of  the  said  commission 
shall  be  presented  to  the*  Legislature  not  later  than 
March  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety -five. 

Section  3.  The  said  commission  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  competent  person  to  act  as  statistician 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  compile  the  statistics  collected 
by  said  commission  under  their  direction  and  supervi- 
sion, whose  salary  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  with  necessary  expenses  to  be  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for  the  pa3'^ment  of 
the  Forestry  Commission. 

The  commisiouers  appointed  hereunder 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  by  quarterly  payments  a

one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

*'  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  bij  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Gommontoealth  of  Pennsylvania  tn 
General  Assembly  niet^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority ofilie  same.  That  the  salary  of  each  county  sup- 
erintendent of  common  schools,  elected  according  to 
law,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  Hud 
seventy -eight,  and  thereafter,  shall  be  four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  school  in  his  jurisdiction  at  the  time 
of  his  election  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  ap- 
propriated for  common  schools:  Provided^  That  the 
salary  of  a  county  superintendent  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  eight  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  in  coimties  with  over 
one  hundred  schools  it  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars:  And  provided  further.

forts  erected  as  a  defense  against  the  Indians  by  the  early  set- 
tlers of  this  Commonwealth  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-three. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  on  and  after 
thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Governor 
of  this  Gomomnwealth  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
qnired  to  appoint  five  persons  to  make  inquiry  in  re- 
lation to  the  various  forts  erected  by  the  early  settlers 
of  this  Commonwealth  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  as  a  defense  against 
the  Indians.  Said  five  persons  are  hereby  authorized 
to  make  inquiry  and  examination  as  to  the  number  and 
location  of  said  forts  and  the  propriety  of  erecting

To  aboUsh  oommiflsioners  of  pubUo  buildings,  and  to  place  ali 
public  buildings  heretofore  under  the  control  of  such  commis- 
sioners, under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in 
cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  commissioners 
created  by  any  special  act  of  Assembly  for  the  erection 
and  construction  of  public  buildings  required  to  ac- 
commodate the  courts  and  for  municipal  purposes  in 
cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth  are 
hereby  abolished,  and  the  erection,  completion,  con- 
struction, repair,  removal  and  protection  of  all  public 
buildings  heretofore  under  the  control  of  such  com- 
missioners in  said  cities  shall  be  under  the  direction, 
control  and  administration  of  the  Department  of  Piib- 
lic  Works.

Providing  for  monthly  returns  and  payments  by  county  and  city 
officers  and  protbonotaries  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  moneys  re- 
ceived by  tbem  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  <tc,,  That  on  the  first  Mon- 
day July  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county 
and  city  oflicer  to  render  to  the  Auditor  General 
and  State  Treasurer,  under  oath  or  afiirmation,  monthly 
returns  of  all  moneys  received  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, designating  under  proper  heads,  the 
sources  from  which  said  moneys  were  received,  and  to 
pay  the  said  moneys  into  the  State  Treasury. 

The  returns  herein  requii'ed  from  county  and  city 
officers  and  prothonotaries  of  the  Supreme  Court,  ex- 
cept those  rendered  by  city  and  county  treasurer,  shall 
include  fees  received  during  the  month  from  all  sources. 

Section  2.  Any  oflScer  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect, 
for  the  period  of  ten  days  after  the  same  shall  become 
due,  to  make  the  return  and  payment  as  required  by 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  his  fees 
and  commissions  on  the  whole  amoimt  of  money  col- 
lected during  the  month,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  pen- 
alty of  ten  per  centum  which  shall  be  added  to  the 
amount  of  the  tax  found  due. 

Section  3.  The  Auditor  General  or  State  Treasurer, 
or  either  of  them,  or  any  agent  appointed  by  them  or 
either  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  examine  the 
books  and  accounts  of  any  county  or  city  oflScer  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  the  return  and  pay- 
ment as  required  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and 
upon  information  obtained  from  such  examination  the 
Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer  shall  settle  an  ac- 
count against  such  officer  in  the  usual  manner  for  the

Providing  that  whenever  it  shall  happen  that  a  receipt  given  by  a 
warehoQBeman,  warehooBing  company,  storage  or  deposit  com- 
paaj,  or  wharfinger,  has  become  lost,  mislaid  or  destroyed,  the 
coart»  on  the  petition  of  the  owner  of  such  receipt,  may,  in  its 
discretion,  order  that  the  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  petroleum, 
grain,  flour,  produce,  commodity,  or  other  property  for  which  it 
waa  given,  shall  be  delivered  without  the  production  or  return 
of  gach  receipt. 

Whereas,  It  frequently  happens  that  the  rig^htful 
owners  of  receipts  issued  by  warehousemen,  warehous- 
ing companies,  storage  or  deposit  companies  and 
wharfingers  lose  or  mislay  such  receipts,  or  that  such 
receipts  become  destroyed,  and  such  rightful  owners 
being  therefore  unable  to  produce  or  return  the  same 
are  unable  to  obtain  possession  or  control  of  the  goods, 
wares,  merchandise,  petroleum,  grain,  flour,  or  other 
produce,  commodity  or  property  for  which  such  receipts 
were  given,  thus  leading  to  great  embarrassment  and 
inconvenience,  and  it  is  desirable  that  relief  against 
this  evil  should  be  afforded,  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  entxcted,  itc,  That  where  any  receipt 
riven  or  issued  by  any  warehouseman,  warehousing

On  the  return  of  such  citation  the  court 
may,in  its  discretion,  after  due  consideration,  granvthe 
prayer  of  such  XDctition  and  may  order  and  direct  the 
warehouseman,  warehousing  company,  storage  or  de- 
posit company,  or  wharfinger  who  issued  such  receipt, 
to  deliver  up  to  the  petitioner  the  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise, petroleum,  grain,  fiour,  or  other  produce, 
commodity  or  property  for  which  such  receipt  was 
given  without  requiring  the  production  or  return  of 
such  receipt:  Provided  however ,  That  the  petitioner 
shall  first  execute  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  prothono- 
tary  or  clerk  of  said  court  a  bond  with  one  or  more 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  which  l)ond  shall 
be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn8\4- 
vania  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  parties  in  interest, 
and  shall  be  taken  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
court,  after  due  consideration,  as  to  the  value  of  the 
goods  and  property  so  ordered  to  be  delivered  as  well 
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as  io  the  other  circumstaoces  of  the  case.  And  upon 
the  filing  of  such  bond  and  on  the  entering:  of  such 
order  and  decree  by  the  court  said  warehouseman,

AN  ACT 

For  the  taxation  of  dogs  and  the  protection  ef  sheep. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc.  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be  assessed,  levied 
and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  in  wliich  other  taxes 
are  now  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  annually  in 
each  of  the  townships,  boroughs  and  cities  of  thi«  Com- 
monwealth, from  the  owners  or  keepers  of  dogs,  taxes 
to  the  following  amount  namely  :  For  each  male  dog,  a 
sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  commissioners  of  their  re- 
spective counties,  and  councilmen  of  their  respective 
cities,  of  not  more  than  two  dollars,  and  for  each  fe- 
male dog,  a  sum  of  not  more  cban  four  dollars,  except- 
ing such  female  dog  be  spayed,  in  which  case  tlie 
amount  of  tax  so  levied  and  collected  shall  be  equal  to 
that  upon  maledogsas  hereinbefore  provided, to  oepaid 
to  the  treaurer  of  tiic  county  or  city  in  which  the  same 
is  collected  to  be  kept  by  him  separate  and  apart  from 
other  taxes,  the  same  to  be  a  fund  from  which  persons 
sustaining  loss  or  damage  to  sheep  by  a  dog  or  dogs, 
and  the  necessary  costs  therefor  may  be  indemnified  as 
hereinafter  provided:  Provided  further.  That  no  dogs 
shall  be  assessed  until  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  four 
months. 

Section  2.  The  assessors  in  each  township,  borough 
and  city,  shall, for  the  purpose  of  levyingand collecting 
such  taxes,  annually,  at  the  time  of  assessing  other  tax- 
able property  within  the  respective  townships,  bor- 
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oofirlis  and  oities,  ascertain  and  return  to  the  county 
commissioners  of  their  county,  and  counciimen  of  their 
respective  cities,  a  true  statement  of  all  the  dogs  in 
their  townships,  boroughs  and  cities,  respectively,  the 
names  of  the  persons  owning  or  keeping  such  dogs  and 
how  many  of  each  sex  is  owned  or  kept  by  each  person 
and  how  many  of  such  female  dogs  so  owned  or  kept 
are  spayed,  such  commissioners  in  each  county,  and 
counciimen  of  their  respective  cities,  shall  annuully 
levy  a  tax  upon  each  dog  so  returned  and  within  the 
discretion  so  given  to  such  commissioners  and  council- 
men  to  such  an  amount  as  will  in  their  judgment  create 
a  sofficient  fund  from  which  all  loss  or  damage  caused 
to  sheep  within  the  respective  counties,  or  cities,  by  a 
dog,  or  dogs,  during  each  current  year  may  be  paid, 
together  with  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  ad- 
jostment  of  claims  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  any  person  shall  sustain 
any  loss  or  damage  to  sheep  by  a  dog,  or  dogs,  in  any 
townsliip,  borough  or  city,  such  person  his  or  her 
asrent  or  attorney  may  complain  to  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  magistrate  or  alderman  of  such  township,  bor- 
ough or  city,  in  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  person 
making  such  complaint,  stating  therein  when,  where 
and  how,  such  damage  was  done  and  by  whose  dog 
or  dugs,  if  known,  whereupon  the  justice  of  the  peace, 
magistrate  or  alderman,  to  whom  such  complaint  shall 
be  made,  shall  notify  the-  tovmship,  borough  or  city 
auditors,  or  controllers,  of  such  claim,  and  such  town- 
ship, boi-ough  or  city  auditoi*s  shall  at  once  examine

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  <^A  further  supple- 
ment to  an  act,  entitled  <An  act  for  the  regulation  and  continu- 
ance of  a  system  of  education  by  common  schools,'  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-four,  so  as  to  enable  certain  school  districts  to  establish. 
maintain  and  operate  a  public  high  school,"  so  as  to  enable  bor- 
oughs not  divided  into  wards  for  school  purposes  to  establish^ 
maintain  and  operate  public  high  schools. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc..  That  section  one  of  an 
act,  entitled  ''  A  further  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled 
*  An  act  for  the  regidation  and  continuance  of  a  systen 
of  education  by  common  schools,'  approved  the  eigrhth 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
so  as  to  enable  certain  school  districts  to  establish,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  public  high  school,"  which  reads  as 
follows : 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepreseniativea  of  the  Cominonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same.  That  the  board  of  controllers  of 
school  districts  which  are  composed  of  cities  or  boroughs 
divided  into  wards  for  school  purposes  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  enjoined  by  the 
act  of  the  eighth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  possess 
the  following  powers  and  perform  the  following*  duties: 

Clause  1,  They  may  establish  a  public  high  school. 

Clause  2.  They  shall  admit  to  said  public  high  school 
all  children  under  the  age  of  twentv'-one  years  residing 
within  said  school  district,  who  shall  be  found  quaUfied 
for  admission  thereto  after  having  undergone  such  an 
examination  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  said  board  of 
controllers:  Provided,  Said  board  of  controllers  shall 
have  power  to  prescribe  the  terms  upon  which  other 
children  than  those  residing  in  said  district  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  attended  said  public  high  school. 

Clause  3.  They  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  said  public  high  school,  appoint  all  the  teachers 
therefor,  fix  the  amoimt  of  their  salaries  and  shall  have 
power  to  dismiss  any  teacher  at  any  time  for  incompe- 
tency, cruelty,negligence,immorality,  or  other  cause ;  they

Clause  6,  The  said  board  of  controllers  shall  not  em- 
ploy any  person  as  teacher  in  said  public  high  school  un- 
less such  person  shall  produce  such  a  certificate  as  would 
entitle  him  or  her  to  teach  in  the  ward  schools,  which 
certificate  shall  set  forth  the  branches  of  learning  which 
the  holder  thereof  is  qualified  to  teach,  and  provided  no 
teacher  shall  be  employed  in  teaching  any  branch  of 
learning  other  than  tnose  enumerated  in  his  or  her  cer- 
tificate. 

Clause  7.  The  said  board  of  controllers  shall  maintain

Clause  JO.  Whenever  said  board  of  controllers  shall 
be  unable  to  procure  an  eligible  site  for  the  erection  of 
said  public  high  school  bv  agreement  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land,  it  shcdl  and  may  be  lawful  for  said 
board  of  controllers  to  enter  upon  and  occupy  sufficient

Upon  the  approTal  of 
said  bond,  and  its  being  filed,  the  ri^ht  of  said  Doard  of 
controllers  to  enter  upon  said  land  shall  be  complete. 

father  said  board  of  controllers,  or  said  owner  or  own- 
ers of  said  land,  may  within  twenty  days  from  the  appro- 
val of  said  bond,  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county  for  the  appointment  of  yiew^- 
ers,  and  thereupon  said  court  shall  appoint  three  disin- 
terested citizens  of  said  county,  and  not  owners  of  prop- 
erty or  residents  of  said  school  district,  and  appoint  a 
time  not  less  than  twenty  or  more  than  thirty  days 
thereafter,  when  the  said  viewers  shall  meet  upon 
and  view  said  premises,  of  the  time  of  which  meeting 
ten  days'  notice  shall  be  g'iven  to  the  viewers  and  the 
opposite  party,  and  the  said  viewers,  or  anv  two  of  them,

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Clause  8,  They  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  procure 
and  hold  such  real  and  personal  property  as  may  be 
necessar^r  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  said 
public  high  school,  and  the  same  to  sell,  alien  and  dis- 
pose of,  when  no  longer  necessary  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid:  Provided,  Said  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars.

shall  tender  to  such  owner  or  owners  the  bond  of  said

and  appoint  a  time  not  less  than  twenty  or  more  than 
thirty  days  thereafter,  when  said  viewers  shall  meet 
upon  and  view  said  premises,  of  the  time  of  which  meet- 
ing ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  viewers  and  the

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LAWS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 

No.  96. 
AN  ACT. 

To  enlarge  tbe  powers  of  the  State  Board  ot  Agricalture,  to  au- 
thorize the  said  Board  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  act,  enti^ 
tied  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  to  pre- 
vent adulteration  of  dairy  products  and  fraud  in  the  sale  thereof/ ' 
approved  May  twenty-one,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  of  other  acta  in  relation  to  dairy 
products ;  to  authorise  the  appointment  of  an  agent  of  tbe  said 
Eoard  who  sliall  be  known  as  the  **  Dairy  and  Food  Commis 
sioner,"  and  to  define  his  duties  and  fix  his  compensation,  being 
supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  establish  a  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,"  approved  May  eighth,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  (he.  That  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  be  and  is  hereby  empowered  and  charged 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled 
'*  An  act  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  to 
prevent  the  adulteration  of  dairy  products  and  fraud  in 
the  sale  thereof,"  approved  May  twenty-one,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  nundred  and  eighty-five,  and  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  various  provisions  of  all  other  laws  now 
enacted,  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted,  prohibiting  or  regu- 
lating the  adulteration  or  imitation  of  butter,  cheese  or 
other  dairy  products. 

Section  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  the  said  laws  concerning 
dairy  products  the  president  of  the  said  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  appoint  an  agent  of  the  said  board,  who  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  "Ihiiry  and  Food 
Commissioner,'*'  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  appointed  and 
qualified,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum  and  his  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  oischarge  of  his  official  duties  under  this  act.  The 
said  agent  shall  be  charged  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  board  with  the  execution  and  enforcement  of  all  laws 
now  enacted,  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted,  in  relation  to  the 
adulteration  or  imitation  of  dairy  products. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  agent  of  the  said  board,  the 
said  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  said 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  to  appoint  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  such  assistants,  agents,  experts,  chemists, 
detectives  and  counsel,  as  may  be  deemed  by  him 
necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  for  the  discovery  and  prosecution  of  violations 
of  the  said  laws:  Promded,  That  tbe  entire  expenses  of 
the  said  agent  and  of  all  his  assistants,  agents,  experts, 
chemists,  detectives  and  counsel  (salaries  included),  shall

not  exceed  the  sum  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this

S£cnoN  4.  That  the  said  a^rent  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agricultoie  and  such  assistants,  agents,  experts,  chem- 
ists, detectives  and  counsel,  as  he  shall  duly  authorize 
for  the  purpose,  shall  have  full  access,  egress  and  ingress, 
to  all  places  of  business,  factories,  farms,  buildings,  car- 
riages, cars,  vessels  and  cans,  used  in  the  manufacture, 
transportation  and  sale  of  any  dairy  products,  or  of  any 
adulteration  or  imitation  thereof.  They  shall  also  have 
power  and  authority  to  open  any  package,  can  or  vessel, 
containing  dairy  products,  or  any  adulteration  or  imita- 
tion thereof,  which  may  be  manufactured,  sold  or  ex- 
posed for  sale,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  any 
act  now  enacted  or  which  may  be  hereafter  enacted  in  re- 
lation to  dairy  products,  or  the  adulteration  or  imitation 
thereof,  and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  take  from  such 
package,  can  or  vessel,  samples  for  analysis. 

Section  6.  That  all  penalties  and  costs  received  by 
the  said  State  Board  of  Agriculture  for  violations  of 
the  said  act  of  May  twenty-one.  Anno  Domino  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  of  other  acts  now 
enacted  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted,  prohibiting  or  regu- 
lating the  adulteration  or  imitation  of  butter,  cheese  or 
other  dairy  products,  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  said 
board  to  the  payment  only  of  the  necessary  expenses  in- 
corred  by  the  said  Dair^  and  Food  Commissioner  and 
his  assistants  and  agents  in  the  investigation,  discovery 
and  prosecution  of  violations  of  the  said  act. 

Section  6.  That  all  charges^  accounts  and  expenses  of 
thethesaid  Commissioner,  and  of  all  the  assistants,  agents, 
experts,  chemists,  detectives  and  counsel  employed  by 
him,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  accounts  and  expenses  of  the  said 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  are  now  paid  as  provided 
by  law. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  Commissioner  shall  make  an- 
nual reports  of  his  work  and  proceedings  and  shall  report 
in  detail  the  number  and  names  of  the  assistants,  agents, 
experts,  chemists,  detectives  and  counsel  employed  by 
him,  with  their  expenses  and  disbursements,  the  number 
of  prosecutions,  the  number  of  convictions  and  the  pen- 
alties recovered  in  each  case,  which  report  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  said  State  Board  of  Agriculture  at  its  an- 
nual meeting.

AN  ACT 

Authorizingcitiesof  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  to  pur- 
chase, maintain,  use  and  condemn,  bridges  erected  and  in  use 
over  rivers  and  streams  separating  or  dividing  any  part  or  dis- 
trict of  such  cities,  and  providing  the  manner  in  which  oonipen- 
sation  shall  be  made. 

Whereas,  In  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  sections  or 
districts  thereof  are  divided  and  separated  from  each 
other  by  rivers  and  streams  of  water,  rendering  bridges 
necessarv  for  the  connection  of  the  same  in  order  that 
the  inhabitants  may  have  access  to  each  part. 

And  whereas.  Many  of  such  bridges  have  been  erected 
and  are  operated  by  private  corporations  and  the  tolls 
thereon  have  become  burdensome  to  the  people,  and  it  is 
desirable  such  cities  should  have  the  ownership  of  and 
control  of  such  bridges  to  make  the  same  free  for  the 
people,  therefore ; 

Seotion  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  whenever  any  city 
of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  divided  or  separated  in 
any  of  its  territorial  sections  or  parts  by  intervening 
rivers  or  streams  of  water  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the 
right  is  given  to  such  city  or  cities,  to  purchase,  enter 
upon,  take,  use,  hold  ana  appropriate  such  bridge  or 
bridges,  together  with  the  approaches  and  appurtenances 
thereto,  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  such  cities 
as  shall  have  been  erected  ana  now  in  use  over  such  rivers 
or  streams  of  water  so  dividing  and  separating  the  sec- 
tions or  parts  aforesaid.  Whenever  the  councils  of  such 
cities  shall  determine  upon  the  purchase,  appropriation 
or  condemnation  of  such  bridge  or  bridges,  approaches 
and  appurtenances,  it  shall  be  so  expressed  by  ordinance 
or  joint  resolution  of  such  councils. 

Section  2.  If  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  such 
bridge  cannot  be  agreed  upon  between  the  owners  thereof 
and  such  cities,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  city,  or  cities,  to 
tender  the  bond  thereof  as  security  to  the  person,  firm  or 
corporation  claiming  or  entitled  to  compensation,  or  to  the 
attorney  or  agent  of  any  absent  person,  or  to  the  agent  or 
officers  of  a  corporation,  or  to  the  guardian  or  committee 
of  any  one  under  legal  incapacity,  the  conditions  of  which 
shall  be  that  the  said  city  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  such 
amount  of  damages  or  compensation  as  the  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
after  the  same  shall  be  agreed  upon  or  assessed  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  act ;  in  case  the  party  or  parties 
claiming  damages  or  compensation  refuse  or  do  not  ac- 
cept the  security  so  tendered,  such  city  shall  then  give 
the  party,  his  or  their  agent,  attorney,  guardian  or  com- 
mittee, written  notice  of  the  time  when  the  same  will  be 
presented  in  the  court  for  approval,  and  thereafter  the 
said  city  may  present  said  security  to  any  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  county  wherein  such  bridges  are  located 
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and  used,  and  when  approved,  the  said  security  shall  be 
filed  in  said  court  for  the  benefit  of  those  interested,  and 
reeoTery  may  be  had  thereon  for  the  amount  of  damages 
or  compensation  assessed,  if  the  same  be  not  paid,  or 
cannot  be  made  by  execution  on  the  judgment  in  the 
issue  formed  to  try  the  question,  and  upon  the  approval 
of  said  security  said  city  may  enter  upon,  appropriate, 
take,  hold,  use  and  control  such  bridge  or  brioges. 

Section  3.  In  case  the  compensation  for  damages  ac- 
cming  from  such  appropriation,  taking,  holding  and 
using,  have  not  been  agreed  upon,  any  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  or  any  law  judge  thereof  in 
vacation,  on  application  thereto  by  said  city  or  any  per- 
son interested,  shall  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinter- 
ested freeholders  as  viewers,  and  appoint  a  time  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  thereafter,  when  said 
viewers  shall  meet  and  view  the  said  bridges.  The  said 
viewers  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of 
the  time  of  their  first  meeting  to  the  owners,  agents,  offi- 
cers, attorneys  or  representatives  of  the  persons  inter- 
eeted,  or  such  other  notice  as  the  court  may  direct. 

The  said  viewers  having  been  first  duly  sworn  or  af- 
firmed faithfully,  justly  and  impartially,  to  decide  and 
tnae  report  to  make  concerning  all  matters  and  things  to 
be  submitted  to  them  and  in  relation  to  which  they  are 
aathorizedto  inquire  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
having  viewed  the  property  and  structure,  shall  hear  all 
parties  interested  and  their  witnesses  and  shall  estimate 
and  determine  the  damages  for  the  property  so  taken, 
appropriated,  held  and  used,  to  whom  the  same  are  pay- 
able ;  they  shall  ^ve  at  least  ten  days'  notice  thereof,  m 
the  manner  herem  provided,  to  all  parties  interested  of 
the  time  and  place  wnen  said  viewers  will  meet  and  ex- 
hibit said  report  and  hear  all  exceptions  thereto. 

After  making  whatever  changes  are  deemed  right  and 
proper  the  said  viewers,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  make 
report  to  the  court,  showing  the  amount  of  damages  or 
compensation  allowed,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  shall 
file  therewith  a  plan  showing  the  location  of  said  bridge, 
or  bridges,  so  taken  and  appropriated. 

Section  4.  Upon  the  report  of  said  viewers,  or  any  two 

of  them,  being  filed  in  said  court,  any  party  interested 

may,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  file  exceptions  to  the 

same,  and  the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  confirm  said 

report  or  to  modify  change  or  otherwise  correct  the  same, 

or  refer  the  same  back  to  the  same  or  new  viewers  with 

like  power  as  to  their  report.    Or  within  thirty  days  from 

the  nling  of  such  report  in  court  any  party  interested 

may  appeal  and  demand  a  trial  by  jury,  and  any  party 

so  interested  may,  within  thirty  days  after  final  decree, 

have  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court.    If  no  exceptions 

are  filed,  or  no  demand  made  for  trial  by  jury  within  said 

thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  report,  the  same  shall 

become  absolute. 

The  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  power  to 
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order  what  notioes  shall  be  eiven  in  connection  with  any 
part  of  said  proceeding  and  may  make  all  such  orders 
as  it  may  deem  requisite.

Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  the  sum  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the 
Blind  for  the  two  fiscal  years  beginning  June  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hudred  and  ninety-three,  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  education  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  pupils, 
to  be  paid  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  indigent  blind 
pupils  from  the  several  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  at 
the  annual  rate  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
per  pupil.

Providing  for  the  erection  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  Orphans'  In- 
dustrial School;  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  and  equip- 
mentof  thebaildingand  buildings  necessary  therefor;  making  ap- 
propriations for  such  purposes,  erection  and  equipment,  and  the 
maintenance  of  children  admitted  therein,  placing  the  care  of  the 
same  in  the  commission  now  known  as  the  Commission  of  Sol- 
diers' Orphan  Schools  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  regulate 
ing  the  admissions  to  the  said  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  Orphans' 
Industrial  School  and  the  said  Soldiers'  Orphan  Schools. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dc.  That  there  shall  be 
erected,  at  some  point  within  the  State  easily  accessible, 
a  building  or  building  to  be  known  as  the  Pennsylvania 
Soldiers  Orphans'  Industrial  School. 

Section  2.  That  the  commission  now  in  charge  of  the 
Soldiers'  Orphan  Schools  are  empowered  to  purchase  not 
more  than  one  hundred  acres  of  ground,  the  title  of  which 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Oommon wealth,  and  to  erect  build- 
ing thereon,  equipping  the  same  with  shops,  tools  et 
cetera,  for  industrial  training,  as  well  as  for  the  educa- 
tional course,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  soldiers' 
orphans,  first  taking  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  all  contracts  and  for  the  completion  of  tne  building 
and  buildings  in  a  substantial,  good  and  workmanlike 
manner. 

Section  3.  The  said  commission  as  now  constituted 
shall  continue  until  the  third  Wednesday  in  Januai-y ,  one

there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate,  two  members  thereof,  and  by  the  speaker 
of  the  House,  three  members  thereof,  to  serve  for  two 
years,  and  the  Commander  of  the  Department  of  Penn- 
sylvania Grand  Army  of  the  Bepublic  shall  then  recom- 
mend to  the  Governor,  five  honorably  discharged  soldiers 
for  the  appointment,  who,  if  approved  by  the  Governor, 
shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  two  years.  The  Gover- 
nor shall  be  a  member  ex-officioot  the  said  commission. 
At  the  expiration  of  the  said  terms  of  the  said  appointees 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  and 
for  like  term.

The  said  commission  shall  have  full  power 
to  continue  the  soldiers'  orphan  schools  as  now  consti- 
tuted, or  if  necessary,  change  either,  any,  or  all  of  them 
to  other  localities,  until  such  time  or  times  as  the  Penn- 
sylvania Soldiers  Orphans'  Industrial  School  shall  be  com- 
pleted, or  sufficiently  advanced  to  accommodate  said 
orphans,  when  the  commission  shall  close  all  of  the  said 
soldiers'  orphans  schools. 

Section  6.  The  said  commission,  under  such  rules  and 
forms  of  application  as  it  may  adopt,  shall  be  and  is 
herebv  authorized  to  admit  to  said  soldiers'  orphan 
school,  or  to  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers  Orphans'  Indus- 
trial Schools,  soldiers'  orphans  of  parents  residents  of 
this  State  for  a  continuous  period  of  not  less  than  five 
years  prior  to  their  application,  who  shall  be  under  four- 
teen years  of  age,  to  oe  educated  and  maintained  therein, 
until  they  shall  severally  become  sixteen  years  of  a^r^s 
unless  sooner  discharged  for  cause  by  order  of  the  com- 
mission. 

Section  7.  Preference  in  admission  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  Full  orphans,  the  children  of  honorably  dis- 
charged soldiers,  sailors  or  marines,  who  served  in  the 
war  for  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  and  were  mem- 
bers of  Pennsylvania  commands,  or  having  served  in  the 
commands  of  other  States,  or  of  the  United  States,  were 
residents  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  time  of  enlistment. 

Second.  Children  of  such  honorably  discharged  sol- 
diers, sailors  or  marines,  as  above,  whose  father  may  be 
deceased  and  mother  living. 

Third.  Children  of  such  honorably  discharged  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines,  as  above,  whose  parents  may  either, 
or  both,  be  permanently  disabled. 

Section  8.  In  order  that  the  benefits  of  industrial 
training  may  be  given  to  the  children  now  in  its  soldiers' 
orphans  schools  and  who  may  arrive  at  an  age  to  be  dis- 
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charged  at  or  about  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  said 
Soldiers  Orphans'  Industrial  School,  the  said  commission 
is  hereby  empowered  to  extend  the  time  of  the  discharge 
of  sQch  children,  who  may  be  fifteen  and  sixteen  years  of 
age,  for  the  space  of  two  years  additional.

Providing  for  the  acquisition  by  the  State  of  certain  ground  at  Val- 
ley Forge  for  a  public  park,  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor. 

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted,  rtc,  That  for  the  purpose  of 
perpetuating  and  preserving  the  site  on  which  the  Con- 
tinentfd  Army  under  which  General  Gteorge  Washington 
was  eneampeKa  in  winter  quarters  at  Valley  Forge  during 
the  winter,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight,  the  title  to  and  ownership  in  the  ground  covering 
said  site,  including  Forts  Washington  and  Huntingdon, 
and  the  entrenchments  adjacent  thereto,  and  the  adjoin- 
ing grounds,  in  all  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
acres,  but  not  including  therein  the  property  known  as 
Washington's  headquarters  and  now  owned  by  the  Cen- 
tenial  and  Memorial  Association  of  Valley  Forge,  the  lo- 
cation and  boundaries  thereof  to  be  fixed  by  the  commis- 
sioners hereafter  mentioned,  shall  be  vested  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  laid  out,  preserved  and  maintained 
forever,  as  a  public  place  or  park  by  the  name  of  Valley

That  the  owners  of  the  said  groond  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act  appropriated  for  public  purposes, 
shall  be  paid  for  the  same  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
according  to  the  value  which  shall  be  ascertained  by  a 
jury  of  disinterested  freeholders  to  be  appointed  by  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  in  which 
said  grounas  lie,  upon  the  petition  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners; and  if  the  said  commissioners  shall  delay  peti- 
tioning, as  aforesaid,  for  the  period  of  sixty  days  after  no 
tice  is  given  of  their  taking  possession  of  said  ground, 
then  said  jury  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  petition  of 
any  person  whose  property  shall  be  so  taken:  Provided 
however.  That  in  any  case  the  said  commissioners  may 
negotiate  and  agree  with  the  owners  of  any  part  of 
said  ground  as  to  the  price  thereof,  and  said  i)rice  shall  be 
reported  to  court  of  quarter  sessions,  and  if  approved 
and  confiimed  by  said  court,  shall  be  binding  on  said 
State:  And  provided  further.  That  whenever  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  have  recourse  to  a  jury  to  assess  the  dam- 
ages for  any  property  to  be  taken,  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
jury  shall  consist  of  such  number,  and  shall  proceed,  and 
their  award  shall  be  reviewed  and  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  as  now  pi*ovided  by  law  in  the  taking  of  land  for 
the  opening  of  roads  in  said  county,  and  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  doUars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically  ap[)ropriated  for  the 
purchase  or  condemnation  money  of  said  lands  and  mak- 
ing the  said  forts  and  entrenchments  accessible  to  the 
public  by  such  means  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 
for  the  necessary  expenses  incident  thereto. 

Section  4.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  said  park, 
after  they  shall  have  secured  possession  of  the  said 
grounds,  shall  adopt  plans  for  the  improvement,  preser- 
vation and  maintenance  thereof,  and  snail  have  power  to 
carry  the  same  into  execution,  and  all  moneys  expended 
shaJl  be  under  their  supervision ;  but  no  contracts  shall 
be  made  for  said  improvement  unless  an  appropriatiou 
therefor  shall  have  been  first  made  by  the  Legislature. 

Section  6.  After  the  said  premises  shall  have,  asidore- 
aaid,  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  Gommonwealtb, 
they  may  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  be  used  as  a 
camping  ground  for  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 
Whenever  the  Governor,  acting  as  Commander-in-Chief, 
shall  direct  said  commissioners  to  open  the  grounds  and 
park  for  the  accommodation  of  the  said  guard,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  such  camps,  to 
provide  for  suiBcient  water  supply  and  drainage,  and 
during  such  camps  to  relinquish  to  the  commanding 
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officer,  for  the  time  bein^,  all  police  control  over  and 
through  the  said  park  and  grounds 

The  said  appropriation  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of 
the  Auditor  Greneral  on  a  settlement  made  by  him  and 
the  State  Treasurer,  but  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  on 
settlement  made  until  the  commissioners  of  said  park 
shall  have  made,  under  oath  to  the  Auditor  (General,  a 
report  containing  a  specifically  itemized  statement  of  the 
cost  of  said  ground  and  improvements,  and  the  same  is  ap- 
proTed  by  him  and  the  State  Treasurer,  nor  until  the  Treas- 
urer shall  have  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury,  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  to  pay  theamount  duesaid  commission- 
ers under  this  act;  and  unexpended  balancesof  sumsappro- 
priated  for  specific  purposes  shall  not  be  used  for  other 
purposes,  whether  specific  or  general,  and  shall  revert 
to  tne  State  Treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  years.

printed  instrument  to  be  recorded  in  any  register's  or  re- 
corder's o£Sce,  or  court  of  record,  within  this  Common- 
wealth, or  to  be  filed  in  said  oflice  or  court  as  required  by 
law,  and  which  shall  be  in  any  other  than  the  English 
language,  shall  furnish  at  his,  her  or  their  expense,  the 
register,  clerk  of  the  orphans'  court,  recorder,  prothono- 
ta^.  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  office  wherein  the 
same  is  to  be  filed  or  record^  with  a  sworn  translation

Be  it  eivacledy  (f*c.,  That  the  following  days 
and  half  days,  namely :  the  first  day  of  January,  commonly 
called  NewYeor'sday;  the  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
known  as  Washington's  birthday;  Good  Friday;  the 
thirtieth  day  of  May,  known  as  Memorial  day;  the 
fourth  of  July,  called  Independence  Day ;  the  first  Sat- 
urday of  September,  known  as  Labor  day ;  the  first  Tues- 
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day  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  Election  day ; 
the  twenty-filth  day  of  December,  known  as  Ohristmas 
day ;  and  every  Saturday  after  twelve  o'clock  noon  until 
twelve  o'clock  midnight,  each  of  which  Saturdays  is 
hereby  designated  a  half  holiday,  and  any  day  appointed 
or  recommended  by  the  Oovernor  of  this  State  or  the 
President  of  the  United  States  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving:

AN  ACT 

**To  reifulate  the  employment  and  provide  for  the  safety  of  womeu 
and  children  in  manufacturing  establishments,  mercantile  in- 
dustries, laundry  or  renovating  establishments,  and  to  provide 
for  the  appointment  of  inspectors  to  enforce  the  same,  and  other 
acts  providing  for  the  safety  or  regulating  the  employment  of 
said  persons.*' 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  no  minor  shall  be 
employed  at  labor  or  detained  in  any  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment or  mercantile  industry,  or  anv  laundry  or 
renovating  establishments,  for  along'er  period  than  twelve 
hours  in  any  day,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  hours 
in  any  week. 

Section  2.  No  child  under  thirteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  emplo3'ed  in  any  factory,  manufacturing'  or  mercantile 
establishment,  renovating  works  or  laundry  within  this 
State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  so  employ- 
ing children  to  keep  a  register  in  which  shall  be  re- 
corded the  name,  birtn  place,  age  and  place  of  residence, 
name  of  parent  or  guardian,  and  date  when  employment 
ceases,  of  every  person  so  employed  by  him  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  year?.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
factory,  manufacturing  or  mercantile  establishment  to 
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hire  or  employ  any  child  ander  the  a^e  of  sixteen  years, 
withoat  there  is  first  provided,  and  placed  on  file  an  affi- 
davit made  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  stating  the  age, 
<kte  and  place  of  birth  of  said  child.  If  said  child  have 
DO  parent  or  guardian  then  such  affidavit  shall  be  made 
by  the  child,  which  affidavit  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the 
employer,  and  which  said  register  and  a^davit  shall  be 
produced  for  inspection  on  demand  by  the  inspector  or 
anv  of  the  deputies  appointed  under  this  act. 

Section  3.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  employ- 
ing women  or  children,  or  either,  in  any  factory,  manu- 
facturing  or  mercantile  establishment,  or  renovating 
works  or  laundry,  shall  post  and  keep  posted,  in  a  con- 
spicuons  place  in  every  room  where  such  help  is  em- 
ployed, a  printed  notice,  stating  the  number  of  hours  per 
day  for  each  day  of  the  week  required  of  such  persons, 
and  in  every  room  where  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  are  employed,  a  list  of  their  names  with  their  age. 

Section  4.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  employing 
less  than  five  persons,  shall  be  deemed  a  factory,  manu- 
facturing or  mercantile  establishment,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act. 

Section  5.  The  Oovernor  shall,  immediately  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  a  Factory  Inspector,  at  a  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars  per  year,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
three  yearo,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  Oovernor  shall 
appoint  his  successor.  The  said  inspector  shall  be  em- 
powered to  visit  and  inspect  at  all  reasonable  hours  and 
as  often  as  practicable,  the  factories,  workshops  and  other 
establishments  in  the  State  employing  women  and  chil- 
dren. It  shall  also  be  the  duties  of  said  inspector  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  to  prosecute  all 
violations  of  the  same  before  any  magistrate  or  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Factor]^  Inspector  to  report  to  the  Oovernor,  on  or 
before  the  thirtietii  day  of  November  of  each  year,  the 
names  of  factories  inspected,  the  number  of  hands  em- 
ployed in  each,  the  maximum  number  of  hours  work 
performed  each  week.  Of  these  reports  five  thousand 
shall  be  published,  five  hundred  of  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  Oovernor,  two  thousand  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  one  thousand  to  the  Senate,  and  fifteen 
hundred  to  the  Factory  Inspector's  Department. 

Section  6.  All  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  said  in- 
spector in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  shall  be  paid  from 
the  funds  of  the  State,  upon  the  presentation  of  proper 
vouchers  for  the  same :  Provided^  That  not  more  than 
four  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  by  him  therefor 
in  anyone  year. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  agent  or 
lessee  of  any  such  factory,  manufacturing  or  mercantile 
eetabUshment,  where  hoisting  shafts  or  well  holes  arc 
used,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  and  substantially 
enclosed  or  secured,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector,  it 
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is  necessary  to  protect  the  life  or  limbs  of  those  em« 
ployed  in  sach  establishments.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  owners,  agent  or  lessee,  to  provide,  or  cause  to  be 
provided,  such  proper  trap  or  automatic  doors  so  fastened 
m  or  at  all  elevator  ways  as  to  form  a  substantial  surface 
when  closed,  and  so  constructed  as  to  open  and  close  by 
action  of  the  elevator  in  its  passage  either  ascending  or 
descending. 

SsonoN  8.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of 
such  factory,  mercantile  industry  of  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment, or  his  agent,  superintendent  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  the  same,  to  furnish  and  supply,  or  cause  to 
be  furnished  and  supplied,  in  the  discretion  of  the  in- 
spector, where  dangerous  machinery  is  in  use,  automatic 
shifters,  or  other  mechanical  oontnvances,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  throwing  on  or  off  belts  or  pulleys.  And  no 
minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  allowed  to 
clean  machinery  while  in  motion.  All  gearing  and  belt- 
ing shall  be  provided  with  proper  safe  guaid. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  super- 
intendent to  report,^  in  writing,  to  the  Factory  Inspector 
all  accidents  or  serious  injury  done  to  any  person  em- 
ployed in  such  factory  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  accident  occurs,  stating  as  fully  as  possible  the  cause 
of  such  injury. 

Section  10.  A  suitable  and  proper  wash  and  dressing 
room  and  water  closets  shall  be  provided  for  females, 
where  employed,  and  the  water  closets  used  by  females 
shall  not  adjoin  those  used  by  males,  but  shall  be  built 
entirely  away  from  them,  and  shall  be  properly  screened 
and  ventilated  and  at  all  times  kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

Section  11.  Not  less  than  forty-five  minutes  shall  be 
allowed  for  the  noonday  meal  in  any  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment in  this  Stote.  The  Factory  Inspector,  bis 
assistant  or  any  of  his  deputies,  shall  have  power  to  issue 
permits  in  special  cases,  allowing  a  shorter  meal  time  at 
noon,  and  such  permit  must  be  conspicuously  posted  in 
the  main  entrance  of  the  establishment,  and  such  permit 
may  be  revoked  at  any  time  the  inspector  deems  neces- 
sary, and  shall  only  be  given  where  good  cause  can  be 
snown. 

Section  12.  That  if  the  Inspector  of  Factories  find 
that  the  heating,  lighting,  ventilation  or  sanitary  ar- 
rangement of  any  shop,  or  factory,  is  such  as  to  be  in- 
jurious to  the  health  of  persons  employed  therein,  or  that 
the  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire  or  other  disaster  is  not 
sufficient  or  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirements  of 
law,  or  that  the  belting,  shafting,  gearing,  elevators, 
drums  and  machinery,  in  shops  and  factories  are  located 
so  as  to  be  dangerous  to  employes  and  not  sufficiently 
guarded,  or  that  the  vats,  pans  or  structures  filled  witn 
molten  metal  or  hot  liquid  are  not  surrounded  with 
proper  safe  guards  for  preventing  accident  or  injury  to 
those  employed  at  or  near  them,  he  shall  notify  the 
proprietor  of  such  factory  or  workshop  to  make  the  alter- 
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ations  or  additions  neoeasary  within  sixty  days,  and  any 
factory  requiring  exits  or  other  safe  ^ruards  proTided  for 
in  fire  escape  law  in  case  of  fire,  the  same  shall  be  erected 
by  order  of  Factory  Inspector  regardless  the  exemption 
granted  by  any  board  of  coanty  commissioners,  fire 
marshals  or  other  authorities,  and  if  sach  alterations  and 
additions  are  not  made  within  sixty  days  from  the  date 
of  soch  notice,  or  within  sach  time  as  said  alterations 
can  be  made  with  proper  diligence  nponthe  part  of  such 
proprietors,  said  proprietors  or  agents  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  The  Factory  Inspector,  now  or  hereafter 
appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
law,  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  number  of  per- 
sons as  in  his  judgment  may  oe  deemed  necessary,  not 
exceeding  twelve,  five  of  whom  shall  be  females,  who 
shall  be  Known  as  deputy  factory  inspectors,  either  or 
any  one  or  more  of  whom  may  be  appointed  to  act  as 
derk  in  the  main  ofiice,  and  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the  several  acts 
relating  to  factories  and  manufacturing  establishments. 
The  powers  of  said  deputies  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
powers  of  the  Factory  Inspector,  subject  to  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  Factory  Inspector. 

SEcrnoN  14.  The  traveling  expenses  of  each  of  said 
deputies  shall  be  approved  by  the  Inspector  and  audited 
by  the  Auditor  General  of  the  State  before  payment, 
and  said  deputy  inspectors  shall  have  an  annual  salary 
of  twelve  hunored  dollars,  to  be  paid  monthly  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  out  of  any  moneys  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

Section  16.  Said  Factory  Inspector  shall  have  power 
to  divide  the  State  into  cUstricts  and  to  assign  one  of 
said  deputies  to  each  district,  and  may  transfer  any  of 
the  deputies  to  other  districts  in  case  the  best  interests 
of  the  State  rec][uire  it.  The  Inspector  shall  have  the 
power  of  removing  any  of  the  deputy  inspectors  at  any 
time. 

Section  16.  An  office  shall  be  furnished  in  the  capitol, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  which  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
use  of  the  Factory  Inspector.  The  Factory  Inspector 
and  his  deputies  shall  have  the  same  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  or  affirmations  as  is  now  given  to  notaries 
public  in  cases  where  persons  desire  to  verify  documents 
connected  with  the  proper  enforcement  of  this  act. 

Section  17.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  who  suffers  or  permits  any  cnild 
or  female  to  be  employed  in  violation  of  its  provisions, 
shaU  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Section  18.  A  printed  copy  of  this  act  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Inspector  for  each  work  room  of  every  fac- 
tory, manufacturing  or  mercantile  house,  where  persons 
are  employed  who  are  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this 
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act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  emptoyer  of  the 
people  employed  therein  to  post  and  keep  posted  said 
printed  copy  of  the  law  in  each  room. 

Section  19.  All  the  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.  Ap- 
proved the  twentieth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eigrht  hundred  and  eighty -nine.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  trying 
prisoners  convicted  in  the  courts  of  Huntingdon  county  for  the 
violation  of  law  while  inmates  of  the  Pennsylvania  Industrial 
Reformatory,  and  for  their  maintenance  in  the  county  prison  or 
penitentiary  after  their  conviction. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  rfcc.  That  whenever  any  in- 
mate of  the  Pennsylvania  Indastrial  Reformatory  at 
Huuting'don,  not  having  been  sentenced  thereto  by  the 
coart  of  Hantingdon  county,  shall  be  convicted  in  either 
of  the  courts  of  Huntingdon  county  of  any  misdemeanor 
or  felony  committed  while  an  inmate  of  the  said  reforma- 
tory, the  costs  and  expenses  of  trying  such  convicted  in- 
mate and  of  his  maintenance  after  conviction  and  sen- 
tence either  to  the  county  prison  of  Huntingdon  county 
or  either  of  the  penitentiaries  of  the  State  shidl  be  paid 
by  the  county  from  which  the  said  convicted  inmate  was 
sentenced. 

Section  2.  The  costs  and  expenses  of  the  trial  of  snch 
convicted  inmate  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  be  paid  by 
the  county  of  Huntingdon,  whose  commissioners  are 
thereupon  authorized  to  draw  their  warrant  upon  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  from  which  said  convicted  in- 
mate was  sentenced  to  the  said  reformatory  for  the 
amount  so  paid  by  the  county  of  Huntingdon  for  said 
costs  and  expenses,  which  warrant  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  treasurer  upon  whom  it  may  be  drawn  to  forthwith 

pay. 

Section  3.  Whenever  such  convicted  inmate  shall  be 
sentenced  either  to  the  county  prison  of  Huntingdon 
countv  or  to  either  of  the  penitentiaries  of  the  State  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  authorities  of  either  of  such  penal 
institutions  to  annually  draw  a  warrant  upon  the  treas- 
urer of  the  county  from  which  said  inmate  was  originally 
sentenced  for  the  costs  and  expense  of  his  maintenance, 
and  the  treasurer  upon  whom  such  warrant  may  be  drawn 
shall  forthwith  pay  the  same.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (fee,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  J5,*5  p"''*'^"®  *".'' 
lawful  for  cities  of  the  first  class  to  purchase  and  hold  in  tendioK^in^^nf vi- 
fee  simple  any  and  all  properties  and  improvements  ex-  «*^*®  •*"»*™"- 
tending  into  the  navigWble  streams  in  front  of  said  cities 
and  the  rigrhts  and  privileges  appertaining  thereto,  and 
to  totally  remove,  alter  or  modify  the  location,  dimen- 
sions, or  character  of  construction  of  the  same  in  con- 
formity with  the  plans  and  lines  established  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  under  the  authority  of  Confess,  in  order 
to  improve  and  further  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
said  cities  and  of  this  Commonwealth :    Provided,  That  p~^«»o- 
such  action  shall  be  taken  only  in  pursuance  to  and  in 
conformity  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens :    And  provided  further,  That  such  action  shall  Jjfy'in'!^^""*'  ^ 
be  taken  only  in  pursuance  to  ordinances  therefor  duly 
enacted  by  the  councils  of  said  cities,  which  said  ordi- 
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nances  shall  clearly  define  the  character  and  extent  of 
the  treatment  of  said  properties  and  improvements  re- 
spectfully so  to  be  acquired  for  said  purposes. 

SfiOTiON  2.  That  before  such  recommendation  shall  be 
made  by  the  said  boards,  they  shall  ^ve  due  notice  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  properties  to  be  affected  that 
such  recommendation  is  contemplated  and  that  the  par- 
ties will  be  heard  in  relation  thereto,  and  when  suck  re- 
commendation as  aforesaid,  after  such  hearing:,  shall  have 
been  made  to  councils  and  an  ordinance  pafi»ed  in  pur- 
suance thereto,  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  properties  to 
be  affected  shall  have  notice,  in  writing,  given  to  him  or 
them  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  fact 
that  such  properties  will  have  to  be  removed,  altered  or 
modified,  and  of  all  the  particulars  of  the  treatment  to 
be  accorded  to  the  same  as  embraced  in  the  said  ordi- 
nance ;  and  should  the  owner  or  owners,  after  the  receipt 
of  said  notice,  fail,  for  the  period  of  six  months  there- 
after, to  commence  and  prosecute  the  work  of  removal 
or  reconstruction  as  prescribed  in  the  said  notice,  said 
cities  shall  have  power  to  condemn  and  appropriate  said 
properties  and  improvements  and  riparian  rights,  and 
the  fee  simple  thereto  shall  become  vested  in  the  said 
cities  for  the  purposes  as  recited  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act :  Provided,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
properties  and  rights  so  purchased  or  taken  shall  receive 
compensation  therefor  in  the  mode  provided  for  ascer- 
taimng  damages  by  reason  of  change  of  grade  of  streets 
in  cities  of  the  first  class,  excepting  that  there  shall  be 
no  assessment  of  benefits  upon  properties  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity. 

Section  3.  That  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage 
of  the  ordinance  or  ordinances  above  recited,  said  owner 
or  owners  shall  have  the  right  to  petition  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  may 
be  situated,  setting  forth,  the  facts  of  the  case  and  the 
ground  of  the  petitioner's  complaint,  and  thereupon  said 
court,  after  having  caused  due  notice  of  the  presentation 
of  said  petition  and  of  the  time  fixed  for  the  hearing 
thereof  to  be  given  to  the  parties  in  interest,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  hear  and  determine  said  matter  of  said  petition 
and  shall  declare  either  that  said  ordinance  shall  oe  oper- 
ative or  inoperative  and  make  such  order  for  the  pay- 
ment of  costs  as  justice  may  require,  said  decision  to  be 
subject  to  review  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  same 
manner  as  now  provided  with  reference  to  proceedings 
in  equity.

of  the  same  only  shall  be  assessed  and  ^aid,  the  purpose 
of  this  provision  being  to  leave  in  the  riparian  owner  or 
owners  all  the  le^  rights  and  privileges  appertaining 
to  said  bulkheads,  the  same  to  oe  exercised  oy  him  or 
them  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.

Ings  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  etuzoted,  Ac,  That  the  several  courts 
of  quarter  sessions  shall  have  authority  within  their  re- 
spective counties  to  cause  disputed  lines  and  boundaries 
between  two  or  more  cities,  boroughs  or  townships,  cities 
and  boroughs,  townships  and  boroughs,  or  cities  and 
townships,  to  be  ascertained  and  established. 

Section  2.  Upon  application  by  petition  to  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and 
establishing  disputed  lines  or  boundaries  between  two 
or  more  cities,  boroughs  or  townships,  cities  and  bor 
oughs,  townships  and  boroughs,  or  cities  and  townships, 
the  court  shall  appoint  three  impartial  men,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  competent  surveyor  who,  after  having  given 
notice  as  directed  by  court,  shall  view  the  said  lines  or 
boundaries;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  com- 
missioners so  appointed,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  make  a 
plot  or  draft  of  the  lines  proposed  to  be  ascertained  and 
established,  ifthe  same  cannot  be  fully  designated  by  nat- 
ural lines  or  boundaries,  all  of  which  they,  or  any  two  of 
them,  shall  report  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions^ 
together  with  their  opinion  of  the  same,  and  at  the  term 
after  that  at  which  the  report  shall  be  made,  the  court 
shall  take  such  order  thereupon  as  to  it  shall  be  just  and 
reasonable:  Provided,  That  upon  petition  a  review  may 
be  ordered  by  said  court :  Ana  provided  further.  That  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  said  commis- 
sioners of  view  or  review  and  the  question  of  fact  in  dis- 
pute determined  by  a  feigned  issue  to  be  framed  by  the 
court  after'the  manner  of  framing  feigned  issues  under 
existing  laws,  to  be  certified  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county .

no  punishment  has  been  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be 
punishable  in  the  same  manner  as  the  principal  in  the

The  buildings  shall  be  in  two  groups,  one 
for  the  educational  and  industrial  department,  and  one 
for  the  custodial  or  asylum  department,  with  such  other 
sub-divisions  as  will  best  classify  and  separate  the  manv 
diverse  forms  of  the  infirmity  to  be  treated,  and  shall 
embrace  one  or  more  school  houses,  a  gymnasium  and 
drill  hall,  a  work  shop,  and  an  isolating  nospital,  all  on 
such  scale  as  will  create  an  institution  to  accommodate 
not  less  than  eight  hundred  inmates  or  patients,  planned 
and  located  for  easy  and  natural  additions  as  population 
demands. 

Section  8.  Said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  erect 
said  buildings  and  complete  the  same  within  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  make  report  to 
the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  of  the  amount  of 
money  expended  bv  them,  and  of  the  progress  made  in 
the  erection  of  the  buildings,  semi-annually  at  least,  and 
oftener  if  so  reauired  by  the  Board. 

Section  9.  The  said  commissioners,  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  said  institution,  shall  surrender  their  trust 
to  a  board  of  trustees,  to  consist  of  nine  members,  who 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  by  and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the 
Senate.  Said  trustees  shall  be  a  body  politic  or  corpor- 
ate of  the  name  and  style  of  the  State  Institution  for 
Feeble  Minded  of  Western  Pennsylvania.  They  shall 
manage  and  direct  the  concerns  of  the  institution,  and 
make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  not  incon- 
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sistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Of  the  trostees  first  appointed  three  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  three 
years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  respective  periods  the 
racancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  by  appoint- 
meot  for  three  years,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
should  any  vancacy  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  of  any  trustee,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
such  manager. 

Section  10.  That  this  institution  shall  be  entirely  and 
specially  devoted  to  the  reception,  detention,  care  and 
training  of  idiotic  and  feeble-minded  children,  and  shall 
be  80  planned  in  the  beginning  and  construction  as  shall 
proviae  separate  classification  of  the  numerous  groups 
embraced  under  the  terms  idiotic  and  imbecile  or  feeble- 
minded. Cases  afflicted  with  either  epilepsy  or  paralysis 
shall  have  a  due  proportion  of  space  and  care  in  the 
costodial  department.  It  is  specincally  determined  that 
the  processes  of  an  agricultural  training  shall  bo  pri- 
marily considered  in  the  educational  department,  and 
that  the  employment  of  the  inmates  in  the  care  and 
raising  of  stock  and  the  cultivation  of  small  fruits,  vege- 
tables, roots  et  cetera,  shall  be  made  largely  tributuy 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 

SsonoN  11.  There  shall  be  received  into  the  institu- 
tion feeble-minded  children,  under  the  age  of  twenty 
yeare,  whose  admission  may  be  applied  for  as  follows : 

First  By  the  father  if  father  and  mother  are  living 
together. 

Second.  If  father  and  mother  are  not  living  together 
then  by  one  having  custody  of  the  child. 

Third.  By  the  guardian  duly  appointed 

Fourth,  Sy  the  superintendent  of  any  county  orphan- 
age.^ 

Fifth.  By  the  person  having  the  management  of  any 
other  institution  or  asvlum  where  children  are  cared  for. 

Under  items  three,  four  and  five,  consent  of  parents  if 
liring  is  not  required. 

All  inmates  are  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  board  of  trustees  may  adopt. 

Seotion  12.  The  form  of  application  for  admission  into 
the  institution  and  the  necessary  checks  to  improper  ad- 
missions shall  be  such  a9  the  bc^rd  of  trustees,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  mav  prescribe, 
W  each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  answers, 
under  oath,  to  such  interrogatories  as  the  trustees  shall 
by  mle  require  to  be  propounded. 

Sbction  13.  Any  parent  or  guardian  who  may  wish  to 
enter  a  child  into  said  institution  for  treatment,  culture 
or  improvement,  and  pay  all  expenses  of  such  care,  may 
do  so  under  terms,  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  superintendent  and  approved  by  the  trustees. 

Section  14.  Said  board  shall  receive  as  inmates  of  said 
ii^titntion  feeble-minded  children,  residents  of  this  State 
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under  the  age  of  twenty  years,  who  shall  be  incapable  of 
reoeiYing  instruction  in  the  common  schools  of  this  State. 
Said  board  shall  prescribe  and  cause  to  be  printed  in- 
straotions  and  forms  of  application  for  the  admission  of 
such,  and  shall  include  therein  interro^tories  to  which 
they  shall  require  answers,  under  oath,  showing  such 
facts  as  they  may  be  needed  for  the  information  of  said 
trustees.  Such  printed  instructions  and  forms  shall  be 
furnished  to  all  applicants  for  the  admission  of  any  per- 
son or  patient  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  State  beneficiar}-, 
and  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  or 
directors  of  the  poor  of  the  county  in  which  be  or  she 
resides  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  application. 

Section  16.  Adults  who  may  be  determined  to  be  feeble- 
minded, and  who  are  of  such  inoffensive  habits  as  to  make 
them  proper  subjects  for  classification  and  discipline  in 
an  institution  for  the  feeble-minded,  can  be  admitted  on 
pursuing  the  same  course  of  legal  commitment  as  govern 
admission  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Section  16.  The  board  of  commissioners  or  directors 
of  the  poor  of  a  county  in  approving  ao  application  for 
the  admission  of  a  person  to  said  institution,  shall  state 
whether  or  not  such  child  has  an  estate  of  sufficient  value, 
or  a  parent  or  parents  of  sufficient  financial  ability  to  de- 
fray the  expense  in  whole  or  in  part  of  supporting  such 
child  in  siud  institution,  and  if  there  be  such  means  of 
support,  in  part  only,  then  the  amount  per  month  which 
the  parents  or  parent  or  the  legal  guaraian  of  such  child 
may  be  able  to  pay,  and  the  person  or  persons  who  make 
the  application  for  such  admission  snail  therein  make 
statement  under  oath  as  to  such  means  of  support  Said 
board  of  trustees  in  accepting  an  application  for  the  ad- 
mission of  any  peraon  shall  fix  the  amount,  if  any,  which 
shall  be*  paid  for  such  support  according  to  the  abiUty  of 
the  parents  or  parent  of  tne  person  or  according  to  the 
value  of  such  person's  estate,  if  any,  and  shall  require 
payment  for  such  support,  so  far  as  there  may  be  ability 
to  pay,  as  a  condition  to  the  admission  or  retention  of 
said  person.  Said  amount  may  at  any  time  be  changed 
by  said  trustees  according  to  tneir  information  concern- 
ing such  means  of  support.  Where  the  indigence  of  the 
child  or  its  family  be  such  as  to  require  its  admission 
upon  the  full  beneficiary  fund  of  the  State,  the  ascertain- 
ment of  the  facts  shall  be  as  hei^einbefore  stated,  and  the 
support  at  the  institution  shall  be  provided  for  by  annual 
appropriations  at  such  per  capita  rates  as  shall  oe  appro- 
priated by  the  Legislature  on  the  application  of  the  trus- 
tees, after  submission  and  approval  of  the  same  by  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

Section  17.  Said  board  shall  have  authority  to  receive 
for  the  use  of  said  institution  such  gifts,  legacies,  devises 
and  conveyances  of  property,  real  or  personal,  that  may 
be  made,  given  or  granted  to  or  for  such  institution  or  in 
its  name  or  the  name  of  said  board. 
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SfionoN  18.  The  said  board  of  trosteeB  shall  appoint  a 
skiilfnl  physician  who  shall  be  superintendent  and  shall 
be  competent  to  oversee  and  direct  tiie  medical,  hycrienic, 
edacational  and  indostrial  interests  of  the  institntion, 
and  shall  have  charge  and  sapenrision  of  the  entire  insti- 
tntion, both  professional  and  otherwise.  He  shall  name 
for  appointment  such  and  so  many  assistants,  attendants 
and  employes,  as  may  be  considered  necessary  by  the 
said  boiurd  of  trustees,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  trus- 
tees, shall  appoint  a  steward  who  shall  have  charge,  under 
the  direction  of  such  superintendent,  of  the  employment 
of  the  inmates  of  said  institution  and  the  purchase,  pro- 
duction and  distribution  of  all  supplies,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  such  trustees. 

The  salaries  of  the  superintendent,  matrons,  teachers, 
assistants  and  attendants  of  the  institution,  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Section  19.  The  said  trustees  shall  make,  under  oath, 
by  their  president  or  treasurer,  a  quarterly  report  to  the 
Anditor  General  of  the  State  and  to  the  State  Board  of 
Pnblio  Charities,  containing  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
leoeiptB  from  all  sources  and  the  expenses  of  the  institu- 
tion during  the  previous  quarter,  and  unless  such  item- 
ized report  is  made  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Public  Charities,  Anditor  General  and  State  Treasurer, 
the  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  not  to  pay  any 
more  money  to  said  institution  until  such  report  is  made 
as  aforesaia. 

Section  20.  The  Gk>vemor,  judges  of  the  several  courts 
of  the  Commonwealth,  members  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  Board  of  Public  Charities  shall  be  ex-officio  visitors 
of  said  institution.

A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  an  act,  entitled  *<  An  act  to  establish  a  health  office  and  to  secure 
the  city  and  port  of  Philadelphia  from  the  introduction  of  pesti- 
lential and  contagious  diseases,  and  for  other  purposes,**  ap- 
proved the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighteen  (1818,)  empowering  the  Governor  to  sus- 
pend the  State  Quarantine  creating  a  Quarantine  Board,  author- 
izing the  Governor  to  appoint  a  Quarantine  Physician,  and  to 
purchase  or  lease  or  acquire  land  for  a  State  Quarantine  Station, 
and  thereupon  to  abandon  the  present  Lazaretto. 

Whebbab,  (Congress  has  recently  enacted  a  gfeneral 
qnarantine  law,  dated  fifteenth  of  Febraary,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  to  be  administered  by 
federal  officers  stationed  in  foreign  countries,  and  by  the 
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Federal  Marine  Hospital  service  acting  as  quarantine  of- 
ficers at  stations  on  or  near  the  navigable  waters  of  the 
United  States,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Federal  Quarantine  for  the  Delaware  Bay  and  Biver  will 
be  fully  equipped  and  in  effective  operation  during  the 
coming  summer ; 

And  whereas,  The  multiplication  of  quarantine  visitB 
and  inspections  on  board  ship  during  one  and  the  same 
entry  into  the  port  of  Philadelphia  cannot  fail  to  interfere 
with  the  expeditious  movements  of  maritime  commerce, 
causing  hindrance  and  delay,  and  possible  conflict  among 
the  Federal  and  State  Quarantine  authorities ;  therefore, 

SEonoN  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.,  That  whenever  it  shall 
be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  of  Pennsyl- 
vania that  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  es- 
tablished, and  is  maintaining  at  the  Delaware  Bay  en- 
trance to  the  port  of  Philaddphia,  an  effective  and  suffi- 
cient quarantine  to  secure  this  Gommonwealth  against 
the  introduction  of  pestilential,  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases,  as  is  contemplated  by  the  act  of  January  twenty- 
ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  its 
supplemente,  and  other  quarantine  laws  of  the  State,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Gbvernor,  and  he  is  hereby  em 
powered,  to  suspend  by  public  proclamation  the  opera- 
tion of  the  State  Quarantme  in  part  or  in  whole  in  his  dis- 
cretion as  he  shall  deem  it  best  for  the  public  health  and 
safety. 

In  any  and  every  case  the  Governor  shall  have,  and  is 
hereby  given,  discretionary  power  and  authority  to  re- 
esteblish  and  maintain  a  complete  quarantine  service 
whenever  through  the  failure  of  the  Federal  Government 
to  maintain  an  efficient  service,  or  from  any  other  cause 
such  action  may  be  necessary. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  Stete  shall  acquire  and  pos- 
sess a  quarantine  station,  other  than  the  Lazaretto,  to  be 
used  for  the  same  or  similar  purposes,  and  be  declaimed  by 
theGk>vemor  to  ba  ready  for  occupancy  anduse  as  a  quar- 
antine station  sufficient  for  the  use  and  necessities  of  the 
port  of  Philadelphia  in  guarding  against  the  introduction 
of  pestilential,  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into  said 
port,  said  new  station  shall  be  brought  into  use  in  lien  of 
the  Lazaretto,  and  the  present  Lazaretto  shall  thereafter 
be  abandoned  and  turned  over  to  the  city  of  Philadielpbia. 
But  in  any  event  the  present  Lazaretto  shall,  from  and 
after  July  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  be  discontinued  for  quarantine  purposes.  To  the 
end  that  the  quarantine  station  contemplated  in  this  and 
the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  esteblishedat  as  early 
a  day  as  practicable,  the  Governor  of  this  Common wealiub 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  negotiate  for  and 

Eurchase,  lease  or  acquire  by  eminent  domain,  on  Beedy 
dand,  or  failing  that  at  some  suitable  place  on  the  waters 
of  Delaware  river  or  bay,  either  within  or  without  the 
territorial  limite  of  the  State,  if  a  concession  from  a  State 
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borderiDg:  on  Delaware  Bay  shall  be  obtained,  land  suffi- 
cient and  suitable  for  the  purpose,  which,  if  on  the  main- 
land, shall  not  be  within  two  miles  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  borough,  and  to  invite  bids  and  make  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  all  necessary  and  suitable  build- 
ings for  the  uses  and  duties  of  the  station  and  for  the  f  ur- 
niidliiDg  and  full  equipment  of  the  same,  with  all  suitable 
and  necessary  fumitiure  and  appliances,  subject  however 
to  appropriations  to  be  made  according?  to  law.  Subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  Governor  majr  use 
the  present  Lazaretto  station  in  Tinicum  township,  if 
satisfactory  arrangrements  for  the  use  of  the  same  can  be 
made  with  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  For  this  purpose 
the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowerea  to 
lease  the  said  Lazaretto,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  sat- 
isfactory to  him  and  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  or  if  such 
terms  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Governor  may,  if  the 
said  city  will  consent  thereto,  agree  to  an  arbitration  to 
fix  the  rental  to  be  paid  therefor,  the  Governor  to  name 
one  arbitrator,  the  mavor  of  the  said  city  of  Philadelphia 
to  name  another,  and  the  two  thus  chosen  to  select  a  third. 
The  sum  agreed  upon  by  the  arbitrators  thus  chosen,  or 
by  any  two  of  them,  to  be  final  and  conclusive. 

The  State  Quarantine  Board  hereafter  designated  shall, 
if  satisfactory  terms  can  be  made  with  the  city,  purchase 
the  steam  tug  now  used  by  the  quarantine  officers.  If 
satis&ictory  terms  cannot  be  made  the  said  board  shall 
lease  or  purchase  another  tug. 

The  said  board  shall  appoint,  and  at  pleasure  discharge, 
the  pilots,  engineers,  firemen,  tugmen,  stewards,  nurses, 
gardners,  watehmen  and  other  seryante  and  employes 
necessary  to  man  the  said  tug  and  carry  on  the  ^d 
station. 

The  said  board  shall  further  have  power  te  purchase 
from  the  city  of  Philadelphia  such  of  the  material,  ap- 
paratus and  supplies  now  on  hand  at  the  Lazaretto  station 
as  they  shall  require. 

Section  3.  The  following  shall  constitute  a  State  Quar- 
antine Board  for  the  port  of  Philadelphia :  The  President 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  or  a  member 
of  said  college  te  be  designated  bv  the  President ;  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health ;  the  President  of 
the  Philadelphia  Maritime  Exchange,  or  a  member  of 
said  Exchange  te  be  designated  by  the  president ;  the 
health  officer  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement ;  the  quarantine  physician  provided 
for  in  this  act ;  a  sixth  member  to  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia ;  and  a  seventh  mem- 
ber to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  members  of  the  ooard  as  above  constituted  shall 
serve  for  the  following  terms,  respectively :  The  sixth 
and  seventh  members  of  the  aforesaid  board  appointed  bv 
the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  mayor  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  respec- 
tively, from  the  dates  of  their  respective  appointments, 
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and  their  successors  shall  hold  office  for  like  periods;  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  Quarantine 
Physician  and  the  Health  of£cer  shall  hold  office  as  mem- 
bers of  the  board  during'  their  respective  terms  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  during  their  respective  terms  as 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  as  Quarantine 
Phvsician  and  as  Health  Officers.  If  the  President  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia  and  the  President 
of  the  Maritime  Exchange  of  Philadelphia  serve  upon  the 
board,  they  shall  hold  office  during  their  respective  terms 
as  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  as  Ptesident 
of  the  Maritime  Exchange ;  but  should  a  member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  or  a  member  of  the  Maritinie  Ex- 
change serve  upon  the  board  in  place  of  the  presidents 
of  these  bodies  such  members  shall  hold  office  for  a  term 
of  three  years  from  the  dates  of  their  respective  appoint- 
ments, and  their  successors  shall  hold  office  for  like 
periods  respectively. 

The  board  thus  constituted,  shall,  from  and  after  the 
date  when  this  act  goes  into  effect,  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United 
Stotes  and  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  government  and  management  of  the 
quarantine  station,  and  for  the  detention  of  vessels,  their 
crews  and  passengers,  the  disinfection  of  vessels  and 
their  crews,  passengers,  baggage  and  cargo :  Provided, 
That  the  general  rules  and  regulations  established  by 
such  board  shall  first  receive  the  approval  of  the  Gover- 
nor, and  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  as  the  Gk>v- 
emor  shall  direct.  They  shall  mec3t  at  certain  stated 
periods  as  they  may  elect,  at  least  once  in  every  month, 
ai^d  also  upon  such  special  occasions  as  the  health  and 
sc^ety  of  the  Commonwealth  may  require,  and  also  upon 
call  of  the  Governor. 

The  said  board  shall  rent  an  office  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia and  may,  if  it  be  deemed  necessary,  employ  a 
clerk.  All  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  said  board,  office 
rent,  clerk  hire,  stationery,  fuel  and  care  of  office,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  State. 

The  said  board  shall  elect  a  president  and  secretary, 
define  their  duties,  fix  their  term  of  office,  and  make 
such  rules  for  their  own  government  as  they  deem 
proper. 

Section  4.  The  Gbvemor  is  hei-eby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  appoint  one  physician  who  shall  be  denomi- 
nated the  quarantine  physician.  The  quarantine  physi- 
cian shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  quarantine  sta- 
tion. 

He  shall  be  a  practicing  physician  and  a  graduate  of 
at  least  ten  (10)  years  standing. 

He  shall  enforce  all  laws,  rules  and  regiilations,  as 
provided  for  in  this  act,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Quarantine  Board,  re- 
specting the  detention,  inspection  and  disinfection  of 
vessels  and  their  crews,  passengers,  baggage  and  cargoes. 
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bound  to  any  place  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Pemi- 
syhania  on  the  Delaware  river.  The  quarantine  physi- 
cian shall  keep  a  record  in  book  form  of  all  vessels  in- 
Bpected  by  him,  showing*  the  date  of  inspection  and  the 
disposition  made  of  each  vessel.  He  shall  also  keep  a 
hospital  record  in  the  usual  form.  Ho  shall  have  the  as- 
sistance of  two  deputies,  to  be  appointed  by  himself, 
whoshallreceiveascompensation  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  eachy  and  the  said  quarantine  physician,  or  one  of 
his  deputies,  shall  bo  on  dut]^  continuously  at  the  quar- 
antine station.  The  quarantine  physician  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars.  His  salary 
and  that  of  his  deputies  shall  be  paid  by  the  State.- 

The  said  deputies  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  by  this  act,  or  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  State  Quarantine  Board,  imposed  upon  the  quar- 
antine physician.  They  shall  be  graduates  of  at  least 
three  years'  standing*. 

Section  5.  The  Health  Officer  appointed  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  shall  estab- 
lish a  public  office  at  or  within  three  squares  of  the  custom 
house  in  said  city,  to  be  known  as  the  quarantine  office, 
which  shall  be  open  from  nine  Ante  Meridian  until  five 
Post  Meridian  throughout  the  year,  Sundays  and  holi- 
days excoDted,  whereat  all  masters  and  captains  of  ves- 
sels may  deliver  the  health  certificate  required  by  law, 
or  make  affidavit  as  to  the  health  of  the  vessel  as  herein- 
after provided.  All  certificates  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served in  good  order  and  a  register  shall  be  kept  of  all 
vessels  and  the  names  of  captains  or  masters  to  whom 
the  same  are  gr€mted  and  the  ports  from  which  the  ves- 
sels respectively  sailed.  He  snail  collect  all  fees,  as  here- 
after provided,  and  issue  a  health  ticket.  All  fees  col- 
lected by  him  shall  be  paid  over  monthly  to  the  State 
Treasurer.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  psdd  by  the  State,  as  the  scdaries 
of  other  State  officers  are  paia.  He  shall  perform  all 
services  now  required  of  him  by  existing  laws,  except  as 
they  are  altered  by  this  act,  for  which  he  shall  continue 
to  receive  the  salary  now  provided  bv  law.  He  shiJl 
have  the  authority  to  appoint  three  clerKs,  one  to  be  paid 
a  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  by  the 
State,  one  to  be  paid  a  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hun- 
dred dollars  by  the  city  of  Philapelphia,  and  one  a  salary 
of  eight  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  by  the  city,  in  equal 
monthly  payments. 

Section  6.  All  vessels  coming  from  any  port  or  place 
outside  this  Commonwealth  and  bound  to  any  place  on 
the  Delaware  river,  or  its  tributaries,  within  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  submit  to  such  detention,  disinfection, 
or  other  regulation  at  the  said  quarantine  station  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Quarantine  Physician,  or  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State 
Quarantine  Board  for  the  protection  of  the  people  of  this 
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Commonwealth.  When  the  Quarantine  Physician  shall 
be  satisfied  that  the  admission  of  sach  vessel  into  the 
port  shall  not  be  dang^erous  to  the  health  of  the  people  of 
this  Commonwealth,  he  shall  give  a  certificate  permitting 
such  vessel  to  proceed  to  the  place  of  destination,  which 
certificate  thecaptain  or  master  of  such  vessel  shall  present 
at  the  quarantine  office  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  her  arrival,  who  shall  thereupon, 
upon  payment  by  him  of  the  fees  herein  provided  for, 
have  delivered  to  him  by  the  officer  in  charg^e  thereof  a 
receipt  or  health  ticket.  Whenever  the  State  Quarantine 
service  shall  be  suspended  by  the  Governor  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  master  of  every  ves* 
sel  arriving  from  a  port  without  this  Commonwealth,  ex- 
cepting ports  on  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  above  Beedy 
Island,  snail,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  arrival 
of  his  vessel,  appear  at  the  quarantine  office  in  the  cit3' 
of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  make  an  affidavit,  under  oath 
or  affirmation  to  be  administered  by  the  said  health  of- 
ficer, or  in  his  absence  by  the  clerk  in  charge  of  such 
quarantine  office,  who  are  hereby  severally  empowered 
to  administer  the  same,  setting  forth  the  name  of  his  ves- 
sel, the  port  from  which  he  has  sailed,  that  a  certificate 
of  health  has  been  granted  to  him  by  the  officers  in 
charge  of  the  Federal  Quarantine  station,  and  that  the 
same  has  been  deposited  with  the  collector  of  the  port 
in  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Federal  anthor- 
ities,  and  that  no  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  has 
developed  on  said  vessel  after  her  release  from  the  Fed- 
eral Quarantine,  and  shall  thereupon  pay  to  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  quarantine  office  the  fees  herein  speci- 
fied, and  shall  receive  a  receipt  or  health  ticket.  Failure 
to  report  his  vessel  will  subject  the  vessel  to  a  fine  of 
two  hundred  and  fiftv  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  such 
fines  are  now  recoveraole  by  law,  the  action  thereof  to  be 
brought  bv  the  health  officers.  If  it  shall  appear  either 
by  said  affidavit  or  otherwise  that  any  contagious  or  in- 
fectious disease  has  developed  on  any  vessel  after  her  re- 
lease from  the  Federal  Quarantine,  the  Quarantine  Phy- 
sician may  order  such  vessel  back  to  said  Federal  quar- 
antine station  for  further  inspection  and  treatment.  On 
receiving  from  the  captain  or  master  of  any  vessel  the 
certificate  of  health  as  directed  by  this  act,  or  upon  mak- 
ing and  filing  the  affidavit  as  to  the  health  of  the  vessel 
herein  required,  such  captain  or  master  shall  pay  to  the 
health  officer,  or  the  person  in  charge  of  said  quarantine 
office,  a  fee  according  to  the  following  rates:  Any  steam 
vessel  arriving  from  a  foreign  port  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars;  any  sailing  vessel  arriving  from  a  foreign 
port  shall  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  any  coasting 
vessel,  sail  or  steam,  arriving  from  a  port  south  of  Saint 
Mary  river  shall  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents.  No  fee  shall  be  collected  from  vessels  other  than 
specified. 
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Section  7.  The  expense  aud  charge  of  boarding*,  lodg- 
ing, medicineB,  nnrsinef  and  maintenance,  and  other  nec- 
•eesarieB  provided  for  tiie  persons  landed  and  sent  to  the 
State  Qoarantme  station,  and  all  other  expenses,  sala- 
ries or  wa^es,  incident  to  the  maintenance  of  said  quar- 
antine station,  and  of  the  persons  detained  there,  and  of 
the  tos  boat,  and  of  the  said  quarantine  office  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  and  of  the  office  of  the  State  Quarantine 
Board,  shall  be  psdd  and  discharg'ed  by  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Section  8.  If  any  person  landed  and  sent  to  the  State 
Quarantine  station  by  any  officer  havings  authority  to  do 
so,  or  any  person  arriving  in  any  yesseland  detained  at 
the  quarantine  station  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or  ne- 
glect to  obey  the  directions  of  the  quarantine  physician, 
er  any  deputy  of  his,  and  the  rules  aud  regulations  es- 
tabli^ed  by  the  State  Quarantine  Board,  from  time  to 
time  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  person 
«o  neglecting  or  refusing  shall  for  each  and  every  of- 
fense, on  being  thereof  legally  convicted,  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  to-be  recov- 
ered by  the  health  officer. 

bscnoN  9.  If  any  master,  commander  or  pilot,  shall 
permit  any  part  of  the  cargo  or  baggage  of  any  person 
arriving  in  any  vessel  to  be  landed  on  either  shore  of  the 
Delaware  bay  or  river,  except  at  a  Federal  or  State  quar- 
antine station,  or  suffer  any  person  except  the  pilot  to 
come  on  board  before  a  certincate  shaU  nave  been  ob- 
tained as  herein  provided,  unless  by  permission  of  the 
<|uarantine  physician,  or  one  of  his  deputies,  or  unless 
imminent  danger  of  the  loss  of  the  vessel  or  lives  of  the 
erew  shall  render  assistance  necessary,  the  person  or  per- 
sons permitting,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  landed  or 
going  on  board,  shall,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  recov- 
ered by  the  health  officer.

If  the  State  Quarantine  is  suspended  by 
the  Governor,  the  Board  of  Health  of  any  municipality 
shall,  when  notified  by  the  Quarantine  physician,  or  if 
the  Quarantine  physician  is  not  on  duty,  or  cannot  at 
once  be  found,  without  such  notification,  have  power,  if 
any  vessel  shall  arrive  with  contagious  or  infectious  dis- 
ease on  board,  to  deal  with  the  said  vessel,  its  cargo,  its 
passengers,  the  crew  and  their  baggage,  as  may  be 
deeem^  best  to  protect  the  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth against  the  introduction  of  the  disease  then  in- 
fecting the  vessel,  cargo,  passengers  or  crew.

And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  interfere  in  any  wise  with  the  duties  now  de- 
volving: on  the  officer  known  as  tlie  Port  Physician,  so

Section  15.  For  the  expenses  of  keeping  the  public 
grounds  and  buildings  in  order,  repairing  and  improving 
the  same,  and  for  paying  the  salaries  of  mechanics,  flor- 
ists and  laborers  employed  by  the  Board  of  Gommissiou- 
ers  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  for  the  year  com- 
mencing June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousacd 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the 
like  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessaiy,  for  the  same  purpose,  for  the  year 
commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-four. 

For  electric  current  for  operation  of  elevator  motors, 
Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives,  exhaust  ventilat- 
ing fans,  Diehl  ventilating  fans,  etc.,  in  the  several  de- 
partments for  portions  of  the  years  one  thousand  eight

Section  16.  For  the  payment  to  the  city  of  Harrisburg 
for  supplyiDg  the  public  buildings  and  grounds  with 
water  for  the  years  commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  June 
first.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninetv-four,  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  each  year;  and  also  for  electric  lights 
and  steam  heat  for  the  public  buildings  and  grounds 
sack  amount  as  shaJl  be  found  due  on  the  contract  made 
for  furnishing  such  electric  light  and  steam  heat,  upon 
the  account  rendered  and  settled  by  the  Auditor  General 
in  the  usual  manner;  and  also  for  such  amount  for  gas  as 
may  be  found  due  the  gas  company  when  supplied  on 
the  contract  with  the  company  and  upon  a  regular  ac- 
count being  rendered  to  the  Auditor  General  and  settled 
ill  the  usual  manner  in  accordance  with  existing  laws. 

Section  17.  'For  the  payment  of  official  fees,  witness 
fees  and  serving  process,  and  for  such  other  costs  as  the 
Commonwealth  may  be  liable  to  pay  in  cases  which  the 
Commonwealth  is  or  may  be  a  party  to,  for  two  years 
commencing  June  first,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eisrht  hundred  and  ninety-three,  for  each  year,  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Attorney 
Oeneral. 

Section  18.  For  the  several  fire  companies  of  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  for  two  years  commencing  June  first. 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  for  each  year,  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  dollars, 
to  be  distributed  in  equal  amounts  to  and  among  said 
companies. 

Section  19.    For  the  payment  of  postage,   express 
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changes  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  Board  of 
Pardons,  for  two  years  commencing  June  first,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
each  year,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  for  the  payment  of 
postage,  express  charges  ana  other  incidentiBd  expenses 
in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer,  Auditor  Genera], 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  Attorney  General  and 
Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  each,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for 
each  year,  and  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  sum  of

Section  20.  For  the  payment  of  mileage  of  the  ap- 
praisers of  mercantile  and  other  license  taxes  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  and  cities  of  this  Ck>mmonwealtii,  and  for 
the  payment  of  the  cost  for  which  the  Commonwealth  is 
liable  in  suits  against  delinquent  dealers  under  the  act 
of  March  thirteenth.  Anno  jDomini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  for  the  year  commencing  June 
first.  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three  and  June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  such  sum  as  shall  be  found  due  therefor 
upon  accounts  filed  in  the  Auditor  General's  office  and 
settled  according  to  law. 

Sbction  21.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  of  persons  appointed  in  pursuance  of  law  to 
examine  the  accounts  of  city  or  county  officers,  or  indi- 
viduals required  by  law  to  make  report  to  the  Auditor 
(general  of  moneys  due  for  fees  or  taxes  received  for 
use  of  the  Commonwealth,  such  sum  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  be  expended  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  State 
Treasurer  and  the  Auditor  General,  for  the  year  com- 
mencing June  first.

Section  1  Be  it  enacted^  dtc^  That  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  any  corporation  formed  for  a  relig:ioiiB,  edu- 
cational, literary,  scientific  or  charitable  purpose  to 
file  its  petition  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county  where  the  principal  office  or  place  of 
business  of  such  corporation  is  located,  setting:  forth 
that  the  amount  of  property,  real  and  persona], 
which  said  corporation  by  law  is  authorized  to 
hold,  is  insufficient  to  enable  it  to  fully  and  properly 
accom(>lish  the  religrious,  educational,  literary,  scientific 
or  charitable  work  or  purpose  for  which  it  was  formed, 
and  thereupon  it  shall  oe  the  duty  of  the  court  to  which 
said  petition  is  presented  to  make  inquiry  into  the  trath 
of  the  matters  alleged  in  the  petition,  and  if,  upon  such  in- 
quiry, the  court  is  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  mattere 
so  alleged,  and  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  can  be  al- 
lowed without  injury  to  the  public  welmre,  then  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  court  to  enter  a  decree  extending  and 
defininfiT  the  amount  of  property,  real  and  personal, 
which  such  corporation  shall  oe  permitted  to  hold.

The  town  council  of  each  borough  may  enter 
into  a  joint  agreement,  under  the  corporate  seals  of  each 
borough,  for  the  consolidation  thereof  into  one  borough, 
which  joint  agreement  shall  set  forth  the  name  of  the 
new  corporation,  the  number  of  wards  into  which  such 
consolidated  borough  shall  be  divided,  not  exceeding 
nine,  and  the  territorial  boundaries  thereof. 

Second,  Said  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  vote 
of  the  qualified  electors  of  each  of  the  said  boroughs  at 
a  special  election  to  be  held  on  a  day  to  be  designated 
in  the  said  joint  aereement,  which  election  shall  be  held 
by  the  regularly  constituted  election  officers  in  and  for 
said  boroughs,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  regulating  elections  by 
the  people.  If  such  special  election  shall  be  ordered 
withm  ninety  days  of  any  general  election  or  election  for 
municipal  omcers,  the  election  shall  be  held  on  the  day 
now  fixed  for  the  holding  of  such  elections.  Such  elec- 
tion shall  be  by  ballots  which  shall  be  marked  "Proposed 
Consolidation,"  and  below  shall  be  printed  the  words 
"For  Consolidation"  and  "Against  Consolidation,"  and 
the  elector  shcdl  designate  witii  a  X  his  desire  to  vote  for 
or  against  such  consolidation.  Notice  of  such  election 
shall  be  given  by  proclamation  by  the  constables  of  the 
respective  borougns  in  the  manner  provided  for  pro- 
clamations for  elections  for  municipal  officers^  and  if  the 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  each  of  the 
said  boroughs  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  ratification  of  said 
agreement,  then  that  fact  shall  be  certified  to  the  town 
council  of  each  of  the  said  boroughs  by  the  respective 
election  boards  or  return  judges,  and  the  chief  burgess 
and  town  clerk  of  the  i*e8pective  boroughs  shall  cause  a 
declaration  of  the  result  of  such  election  to  be  endorsed 
upon  said  joint  agreement,  andtheagreementsoadopt^, 
or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with  all  itsendorsements  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  a  copy  of  such  agreement  and  act  of  consoli- 
dation, duly  certined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth  under  the  seal  of  his  office,  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  existence  of  said  new  corporation,  and  upon  the  fil-

Section  8.  Upon  the  issuance  of  such  Letters  Patent 
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ihe  seyeral  boroughs,  parties  to  said  joint  agrreement, 
shftll  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  one  municipal  corpora- 
tion by  the  name  provided  in  said  agreement,  possessing 
all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  respective 
boroughs  and  to  be  governed  and  controlled  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Assembly  there- 
tofore ^veming  and  controlling  the  affairs  of  the  bor- 
ough which  shflll  have  been  first  incorporated. 

Section  4.  Udou  the  consummation  of  the  consolida- 
tion as  aforesaid  all  and  singular,  the  rights,  privileges 
and  franchises  of  each  of  said  boroughs  and  all  the  prop- 
erty real,  personal  and  mixed,  and  all  debts  due  on  what- 
ever account  and  other  things  in  action  belonging  to 
each  of  said  boroughs  shall  to  taken  and  deem^  to  be 
transferred  to  and  vested  in  such  new  borough,  without 
farther  act  or  deed,  and  all  property,  all  rights  of  way 
and  all  and  every  other  interest  shall  be  as  effectually  the 
property  of  the  new  borough  as  they  were  of  the  former 
boroughs,  parties  to  said  agreement,  and  the  title  to  real 
estate,  whether  by  deed  or  otherwise,  under  the  laws  of 
this  Gommonwefidth  vested  in  either  of  said  boroughs 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  revert  or  be  in  any  way  impaired 
by  reason  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  all  the  rights  of 
creditors  and  all  liens  shall  be  preserved  unimpaired, 
and  the  respective  boroughs  may  oe  deemed  to  continue 
in  existence  to  preserve  same,  and  all  debts,  liabilities 
and  duties  of  either  of  said  borouerhs  shall  henceforth 
attach  to  said  borough  and  be  enforced  against  it  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  said  debts,  liabilities  and  duties  had 
been  incurred  by  or  contracted  by  it. 

Sechon  5.  The  chief  burgess  of  that  borough  which 
shall  have  been  first  incorporated  shall  be  the  chief  bur- 
gess of  the  new  borough,  to  serve  as  such  until  a  chief 
burgess  shall  have  been  elected  and  duly  qualified  in  ac- 
cor^mce  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  chief 
burgess  of  the  other  borough  shall  become  a  member  of 
the  town  council  of  the  new  borough  from  that  ward  in 
which  he  shall  reside  and  shall  continue  a  member  thereof 
until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office.  The  members

Sbotion  7.  The  chief  burgess  of  such  borough  shall 
not  be  a  member  of  the  town  council  or  entitled  to  a  seat 
therein,  but  shall  have  the  power  to  veto  any  ordinauce 
or  resolution  passed  by  the  said  council,  and  no  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  enacted  bv  the  said  council  shall  be- 
come effective  until  signed  by  the  burgess  unless  the 
same  shall  be  passed  over  his  veto  by  the  affirmative  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  all  of  the  members  of  such  council.

Every  such  consolidated  borough  shall  form 
one  school  district,  ard  the  members  of  the  school  board 
of  each  of  the  boroughs  shall  continue  members  of  the 
school  board  of  the  new  borough  until  the  expiration  of 
their  terms  of  service,  and  no  member  of  the  school 
board  shall  be  elected  to  serve  in  any  ward  until  the 
number  shall  have  been  reduced  to  three  by  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  of  office,  and  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  in  each  waid  one  person  to  serve  as  school  direc- 
tor for  the  term  of  three  years.  All  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  school  director  shall  be  filled  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 

Section  9.  The  overseers  of  the  poor  and  street  com- 
missioners of  each  of  the  said  boroughs  shall  continue 
in  office  as  officers  of  the  new  borough  until  the  expira- 
tion of  their  respective  terms  of  office,  and  no  elections 
shall  be  held  in  such  borough  for  overseer  of  the  poor  or 
street  commissioner  until  the  number  shall  have  been 
reduced  to  two  by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  office 
of  the  present  incumbents,  and  thereafter,  annaally, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  concurrent  votes  of  the  electors 
of  such  borough,  one  person  as  overseer  of  the  poor  and 
one  person  as  street  commissioner,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  qualified.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of 
overseer  of  the  poor  and  street  commissioner  shall  bo 
filled  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

The  iovm  council  of  the  new  borough  at 
their  first  session  after  the  consummation  of  the  consol- 
idation shall  designate  by  ballot  which  of  the  treasurers 
of  the  two  boroughs  shall  be  treasurer  of  the  new  borough, 
which  of  the  high  constables  shall  be  the  hi^h  consta- 
ble of  the  new  borough,  and  which  of  the  auditors  shall 
be  the  auditors  of  the  new  borough.  They  shall  also 
select  some  suitable  Derson  to  be  clerk  of  the  council, 
and  thereafter,  annually,  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
borough  shall  elect  one  person  as  high  constable,  one 
person  as  borough  treasurer  and  three  persons  as  audi- 
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ton,  ttod  the  town  cotmcil  shall  select  the  olerk  of  the 
council. 

SionoN  11.  Justices  of  the  peace  in  office  in  each  of  snch 
boroughs  shall  continue  in  office  nntil  the  expiration  of 
their  respective  commissions,  and  no  election  for  justices 
of  the  p^use  shall  be  held  in  such  borough  until  the  num- 
ber has  been  reduced  to  two  by  the  expiration  of  the 
oomiuissions  of  the  persons  in  office,  and  tnereafter  there 
shall  be  two  iustices  of  the  peace  in  such  new  borough, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  and  be  elected 
and  qualified  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Section  12.  The  respective  tax  collectors  of  said  bor- 
oughs shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expirations  of  their 
lespective  terms  of  service,  and  shall  respectively  have 
ftll  the  authority  of  collectors  of  taxes  witnin  the  limits 
of  such  new  borough  for  the  collection  of  taxes  set  forth 
in  their  respective  duplicates,  and  at  the  first  municipal 
election  after  such  consolidation,  and  thereafter  trien- 
nally,  the  qualified  electors  of  such  borough  shall  elect 
one  person  to  be  collector  of  taxes  of  such  borough,  who 
shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  collectors  of 
State  and  county  taxes  under  the  general  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  shall  also  be  the  collector  of  the

Be  it  enacted,  rfec,  That  boards  of  school 
(iirectors  and  controllers  shall  provide  suitable  and  con- 
venient water  closets  for  each  of  the  schools  under  their 
official  jurisdiction,  not  less  than  two  for  each  school  or 
school  building  where  both  sexes  are  in  attendance,  in 
their  respective  school  districts,  with  separate  means  of 
access  for  each,  and  unless  placed  at  a  remote  distance 
one  from  the  other,  the  approaches  or  walks  thereto  shall 
be  separated  by  a  substantial,  close  fence,  not  less  than 
seven  feet  in  height,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  di- 
rectors or  controllers  to  make  provisions  for  keeping-  the 
water  closets  in  a  clean,  comfortable  and  healthful  condi- 
tion. 

Hection  2.  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  school  directors 
or  controllers  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
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shall  make  them  liable  to  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  in  which  the 
schools  are  located,  upon  complaint  made  to  the  court, 
under  oath  or  affirmation,  of  not  less  than  five  taxable 
citizens  resident  in  the  school  district  in  which  the 
school  is  located.

Reconi  of  birihn  SECTION  1.  Bc  it  cnocted,  <Pc.,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 

jnd^d©ath8  shall  be  q(  the  clcrk  of  the  orphans'  court  of  each  county  of  the 

Commonwealth  to  keep  a  separate  record  of  all  births 
and  of  all  deaths  occurring*  within  their  respective  coun- 
ties. Said  record  shall  be  kept  from  data  and  in  suitable 
books,  both  to  be  furnished  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  contain  in  separate  columns  as  to  births,  the  full 
name  of  the  child,  sex  and  color,  full  names  of  father  and 
mother,  with  their  residence  and  occupation  of  the  father, 
date  and  place  of  birth,  with  street  and  number,  when 
possible,  and  date  of  making  the  record;  and  as  to  deaths, 
the  full  name  of  the  deceased,  color,  sex  and  age.  whether 
married  or  single,  place  of  birth,  occupation,  date  and 
place  of  death,  with  street  and  number,  when  possible, 
cause  of  death,  duration  of  last  illness,  place  and  date  of 
interment.    When  a  minor,  the  name  of  the  father  and 
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mother,  and  the  date  of  making  the  record.  Said  record 
shall  be  alphabetically  indexed  and  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  physicians,  clergymen  and  at- 
tomeys-at-laWy  without  charge. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  the 
several  townships,  boronghs  and  wards  within  the  Com- 
monwealth  to  ootain,  semi-annually,  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing their  assessments  now  provided  by  law,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  parents,  guaraians  and  other  persons  hav- 
ing knowledge  to  fumi^  to  such  assessors,  the  informa- 
tion necessary  to  keep  the  record  specified  in  the  preced- 
ing section.  Said  assessors  shall  return  said  information 
to  the  clerk  of  the  orphans'  court,  upon  blanks  to  be  fur- 
nished as  hereinafter  provided,  at  the  time  of  making 
their  semi-annual  returns  to  the  county  commissioners, 
and  to  each  return  shall  be  attached  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion of  the  assessor  that  he  made  diligent  incjuiry  as  to 
the  births,  deaths  and  other  information  herem  referred 
to,  within  his  ward,  borough  or  township,  and  that  his 
retam  is  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  information 
and  belief. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners to  furnish  to  the  clerk  of  the  orphans'  court  in 
their  resx)ective  counties  suitable  books  in  which  to  keep 
the  reoora  herein  provided  for,  and  to  furnish  to  the  as- 
sessors of  the  several  wards,  boroughs  and  townships 
appropriate  blanks  upon  which  to  enter  the  information 
necessary  to  make  said  record. 

Section  4.  The  fees  to  be  allowed  for  services  rendered 
porsnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  as  follows: 
The  derk  of  the  orphans'  court  shall  receive  for  making 
the  record  of  each  birth  and  each  death,  with  all  other 
information  referred  to  in  section  one  hereof,  the  sum  of 
five  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  funds;  for  fur- 
nishing a  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  each  birth  or 
death,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  ap- 
nlying  therefor;  for  making  search  for  each  birth  or 
aeath,  where  a  certified  copy  is  not  required,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  applying  therefor. 
The  assessors  sh^l  receive  for  each  birth  and  for  each 
death  returned  as  provided  by  the  second  section  hereof, 
the  snm  of  five  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  funds 
npon  a  certificate  given  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  office 
of  said  clerk  as  to  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  re- 
tamed.

Authorizing  and  regulating  the  taking,  use  andoooupanoy  of  certain 
public  burial  places,  under  certain  circumstances,  for  purposes  of 
common  school  education. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  (kc.  That  whenever  the  board 
of  directors  or  controllers  of  any  school  district  in  this 
Commonwealth  shall  deem  it  desirable  to  occupy  for  pur- 
poses of  common  school  education  any  ^pround  therein 
used  as  a  public  burial  place,  or  conyeved  in  fee  to  a 
municipal  corporation  to  oe  kept  as  a  public  burial  place, 
such  board  may,  by  resolution  passed  by  the  affirmative 
vote  of  at  least  four-fifths  of  all  the  memoers  thereof,  and 
duly  entered  on  the  minutes,  declare  its  intention  to  take, 
use  and  occupy  the  same  for  iiie  purposes  aforesaid,  desig- 
nating the  same  in  said  resolution  by  metes  and  bounds: 
Provided^  No  more  than  one-half  acre  of  ground  shall  at 
any  one  time  be  so  taken,  used  or  occupied :  And  provided. 
This  act  shall  not  apply  to  burial  grounds  of  religfioas 
societies,  churches  or  congregations,  or  of  private  corpora- 
tions or  associations,  nor  to  portions  thereof  devoted  to 
public  use  or  the  burial  of  the  poor,  nor  to  burial  grounds 
on  or  connected  with  almshouse  properties. 

Section  2.  After  the  passage  of  said  resolution,  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county  shall,  on  ap- 
plication of  said  Doard  through  its  president,  appoint 
three  discreet  citizens  of  the  county  in  which  said  school 
district  is  located  as  viewers  to  view  and  ascertain  the 
damages  done,  and  likely  to  be  done,  by  reason  of  such 
taking,  use  and  occupancy,  and  shall  appoint  a  time,  not 
less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  thereafter,  for 
said  viewers  to  meet  at  or  upon  the  premises  so  to  be 
taken,  used  and  occupied,  of  which  time  and  place  notice 
shall  be  given  by  said  board  of  said  viewers  and  to  all 
parties  interested,  by  publication  for  four  successive 
weeks  prior  to  the  day  of  meeting,  in  not  more  than  four 
nor  less  than  two  newspapers  published  in  said  county. 
The  said  viewers  or  any  two  of  them  having  been  first 
duly  sworn  or  affirmed  faithfully,  justly  and  impartially 
to  decide  and  a  true  report  to  make  concerning  all  matters 
and  things  submitted  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which 
they  are  authorized  by  law  to  inquire,  and  having  viewed 
the  premises  shall  establish  and  determine  the  quantity 
of  said  land  so  to  be  taken,  used  and  occupied  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  and  after  having  made  a  fair  and  just 
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comparison  of  the  adTanta^s  and  disadvantages,  they 
shall  estimate  and  determine  whether  any,  and  if  any, 
what  amount  of  damagres  has  been  and  seems  likely  to  be 
sustained  by  reason  of  such  taking*,  use  and  occupancy, 
and  to  whom  payable,  and  make  report  thereof  to  said 
court;  and  if  damagres  be  awarded  and  the  report  be  con- 
firmed by  the  said  court,  judgrmentshall  be  entered  thereon 
and  execution  to  enforce  the  collection  thereof  may 
be  issued  as  in  other  cases  of  judgment  agfainst  school 
districts,  and  each  viewer  shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars 
per  day  for  every  day  necessarily  employed  in  the  duties 
Lerein  prescribed,  to  be  paid  by  the  school  district. 

SEcnoN  3.  Upon  the  report  of  said  viewers  or  any  two 
of  them  being  filed  in  said  court,  any  party  interested 
may,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  except  to  the  same, 
or  file  his,  her,  its  or  their  appeal  from  the  same  to  said 
court.  Such  appeal  shall  be  m  writing  and  accompanied 
by  an  affidavit  of  the  appellant,  or  his,  her,  its  or  their 
a^nt,  chief  officer  or  attorney,  that  the  same  is  not  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but  because  the  affiant  firmly 
believes  that  injustice  has  been  done ;  after  such  appeal 
either  party  may  put  the  cause  at  issue  in  the  form  di- 
rected oy  said  court,  and  the  same  may  be  tried  by  said 
court  and  a  jury,  and  said  proceedings  shall  be  with  the 
same  right  of  appeal  to  tne  Supreme  Court  as  in  other 
cases. 

Section  4.  After  the  damages  so  finally  determined 
upon,  if  any  there  be,  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  parties 
in  whose  favor  they  are  adjudged,  or  to  the  persons  legally 
entitled  thereto,  such  school  district  may,  oy  its  board  of 
directors  or  controllers  as  the  case  may  be,  or  by  any 
person,  contractor,  agent,  employe  or  officer  thereto  au- 
thorized by  said  boa^,  enter  upon,  take,  use  and  occupy 
such  ground  and  erect  building  thereon,  and  do  all  things 
uecessary  and  convenient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid: 
Provided,  That  before  entering  upon,  using  or  occupy- 
iD^r  the  same,  four  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  bv  the 
board  by  publication  in  manner  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
within  which  time  any  person  having  any  relative  or  kin- 
dred buried  in  such  burial  place  may  designate  where  the 
same  are  buried  and  make  demand  upon  said  board  or  the 
president  thereof  that  the  remains  of  such  relative  or  kin- 
dred be  removed  therefrom  and  separately  interred  else- 
where and  marked  with  substantial  stones,  with  appro- 
priate inscriptions  thereon,  at  the  proper  expense  and 
char^  of  said  school  district,  which  said  demand  shall 
be  complied  with  before  the  commencement  of  the  erec- 
tion of  any  building  on  said  grounds,  and  said  school 
district  shall,  if  necessary,  purchase  other  land,  not  more 
than  twice  the  amount  so  to  be  taken,  for  the  purpose  of 
re-mterring  therein  the  remains  of  persons  buried  in  the 
Rround  to  be  taken,  and  all  remains  so  far  as  they  can  be 
found  shall  be  removed  to  the  grounds  so  purchased,  or

Be  it  enacted,  Ac,  That  it  is  hereby  made 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  enter  or  cause  to 
be  entered  for  comoetition,  or  to  compete  for  any  purse^ 
prize,  premium,  stake  or  sweepstake  offered  or  ^ven  by 
any  ag^ricultural  or  other  society,  association  or  pierson 
or  persons,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  any  horse,  mare 
or  gfelding^,  colt  or  filly,  under  an  assumed  name,  or  out  of  its 
proper  class,  when  such  prize,  purse,  premium,  sti^e  or 
sweepstake  is  to  be  decided  by  a  contest,  in  trotting*  or 
pacing  races. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  found  guilty  of 
a  violation  of  section  one  of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  fined 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both,  or  either,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court.

When  the  writ  is  soug'ht  against  a  private 
corporation,  domestic  or  foreign,  the  alternative  writ 
shall  be  directed  against  the  corporation  by  name,  and 
also  against  any  particular  person  or  body  of  persons 
connected  therewith  whom  it  may  be  sought  to  coerce, 
and  service  thereof  upon  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  cor- 
poration and  upon  such  particular  person  or  chief  officer 
of  such  body  oi  persons  shall  be  sufficient.  The  peremp- 
tory writ  may  be  directed  to  the  said  corporation,  or  to 
the  person  or  body  of  persons  who  have  the  power  and 
whose  duty  it  is  to  do  the  act  required,  or  to  such  supe- 
rior officer  as  would  be  expected  to  execute  the  order. 

Section  8.  When  the  writ  is  sought  against  a  board  or 
body  other  than  a  corporation,  it  shall  be  directed  to 
sacb  board  or  body  in  their  official  capacity,  and  service 
shall  be  made  upon  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof, 
nnless  the  board  or  body  was  created  by  law  and  has  a 
chairman  or  other  presiding  officer  appointed  pursuant 
to  law,  in  which  case  service  upon  him  shall  be  sufficient. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court,  when  ap- 
plied to  for  the  writ,  or  upon  and  after  the  issuing  of  the 
first  writ  on  the  petition  of  any  person  having  or  claim- 
ing a  right  or  interest  in  the  subject  matter,  other  than 
the  person  to  whom  the  writ  is  prayed  to  be  or  has 
issuai,  setting  forth  his  right  or  interest  in  or  to  the 
subject  matter  of  the  controversy,  to  authorize  in  proper 
cases  such  person,  even  though  he  could  not  have  been 
made  original  defendant,  to  frame  the  return  and  conduct 
the  subsequent  proceedings  at  his  own  expense,  or  to 
take  such  part  therein  and  on  such  terms  as  to  the  court 
may  seem  just;  and  in  such  cases,  if  judgment  is  given 
for  or  against  the  party  suing  the  writ,  such  judgment 
shall  be  given  against  or  for  the  party  to  whom  the  writ 
shall  have  been  directed,  but  the  court  may  authorize 
the  person  permitted  as  aforesaid  to  frame  the  return 
and  conduct  the  subsequent  proceedings  to  use  the  name 
of  the  party  to  whom, such  writ  shall  have  been  directed 
for  the  recovery  of  costs  and  the  enforcing  of  the  judg- 
ment, and  also  for  the  purpose  of  an  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  with  like  force  and  effect  as  though  the 
party  to  whom  such  writ  shall  have  been  directed  had 
sought  to  recover  costs  and  to  enforce  the  judgment  or 
to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court:  Provided  however, 
That  when,  in  such  cases,  judgment  is  given  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff,  the  court  may  order  that  damages  and  costs, 
or  either,  adjudged  in  favor  of  such  party,  shall  be  paid 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  person  permitted  as  aforesaid 
to  conduct  the  proceedings. 

Section  10.  The  court  may  direct  what  notice  shall  be 
given  of  all  papers  filed  in  the  proceeding  subsequent  to 
the  granting  of  the  alternative  writ. 
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Section  11.  Appearance  de  bene  esse  shall  enable  the  de- 
fendant to  take  aavania^e  of  defective  service  of  the  alterna- 
tive writ.  The  defendant  may  move  to  supersede  or  qoasb 
said  writ;  if  he  fails  he  shall  be  permitted  to  file  his  re- 
turn as  in  this  act  mentioned,  and  to  proceed  if  such  mo- 
tion had  not  been  made. 

Section  12.  The  defendant  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the 
prothonotary  of  the  court  awarding?  the  alternative  writ, 
a  return  thereto,  verified  by  affidavit,  within  the  time 
specified  in  the  writ,  and  in  default  thereof,  judgment 
shall  be  given  against  him  with  the  same  effect  as  if  be 
had  filed  a  return  and  such  return  had  been  adjudged  in- 
sufficient. 

Section  13.  In  such  return,  certainty  to  a  certain  in- 
tent in  general,  and  no  more,  shall  be  required.  If  the 
return  is  uncertain,  vague  or  evasive  or  informal  in  any 
respect,  such  opportunity  may  be  afforded  for  the  cor- 
rection thereof  as  to  the  court  shall  seem  just  and  rea- 
sonable. 

Section  14.  The  court  applied  to  for  the  writ  shall 
allow  the  plaintiff  and  defendant  respectively,  such  con- 
venient time  to  make  return,  plead,  reply,  rejoin  or  de- 
mur as  shall  be  just  and  reasonable. 

Section  15.  The  plaintiff  mav  demur  to  the  return  or 
he  may  plead  to  or  traverse  all  or  any  of  the  material 
facts  therein  contained ;  the  defendant  shall  reply,  take 
issue  or  demur  and  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in 
other  actions  at  law. 

Section  16.  If  a  verdict  is  found  for  the  plaintiff  and 
judgment  is  entered  thereon,  or  if  a  judgment  is  given 
for  him  upon  a  demurrer  or  by  nihil  dicit  or  for  want  of 
an  answer  by  non  sum  informcUus  or  other  pleading,  he 
shall  recover  his  damages  and  costs. 

Section  17.  If  judgment  is  given  for  the  defendant  he 
shall  recover  his  costs. 

Section  18.  If  damages  are  recovered  against  any  per* 
son  making  return  as  aforesaid,  such  recovery  shall  de- 
bar every  other  action  for  making  such  return. 

Section  19.  The  costs  of  the  application  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus,  whether  such  writ  is  granted  or  not,  also  the 
costs  of  the  writ  if  issued  and  obeyed  or  not  prosecuted 
to  judgment  as  aforesaid,  may  be  given  or  refused  accord- 
ing to  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  20.  Damages  and  costs  msSy  be  levied  by  exe- 
cution as  in  other  cases. 

Section  21.  Damages  sustained  by  the  plaintiff  shall 
be  ascertained  by  the  jury  trying  any  issue  in  fact ;  if  no 
such  issue  is  tried  they  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  court 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  just  and  reasonable. 

Section  22.  Whenever,  in  accordance  with  act,  judg- 
ment is  given  for  the  plaintiff,  the  court  may  award  that 
a  peremptory  mandamus  shall  issue  in  that  behalf  and 
shall  also  enter  judgment  for  damages  and  costs,  and 
thereupon  such  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  may  be 
issued  accordingly  at  any  time  after  twenty  days  from 
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the  BigDin^  of  the  judprment,  and  not  before,  unlesB  the 
exigence  of  the  case,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  re- 
quires it,  in  which  event  the  court  may  direct  that  said 
writ  shall  issue  forthwith. 

Section  23.  When  the  writ  is  sought  by  a  public  officer 
in  his  officiid  capacity  for  the  public  benefit,  the  action 
shall  not  abate  by  the  termination  of  his  office  but  may 
be  prosecuted  by  his  successor. 

Sfe.cnoN  24.  When  the  writ  is  sought  by  an  executor, 
administrator  or  trustee,  the  death  of  the  plaintiff  or  his 
remoYal  from  position  bv  resignation  or  otherwise  shall 
not  abate  the  writ,  but  the  action  may  be  continued  by 
his  snccesBor. 

Section  25.  The  death,  resignation  or  removal  from 
office  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise,  of  any  defendant, 
shall  not  have  the  effect  to  abate  the  suit,  but  his  succes- 
sor may  be  made  a  party  thereto  and  any  peremptory 
writ  shall  be  directed  ag^nst  him. 

Section  26.  Defects  in  substance  in  the  alternative 
writ  may  be  taken  advantage  of  at  any  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceeding. Amendments  may  be  allowed  as  in  other  civil 
actions  save  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  27.  The  peremptory  writ  shall  be  directed  to 
the  same  person  as  the  alternative  writ  save  as  herein 
aatborized ;  it  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
alternative  writ  and  it  shall  be  made  returnable  at  such 
time  as  to  the  court  awarding  it  may  seem  just  and  reason- 
able. 

Section  28.  The  peremptory  writ,  though  issued,  may 
be  superseded  or  quashed  for  such  cause  as  to  the  court 
may  seem  just,  but  no  amendment  thereto  shall  be  al* 
lowed. 

Section  29.  The  party  aggrieved  by  the  proceedings 
had  in  any  court  of  common  pleas  upon  any  writ  of  man- 
damns  may  remove  the  same  at  any  time  within  twenty 
days  after  final  judgment,  order,  decree,  or  in  cases  where 
the  granting  of  said  writ  is  required  by  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  at  any  time  within  twenty  days  after  refusal 
to  grant  said  writ,  into  the  Supreme  Court  by  appeal  as 
ia  other  actions  at  law,  and  such  appeal  shall  supersede 
any  peremptory  writ  awarded  by  the  court  and  also  any 
execution  for  damages  or  costs,  upon  bail  to  be  given  as 
ia  other  civil  cases. 

Section  30.  Such  appeal  shall  also  supersede  any  per- 
emptory writ  issued  within  twenty  days  after  final  judg- 
ment, order  or  decree :  Provided  however.  That  the  cer- 
iiorari  in  consequence  of  such  appeal  be  lodged  in  the 
office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  awarding  the  writ 
before  the  mandate  thereof  shall  have  been  fully  com- 
plied with :  Provided  further.  That  said  appeal  shall  be 
made  returnable  forthwith. 

Section  31.  Every  such  appeal  may  be  made  returna- 
ble forthwith,  and,  if  thus  made  returnable,  it  shall  be 
beard  and  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  any  district 
in  which  it  may  be  in  session,  as  in  this  act  provided  in 
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cases  originating:  in  said  court,  and  if  not  thus  returnable 
it  shall  be  heard  and  decided  bv  said  court  when  in  sea- 
sion  in  the  proper  district  at  the  term  to  which  it  shall 
have  been  made  returnable. 

Seotion  82.  The  Supreme  Court  in  any  district  shall 
exercise,  throngrhout  the  State,  original  jurisdiction  in 
the  cases  authorized  by  the  organic  law  of  the  State, 
and  if  not  decided  before  the  close  of  its  session  in  said 
district  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  certified  to  and  filed 
for  action  with  the  prothonotary  of  said  court  in  the  dis- 
trict within  which  it  shall  be  next  in  session,  and  so  to  be 
certified  from  district  to  district  until  finally  decided. 

Seohon  33.  The  Supreme  Court  in  such  cases  shall  dis- 
pose of  all  issues  of  fact  arising  therein  m  such  manner 
as  may  be  deemed  just  and  reasonable,  and  shall  enter 
such  judgments,  oxders  or  decrees  and  in  such  manner 
and  on  such  terms  as  to  it  may  seem  proper,  and  to  that 
end  may  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regrulations.  Dam- 
ages and  costs  allowed  by  this  act  and  awarded  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  shall  be  recovered  in  the  manner  said  court 
may  direct. 

Section  34.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  nereby  repealed.

Authorizing  the  courts  of  common  pleas  to  direct  the  filing  of  bonds 
to  the  Commonwealth,  by  railroad  and  canal  companies  to  secure 
payment  of  damagen  for  taking  land  and  materials,  in  cases 
where  there  is  a  disputed,  doubtful  or  defective  title,  or  where  any 
party  interested  is  absent,  unknown,  covert,  not  of  full  age,  of 
unsound  mind,  or  from  any  cause  cannot  be  tmrgained  with  or 
served  with  notice  or  have  a  bond  tendered  to  them,  and  appoint 
guardians  ad  litem  or  trustees  for  such  persons. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  cfec.  That  in  any  case  where 
any  railroad  or  canal  company  has  or  shall  have  author- 
ity, under  any  act  of  Assembly,  to  take  and  appropriate 
lands  and  materials,  and  in  any  case  where  such  com- 
pany is  or  shall  be  required  to  give  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  damages  to  or  for  the  taking  of  any  land  or  ma* 
terials,  and  when  it  shall  be  made  known  to  the  court  of 
common  i)leas  of  the  proper  county  by  petition,  affidavit 
or  otherwise  that  there  is  a  disputed,  doubtful  or  defec- 
tive title,  or  that  any  party  interested  in  such  land  or 
materials  is  absent,  unknown,  covert,  not  of  full  age,  or 
of  unsound  mind,  or  from  any  cause  cannot  be  bargained 
with  or  served  with  notice  or  have  a  bond  tendered  to 
them  within  the  county  where  the  land  or  materials  are 
situated,  the  court  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the

be  found  to  be  entitled  to  tne  damages  for  the  taking 
and  approf)riation  of  such  land  or  materials  or  for  the 
damage  or  injury  to  such  land,  and  when  such  bond  shall 
be  so  approved  and  filed,  and  when,  upon  the  petition 
of  such  company,  viewers  to  assess  the  said  cbmages 
shall  be  appointed,  the  said  court  shall  direct  notices  of 
the  approval  and  filing  of  said  bond  and  of  appointment 
and  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  said  viewers,  respec- 
tively, to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  publishea  in 
the  county  where  the  land  or  materials  are  situated,  if 
two  are  published,  twice  a  week  for  two  weeks  after  the 
bood  is  filed  and  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  viewers,  and  the  bond  so  filed  and  the  notice 
or  notices  so  publishcKl  shall  have  the  like  effect  as  if  the 
said  bond  had  been  given  or  tendered  to  the  parties  en- 
titled, and  as  if  personal  notice  had  been  served  on  the 
party  or  parties  owning  or  claiming  such  lands  or  ma- 
terials: Provided  however^  That  when  the  residences  of 
any  such  parties  shall  be  known  to  such  company  a  copy 
of  such  published  notices  shall  be  sent  to  them  by  mail 
or  otherwise. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  appointment  of  viewers  and  assess- 
ment of  damages,  at  the  time  of  the  application  of  such 
company  for  the  appointment  of  viewers,  to  appoint  a 
gwdian  ad  litem  or  trustee,  as  the  circumstances  of  the 
ease  shall  require,  for  such  interested  party  who  is  absent, 
onknown,  covert,  not  of  full  age,  or  of  unsound  mind,  or 
from  any  cause  cannot  be  bargained  with  or  served  with 
notice  or  have  a  bond  tendered  to  them,  and  such  guard- 
ian ad  litem  or  trustee  shall  represent  the  interests  of 
the  person  of  whom  he  is  guardian  ad  litem  or  trustee  in 
all  tne  subsequent  proceedings.

the  consent  of  the  persons  or  bodies  corporate  holding 
the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock  of  such  company, 
provided  that  such  reductions  shall  not  be  below  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  required  by  law  for  the  forma- 
tion of  such  company. 
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Statement  of  capi- 
tal stock  and  share- 
holders to  be  fur- 
nished judges. 
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Section  2.  That  any  corporation  desirous  of  I'educingr 
its  capitsd  stock  as  provided  by  this  act  shall,  by  a  reso- 
lution of  its  board  of  directors,  call  a  meeting  of  its 
stockholders  therefor,  which  meeting:  shall  be  held  in  its 
chief  office  or  place  of  business  in  this  Commonwealth, 
and  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  said  meeting 
shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  sixty  days  prior  to 
such  meeting*  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the 
county,  city  or  borough  wherein  such  office  or  place  of 
business  is  situate.

poration, joint-stock  association  or  limited  partnership,

That  corporations,  limited  partnerships  and 
joint-stock  associations  liable  to  tax  on  capital  stock 
under  this  section,  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  re- 
port or  pay  any  further  tax  on  the  morts^etgea,  bonds  and

Reffulsting  the  Batiafaotion,  eztinguiBhEnent  or  discharge  of  dow- 
ers, legacies  or  other  charges  upon  land,  by  Jadicial  decree  where 
the  legal  presumption  ot  payment  of  the  same  exists  from  lapse 
of  time,  or  where  payment  of  the  same  has  been  made  in  fUU 
and  no  satisfaction,  extinguishment,  release  thereof  appears  of 
record. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc.  That  in  all  cases  where 
any  dower,  legacy  or  other  chargfe  upon  land  shall  have 
been  paid,  or  wherever  the  legal  presumption  of  payment 
shall  exist  from  lapse  of  time  and  no  satisfaction  or  le- 
lease  of  such  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge  appears  of 
record,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
lands  bound  by  ihe  said  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge 
to  apply  by  petition  to  the  orphans'  court  of  the  county 
where  the  said  lands  are  situate,  setting  forth  the  prem- 
ises and  also  the  name  St  names  of  the^older  or  holders 
of  such  dower,  legacy  or  other  charge,  if  known,  and  if 
not  known  then  stating  that  fact,  whereupon  the  said 
court  shall  direct  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  to  serve

Amending  section  one  of  article  three  of  an  act,  entitled  '^An  act 
for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Com- 
monwealth," approved  the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighth-five,  regulating  the  oonstruo- 
tion,  maintenance  and  inspection  of  buildings. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  <tc..  That  so  much  of  section 
one  of  article  three  of  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the 
better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Com- 
monwealth," approved  June  first,  one  thousand  eig^ht 
hundred  and  eidbty-five,  which  read  as  follows: 

''  SscnoM  1.  The  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  be 
tmder  the  charge  of  one  director  who  shall  be  the  head 
tiiereof,"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives  of  the  Commonweaith  of  Pennsylvania  in 
Oeneral  Assembly  mdL  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  oy  the  au- 
thority  of  the  same:  Tnat  there  shall  oe  in  the  cities  of 
the  first  class,  a  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  attaohed 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety. 

SEonoN  2.  The  chief  officer  of  said  Bureau  ediall  be 
called  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building:  Inspection, 
and  shall  be  either  a  practical  builder,  civil  engineer, 
bricklayer  or  carpenter;  the  other  officers  of  the  said 
Bureau  shall  consist  of  such  number  of  inspectors,  clerks 
and  messengers  as  the  cit^  councils  may,  from  time  io 
time,  by  ordinance,  determine.  All  of  said  officers  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Director  of  Pubhc  Safety.  All  of 
the  inspectors  shall  be  either  practical  builders,  civil 
engineers,  carpenters  or  bricklayers,  but  shall  not  all  be 
of  the  same  occupation.  None  of  the  aforesaid  officers 
shall  be  employed  or  engaged  in  anv  other  business  or 
be  interested  in  any  contract  for  building  or  funushiBg* 
materials  to  be  used  for  building  in  the  said  cities.  The 
city  council  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  their  salaries. 
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SEonoN  8.  In  case  of  the  temporary  abnence  or  disa- 
bility of  the  Ohief  of  the  Bureau,  the  Director  of  Pnblio 
Safety  may  appoint  one  of  the  inspectors  as  his  deputy, 
and  such  deputy  shall,  during  8U3h  absence  or  disability, 
exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Bureau  shaU,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chief,  keep  a  record  of  the  business  of  the  said  Bureau 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  imposed  on 
him  by  the  Chief. 

SicrriON  i.  The  Chief  or  his  Inspectors  shall  examine 
all  buildings  in  the  course  of  erection  or  sJteration  as 
often  as  practicable,  and  make  a  record  of  all  violations 
of  this  act,  with  the  street  and  number  where  such  Tiola- 
tions  are  found,  the  names  of  the  owner,  architect  and 
master  mechanic,  and  all  other  matters  relative  thereto. 
The  Chief  or  his  Inspectors  shall  examine  all  buildings 
reported  dangerous  or  damaged  by  fire  or  accident,  and 
make  a  record  of  such  examinaidons,  stating  the  nature 
and  amoimt  of  such  damage,  the  name  of  the  street  and 
number  of  the  building,  the  names  of  the  owner  and  oc- 
cupant and  purpose  for  which  it  is  occupied.  They  shall 
examine  aU  buildings  for  which  applications  have  been 
made  for  permits  to  raise,  enlarge,  alter,  build  upon  or 
tear  down,  and  make  a  record  of  such  examinations.  The 
records  required  by  this  section  shall  always  be  open  to 
the  in8i>ection  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  or  any  officer  of  the  city  and  by  any  other  parties, 
the  value  of  whose  property  may  be  a£fected  by  tne  mat- 
ters to  which  such  records  relate. 

SscnoN  5.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  shall  require  such 
plans  and  specifications  of  any  proposed  erections 
or  alterations  of  buildings  as  suffidentiy  set  forth  and 
record  the  intent  of  the  builder  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  act  to  be  filed  with  him,  and  shall 
grant  permits  for  such  erections  or  alterations  when  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  act.  He  shall 
not  give  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  any  building  until 
he  has  carefully  inspected  the  plans  and  specifications 
thereof,  ascertisdnea  that  the  Duilding  has  sufficient 
strength  and  that  the  means  of  ingress  and  egress^  are 
sufficient.  A  copy  of  the  plans  and  specifications 
of  every  public  building  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  Bureau.  The  Chief  may  require  any  applicant 
for  a  permit  to  give  notice  of  the  application  to  any  per- 
sons whose  interests  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed 
work.  No  building  shall  be  hereafter  erected  or  altered 
and  no  work  affecting  the  strength  or  fire-risk  of  any 
wall,  structure  or  building  in  any  city  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  done  without  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection,  nor  except  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  such  permit  shall  be  granted  or  re- 
fused within  ten  days  after  the  application  and  the  sub- 
mission of  the  said  plans  and  specifications. 

Any  applicant  for  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
iiig  Inspectors  required  by  the  act,  whose  application 
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has  been  refused,  or  any  person  who  has  been  ordered  by 
the  Inspector  to  incur  any  exfiense,  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Inspector  by  ^ving  to  the  Iiispector  no- 
tice in  writing  that  he  does  so  appeal.  If  the  appeal 
shall  be  from  an  order  refusing  a  permit  it  shall  be  taken 
within  fifteen  days  from  the  refusal  of  such  permit  and 
not  thereafter.  It  the  appeal  is  from  an  order  to  take 
down  and  remove  a  dangerous  building  or  structure 
or  a  dangerous  wall  or  walls  it  shall  be  taken  within 
three  days  from  the  issuing  of  such  order  and  not  there- 
after. In  commuting  the  time  within  which  an  appeal 
may  be  taken,  if  the  last  day  shall  fall  on  Sunday  or  on 
a  legal  holiday,  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  on  the  preceed- 
ing  day.  Notice  of  appeal  may  be  given  to  the  [nsmctor 
by  leaving  the  same  at  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  build- 
ing Inspectors,  either  with  the  Inspector  or  with  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  or  with  the  clerk. 

Any  person,  the  value  of  whose  property  may  be  af- 
fected  by  work  done  or  to  be  done  under  any  permit 
granted  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  may,  within  three 
days  after  the  issuing  of  such  permit,  appeal  by  giving 
the  Inspector  notice  in  writing  that  he  does  so  appeal 
All  cases  in  which  appeals  have  been  taken  as  above  pro- 
vided shall  be  referred  to  the  entire  corps  of  Builmng 
Inspectors  as  a  board  of  appeal.  The  said  board  of  ap- 
peal shall,  after  hearing,  direct  the  Inspector  to  issue  his 
permit  under  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  they  may  re- 
quire, or  to  withhold  the  same  or  maike  such  other  and 
further  order  in  the  premises  as  to  the  board  shall  seem 
proper :  Provided,  That  should  any  party  aggrieved  ob- 
ject to  the  decision  of  the  board  of  appeal,  he,  she  or 
they  may  further  appeal  in  writing  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  wi&in  three  days  of  the 
decision  of  the  board  of  appeiskls,  specifying  in  sudi  ap- 
peal the  reasons  and  grouna  therefor  and  accompanying 
the  same  by  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  dollars.  The  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shsdl  thereupon  ap- 
point an  examining  commission  to  consist  of  three  disin- 
terested experts,  who  shall  be  either  master  builders,  en- 
gineers or  architects,  who  shall,  within  such  time  as  the 
said  Director  ^all  specif}^  caref ullyconsider  the  said 
appeal  and  make  decision  thereon.  The  decision  of  any 
two  shaJl  be  the  decision  of  the  commission.  They  sh^ul 
be  paid  for  their  services  ten  (10)  dollars  each. 

^e  decision  of  a  building  inspector,  unappealed  from, 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  any  subsequent  proceed- 
ing on  the  matter  in  q  uestion  in  court  or  otnerwise.  The 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors  as  a  board 
of  appeal,  in  case  such  decision  is  not  appealed  from  as 
above  provided,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  any  sub- 
sequent proceeding  in  court  or  otherwise.  The  decision 
of  the  examining  commission  in  case  of  appeal  to  such 
commission  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  when  certified 
to  the  Building  Inspectors,  both  upon  said  Building  In- 
spectors and  upon  the  court  in  case  any  proceeoings 
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ioQcbing  the  matter  shall  be  beirmi  in  ooart:  Provided 
however.  That  no  oommission,  named  in  aooordanoe  with 
this  act,  shall  have  any  power  or  autiiority  to  set  aside 
or  naUify  or  alter  any  of  the  proyisions  herein,  or  order 
or  require  any  permit  to  be  issued  for  a  bnildin£r  to  be 
€ons^cted  otherwise  than  is  herein  required. 

SfionoN  6.  That  all  building  not  of  wood,  hereafter 
erected  within  said  cities,  shall  have  all  outside  or  di- 
vision walls  constructed  of  stone,  brick,  iron  or  other 
Don-combnstible  material  properly  bonded  and  solidly 
put  together,  and  all  such  walls  shall  be  built  to  a  line 
and  carried  up  plumb  and  straight,  and  the  several  com- 
ponent parts  of  such  buildings  shall  be  constructed  in 
such  manner  as  herein  provided:  Provided  however,  That 
councils  may,  by  a  general  ordinance,  permit  the  erection 
of  frame  sheds  on  wharves  not  exceeding  twenty-seven 
in  height,  or  elevators  or  sheds  of  wood  for  the  storage 
of  grain,  coal  or  lumber,  and  bay  windows  and  fences; 
bat  all  the  external  parts  of  said  sheds  and  elevators  (ex- 
eepi  sheds  for  the  storage  of  lumber)  shall  be  covered 
with  slate,  tile,  metal  or  other  equally  incombustible  ma- 
terial, and  their  mode  of  construction  and  location  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  inspector:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  councils  may,  by  a  general  ordinance, 
pjermit  the  erection  of  frame  buildings  in  the  rural  por- 
tions of  said  cities,  within  such  limite  as  may  be  desig- 
nated in  said  ordinance:  And  provided  fwiher.  That 
this  section  shidl  not  be  constnied  as  prohibiting  the 
erection  of  such  frame  bath  rooms  or  sheds  as  may  be 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  7.  All  foundation  walls  shall  be  laid  not  less 
than  three  feet  below  the  exposed  surface  of  the  earth  on 
a  good,  solid  bottom  and  in  case  the  nature  of  the  earth 
should  require  it,  a  bottom  of  driven  piles  or  caissons 
filled  with  concrete  or  footing  stones  or  iron  shall  be  laid 
to  prevent  the  walls  from  settling,  and  all  piers,  colunms, 
posts  or  pillars  resting  upon  the  earth  shall  be  set  upon 
a  bottom  in  the  same  manner  as  the  foundation  walls. 
Whenever  the  foundation  wall  or  walls  of  any  building 
shall  be  placed  on  a  rock  bottom  the  said  rock  shall  be 
benched  or  leveled  to  receive  the  same.  In  buildings 
boilt  to  the  street  grade  the  foundation  shall  not  be  buUt 
above  the  curb  level :  Provided,  That  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspectors  may  exempt  buildings  from  this  rea  uiie- 
ment  wnen  it  appears  to  the  bureau  that  the  builoings 
are  located  on  a  street  which  is  not^  likely  to  be  used  for 
business  purposes  and  that  the  said  bureau  may  make 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  such  exemption:  And 
further  provided.  That  no  wooden  piles  shall  be  driven 
except  where  they  can  be  cut  off  and  built  upon  below 
the  permanent  water  line. 

SsonoN  8.  Whenever  the  owner  or  owners  of  property 
wish  to  excavate  to  a  depth  not  exceeding  ten  feet  below 
the  top  of  the  curb  in  front  of  the  wall  to  be  under-pinned, 
and  there  shall  be  any  party  or  other  walls  wholly  or 
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partly  upon  adjoining  land  and  standing  upon  or  near 
the  boundary  line  of  said  lot,  and  the  owner  or  owners 
refose  to  unaer-pin  or  protect  said  walls  after  having  had 
notice  of  twenty-four  hours  from  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  so  to  do,  the  Inspector  may  enter  upon  the 
premises  and  employ  such  laoor  and  take  such  steps,  as 
m  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  same  si^e 
and  secure  or  to  prevent  the  same  from  becoming  unsafe 
or  dangerous,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  i>er8ons 
owning  said  wall  or  building  of  which  it  may  be  a  part, 
and  any  person  or  persons  doing  said  work  or  any  part 
thereof,  under  and  by  the  direction  of  said  Inspector, 
may  bring  and  maintain  an  action  against  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  any  one  of  them,  of  the  said  wall  or  building 
of  whicii  it  may  be  a  part  for  any  work  done  or  materiala 
furnished  in  and  about  the  said  premises  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  he  had  been  employed  to  do  the  work  by 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  premises.  Should  any  owner 
or  owners  desire  to  excavate  to  a  greater  depth  than  ten 
feet  he  or  they  shall  protect  and  under-pin  the  wall  of 
any  adjoining  structure  at  his  or  their  own  expense: 
Provided  however ,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
buildings  now  erected  or  to  dwelling  houses. 

Seotion  9.  Inspectors  of  Buildings  shall,  upon  the  ap- 
plication of  any  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  or  their 
authorized  agents  or  upon  the  application  of  any  person 
or  persons  about  to  erect  any  new  building  or  buildings, 
examine  any  or  aU  existing  party  or  division  walls,  and 
if  they  are  deemed  by  the  Inspector  to  be  defective,  out 
of  repair  or  insufficient  and  unfit  for  the  purpose  of  new 
builmngs  about  to  be  erected  such  party  or  division  wall 
or  waJls  shall  be  repaired  or  made  good  or  taken  down 
by  the  parties  builcUng,  as  the  Inspector's  decision  may 
be,  tiie  cost  and  expense  of  which  repair  or  removal,  to- 
gether with  the  expense  of  the  new  wall  or  walls  to  be 
erected  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  be  borne  a  paid  exclusively 
bv  the  parties  building,  and  they  shall  also  make  gooa 
all  damages  occasioned  thereby  to  the  adjoining  premises. 

Section  10.  The  footing  or  oase  course  under  all  foun- 
dation walls,  piers,  columns,  posts  or  pillars  resting  on 
the  earth  shall  be  of  brick,  stone  or  concrete,  and  if  brick 
or  concrete  be  used  under  a  foundation  wall,  if  practicable . 
it  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  wider  than  said  walls, 
and  if  tmder  piers,  columns,  posts  or  pillars  shall  be  at 
least  twelve  inches  wider  on  all  sides  than  the  botton  of 
said  piers,  columns,  posts  or  pillars  and  not  less  than  six- 
teen inches  in  thicKness.  it  built  of  stone  the  stones 
thereof  ediall  not  be  less  than  three  by  three  feet  and  at 
least  six  inches  in  thickness,  and  all  base  courses  shall  be 
well  bedded  and  laid  edge  to  edge,  and  if  the  walls  be 
built  of  piers  and  the  nature  of  the  soil  and  requirements 
of  the  superstructure  render  it  necessary,  then  there  must 
be  iron  rails  or  beams  of  sufficient  area,  or  inverted  arches, 
at  least  twelve  inches  thick,  turned  under  and  between 
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the  piers  or  two  footing  oonrses  of  large  stone  at  least 
eight  inches  thick  in  each  course.  This  section  shall  not 
apply  to  dwelline  houses. 

SsonoN  11.  AU  foundation  walls  and  cellars  shall  be 
boilt  of  stone  or  brick  laid  in  cement ;  if  constructed  of 
stone,  they  shiJl  be  at  least  six  inches  thicker  than  the 
wall  nest  above  them  to  the  depth  of  twelve  feet  below 
said  wall,  and  shall  be  increasea  six  inches  in  thickness 
for  every  additional  ten  feet  in  depth  below  the  said 
twelve  feet,  and  if  of  brick,  they  shall  be  at  least  four 
inches  thicker  than  the  wall  next  above  them  to  a  depth 
of  twelve  feet  below  the  said  wall  and  shall  be  increased 
four  inches  in  thickness  for  every  additional  ten  feet  be* 
low  said  twelve  feet;  if  there  be  cellars  or  excavations, 
foundation  walls  shall  start  at  least  twelve  inches  below 
cellar  bottom;  this  shall  not  apply  to  dwelling  houses. 

Minimum^  thickness  of  brick,  enclosing  and  division 
wall  for  business  buildings  shall  be  as  follows :

Enclosing  and  division  walls  for  business  building 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  by  thirty-one  to  thirty- 
four  feet  span: 

One  story  building. 
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For  every  fifty  feet  additional  over  on&  hundred  and 
fifty,  add  four  inches  in  thickness ;  front  and  rear  walls 
built  of  small  piers  shall  be  increased  at  least  four  inches 
wider  than  the  above  table ;  where  trusses  are  used  the 
walls  upon  which  they  rest  shall  be  at  least  four  inches 
thicker  than  is  otherwise  required  by  this  section;  for 
every  addition  of  twenty-five  feet  or  part  thereof  to  the 
length  of  the  truss,  over  thirty  feet,  the  amount  of  the 
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materials  specified  may  be  used  either  in  piers  or  but- 
tresses in  outside  and  division  or  party  walls :  Provided, 
That  the  amount  of  materials  in  no  case  be  less  than  are 
specified  in  the  aforesaid  tables:  Provided,  That  the 
coief  of  the  bureau  may,  if  in  his  judgment  occasion 
demands  it,  require  the  walls  increased  to  a  neater 
thickness  than  above  specified:  And  provided  further. 
That  in  case  the  buildings  constructed  of  a  framework 
of  iron  or  steel  carrying  the  structure,  and  where  the 
walls  are  simnly  used  to  enclose  the  building  and  do  not 
carry  its  weight,  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
have  authority  to  fix  the  proper  thickness  of  walls  re- 
quired in  any  particular  case  and  may  designate  the 
thickness  of  walls  at  pilasters  and  between  piasters,  as 
in  its  ludgment  may  seem  proper:  And  provided  fur- 
(her,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  erec- 
tion of  light  walls  constructed  of  a  framework  of  iron  or 
steel  filled  in  with  glass. 

SscnoK  12.  No  brick  partition  wall  shall  be  less  in 
thickness  tiian  two-thirds  of  the  thickness  required  in 
the  preceding  table  for  enclosing  and  division  walls,  and 
no  wall  shall  be  deemed  a  partition  wall  unless  it  is  car- 
ried up  two-thirds  the  height  of  the  said  enclosing  or 
division  walls,  and  this  diall  not  apply  to  dweUing 
houses:  Provided,  That  this  section  and  section  eleven 
shall  not  apply  to  the  enclosure  of  fire  escapes,  stair- 
wi^s,  elevator  shafts  and  light  wells. 

DEcmoN  13.  All  buildings  over  thirtjr-four  feet  span 
diall  be  supported  by  trusses  or  have  either  brick  parti- 
tion walls  or  girders  supported  by  columns,  piers,  pillars 
of  posts;  recesses  and  openings  may  be  made  in  the  ex- 
tenial  walls:  Provided,  That  the  backs  of  such  recesses 
are  not  less  than  thirteen  inches  in  thickness,  and  that 
the  areas  of  such  recesses  and  openings  do  not,  taken 
together,  exceed  one-half  of  the  wnole  area  of  the  wall  in 
which  they  are  made,  and  this  restriction  shiJl  not  apply 
to  street  fronts  properly  constructed  of  iron  or  iron  and 
masonry.  No  recess  for  water  or  other  pipes  shall  be 
made  in  any  wall  more  than  one-third  of  its  thickness, 
and  the  recesses  around  said  pipe  or  pipes  shall  be  filled 
np  with  solid  masonry  for  the  space  of  one  foot  at  the 
top  and  bottom  of  each  story. 

Section  14.  The  height  of  stories  for  all  given  thick- 
nesses of  walls  must  not  exceed  eleven  feet  in  the  clear 
for  basement,  eighteen  feet  in  the  clear  for  the  first  story, 
fifteen  feet  in  the  clear  for  the  second  story,  fourteen  feet 
in  the  clear  for  the  third  and  fourth  stories,  and  fourteen 
feet  in  the  clear  average  height  for  any  upper  story,  and 
if  any  story  exceeds  these  heights  respectively  the  walls 
of  such  story  and  all  the  stories  below  the  same  shall  be 
increased  four  inches  in  thickness  additional  to  the  thick- 
ness already  mentioned. 

Section  15.  In  all  dwellings  hereafter  to  be  erected 
with  a  front  of  sixteen  feet  or  less — providing  they  do 
not  exceed  sixty  feet  in  length  and  thirty-five  foet  in 
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height — the  cellar  or  foandation  wall  shall  not  be  less 
than  eighteen  inches  in  thickness,  the  front  and  rear 
walls  not  less  than  nine  inches,  and  the  party  walls  not 
less  than  nine  inches ;  walls  binding  on  the  street,  lane 
or  alley  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  to  the  to 
of  the  first  floor  joist ;  in  all  dwellings  over  sixteen  an 
not  over  twenty  feet  fiont  nor  more  than  forty-five  feet 
high  the  foundation  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen 
inches  in  thickness,  the  front  walls  not  less  than  thirteen 
inches,  the  party  walls  not  less  than  thirteen  inches,  and 
for  all  dweluugs  over  twenty  feet  front  the  party  walls 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches,  and  the  front  and 
rear  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  the  en- 
tire height ;  if  there  be  a  stone  ashlar  used  three  inches 
thick  or  less  it  shall  not  be  reckoned  in  the  thickness  of 
any  wall  herein  specified.  No  party  wall  where  bnilt  of 
stone  shall  be  less  than  sixteen  inches  in  thickness:  Pro- 
vided, That  when  an  application  is  made  for  a  permit 
to  erect  an  additional  story  upon  a  one  or  two-story  build- 
ing used  or  to  be  used  for  a  dwelling,  and  the  party 
walls  of  the  said  buildings  are  but  nine  inches  thick,  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  may,  in  their  judgment, 
issue  such  permit  without  requiring  any  additional  thick- 
ness for  the  party  wall:  Provided  further.  In  all  dwel- 
lings hereafter  erected  the  cellars  shall  extend  underneath 
the  whole  house  and  be  ventilated  from  botii  ends,  and 
in  low,  damp  or  made  ground  the  bottom  of  all  cellars 
shall  be  covered  with  brick  or  concrete  or  asphalt  at  least 
three  inches  thick,  or  such  material  as  shdl  oe  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection.  Every  new 
dwelling  house  shall  have  at  least  fourteen  feet  front: 
Provided  however.  That  this  lin^itation  shall  not  apply 
to  lots  of  less  than  fourteen  feet  in  width  on  which  build- 
ings are  now  erected,  nor  to  lots  less  than  fourteen  feet 
in  width  which  are  bounded  on  each  side  by  ground  be- 
longing to  other  owners  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of 
this  act ;  and  every  such  new  dwelling  house  and  shall  have 
an  open  space  attached  to  it  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side 
equal  to  at  least  one  hundred  and  forty-four  square  feet 
clear  space,  unobstructed  bv  any  overhanging  structure. 

All  party  walls  shall  be  built  solidly  from  the  cellar 
bottom  to  the  top  of  the  fire  wall:  Provided,  l^at  with 
the  approval  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of 
Builolng  Inspection  openings  may  be  made  in  the  party 
walls  of  contiguous  buildings. 

Section  16.  In  all  vault  walls  of  not  a  greater  depth 
than  twelve  feet  below  the  curb,  the  front  or  bank  wall 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  inches  at  the  bottom  and 
eighteen  inches  at  the  top,  and  the  side  or  partv  walls 
not  less  than  eighteen  inches ;  the  front  wall  to  be  bat- 
tered from  the  inside  face,  and  where  vaults  are  of  a 
greater  depth  than  above  described,  the  thickness  of  the 
widl  shall  De  determined  by  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection. 

Mo  area  shall  extend  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  width 
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of  the  pavement,  nor  in  any  case  more  than  three  feet, 
measuring  from  the  inside  face  of  the  area  wail,  to  the 
building'  line,  ar.d  when  areas  are  constructed  on  narrow 
streetB  the  Inspector  is  to  designate  the  distance  from 
the  building  line,  and  every  area  shall  be  covered  with  a 
safe  and  substantial  cover,  the  said  cover  in  no  case  to 
extend  above  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk. 

Section  17.  Where  iron  or  wooden  girders  supported 
upon  iron  or  wooden  columns  are  substituted  in  place  of 
partition  walls,  they  shall  be  made  of  sufficient  strength 
to  bear  safely  not  less  than  two  hundred  pounds  for  every 
square  foot  of  the  floor  or  floors  that  rest  upon  them 
eiclusive  of  the  weight  of  the  material  employed  in  their 
construction,  and  the  columns  shall  have  a  footing  course 
not  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  thickness,  the  lower  foot- 
ing course  to  be  not  less  than  nine  square  feet  greater 
in  area  than  the  size  of  the  column;  and  every  tempo- 
rary support  placed  under  any  structure,  wall,  girder  or 
beam  auring  erection,  alteration  or  repairing  of  any 
building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  equal  in  strength  to  the 
weight  which  it  is  required  to  support. 

SEcnON  18.  All  stone  walls  twenty-four  inches  or  less 
in  thickness  shall  have  at  least  one  header  extending 
through  the  walls  in  every  three  feet  in  height  from  the 
bottom  of  the  wall  and  in  every  four  feet  in  length,  and 
if  over  twenty-four  inches  in  thickness  shall  have  one 
header  for  every  six  superficial  feet  on  both  sides  of  the 
wall  All  headers  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  in 
width  and  shall  consist  of  good,  flat,  square  stones,  and 
m  brick  walls  at  least  every  eighth  course  of  brick  shall 
be  a  holding  course,  except  where  walls  are  faced  with 
face  brick,  in  which  case  at  least  every  eighth  course 
shall  be  bonded  with  Flemish  headers  or  by  cutting  the 
comers  of  the  face  brick  and  putting  diagonal  headers 
behind  the  same  or  iron  ties.  In  all  buildings  where  the 
walls  are  built  hollow  the  same  amount  of  stone  or  brick 
shall  be  used  in  their  construction  as  if  they  were  solid, 
as  heretofore  set  forth,  and  no  hoUow-beariug  walls  shall 
be  built  unless  the  two  walls  forming  the  same  shall  be 
connected  by  vertical  ties  of  the  same  material  as  the 
walls  or  stone  or  iron,  if  iron  to  be  galvanized  and  not 
over  two  feet  apart,  or  if  not  bearing  walls  thev  may  be 
bonded  or  tied  with  anchors  not  more  than  two  feet  apart 
in  every  direction. 

Section  19.  All  brick  work  shall  be  of  merchantable 
well-shaped  brick,  well  laid  and  bedded  with  well-filled 
joints,  in  lime  or  C€)ment  mortar,  and  flushed  up  with 
every  course  of  same  brick  when  laid  shall  be  wet  or  dry 
as  the  inspector  may  direct.  All  walls  of  brick  shall  be 
thoroughly  bonded  and  solidly  put  together,  and  shall 
be  built  to  a  line  plumb-level  and  straight.  All  bed- 
joints  not  covered  are  to  be  struck.  All  mortar  used  in 
the  construction  or  repair  of  any  building  shall  be  of  the 
best  quality  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  applied.   All 
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sand  must  be  clean,  sharp  and  free  from  loam,  and  uo 
cement  shall  be  used  that  has  been  mixed  over  nig^ht. 

Seciion  20.  In  no  case  shall  the  side,  end  or  party  wall 
be  carried  up  more  than  one  story  in  advance  of  the  frout 
and  rear  walls,  unless  the  said  walls  be  secured  to  the 
side,  end  or  party  walls  by  iron  anchors  at  least  one  and 
one-half  inches  wide  by  three-eighth  inches  thick  and 
four  feet  long:;  and  all  stone  used  for  the  facing  of  any 
building,  except  where  built  with  alternate  headers  and 
stretchers  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  shall  be  strongly 
anchored  with  iron  anchors  in  each  stone,  and  all  such 
anchors  shall  be  let  into  the  stone  at  least  one  inch;  the 
front,  rear,  side  or  party  walls  shall  be  anchored  at  each 
tier  of  joists  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  ten  feet  apart, 
and  the  ends  of  all  such  joints,  beams  or  girders  so 
anchored  to  the  walls  that  a  falimg  joist,  beam  or  girder 
will  free  its  own  anchorage  and  may  fall  without  injury 
to  the  wall,  and  where  the  joists  are  supported  by  the 
girders,  the  ends  of  the  joists  resting  on  the  girders  may 
lap  each  other,  and  each  joist  covering  the  entire  width 
of  the  girder  and  strapped  by  wrought  iron  straps  not 
less  than  one  and  a  half  inches  by  three-eighths  of  an 
inch  and  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  long,  and  at  the 
same  distance  apart  and  on  the  same  line  of  joists  as  the 
wall  anchors,  and  this  shall  not  prohibit  hanging  joists 
in  iron  stirrups  from  the  girders,  but  in  such  cases  the 
joists  must  be  strapped  as  beforct  described. 

Section  21.  All  front,  side  or  rear  party  walls  not  cor- 
niced and  where  no  gutter  is  required  shall  be  built  up 
and  extended  at  least  ten  inches  above  the  roof,  and 
coped  with  stone  or  metal  or  other  incombustible  mate- 
rial; and  where  the  roof  is  of  the  kind  known  as  Mansard 
or  French  or  of  any  style  excepting  as  above  specified,  un- 
less the  same  is  constructed  of  fire-proof  material  through- 
out, the  party  walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  a  height  of  not 
less  than  ten  inches  above  the  flat  or  slope  of  said  roof, 
and  shall  extend  through  the  lower  slope  at  least  six 
inches  distant  and  parallel  with  the  rooi  covering,  aud 
be  corbelled  out  at  least  six  inches  or  to  the  outer  edge 
of  all  projections,  and  shall  be  coped  with  incombustible 
material.  Where  a  wall  is  finished  with  a  stone  cornice 
the  greatest  weight  of  material  of  such  cornice  shall  be 
on  the  inside  of  the  face  of  the  wall.  All  exterior  cor- 
nices and  gutters  hereafter  erected  shall  be  of  some  fire- 
proof material,  and  in  every  case,  except  where  sheet 
metal  is  used,  the  greatest  weight  of  the  material  of 
which  the  cornice  shall  be  constructed  shall  be  on  the 
inside  of  the  outer  line  of  the  wall,  allowance  being  made 
for  the  leverage  produced  by  the  projection  of  the  cor- 
nice beyond  the  face  of  the  wall;  and  in  all  cases  the 
walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  the  under  side  of  the  roof 
plankine:  and  where  the  cornice  projects  above  the  roof 
the  wall  shall  be  carried  to  the  top  of  the  cornice;  all 
exterior  wooden  cornices  that  may  be  or  shall  hereafter 
become^unsafe  shall  be  taken  down,  and  if  replaced  shall 
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be  oonstracted  of  some  fire-proof  material.  All  exterior 
wooden  comioe  or  ^^ratters  that  may  hereafter  be  dam- 
aged by  fire  or  by  decay  to  the  extent  of  one-half  the 
?alae  thereof  shall  be  taken  down,  and  if  replaced  shall 
be  constracted  of  some  fire-proof  material,  bat  if  not 
damaged  to  this  extent  may  be  repaired  with  the  same 
kind  of  material  of  which  origfinally  constracted. 

Section  22.  All  exterior  openings  for  doors  and  win- 
dows in  all  cases,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  have 
a  good  and  sufficient  arch  of  stone  or  orick,  well  built  and 
keyed,  and  with  sufficient  abutments,  or  a  lintel  of  stone 
oriron,  as  follows :  For  an  opening  not  more  that  four  feet 
Id  width  the  lintel,  if  made  of  stone,  shall  not  be  less  than 
seyen  and  one-half  inches  in  height  and  three  inches  in 
thickness;  for  an  opening  of  not  more  than  six  feet  in 
width  the  said  lintel  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  inches  in 
height  and  four  inches  in  thickness;  for  an  opening  more 
than  six  feet  and  less  than  eight  feet  in  width  the  said 
lintel  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  in  height  and 
four  inches  in  thickness;  all  lintels  eight  feet  and  over  in 
width  shall  be  iron  beams  or  girders.  No  lintels  shall 
have  a  bearing  of  less  than  four  and  a  half  inches  on  the 
walls,  and  on  the  inside  of  all  openings  in  which  the  lin- 
tels shall  be  less  than  the  thickness  of  the  wall  to  be  sup- 
ported, there  shall  be  a  good  and  proper  size  timber  lin- 
tel \i  hich  shall  rest  at  each  end  not  less  than  four  and  a 
half  inches  on  the  wall  and  shall  be  beveled  on  each  end 
and  shall  have  a  double  counter  or  dead  arch  turned  over 
the  same  when  practicable.  All  arches  over  openings  and 
fire  places  shall  be  built  of  good,  hard  brick  laid  with 
close  joints  and  well  keyed :  Provided,  That  this  shall  not 
apply  to  single  plank  front  frames  in  dwelling  houses. 

Section  23.  All  iron  beams  or  girders  used  to  span 
openings  eight  feet  or  over  in  width  and  not  exceeding 
twelve  feet,  upon  which  a  wall  rests,  when  not  supported 
by  iron  jam  boxes  shall  have  a  bearing  of  at  least  nine 
inches  at  each  end  by  the  thickness  of  the  wall  supported, 
and  for  every  additional  foot  of  span  over  and  above  the 
said  twelve  feet,  if  the  supports  are  of  iron  plates  or  solid, 
cut  stone  the  bearings  shiQl  be  increased  half  an  inch  at 
each  end,  but  if  supported  at  the  ends  by  walls  or  piers 
built  of  brick  or  stone  and  when  so  supported  at  the  ends 
by  brick  walls  or  piers  shall  rest  upon  a  cut  granite,  blue 
or  other  stone  blocks  of  equal  strength  not  less  than  seven 
and  a  half  inches  thick  by  the  full  size  of  the  bearing,  and 
when  the  opening  is  more  than  twelve  feet  the  plate  or 
stone  shall  be  proportionately  increased,  and  all  iron 
beams  or  girders  used  in  any  building  shall  be  through- 
out not  less  in  width  than  the  thickness  of  the  wall  to  be 
supported. 

SEcnoN  24.  Before  any  iron  column,  post,  beam,  lintel 
or  girder  intended  to  support  a  wall  built  of  brick  or  stone, 
or  any  floor  or  part  thereof,  or  to  span  any  opening  eight 
feet  or  over  in  width  in  any  building  hereafter  to  be 
erected  or  altered  shall  be  used  for  that  purpose,  the 
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manufacturer  or  founder  thereof  shall  have  a  distinctiye 
name  or  title  properly  stamped,  rolled  or  cast  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  thereon,  and  no  greater  weight  shall  be 
placed  on  any  column,  {>o8t,  beam,  lintel  or  girder  than 
the  published  tables  of  said  manufacturer  or  founder  show 
it  to  be  capable  of  sustaining  with  safety.  The  inspector 
may  require  columns  to  be  drilled  for  inspection. 

Section  25.  In  all  buildings  hereafter  to  be  constructed 
or  altered,  where  masonry  walls  with  iron  beams  or  i?ir 
ders  and  columns  are  used  in  the  interior,  the  following 
rules  must  be  observed  : 

First.  That  the  ends  of  all  metal  columns  shall  be  faced 
off  at  right  angles  to  their  axis  bv  machinerv.  and  where 
iron  bed  plates  and  caps  are  used  the^r  shall  be  faced  off 
true  at  point  of  contact  with  column ;  if  brick  arches  are 
used  between  beams  they  shall  have  a  rise  of  at  least  one 
and  one-fourth  inches  to  each  foot  of  space  between  them. 

Second.  That  under  the  ends  of  all  iron  beams  where 
they  rest  upon  the  walls  a  stone,  slate  or  iron  templet 
must  be  built  in  the  wall  of  sufficient  size  and  thickness. 

Third.  That  all  brick  arches  shall  be  at  least  four  inches 
thick  at  the  crown  and  shall  be  solidly  backed  up  to  a 
point  above  the  theoretic  joint  of  rupture. 

Fourth.  That  said  arches  shall  be  laid  to  a  line  on 

nters  with  close  joints,  the  same  to  be  filled  with  cement 
mortar,  bricks  to  be  wet  when  laid. 

Section  26.  In  all  stores,  warehouses  and  factories 
hereafter  to  be  erected  or  altered,  and  all  warehouses, 
storehouses,  factories,  workshops  and  stores  where  heavy 
materials  are  kept  or  stored  or  machinery  introduced,  the 
weight  that  each  floor  will  safely  sustain  upon  each  sup- 
erficial foot  shall  be  estimated  by  an  architect  or  civil  en- 
gineer, with  the  date  thereof,  and  posted  by  the  owner  in 
a  conspicuous  place  on  each  floor  thereof  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  said  calcula- 
tion to  consider,  in  all  cases,  the  beams  or  girders  as 
loaded  in  the  center.  All  floors  shall  be  constructed  to 
bear  a  safe  weight  per  superficial  foot  exclusive  of  material 
as  follows:  For  dwellings,  seventy  pounds;  if  used  for 
public  assembly,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds;  for  store- 
nouses,  warehouses  or  manufactories,  two  hundred  pounds 
and  upward,  and  all  roof s  shall  be  constructed  to  bear  a 
weight  of  at  least  thirty  pounds  per  superficial  foot.  In 
all  calculations  of  the  strength  of  materials  to  be  used  in 
any  building,  the  proportion  between  the  safe  weight  and 
breaking  weight  shall  be  as  one  to  four  for  all  beams, 
girders  and  other  parts  subjected  to  cross  strains,  and 
shall  be  as  one  to  six  for  all  posts,  columns  and  other  ver- 
tical supports  as  also  for  all  tie  rods,  tie  beams  and  other 
parts  subjected  to  a  tensile  strain,  and  the  requisite  dimen- 
sions of  each  piece  of  material  are  to  be  ascertained  by 
computation  by  the  rules  of  standard  authors  on  the 
strength  of  materials,  using  for  constants  in  the  rules  only 
such  numbers  as  have  been  reduced  from  actual  experi- 
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rnenis  on  materials  of  like  kinds  with  that  proposed  to 
be  used. 

SsonoK  27.  All  buildings  to  be  hereafter  erected  or 
altered  to  be  used  as  a  school  house,  church,  public  build- 
ing, hall,  i>lace  of  assembly  or  resort,  tenement  house, 
hotel,  lodging  house,  factory  or  workshop  more  than  two 
stories  in  height,  shall  have  at  least  one  stairway,  acces- 
sible from  each  apartment,  which  shall  be  enclosed  with 
brick  walls  or  partitions  made  of  incombustible  materials 
and  shall  have^no  interior  openings  other  than  the  doors 
of  the  apartments  from  which  it  is  an  exit.  All  stores  to 
be  herecdKer  erected  or  altered  to  the  extent  of  twenty-five 
per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation,  when  more  than 
three  stories  in  height  and  in  which  any  one  of  the  stories 
above  the  second  shall  have  a  clear  floor  space  of  not  less 
than  four  thousand  square  feet,  shall  be  provided  with  a 
tower  fire  escape  enclosed  in  incombustible  material  ad- 
joining one  of  its  fronts,  and  such  fire  escape  from  the 
first  to  the  second  story  may  be  a  spiral  staircase.  Such 
fire  escape  shall  be  held  and  taken  as  a  fire  escape  under 
the  terms  of  the  act  approved  June  eleventh,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  life  and  limb  in  cases 
of  fire  in  hotels  and  other  biuldings,"  and  the  several 
supplements  and  amendments  thereto.  And  in  the  case 
of  such  stores  in  which  the  clear  floor  space  of  any  story 
above  the  second  shall  be  over  ten  thousand  square  feet, 
the  Board  of  Fire  Escapes  may  require  one  or  more  ad- 
ditional tower  fire  escapes  as  above  described.  And  all 
mills,  more  than  two  stories  high,  of  the  floor  area  per 
story  of  three  thousand  square  feet  or  more,  shall  have 
such  brick  enclosed  fire  escape  or  escapes  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Fire  Escapes.  No  obstruction 
shall  be  placed  upon  any  way  of  egress  from  any  build- 
ing. No  explosives  or  inflammable  compound  or  com- 
bustible material  shall  be  stored  or  placed  under  any 
stairway  of  any  building  or  be  used  in  any  such  place  or 
manner  as  to  obstruct  or  render  egress  hazardous  in  case 
of  fire. 

Section  28.  In  any  hoistway  elevator  or  well-hole  not 
enclosed  in  walls  of  brick  or  other  fire  proof  materials 
the  openings  through  and  upon  each  floor  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  and  protected  by  a  substantial  guard  or  gate 
or  with  good  and  sufficient  automatic  trap-doors  to  close 
the  same.  Outside  windows  or  openings  of  every  eleva- 
tor shaft  shall  have  such  sign  or  device  to  indicate  the 
existence  of  the  said  shait  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  Fire.  No  p>assenger  elevator  snail  be  operated, 
unless  a  certificate,  signed  by  some  reputable  elevator 
builder  that  the  elevator  is  safe  and  in  good  order,  has 
been  furnished  within  six  months  and  is  posted  in  the 
car  at  the  entrance. 

Section  29.  In  buildings  hereafter  erected,  altered  or 
repaired  all  chimneys  shall  be  built  of  brick,  stone  or 
other  incombustiUe  material.    Brick  chimneys  shall  have 
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walls  at  least  nine  inches  thick,  unless  terra  cotta  flae 
lining  are  used,  in  which  case  four  and  one-half  inches 
of  brickwork  may  be  omitted.  No  chimney  breast  shall 
be  started  or  built  upon  any  wood  floor  or  joists.  All 
chimneys  or  smoke  flues  shall  have  A  wall  nine  inches 
thick  at  the  back,  and  when  corbelled  out  shall  be  sup- 
ported by  at  least  five  courses  of  brick,  and  if  supported 
by  piers  the  same  shall  start  from  the  foundation  on  the 
same  face  with  the  breast  above.  All  chimneys  shall  be 
bonded  to  the  walls  at  every  course  from  the  bottom  to 
the  top.  The  inside  of  all  orick  flues  shall  be  built  of 
hard  brick  and  have  struck  joints:  no  wood  furring  shall 
be  used  a^rainst  or  around  any  chimney  but  the  plaster- 
ing shall  be  directly  on  the  masonry  or  on  metal  lathing. 
All  chimneys  shall  be  topped  out  at  least  four  feet  above 
the  highest  point  of  contact  with  the  roof  flues  or  rang^es, 
and  boilers  and  other  similar  flues  shall  have  the  outside 
exposed  to  the  height  of  the  ceiling  or  be  plastered 
directly  to  the  bricks. 

Seotion  30.  All  hearths  shall  be  supported  by  trim- 
mer arches  of  brick,  stone,  iron  or  concrete,'  or  be  of  single 
stone  at  least  six  inches  thick  built  into  the  chimney  and 
supported  by  iron  beams,  one  end  of  which  shall  be  se- 
curely built  into  the  masonry  of  the  chimney  or  an  ad- 
joining wall,  or  which  shall  otherwise  rest  upon  incom- 
bustible support;  the  brick  jambs  of  every  fireplace  or 
grate  opening  shall  be  at  least  nine  inches  wide  each,and 
the  backs  of  such  openings  shall  be  at  least  nine  inches 
thick.  All  hearths  and  trimmer  arches  shall  be  at  least 
twelve  inches  longer  on  either  side  than  the  width  of  such 
openings,  and  at  least  eighteen  inches  wide  in  front  of 
the  chimney-breast;  brickwork  over  fireplaces  and  grate 
openings  shidl  be  supported  by  iron  bars  or  brick  or 
stone  arches;  no  chimney  in  any  building  already  erected 
or  hereafter  to  be  built  shall  be  cut  off  below  in  whole  or 
in  part  and  supported  by  wood,  but  shall  be  wholly  sap- 

Eorted  by  stone,  brick  or  iron,  and  all  chimneys  in  any 
uilding  already  erected  or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  which 
shall  be  dangerous  in  any  manner  whatever,  shall  be  re- 
paired and  made  ssde  or  taken  down. 

Seotion  81.  No  smoke  pipe  in  any  building  with  com- 
bustible floors  and  ceilings  shall  hereafter  enter  any  flue 
nearer  than  twelve  inches  from  the  floor  or  ceiling,  and 
in  all  cases  when  smoke  pipes  pass  through  the  stud  or 
wooden  partitions  floor  or  roof,  whetherplasteredornot, 
they  shall  be  guarded  by  either  a  double  collar  of  metal 
with  at  least  two  inches  air  space  all  around  and  holes 
for  circulation  of  air,  or  by  a  soapstone  ring  or  solid  cast- 
ing of  plaster  of  paris  not  less  than  three  inches  in  thick- 
ness and  extending  through  the  partition,  or  by  an  earth- 
enware ring  one  inch  from  the  pipe  at  every  point. 

Section  32.  In  all  cases  where  hot  water,  steam,  hot 
air  or  other  furnaces  are  used  the  furnace  smoke  pipe 
shall  be  at  least  two  feet  below  the  joists  or  ceiling  aoove 
the  same,  unless  said  joists  or  ceiling. shall  be  properly 
protected  by  a  shield  or  metal  plate  suspended  above  the 
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said  pipe,  with  at  least  three  inches  space  for  the  free 
circolation  of  air  above  and  below  the  said  shield,  in 
which  case  the  smoke  pipes  shall  be  kept  at  least  ten 
inches  from  the  aforesaid  joists  or  ceiling;  and  the  tops 
of  all  furnaces  set  in  brick  must  be  covered  with  brick, 
slate  or  metal,  supported  by  iron  bars  and  so  constructed 
as  to  be  perfectly  tight,  said  covering  to  be  in  addition 
to  and  at  least  six  inches  from  the  ordinary  covering  to 
the  hot  air  chamber;  the  tops  of  all  heuting  furnaces  not 
set  in  brick  shall  be  at  least  ten  inches  below  the  joists 
or  ceiling  with  a  shield  of  metal  plate  made  tight  and 
suspended  below  the  said  joists  or  ceiling  at  least  three 
inches  and  extending  one  foot  beyond  the  furnace  on  all 
sides.  No  boiler  to  be  used  for  steam  or  motive  power 
and  no  furnace  shall  be  placed  on  any  floor  above  the  cel- 
lar floor,  unless  the  same  is  set  on  non-combustible  beams 
and  arches  or  an  incombustible  platform,  and  in  no  case 
without  a  permit  from  the  inspector. 

Sectiok  33.  All  hot-air  registers  set  in  the  floor  of  any 
building  shall  be  set  in  a  border  of  soapstone  or  other 
fire-proof  material,  and  all  floor  or  register  boxes  to  be 
made  of  sheet  metal  with  flange  on  top  to  fit  the  groove 
in  the  border,  the  register  to  rest  upon  the  same,  and 
there  shall  also  be  an  open  space  of  two  inches  on  all 
sides  of  the  register  box,  extending  from  the  under  side 
of  the  ceiling  to  the  border  of  the  floor,  the  outside  of 
the  said  space  to  be  covered  with  a  casing  of  metal  made 
tio-ht  on  ail  sides  and  to  extend  from  the  under  side  of 
the  aforesaid  ceiling  up  to  and  turn  under  the  said  bor- 
der. No  tin  or  other  metal  flue  or  flues  or  pipe  or  pipes 
or  register-box  or  boxes  of  a  single  thickness  of  metal 
used  and  intended  to  convey  heated  air  in  any  building 
hereafter  to  be  built,  altered  or  repaired  shall  be  allowed, 
unless  the  same  be  built  in  a  wall  of  brick  or  stone,  in  all 
other  cases  the  said  flue  or  flues  pipe  or  pipes,  register 
box  or  boxes  shall  be  made  double,  that  is  two  pipes,  one 
inside  the  other,  at  least  one  half  inch  apart,  or  covered 
with  wire  lathing  and  the  studding  covered  within  tin 
or  other  fire-proof  material  so  as  to  be  thoroughly  fire- 
proof: Provided,  That  this  shall  not  apply  to  pipes 
leading  from  a  heater  to  the  hot  air  flue.  No  wood  fur- 
ring or  lath  shall  be  placed  against  any  flue,  metal  pipe 
or  pipes  used  to  convey  heated  air  or  steam  in  any  build- 
ing. No  permanent  or  stationery  heating  apparatus  of 
any  kind  whatever  shall  be  introduced  in  any  building 
now  erected  without  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection 

Section  34.  In  no  building  shall  any  wooden  girders, 
joist  or  timbers  be  placed  nearer  than  four  inches  of  the 
outside  of  any  smoKe,  hot-air  or  other  flue,  and  all  joists 
or  other  timbers  in  the  party  walls  of  any  building  here- 
after erected,  whether  built  of  stone,  brick  or  iron,  shall 
be  separated  from  the  joists  or  timbers  entering  into  the 
opposite  side  of  the  wall  by  at  least  four  inches  of  solid 
mason  work.     Every  trimmer  over  four  feet  long,  except 
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in  a  dwelling,  shall  be  hun^  in  wrouc^ht  or  malleable  iron 
stirrups  of  suitable  dimensions,  and  no  timber  shall  be 
used  in  any  wall  of  any  building  where  stone,  brick  or 
iron  is  commonly  used,  except  bond  timbers  and  lintels 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  or  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Inspector,  and  no  exposed  bond  timber  in  any  wall 
shall,  in  width  and  thickness,  exceed  that  of  a  course  of 
brick.  Where  stud  partitions  are  paralleled  with  the 
joists,  the  joists  supporting  them  are  to  be  doubled  in 
cases,  and  in  addition,  the  size  of  joist  to  be  used  in 
dwelling  houses  sixteen  feet  front  or  less  shall  be,  for  the 
first  flour,  not  less  than  three  by  nine  inches,  and  shall 
be  no  more  than  eighteen  inches  from  center  to  center, 
for  upper  floors  they  shall  not  be  less  than  three  by 
eight  inches  and  shall  be  placed  not  more  than  sixteen 
inches  from  center  to  center,  and  must  be  properly 
bridged,  and  all  joists  that  are  used  must  be  sound  and 
weU  seasoned.  No  floor  joists  shall  be  blocked  up  or 
leveled  on  more  than  one  ory  course  of  brick. 

Section  dS.  The  planking  and  slieathing  of  the  roof  of 
every  building  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  altered  shall  in 
no  case  be  extended  across  the  party  wall  thereof,  and 
every  such  building,  and  the  tops  and  sides  of  every 
dormer  window  thereon,  shall  be  covered  with  slate,  tin, 
zinc,  iron,  copper  or  such  other  eoually  good  fire-proof 
material  as  the  Bureau  of  Builaing  Inspection  may 
authorize,  and  the  outside  of  every  dormer  window  here- 
after placed  on  any  building  as  ajforesaid  shall  be  made 
of  some  fire-proof  material,  and  wooden  buildings  which 
require  roofing  shall  not  be  roofed  with  any  other  roof 
coveringexceptasaforesaid:  Provuied,  That  this  shall  not 
apply  to  roofs  and  dormers  in  rural  and  suburban  districts. 
iTothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
repairing  of  a  shingle  roof,  provided  the  repairs  do  not 
amount  to  over  one-half  of  the  value  of  said  roof,  in  which 
case  the  whole  must  be  replaced  by  some  fire-proof 
material.  All  buildings  shall  be  kept  provided  with 
proper  metallic  leaders  for  conducting  water  from  the 
roof  to  the  ground  or  sewer  in  such  manner  as  shall  pro- 
tect the  walls  and  foundations  from  damage. 

Seotion  36.  All  buildings  of  three  or  more  stories  here- 
after to  be  built  with  two  or  more  stories  back  buildings 
shall  have  scuttle  frames  and  covers  or  bulkheads  and 
doors,  and  be  covered  with  some  fire-proof  material,  to  be 
opened  outward.  All  scuttles  shall  have  stationary 
Isidders  leading  to  the  same,  and  all  such  scuttles  and 
ladders  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  ready  for  use  at  all  times; 
fiJl  scuttles  shall  be  in  size  of  opening  at  least  eighteen 
by  thirty  inches,  and  if  a  bulkhead  is  used  in  any  build- 
ing in  place  of  a  scuttle  it  shall  have  stairs  with  a  suffici- 
ent guard  or  hand-rail  leading  to  the  roof,  and  in  case  the 
building  be  a  tenement  house  the  doors  or  covers  to  the 
scuttles  or  bulkheads  shall  at  no  time  be  locked,  but  may 
be  bolted  or  secured  by  hooks  on  the  inside. 

Section  37.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  lot  of  ground 
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is  desirous  of  improving  the  same  by  the  erection  of  a 
new  building  or  buildingfs  thereon,  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection  may  permit  the  owner  of  such  lot,  or  the 
contractor  for  the  erection  of  such  building:  or  buildings, 
to  put  up  a  wooden  shed  on  the  same  or  neigfhboring  lot 
for  the  use  of  the  mechanics  employed  on  said  building 
or  buildings  while  preparing  their  work :  Provided  how- 
every  That  such  permission  shall  not  extend  to  a  longer 
time  than  until  tne  building:  or  buildings  proposed  to  be 
erected  shall  be  entirely  finished,  at  which  time  the  owner 
or  contractor  shall  take  down  and  remoye  the  said  shed. 

Section  38.  No  frame  bath  room  projecting  from  the 
upper  story  of  any  dwelling  house  shall  be  erected  within 
five  feet  of  any  similar  construction  composed  wholly 
or  partly  of  wood,  unless  theend  of  said  batn  room  facing 
sneh  shncture  shall  be  covered  with  some  fire-proof 
material,  and  in  no  case  sh^l  the  distance  dividing  said 
structures  be  less  than  three  feet,  unless  the  ends  shall 
have  division  walls  of  masonry  not  less  than  nine  inches 
thick  built  from  the  foundations  of  the  building  and 
carried  up  above  the  roof  as  hereinbefore  provided  for 
party  walls;  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  build  a  frame  bath 
room,  other  than  a  projecting  bath  room  as  provided  for 
in  this  section,  and  no  such  hBktii  room  shall  be  greater  in 
area  than  fifty  superficial  feet;  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
bnild  such  bath  room  unless  the  plumbing  fixtures  for 
bath  purposes  be  placed  therein. 

Section  39.  It  shall  only  be  lawful  to  erect  frame  sheds 
to  be  attached  to  dwellings  as  follows :  The  said  shed 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  feet  in  height  nor  have  any  floor 
or  loft  between  the  ground  floor  and  the  roof,  and  must  not 
connect  with  a  frame  bath  room  projecting  from  an  upper 
story;  said  sheds  shall  not  be  erected  within  five  feet  of 
any  similar  construction  composed  wholly  or  in  part  of 
wood,  unless  the  side  of  said  shed  facing  such  structure 
shall  be  covered  with  fire-proof  material,  and  in  no  case 
shall  the  distance  dividing  such  structures  be  less  than 
three  feet,  unless  the  ends  shall  have  division  walls  of 
masonry  not  less  than  nine  inches  thick  built  from  the 
foandations  of  the  building  and  carried  up  above  the  roof 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for  party^  walls;  the  said  shed 
may  be  opened  or  enclosed,  but  m  no  case  shall  it  be 
lathed  and  plastered  or  lined  with  wood  so  as  to  consti- 
tute a  room  to  be  occupied  as  a  habitation ;  the  roof  of 
said  shed  must  be  covered  with  metal  or  other  fire-proof 
material;  no  such  shed  shall  extend  to  a  greater  distance 
than  ten  feet  in  a  direct  line  from  the  rear  wall  to  which 
it  is  attached.  All  permits  granted  for  the  erection  of 
frame  sheds  may  be  revoked  and  the  shed  shall  be  re- 
moved within  thirty  days  after  notice  from  the  Director 
of  PubUc  Safety. 

Section  40.  Every  theatre  or  opera  house  or  other  build- 
ing intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes 
or  for  public  entertEdnments  of  any  kind,  where  stage 
scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed,  hereafter  erected 
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or  altered  shall  be  bailt  to  comply  with  the  reqairemeDts 
of  this  section.  No  building',  which  at  the  tune  of  the 
passage  of  this  act  is  not  in  actual  use  for  theatrical  or 
operatic  purposes  and  no  building  hereafter  erected  Dot 
in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  thissection,  shall 
be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  pub- 
lic entertainments  of  any  kind  where  stage  scenery 
and  apparatus  are  employed,  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall  be 
opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kmd  where  stage 
scenery  or  apparatus  are  employed,  until  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  and  the  loureau  of  Fire,  respec- 
tively, shall  have  approved  the  same  in  writing  as  con- 
forming to  the  requirements  of  this  section,  and  the 
Mayors  of  the  said  cities  shall  refuse  to  issue  any  license 
for  any  such  building  and  shall  close  the  same  and  pre- 
vent its  opening,  until  a  certificate  in  writing  of 
such  approval  shall  have  been  given  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  and  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  respectively. 
Every  such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the 
street,  which  front  shall  be  as  wide  as  the  widest  part  of 
the  auditorium  or  assembly  hall,  and  in  such  front  there 
shall  be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  the  au- 
dience. In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits 
on  the  street  there  shall  be  reserved  for  service,  in  case 
of  an  emergency,  an  open  court  or  space  on  the  side  not 
bordering  on  the  street  where  said  building  is  located, 
or  a  comer  lot,  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building  where 
there  is  but  one  frontage  on  the  street.  The  width  of 
such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be  not  less  than  seven 
feet  where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  above  one  thousand  nor  more  than  eighteen  hun- 
drea  people  eight  feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hun- 
dred people  ten  feet  in  width.  Said  open  court  or  courts 
shall  begin  on  a  line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  waU 
and  shidl  extend  the  length  of  the  auditorium  proper 
to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same  from  the 
entrance,  lobby  or  vestibule,  and  said  open  court, 
or  a  separate  and  distinct  corridor  from  each  open 
court,  sliall  continue  to  the  street  through  such  su- 
perstructure as  may  be  built  on  the  street  side  of  the  au- 
ditorium, with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fire-proof 
materials  on  each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor 
or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors  shall  be  fire-proof. 
Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width, 
except  by  the  thickness  of  the  outer  wall,  and  there  shall 
be  no  projection  in  the  same,  the  outer  openings  to  be 
provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  towaixl  the  street. 
During  the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corri- 
dors shall  be  kept  open  by  proper  fastenings,  at  other 
times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  movable  bolts 
or  locks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not 
be  used  for  storage  purposes  or  for  any  purpose  whatso 
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e?er,  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to  the  andi* 
torinm  and  stagre,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during 
performances.    The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  front 
entrance  to  the  bnilding  shall  not  be  greater  than  one 
step  above  the  level  of  the  side  walk  where  they  begin 
at  the  street  entrance,  and  the  entrance  of  the  main  front 
of  the  building  shall  not  be  on  a  higher  level  from  the 
sidewalk  than  fonr  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection.    To  overcome  any  difference  of 
level  existing  between  exits  from  the  parquet  into  courts 
and  the  level  of  the  said  corridors,  gradients  shall  be  em* 
ployed  of  not  over  one  foot  in  ten  feet  with  no  perpen- 
dicular rises.    From  the  auditorium  opening  into  the 
said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street  there  shall  be  not 
less  than  two  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  in- 
cluding the  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.    Each 
exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  and 
provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood,  if  of  wood  the  doors 
shall  be  constructed  as  hereinbefore  in  this  bill  described. 
All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly  and  must  be  fast- 
ened with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  dur- 
ing performances.    There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than 
four  feet  in  width  in  the  said  open  court  or  courts  at  each 
level  or  tier  above  the  parquet  on  each  side  of  the  audi- 
torium, of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits  and 
from  said  balconies;  there  shall  be  staircases  extending 
to  the  ground  level  with  a  rise  of  not  over  eight  and  one  half 
inches  to  a  step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread,  exclu- 
siveof  the  nosing.   The  staircase  from  theupper  balcony  to 
to  the  next  below  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  inches  in 
width  in  the  clear,  and  from  the  first  balcony  to  the 
ground  three  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or 
leas,  three  feet  and  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above 
one  ttiOTisand  and  not  more    than  eighteen  hundred 
people,  and  four  feet  in   the  clear  where  above  eigh- 
teen hundred  people  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  hun- 
dred people,  and  less  than  four  feet  six  inches  to  the 
clear  where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.    All  the 
before  mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  throughout,  including  the  floors,  and  of 
ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried  by  them, 
ana  they  shall  be  covered  with  a  metal  hood  or  awning 
to  be  constructed  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings.    Where  one  side  of  the  building  borders 
on  a  street  there  shall  be  balconies  and  staircases  of  like  ca- 
pacity and  kind  as  before  mentioned  carried  to  the  ground. 
VVhen  located  on  a  comer  lot  that  portion  of  the   prem- 
ises bordering  on  the  side  street  and  not  required  for  the 
uses  of  the  theatre  may,  if  such  portion  be  not  more 
than  twenty  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or 
apartments,  provided  the  walls  separating  this  portion 
from  the  theatre  proper  are  earned  up  solidly  to  and 
through  the  roof,  and  that  a  fire-proof  exit  is  provided 
from  the  theatre  on  each  tier  equal  to  the  combined 
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width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  iu  each  tier 
communicating  with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to 
the  street  in  a  manner  provided  elsewhere  in  this  sectiou; 
said  exit  passagres  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  waUs 
from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments  and  the  floors  and 
ceilings  in  each  tier  shall  be  fire-proof.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  a  roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a  theatre 
or  public  building,  provided  the  floor  of  the  same,  form- 
ing the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fire- proof  materials  and  that 
said  floor  shall  have  no  covering  boards  or  sleepers  of 
wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over  said 
garden  or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of 
iron  or  steel  and  be  covered  with  glass  or  fire-proof  ma- 
terials, or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallerv  or 
room  of  any  public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above 
that  portion  of  any  tneatre  or  other  building  which  is  used 
as  astage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general  property  room 
shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage  or  under 
the  same  or  in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms 
or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  of  the 
stage,  out  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  tiie 
stage  by  a  brick  wall  and  the  openings  leading  into  said 
portions  shall  have  fire-proof  aoors  on  each  side  of  the 
openings  hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  por- 
tion of  any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  other  purposes,  as 
in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  used  or  occupied  as  a 
hotel,  boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or 
manufactory,  or  for  storage  pur;iose8,  except  as  may  be 
hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates 
not  only  to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains 
the  auoitorium  and  the  stage,  but  applies  also  to  the  en- 
tire structure  in  connection  therewith.  No  store  or  room 
contained  in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or  apart- 
ments adjoining  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  let  or  used  for 
carrying  on  any  business  dealings  in  articles  designated 
as  speciaUy  hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  board 
of  fire  underwriters,  or  for  manufacturing  purposes.  No 
lodging  accommodation  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part  of 
the  building  communicating  with  the  auditorium.  In 
terior  walls  built  of  fire-proof  materials  shall  separate  the 
auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule  and  from  any 
room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  any  lobbies,  cor- 
ridors, refreshment  or  other  rooms.  All  staircases  for 
the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  enclosed  with  walls  of 
brick  or  of  fire-proof  materials,  approved  by  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings,  in  the  stories  through  which  they 
pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  A  fire-wall  built 
of  brick  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  stage  and 
the  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage 
roof  or  the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be  the  higher, 
and  shall  be  coped.    Above  the  proscenium  opening  there 
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shall  be  an  iron  girder  covered  with  fire-proof  materials 
to  protect  it  from  the  heat.    There  shall  also  be  con- 
structed 'a  relieving  arch  over  the  same,  the  intervening 
space  being  filled  in  with  hard-bomt  brick  of  the  full 
thickness  of  the  proscenium  wall.    Should  there  be  con- 
structed an  orchestra  over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium 
opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on  the  audi- 
torium side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall  and  shall  be  en- 
tered only  from  the  auditorium  side  of  said  wall.    The 
molded  frame  around  the  proscenium  opening  shall  be 
formed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials,  if  metal  be  used 
the  metal  shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  uon  combustible 
material  and  securely^  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron. 
The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a  fire- 
proof metal  curtam  or  a  curtain  of  asbestos  or  similar 
nre-proof  material,  approved  by  the  Inspector  of  Build- 
incrs,  sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves  securely 
fastened  to  the  brick  wall  and  extending  into  such  grooves 
not  less  than  six  inches  on  each  side.    Said  fire-proof  cur- 
tain shall  be  raised  at  the  commencement  of  each  perform- 
ance and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and 
be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that  purpose. 
The  proscenium  curtains  shall  be  placed  at  least  thi*ee 
feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point. 
There  shall  be  no  opening  through  the  proscenium  wall, 
except  the  curtain  opening,  and  not  more  than  two 
others,  which  shall  be  located  at  or  below  the  level  of  the 
stage.    These  latter  openings  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
one  supei^cial  feet  eacn»  which  shall  have  doors  of  iron 
or  wood  in  each  face  of  the  wall,  if  of  wood  the  door  shall 
be  lined  with  tin  and  securely  hung  to  rabbeted  iron 
frames  or  rabbets  in  the  brick  wall.    They  shall  be  hung 
so  as  to  be  opened  from  either  side  at  all  times.    Direct 
access  to  these  doors  shall  be  provided  on  both  sides,  and 
the  same  shall  always  be  kept  free  from  any  incumbrance. 
Iron  ladders  or  stairs  securely  fixed  to  the  wall  on  the 
stage  side  shall  be  provided  to  overcome  any  difference 
of  level  existing  between  the  fioor  or  galleries  on  the 
stage  side  of  the  fire- wall  and  those  on  the  side  of  the  au- 
ditorium.   There  shall  be  provided,  immediately  under 
the  glass  of  said  skylights  there  shall  be  a  wire  netting, 
tioless  the  glass  contains  a  wire  netting  within  itself  over 
the  stage,  metal  skylights  of  an  area  or  combined  area  of 
at  least  one-eighth  of  the  area  of  said  stage,  fitted  up  with 
sliding  sash  and  glazed  with  double-thick  sheet  glass  not 
exceeding  one-eighth  of  an  inch  thick  and  each  pane 
thereof  measuring  not  less  thuu  three  hundred  square 
inches,  and  the  whole  of  which  skylight  shall  be  so  con- 
stracted  as  to  open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burning 
of  a  hempen  cord  which  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  said 
skylights  closed,  or  some  other  equally  simple  approved 
device  for  opening  them  may  be  provided.    All  that  por- 
tion of  the  stage  not  comprised  in  the  working  of  scenery 
traps  and  other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  scene  usually  equal  to  the  width  of  the  prosce-

nium  opening  shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams,  filled 
in  between  with  fire- proof  material,  and  all  Orders  for 
the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of  wroug^ht  iron  or 
rolled  steel.  The  fly  ^Ueries  entire,  including  pin  rails, 
shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors  of 
said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of  iron  or  steel  beams 
filled  with  fire-proof  materials,  and  no  wood  boards  or 
sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering-  over  beams,  but  tke 
said  floors  shall  be  entirely  fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft 
shall  be  fire-proof,  except  the  floor  covering  the  same. 
All  stage  scenery,  curtains  and  decorations  made  of  com- 
bustible material  and  all  woodwork  on  or  about  the  stage 
shall  be  saturated  with  some  non  combustible  material  or 
otherwise  rendered  safe  against  fire  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Bureau  of  Fire.  The  roof  over  the  auditorium  and 
the  entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also 
the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the  front  super- 
structure over  the  entrance  lobby  and  corridors,  and  all 
galleries  in  the  auditorium,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron 
or  steel  and  fire-proof  materials  not  excluding  the  use  of 
wooden  floor  boards  and  necessary  sleepers  to  fasten  the 
same  to,  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  timbers  of  sup- 
port. The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed  of  fire- 
proof materials,  excepting  the  capping,  which  may  be 
made  of  wood.  The  ceiling  under  each  gaUery  shall  be 
entirely  formed  of  fire-proof  materials.  The  ceiling  of  the 
auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fire-proof  materials.  All 
lathing  whenever  used  shall  be  of  metal.  The  partitions 
in  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  andi- 
torium,  the  entrance  vestibule  and  every  room  and  pas- 
sage devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed 
of  fire-proof  materials  including  the  furring  of  outside  or 
other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be 
covered  with  wood  sheathing,  canvass  or  any  combustible 
material,  but  this  shall  not  exclude  the  use  of  wood  wain- 
scoting to  a  heighth  not  to  exceed  six  feet  which  shall  be 
filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  mtii 
fire-proof  materials.  Thewall  separating theactoni' dress- 
ing rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions  dividing  the 
dressing  rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every 
passage-way  from  the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other 
partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  constructed  of 
fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Inspector  of  Build- 
ings. All  doors  in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  of 
iron  or  of  wood  constructed  as  hereinbefore  described. 
All  the  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and  every  dress- 
ing room,  oroperty  room  or  other  stonige  rooms  shall  be 
constructca  oi  metal,  slate  or  some  fire  proof  material. 
Dressing  rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly  galleries:  Pro- 
videdf  That  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the 
fire-escapes  in  the  open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions 
and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms  shall  con- 
form to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs 
leading  to  the  same  shall  be  fire-proof.  All  seats  in  the 
auditorium,  excepting  those  contained  in  the  boxes,  shall 
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be  firmly  secured  to  the  floor,  and  no  seat  in  the  audi- 
tonam  shall  have  more  than  six  seats  intervening  be- 
tween it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side,  and  no  stool  or  seats 
shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  ^^alleries 
formed  to  receive  the  seats  shall  not  be  more  than  twen- 
ty-one inches  in  height  of  riser  nor  less  than  thirty  inches 
in  width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors 
in  the  auditorium  having  seats  on  both  sides  of  same 
shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin, 
and  shall  be  increased  in  width  towards  the  exits  in  the 
ratio  of  one  and  one-half  inches  to  five  running  feet. 
Aisles  having  seats  on  one  sideonly  shall  be  not  less  than 
two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in  width 
the  same  as  aisles  having  seats  on  both  sides  The  ag- 
gregate capacity  of  the  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors,  passages 
and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  incluaing  aisle 
space  between  seats,  shall,  on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be 
sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to  be  accommo- 
dated on  said  floor  or  gallerv  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  superficial  feet  of  floor  room  for  every  one  hun- 
dred persons.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  em- 
ployed instead  of  steps,  where  possible,  to  overcome 
slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  corridors 
and  passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hun- 
dred persons  shall  have  at  least  two  exits;  when  accom- 
modating five  hundred  persons  at  least  three  exits  shall 
be  provided;  these  exits  notreferringto  or  including  the 
exits  to  the  open  court  at  the  sides  of  the  theatre.  Door- 
ways of  exit  or  extrance  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall 
not  be  less  than  five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  addi- 
tional one  hundred  persons,  or  portion  thereof  to  be  ac- 
commodated in  excess  of  five  hundred  an  aggregate  of 
twenty  inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  allowed.  All 
doors  of  exit  or  extrance  shall  open  outwardly  and  be 
bong  to  swing  in  such  manner  as  not  to  become  an  ob- 
struction in  a  passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors 
shall  be  closed  and  locked  during  any  representation  or 
when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  and 
separate  places  of  exit  and  entrafices  shall  be  provided 
for  each  ^dlery  above  the  first.  A  common  place  of  exit 
and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the  audi- 
torium and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  bo 
equal  to  the  aggregate  capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the 
main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage  leading  to 
any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit 
shall  be  less  than  four  feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof. 
All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed  of  fire- 
proof material  throughout.  Stairways  serving  for  the 
exit  of  fifty  people  must,  if  straight,  be  at  least  four  feet 
wide  between  railings  or  between  walls,  and,  if  curved  or 
winding,  five  feet  wide,  and  for  every  additional  fifty  peo- 
ple to  DO  accommodated  six  inches  must  be  added  to 
their  width.  In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  ex- 
ceed seven  and  a  half  inchesin  height  nor  shall  the  treads, 
exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less  than  ten  and  one-half  inches 
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wide  in  straig^ht  stairs.  In  circular  or  winding  stairs  the 
width  of  the  tread  at  the  narrowest  end  shall  not  be  less 
than  seven  inches.  Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for 
more^  than  one  thousand  people  there  shall  be  at  least 
two  independent  staircases  with  direct  exterior  outlets 
provided  for  each  gallery  in  the  auditorium,  where  there 
are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall  be 
located  on  opposite  sides  of  said  gallery.  Where  there 
are  more  than  two  galleries,  one  or  more  additional  stair- 
cases shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which  shall  com- 
municate directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  ex- 
terior outlets.  .^1  said  staircase  shall  be  of  width  pro- 
portioned to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere  herein 
prescribed.  Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  one  thou- 
sand people  or  less,  two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only 
shall  be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of  the  ci- 
leries, and  m  both  cases  shall  extend  from  the  sidewalk 
level  to  the  upper  gallery  with  outlets  for  each  gallery  to 
each  of  said  staircases.  At  least  two  independent  stair- 
cases with  direct  exterior  outlets  shall  also  be  provided 
for  the  service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  same.  All  inside  stairways  leading: 
to  the  upper  galleriesof  the  auditorium  shall  be  enclosed 
on  both  sides  with  walls  of  fire-proof  mateHals.  Stairs 
leading  to  the  first  or  lower  gallery  may  be  left  open  on 
one  side,  in  which  case  they  must  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  a  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  en- 
trance hall  to  the  main  floor  of  the  auditorium.  But  in 
DO  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
both  sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on 
themselves,  a  landing  of  the  full  width  of  both  flights 
without  any  steps  shall  be  provided.  Stairs  turning  at 
an  angle  shall  have  a  proper  landinsr  without  winders  in- 
troduced at  said  turn.  In  stairs  when  two  side  flights 
connect  with  one  main  flight  no  winders  shall  be  intro- 
duced and  the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  sideflights.  Circular 
or  winding  stairs  shall  )iave  proper  landing  introduced 
at  convenient  distances.  All  enclosed  staircases  shall 
have  on  both  sides  strong  hand  rails  firmly  secured  in  the 
wall  about  three  inches  therefrom  and  about  three  feet 
above  the  stairs,  but  said  hand  rails  shall  not  run  on  level 
platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more  in  length 
than  the  width  of  the  stairs.  All  staircases  six  feet  and 
over  in  width  shall  be  provided  with  a  center  hand  rail 
of  hard  wood  or  metal  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diam- 
eter, placed  at  a  height  of  about  three  feet  above  the

Every  steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heatin.fir 
or  other  purposes  shall  be  located  outside  of  thebuildin 
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and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  enclosed  by 
▼alls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such 
space  shall  be  constmcted  of  fire-proof  material.    All 
doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have  iron  doors.    No  floor 
register  for  heating"  shall  be  permitted.    No  coil  or  rad- 
iator shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as 
an  exit  where  it  forms  an  obstruction,  but  all  said  coils 
and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the 
wall  or  partition  to  receive  the  same.     All  supply,  return 
or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased  and  protected 
where  passmg  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.     Stand- 
pipes  of  two  and  one-half  inches  diameter  shall  be  pro- 
Tided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and  gallery, 
as  follows,  namely :  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium 
in  each  tier,  also  one  on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each 
tier,  and  at  least  one  in  the  property  room  and  one  in  the 
carpenter's  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  build- 
ing.   All  such  standpipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  ob- 
struction.   Said  standpipes  shall  be  separate  and  dis- 
tinct, receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the 
steam  pumps,  and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation 
coaplings  of  the  fire  department  and  shall  be  kept  con- 
stantly filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  steam 
pamp  or  pumps  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the 
lines  of  hose  when  operated  simultaneously,  and  said 
pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from   the  street  main 
and  be  ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  a 
performance  in  said  buildings.    A  separate  and  distinct 
system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs,  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  supplied  with  water  from 
a  tank  located  on  the  roof  over  the  stage  and  not  con- 
nected in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes  shall  be  placed 
up  and  around  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceil- 
ing or  roof  over  the  stage,  at  such  inte^als  as  will  pro- 
tect every  square  foot  of  stage  service  when  said  sprink- 
lers are  in  operation.     Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also 
be  placed  wherever  practicable  under  the  stage  and  in 
the  carpenter  shop,  paint  room,  store  rooms  and  prop- 
erty rooms.    A  proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two  and 
one-half  inch  hose  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of 
the  fire  departmeirt,  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto' 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be 
kept  attached  to  each  hose  attachment.    There  shall  al- 
ways be  kept  in  readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage 
at  least  four  casks  full  of  water  and  two  buckets  to  each 
cask.    Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red. 
There  shall  al^  be  provided  hand-pumps  or  other  porta- 
ble fire  extinguishing  apparatus,  and  at  least  four  axes 
and  two  twenty-five  feet  hooks,  two  fifteen  feet  hooks  and 
two  ten  feet  hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage. 
Every  poHion  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  uses  or  ac- 
commodation of  the  public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the 
streets  and  including  the  open  courts  and  corridors,  shall 
^  well  and  properly  lighted  during  every  performance, 
^d  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  audi- 
26 — Laws. 
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'ence  has  left  the  premiseB.  At  least  two  or  more  oil 
lamps  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier  shall 
be  provided  on  fixed  brackets  not  less  than  seven  feet 
above  the  floor.  Said  lamps  shall  be  filled  with  whale  or 
lard  oil  and  shall  be  kept  lighted  during  each  perform- 
ance, or  in  place  of  said  lamps  candles  shall  be  provided. 
All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corridors,  lobby  or 
any  other  part  of  the  said  buildings  used  by  the  audi- 
ence, except  the  auditorium,  must  ^controlled  by  a  sep- 
arate shut-off  located  in  the  lobby  and  controlled  only  in 
that  particular  place.  Qbs  mains  supplying  the  building: 
shall  have  independent  connections  for  the  auditorium 
and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting 
off  the  gas  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  in- 
terior gas  lights  are  not  lighted  by  electricity,  other  suit- 
able  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire, 
shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  sur- 
rounded Dy  glass  in  the  auaitorium  or  in  any  part  of  the 
building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire  netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls,  woodwork,  ceilings  or  in 
any  part  of  the  buildings  unless  protected  by  fireproof 
materials.  All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said 
buildings,  and  wherever  deemed  necessary  by  the  Bureau 
of  Fire,  shall  be  protected  by  proper  wire  net-work.  The 
footlights,  in  addition  to  the  vrire  net  work,  shall  be  pro- 
tected by  a  strong  wire  guard  not  less  than  two  feet  di& 
tant  from  said  footlights,  and  ttie  trough  containing  said 
footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fire-proof 
materials.  All  stage  lights  shall  be  incandescent  electric 
lights,  where  the  current  can  be  obtained,  and  shall  be 
constructed  according  to  the  best  known  methods  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  and  shall 
be  suspended  for  ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or 
shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the  main 
chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be 
constructed  of  metal  and  made  double  with  an  air  space 
between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire 
guards  or  screens  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so 
constructed  that  any  material  in  contact  therewith  shall 
be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights,  and 
must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases.  The  stand- 
pipes,  gas  pipes,  electric  wires,  hose,  footlights  and  all 
apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding 
against  the  same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in 
charge  and  under  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  Depart 
ment  of  Public  Safety,  and  the  said  department  is  hereby 
directed  to  see  that  the  arrangements  in  respect  thereto 
are  carried  out  and  enforced,  and  councils  may,  by  ordi- 
nance, fix  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  service. 
A  diagram  or  plan  of  each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showiug 
distinctly  the  exits  therefrom,  shall  fane  printed  in  a  legi- 
ble manner  on  the  programme  of  tne  performance. 
Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same  on  the  inside,  the 
word  EXIT,  painted  in  legible  letters  not  less  than  eight 
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inches  high.  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  mayor, 
after  full  report  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
to  cause  the  closing*  up  of  any  theatre,  opera  house  or 
pablic  hall  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  mayor  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  that  the  ingress  and  egress 
is  uot  reasonably  safe  for  the  safe  and  speedy  exit  of  the 
aadienoe  in  case  of  fire  or  panic. 

Sectiom  41.  The  cities  of  the  first  class  may,  by  ordi- 
nance, regulate  and  determine  the  license  fee  for  the  per- 
mits as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said 
fees  to  be  paid  by  them  into  the  city  treasury  in  the 
manner  and  form  as  is  now  provided  for  by  law.  All 
ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  cities  of  the  first 
class  now  in  force  relatin^:  to  the  building  limits  and  the 
inspection  and  survey  of  buildings  shall  remain  in  force 
until  amended  or  repealed  by  said  cities.  Said  cities 
iQAy>  by  ordinance,  regulate  the  management  and  inspec- 
t  on  of  elevator  hoistways  aud  elevator  shafts  in  said 
cities. 

Section  42.  In  any  case  of  finaJ  decision,  either  of  an 
inspector  or  of  the  bureau  or  of  an  examining  commis- 
sion, such  decision  or  order  may  be  at  once,  if  not  com- 
plied with,  certified  to  any  court  of  common  pleas,  which 
court  shall,  upon  application  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  I^ublic  Safety  by  bill  or  complaint,  issue  a 
mandatory  injunction  requiring  compliance  with  such 
order  or  decision  within  five  days,  or  within  a  shorter 
time  if  the  relief  sought  is  the  removal  of  a  dangerous 
wall,  ceiling  or  structure,  and  the  court  sees  proper  to 
iii  a  shorter  time. 

If  said  injunction  is  not  complied  with  within  the  time 
specified  by  the  court,  or  if  it  cannot,  for  any  reason,  be 
served,  the  court  shall  have  power  to  enforce  its  order  by 
attachment  or  to  issue  an  order  to  any  sheriff  command- 
ing him  to  remove  the  wall,  building  or  structure  con- 
demned by  the  building  inspectors,  (either  as  contrary 
to  the  provisions  by  this  act  or  as  dangerous),  under  the 
supervision  of  the  bureau  of  Building  Inspectors  or  such 
inspector  as  the  chief  of  the  bureau  shall  designate. 
Theshenff  shall  have  power  to  employ  such  competent 
builders,  riggers  and  workmen  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
cany  out  the  order  of  the  court.  He  shall  certify  to  the 
court  when  he  has  performed  the  work  required  to  be 
done,  the  cost  incurred,  and  such  bill  being  approved  by 
the  court  and  not  being  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  prem- 
ises, the  court  shall  have  power,  by  mandamus  execution, 
to  compel  the  city  to  pay  such  cost.  The  court  shall, 
upon  tne  issuing  of  such  mandamus  execution,  direct 
that  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  shall  enter  the  amount 
thereof  as  a  lien  against  the  premises  whereon  the  order 
was  enforced,  and  the  costs  incurred,  and  the  city  paying 
such  costs  may  thereafter  proceed  in  the  case  wherein 
the  order  was  made  to  collect  such  bill  of  costs  and  the 
proper  docket  costs  thereon,  by  the  same  process  aud 
proceedings  and  under  the  same  restrictions  as  are  now

To  provide  for  the  partial  payment  of  per  diem  compensation  to 
Henry  Shade,  junior,  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
sylvania during  the  time  of  his  disability  produced  by  typhoid 
fever,  which  he  contracted  in  the  service  of  the  State  at  Home- 
stead, Pennsylvania. 

Whebeas,  Henry  Shade,  jurior,  a  private  of  Conrpany 
"0,"  Fifteenth  Regiment  of  the  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
sylvania, was  called  into  the  service  of  the  State  dunno: 
the  riots  at  Homestead,  Allegheny  county,  was  iskken  ill 
with  typhoid  fever  as  a  result  of  exposure  during  bis 
said  service  in  the  National  Guard,  and  was  confined  in 
hospitals  and  to  his  home  on  account  of  such  illness  un- 
til the  thirteenth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-two ; 

And  whereas^  The  Adjutant  General  in  paying  him 
for  his  service  only  gave  him  compensation  to  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety -two,  the  date  at  which  he  was  relieved  from  duty; 

And  tvhereas.  By  reason  of  such  service  and  the  sick- 
ness referred  to  he  was  unable  to  resume  his  labors  until 
the  thirteenth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two,  thereby  losing  his  time  and  oppor- 
tunity to  earn  a  daily  compensation;  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d:c..  That  the  State  Treasurer 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  to 
said  Henry  Shade,  iunior,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  dollars,  being  his  per  diem  allowance  of  pay 
as  a  private  of  Company  "C,"  Fifteenth  Begiment  Na- 
tional Guard  of  Pennsylvania  from  the  twentieth  day  of 
September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
to  the  thirteenth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-two.  Said  sum  of  money  to  be  paid 
out  of  any  money  m  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, upon  warrant  to  be  drawn  by  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral in  the  usual  manner,  it  being  understood  that  the 
amount  of  money  provided  to  be  paid  in  this  bill  is  to 
cover  the  amount  to  which  said  private  is  justly  entitled 
on  account  of  the  sickness  which  he  contracted  in  the 
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serrioe  and  which,  after  his  discharge,  rendered  him  un- 
fit to  perform  any  manual  labor  between  the  dates  for 
which  provision  is  herein  made  for  his  payment.

for  tanning,  cleansing,  dyeing  or  other  purposes  to  erect 
and  maintain  buildings  for  such  manufacturing  purposes, 
and  for  offices  and  salesrooms,  or  either,  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  to  take,  have  and  hold  real  estate,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  necessary  and  proper  for 
such  manufacturing  purposes,  and  for  offices,  dwellings 
and  salesrooms,  or  either,  and  to  mortgage,  bond,  lease 
or  convey  the  same  or  any  part  thereof:  Provided,  That 
nothing  nerein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  or 
relieve  any  real  estate  taken  and  held  by  any  such  for- 
eign corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this  statute  fn>m 
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being  taxed  in  like  manner  with  other  real  estate  within 
this  Commonwealth:  And  provided  further ,  That  no 
sach  foreigm  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  employ  any 
greater  amount  of  capital  in  such  basiness  in  this  State 
than  the  same  kind  of  corporations  orgi^anized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State  are  entitled  to  employ  :  And  'provided 
further.

oat  of  wood,  bark,  leaves  and  roots,  or  any  other  extract 
for  tanning,  cleansing,  dyeing  or  other  purposes,  or  for  the 
manufacture  or  printing  of  wall  paper,  lithographs  or  simii^'^powerB 
prints,  and  mining  and  manufacture  of  any  clay  into  brick 
tile  and  various  other  articles  and  products  produced  from 
clay,  and  from  clay  and  other  substances  mixed  there- 
with, to  erect  and  maintain  buildings  for  such  manufac- 
taring  purposes,  and  for  offices  and  salesrooms,  or  either, 
within  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  take,  have  and  hold 
real  estate,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  necessary 
and  proper  for  such  manufacturing  purposes,  and  for  of- 
fices, dwellings  and  salesroom,  or  either,  and  to  mort- 
age, bond,  lease  or  convey  the  same  or  any  part  thereof : 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed 
to  prevent  or  relieve  any  real  estate  taken  and  held  by 
any  such  foreign  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this 
statute  from  being  taxed  in  like  manner  with  other  real 
estate  within  this  Commonwealth :  And  provided  fur- 
ther. That  no  such  foreign  corporation  shall  be  entitled 
to  employ  any  greater  amount  of  capital  in  such  business 
in  this  State  than  the  same  kind  of  corporations  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  this  State  are  entitled  to  employ : 
And  m-ovided  further.  That  every  such  foreign  corpora- 
tion aoing  business  as  aforesaid  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  liable  to  taxation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
that  imposed  on  corporations  organized  for  similar  pur- 
poses under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  every  such  foreign

AN  ACT 

To  limit  the  duration  of  tlie  lien  of  the  debts  of  decedents  other 
than  those  of  record  on  their  real  estate. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  rf  c.  That  no  debts  of  a  dece- 
dent dying'  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  they  be 
secured  bv  mortgage  or  judgment,  shall  remain  a  lien 
on  the  real  estate  of  such  decedent  longr^r  than  two  years 
after  the  decease  of  such  debtor,  unless  an  action  for  the 
recovery  thereof  be  commenced  against  his  heirs,  execu- 
tors or  administrators  within  the  period  of  two  years 
after  his  decease,  and  duly  prosecuted  to  judgrment,  or  a 
copy  or  particular  written  statement  of  any  bond,  cove- 
nant, debt  or  demand,  where  the  same  is  not  payable 
within  the  said  period  of  two  years,  shall  oe  filed 
within  the  period  of  two  years  in  the  office  of  the 
prothonotary  of  the  county  where  the  real  estate  to  be 
charged  is  situate,  and  then  to  be  a  lien  only  for  the  pe- 
riod of  two  years  after  said  bond,  covenant,  debt  or  de- 
mand becomes  due.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pro- 
thonotary  of  said  county,  when  a  statement  as  aforesaid 
is  filed  in  his  office,  to  index  the  same  in  the  judgment 
docket  as  other  liens  are  indexed. 

Section  2.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  executor 
administrator,  trustee,  or  any  party  interested  in  the  real 
estate  of  any  decedent,  to  present  his,  her  or  their  peti- 
tion to  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  settlement  of 
such  estate,  setting:  forth  all  the  particulars,  and  also 
that  there  are  just  and  reasonable  grounds  for  believing 
that  said  decedent  left  no  debts  not  of  record,  and  that 
it  is  desirable  to  have  the  real  estate  of  said  decedent  re- 
lieved from  any  lien  now  given  by  law  for  such  debts. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  court  having  ju- 
risdiction as  aforesaid  to  hear  and  determine  the  same, 
and  shall  have  power  to  refer  such  petition  to  an  exam- 
iner or  master  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  diligently  in- 
quire into  the  facts  and  circumstances  alleg^  in  tiny 
such  petition,  and  report  the  same  to  said  court,  and  th^ 
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said  ooart  may  in  its  discretion  direct  such  notices  to  be  Notice  to  be  giren. 
given  of  such  application  either  by  publication  or  other- 
wise as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  upon 
being  folly  satisfied  as  to  the  truth  and  justice  of  the 
matters  alleged  in  any  such  petition  and  application,  to 
decree  and  direct  that  the  real  estate  of  any  such  dece- 
dent shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  free  and  clear  of  any  lien 
of  debts  not  of  record  of  said  decedent. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here-  r«p««i. 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Creating  the  oflice  ot  county  controller  tn  counties  of  this  Oom- 
monweaith  containing  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabi 
tants  and  over,  prescribing  his  duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enactedy  dc.  That  the  qualified  voters  controller  to  be 
of  each  of  the  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  contain-  mi^lSJaS^SoS^ 
ing  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  and  over,  innmbitMiu. 
as  shown  by  the  last  preceding  decennial  census,  shall 
elect,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
and  triennially  thereafter,  in  place  of  county  auditor,  one 
citizen  of  each  of  said  counties  to  serve  as  controller  of 
said  county  for  a  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  succes- 
8or*8hall  be  qualified,  if  he  so  long  shall  behave  him- 
self well:  Provided,  lliis  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities  co- 
extensive with  counties. 

Section  2.  No  person  holding  office  under  the  United  certain  peraons 
States  or  this  State,  or  in  any  city  or  county  therein,  *°®*^*'***®- 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county  controller  during 
his  continuance  in  office  as  aforesaid,  nor  until  one  year 
thereafter,  and  the  county  commissioner,  county  treasurer, 
prothonotary,  register  of  wills,  clerk  of  the  courts,  recorder 
of  deeds,  sheriff  and  district  attorney  and  their  chief 
clerks  or  deputies,  shall  be  ineligible  for  two  years  to  the 
office  of  county  controller,  provided  the  said  controller  ptotito. 
shall  always  be  eligible  to  re-election  or  appointment. 

Sections.  Beforeenteringonthedutiesoihisoffice,the  Bond. 
controller  shall  give  bond  to  the  county  for  which  he 
may  be  elected,  with  at  least  two  sureties,  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  o£  said  county,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties  and  those  of  his  chief 
clerK.  The  controller  and  his  clerks  shall  also  each  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  as  prescribed  by  omth. 
article  seventh,  section  first  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth,  a  wilful  violation  of  which  shall  be  per- 
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jury.  Said  oaths  and  bonds  to  be  recorded  in  the  re- 
corder's office  of  the  proper  county,  and  then  filed  and 
kept  in  the  commissioner's  office,  and  the  records  thereof  or 
certified  copies  of  the  same  shall  be  used  in  evidence  iu 
all  judicial  proceeding*  with  the  same  effect  as  the  origi- 
nals. 

Section  4.  The  said  controller  shall  have  a  general  su- 
pervision and  control  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  county 
and  of  the  accounts  and  official  acts  of  all  officers  or  other 

Eersons  who  shall  collect,  receive  or  distribute  the  pub- 
c  moneys  of  the  county,  or  who  shall  be  charged  with 
the  management  or  custody  thereof,  and  he  may  at  any 
time  require  from  any  of  them  in  writing*  an  account  of 
all  moneys  or  property  which  may  have  come  into  their 
control,  and  he  shall  immediately  on  the  discovery  of  any 
default  or  delinquency  report  the  same  to  the  commis- 
sioners and  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county, 
and  shall  take  immediate  measures  to  secure  the  pubhc 
moneys  or  property  and  remove  the  delinquent  peuiiy,  if 
in  office,  and  not  removed  by  the  commissioners. 

Section  6.  He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  full  and  regu- 
lar set  of  books  in  detail  by  double  entry  of  all  the  fiscal 
operations  of  the  county,  embracing  as  many  accounts 
under  appropriate  titles  as  may  be  necessary  to  show 
distinctly  and  separately  all  the  property  of  the  county 
its  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  all  debts  and  accounts 
due  by  the  county  officers  or  others,  the  amount  raised 
from  each  source  of  revenue  and  the  expenditures  in  de- 
tail and  classified  by  reference  to  the  objects  thereof;  he 
shall  prescribe  the  form  and  manner  of  keeping  the 
books  and  papers  used  by  each  of  the  officers  of  said 
county  in  connection  with  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  county, 
aud  he  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  an- 
nually, communicate  to  the  commissioners  in  writing  a 
detailed  estimate  of  and  for  the  legitimate  purpose  of 
the  county  for  the  current  year,  including  interests  due 
and  to  fall  due  on  all  lawful  debts  of  the  county  bearing 
interest,  and  the  commissioners  shall  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  February,  thereafter,  fix  such  rate  of  tax- 
ation upon  the  valuation  of  the  property  of  the  county 
as  will  raise  sufficient  simi  to  meet  tne  said  expenditures, 
and  the  commissioners  shall  not  by  contract  or  otherwise 
increase  the  expenditures  of  the  county  in  any  year  to 
an  amount  beyond  the  taxes  assessed  as  aforesaid  for 
said  year. 

Section  6.  That  he  shall  in  the  month  of  January  iu 
every  year  make  a  report,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation, 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county,  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  county  for  the  preceding 
year  in  detail  and  classified  as  required*in  the  fifth  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  together  with  a  full  statement  of  the 
financial  conditions  of  the  county,  which  report  shall 
thereupon  be  published  one  time  in  such  newspapers 
published  in  said  county  as  the  court  may  direct;  the  ag- 
gregate cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  del- 
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lars  in  any  one  year ;  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  oounty 
treasury,  which  publication  shall  be  in  lieu  of  that  re 
quired  by  the  twenty-seventh  section  of  the  act  of  fif- 
teenth of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty -four. 

Section  7.  That  the  controller  shall  keep  his  ofiice  in 
a  room  or  rooms  of  the  court  house  of  the  county,  to  be 
famished  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  and  shall  furnish 
the  commissioners  of  the  county,  whenever  required  by 
them,  a  detail  account  of  any  officer  or  other  person  hav- 
ing in  his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  funds  belong- 
ing to  the  county,  and  shall  at  all  times  between  the 
hours  of  ten  o'clock  ante  meridian  and  two  o'clock  post 
meridian  give  information  respecting  any  of  said  ac- 
counts to  any  taxpayer  of  the  county  demanding  the 
same. 

Section  8.  That  he  shall  scrutinize,  audit  and  decide 
on  all  bills,  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  against  the 
ooanty,  and  all  persons  having  such  claims  shall  first 
present  the  same  to  the  controller  and,  if  required,  make 
oath  or  affirmation  before  him  to  the  correctness  thereof; 
he  may,  if  he  deems  it  necessary,  require  evidence  by 
oaths  or  affirmation  of  the  claimant  and  otherwise  that 
the  claim  is  legally  due  and  that  the  supplies  or  services 
for  which  payment  is  claimed  have  been  furnished  or 
performed  under  legal  authority ;  he  may  inquire  or  as- 
certain whether  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  county  is  in- 
terested in  the  contract  under  which  any  claim  may  arise, 
or  has  received  or  is  to  receive  any  commission,  consid- 
eration or  gratuity  relating  thereto,  or  whether  there  has 
been  any  evasion  of  the  tenth  section  of  this  act  by  mak- 
ing two  or  more  contracts  for  small  amount  which  should 
have  been  in  one ;  and  if  he  shall  find  that  there  has 
been  any  evasion,  or  that  any  such  officer  or  agent  is  so 
interested,  be  shall  refuse  to  approve  the  claim ;  all  claims 
which  he  shall  find  legally  due  he  shall  certify  to  the 
commissioners.  He  shall  countersign  all  receipts  given 
by  the  county  treasurer  to  persons  paying  money  into 
the  treasury  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  same. 

Sechon  9.  That  after  the  controller  shall  have  assumed 
the  duties  of  his  office  under  this  act,  the  commissioners 
of  said  county  shall  draw  no  warrant  on  the  treasury  for 
any  debt,  claim  or  demand  whatsoever,  not  audited  and 
approved  by  the  controller  as  provided  for  in  the  fore- 
going section,  except  for  the  fees  of  jurors,  witnesses, 
criers,  and  tipstaves  of  the  several  courts  of  the  county, 
the  amount  of  said  fees  to  be  ascertained  by  said  courts 
and  entered  on  the  records  thereof,  and  duly  certified  by 
their  respective  clerks  to  the  commissioners,  being  first 
sworn  to  before  the  controller,  and  said  certificates  shall 
be  delivered  by  the  commissioners  to  the  con  toller  for 
preservation  as  soon  as  the  warrants  are  issued. 

Sbotion  10.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  all  contracts  made  by  the  commissioners  of  said 
county  involving  an  expenditure  exceeding  twenty  dol- 
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lars  shall  be  in  writing  and  Bhall  immediately  after  their 
execution  be  filed  with  the  controller,  bnt  no  contract 
shall  be  made  nor  the  payment  thereof  certified  b}*  the 
controller  for  over  one  hundred  dollars,  unless  when 
made  with  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  after  due  notice  to 
be  published  by  the  controller  when  directed  by  the  com 
missioners ;  if  he  approve  the  purpose  of  the  proposals 
invited  all  bids  to  be  received  by  the  controller  under  seal 
and  to  be  in  his  presence  opened  by  the  commissioners 
and  the  contracts  awarded,  of  which  awaids  the  controller 
shall  keep  a  record,  and  he  shall  certify  no  warrants 
for  contracts  not  made  agreeably  thereto. 

Section  11.  That  all  warrants  drawn  on  the  county 
treasury  by  the  commissioners  on  certificates  as  provided 
for  in  the  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  countersigned  by  the  controller,  who  shall  keep 
a  correct  register  thereof,  noting  the  number,  date  and 
amount  of  each,  the  date  of  payment,  and  to  whom  and 
for  what  issued,  and  shall  report  to  the  commissioners 
monthly,  or  oftener  if  required  by  them,  the  amount  of 
outstanding  warrants  registered  and  the  amount  of 
money  in  the  treasury. 

Segiion  12.  That  controller  shall  have  the  custody  of 
all  official  bonds  (except  his  own)  given  to  the  county, 
and  of  all  title  deeds  to  real  estate  owned  by  the  county, 
and  of  all  contracts  entered  into  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
county,  and  of  all  books,  documents  and  papers  relating 
to  its  financial  affairs,  and  of  all  bonds  and  other  obliga- 
tions issued  by  said  county  when  paid,  which  bonds  and 
other  obligations  when  so  paid  snail  be  distinctly  can- 
celled by  him  and  carefully  and  regularly  be  filed,  a  reg- 
ister of  which  cancellation  shall  be  kept  by  him  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

{Section  13.  The  treasurer  of  said  county  shall  pay  no 
money  out  of  the  county  treasury  except  on  warrants 
drawn  by  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  and  counter- 
signed by  the  controller.  His  books  shall  at  all  times 
during  office  hours  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  con- 
troller, and  he  shall  report  daily  to  the  controller  all 
moneys  received  by  him  from  the  county,  the  person  by 
whom  and  on  what  account  they  were  paid;  he  shall  can- 
cel all  warrants  when  made  by  distinctly  spearing  or  cut- 
ting them ;  he  shall  also  reoort  daily  all  moneys  paid 
out  by  him,  giving  the  number  of  the  warrant  and  the 
party  to  whom  paid,  and  shall  deliver  the  warrants  to 
the  controller  who  shall  cancel  the  same,  and  all  out- 
standing warrants  issued  before  the  controller  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  be  pretfented  to  him 
as  other  claims  against  the  county.  But  in  the  counties 
to  which  this  applies  wherein  the  poor  tax  is  paid  into 
the  county  treasury  the  county  treasurer  shall  also  keep 
a  separate  account  of  the  said  county  poor  tax  received 
by  him,  and  pay  out  of  the  same  upon  warrants  drawn 
by  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  poor  of  the  county. 
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Section  14.  The  controller  shall,  if  he  deems  it  neoes- 
sarj,  appoint  a  chief  clerk  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  commissioners  and  the  controller  as  provided  by 
section  seven  of  the  act  of  thirty-first  of  March,  one 
thonsand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six.  The  chief  clerk 
shall,  daring:  the  necessary  or  temporary  absence  of  the 
controller,  perform  all  his  duties,  and  also  in  case  of  a 
Tacancy,  until  a  successor  is  qualified,  but  in  the  latter 
case  neither  the  controller  or  his  sureties  shall  be  liable 
on  his  official  bond,  or  otherwise,  for  acts  done  or  neg- 
lected  more  than  one  month  after  the  vacancy  occurred, 
and  the  court  may,  if  the  public  interest  demand  it,  on 
the  application  of  any  taxpayer  of  the  county,  declare 
the  said  office  vacant  at  any  time  when  the  duties  of  the 
controller  shall,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  have 
devolved  on  the  chief  clerk  for  a  period  exceeding  three 
consecutive  weeks,  unless  new  sureties  be  given  or  the 
sureties  on  the  official  bond  of  the  controller  shall  agree 
to  be  liable  ou  said  bond,  notwithstanding  the  preceding 
provision  in  this  section  releasing  them  from  liability, 
which  agreement  shall  be  made  a  record  of  said  court, 
and  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  the  act  of  the  twenty- 
first  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six, 
entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  certain  public  officers  and 
their  sureties,"  may  in  all  cases  be  exercised  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  whenever  the  said  court 
may  deem  the  public  interests  to  require  it,  either  with 
or  without  the  petition  required  by  the  first  section  of 
this  act. 

Section  15.  That  all  duties  devolved  on  the  county 
auditors  by  the  act  of  April  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty  four,  and  all  powers  conferred  on 
them  by  said  act  shall  be  performea  and  exercised  by  the 
county  controller  so  far  as  regards  county  accounts,  and 
State  taxes  for  which  the  county  is  or  may  be  liable,  and 
all  other  accounts  with  the  treasurer  with  the  Common- 
wealth shall  be  audited  by  the  auditor  of  the  accounts  of 
prothonotaries,  clerks,  et  cetera,  appointed  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  under  the  act  of  twenty-first  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  its  supple- 
ments. And  the  report  required  by  the  seventh  section 
of  this  act  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  the  report  of  the 
auditors  under  said  act  of  the  fifteenth  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  with  like  rights 
of  appeal  therefrom.

Authorizing  the  commitment  of  minors  by  magistrates,  Justices  of 
the  peace  or  Judges,  of  certain  charitable  societies,  and  providing 
for  the  method  of  such  commitment  and  the  cost  of  the  visitation 
of  such  minors. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  society  duly  incorporated,  having  for  one  of  its 
objects  the  protection  of  children  from  cruelty  or  the 
placing:  of  children  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  fami- 
ues,  to  receive  into  its  care  and  guardianship,  at  its  dis- 
cretion, minors  committed  to  such  care  and  guardianship 
by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or  judge  of  any 
ooart,upon  complaint  and  due  proof  made,  first,  that  such 
minor  by  reason  of  incorrigible,  unmanageable,  vicious 
or  wayward  conduct  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  such  infant,  or,  second,  that  the  parents  of 
sach  minor  by  reason  of  vagrancy,  incorrigible  or  vicious 
conduct,  criminal  offense,  moral  depravity  or  cruelty,  are 
unfit  to  have  the  training  and  control  of  such  minor,  or, 
third,  that  the  said  minor  is  a  vagrant  and  has  no  parent 
or  guardian  capable  or  willing  to  restrain,  manage  or  take 
proper  care  of  such  minor,  or  the  said  society  may  re- 
ceive under  its  care  and  guardianship  any  minor  as  aiore- 
said,  when  such  minor  has  been  committed  to  its  care  and 
guardianship  by  the  judge  of  any  court  after  said  minor 
shall  have  been  duly  convicted  of  any  criminal  offense. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  mngistrate  or  judge  of  any  court  to  commit  minors 
to  any  society  duly  incorporated,  having  for  one  of  its 
objects  the  protection  of  children  from  cruelty  or  the 
placing  of  children  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  fami- 
lies, upon  complaint  and  due  proof  made  of  facts  such  as 
are  set  forth  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  after  the  said 
minors  have  been  duly  convicted  of  any  criminal  offense. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  of  the 
peace  or  magistrate  aforesaid  committing  a  vagrant  or 
incorrigible  or  vicious  minor  as  aforesaid,  or  any  minor 
as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act,  to  annex  to  his 
commitment  the  names  and  residences  of  the  different 
witnesses  examined  before  him  and  the  substance  of  the 
testimony  given  by  them  respectively  on  which  the  said 
adjudication  was  founded. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  magistrate  or 
justice  of  the  peace  making  a  commitment  as  provided

any  society  to  transfer  his  commitment,  together  with 
the  various  matters  annexed  thereto  as  provided  in  the 
third  section  of  this  act,  to  the  district  attorney  of  the 
county  in  which  said  commitment  shall  be  made,  and  it 
shall  be  the  dut^  of  the  district  attorney  when  the  same 
shall  be  placed  in  his  hands,  or  as  soon  as  it  is  possible

dorse upon  the  commitment  an  order  for  the  discharge 
of  the  said  minor:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  better  securing 
of  personal  liberty  and  preventing  unlawfid  imprison- 
ment," passed  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-fi ve,  commonly  c^led 
the  habeas  corpus  act. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  duty  of  the  so- 
ciety to  whom  a  commitment  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  when 
the  minors  so  committed  to  it  are  placed  in  respectable 
families  subject  to  the  visitation  and  supervision  of  such 
person  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  for  such 
purpose  by  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county  in  which  such  commitment  shall  be  made,  to 
select,  so  far  as  it  may  be  possible,  families  of  the  same 
religious  denomination  as  that  to  which  the  parents  of 
childi*en  committed  to  its  care  shall  belong. 

SEcnoN  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the 
several  courts  of  common  pleas  within  this  Common- 
wealth to  appoint  visitors  to  visit  the  children  commit- 
ted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  any 
magistrate,  justice  of  the  peace  or  judge  in  their  respect- 
ive counties,  the  said  visits  to  be  made  at  intervals  not 
longer  than  once  every  six  months,  and  the  said  visitors 
shall  report  upon  the  character  of  the  home  in  which  said 
child  shall  be  placed,  and  the  expense  of  said  visitation 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  and  borne  by  the  counties 
aforesaid 

Section  7.  Authority  is  hereby  given  to  every  city  of 
the  first  and  second  classes,  in  the  discretion  of  the  coun- 
cils thereof,  to  make  appropriations  from  the  treasury 
thereof  to  any  society  having  for  one  of  its  objects  the 
protection  of  children  from  cruelty  or  the  placing  of 
children  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  families,  to  which 
society  children  of  the  citizens  of  said  city  may  by  law  be 
committed  by  the  magistrate  or  judges  of  the  county 
within  which  said  city  may  be  situated,  and  all  laws  and 
parts  of  laws  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

AppR0VED~The  8th  of  June,  A.  D.  1893.  The  general 
purpose  of  this  bill  as  embodied  in  its  first  six  sections 
meets  with  my  hearty  approval.    The  seventh  section  is 
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not  covered  by  the  title  to  the  bill  and  is  not  oo^rnate  to 
its  general  purposes.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  so  much 
of  it  is  therefore  unconstitational,  and  will  be  so  held  by 
the  courts  when  submitted  to  the  test ;  inasmuch,  how- 
ever, as  it  has  been  well  settled  by  a  line  of  judicial  de- 
cisions that  the  invalid  portions  of  a  statute  may  be  de- 
clared inoperative  without  affecting  the  remainder  of  the 
law.  I  have  ^ven  this  act  my  approval  with  this  timely 
notice  that  its  seventh  and  concluding  section  is  in  my 
judgment  inafiiactive.

Making  an  appropriation  to  the  State  College  to  establish  and 
maintain  experimental  stations  for  the  purpose  of  making  ex- 
periments iu  the  culture,  curing  and  preparation  of  tobacco,  and 
providing  for  the  publication  of  the  report  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc.  That  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, for  two  fiscal  years,  beginning'  on  the  first  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  be 
and  the  same  is  herebv  specifically  appropriated  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  experiments  and  investigations  in 
the  culture,  curing  and  preparation  of  tobacco,  under  the 
management  of  the  tobacco  growers'  society  duly  incor- 
porate et  cetera,  of  Lancaster  county,  and  such  other 
responsible  associations  as  may  desire  to  engage  in  such 
work,  but  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Ag- 
ricultural Experiment  Station  of  said  college.  The  se- 
lection of  locations  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  experi- 
ments and  the  determination  of  methods  of  carrying 
them  on  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  director  of  said  station  and  the  managei-s  of  said  so- 
ciety or  associations  respectively.  The  actual  work  of 
experimentation  shall  be  carried  on  by  the  respective

To  provide  for  the  partial  payment  of  per  diem  compensation  to 
Albert  M.  Luther,  a  member  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, during  the  time  of  his  disability  produced  by  typhoid 
fever  which  he  contracted  in  the  service  of  the  State  at  Home- 
stead, Pennsylvania. 

Whebeab,  Albert  M.  Luther,  a  private  of  the  Fifteenth 
regiment.  Company  C,  of  the  National  Guard  of  Penn- 
svlvania,  who  was  called  into  service  of  the  State  during* 
the  recent  riots  at  Homestead,  Allegheny  county,  was 
taken  ill  with  typhoid  fever  as  a  result  of  exposure  and 
bad  food  during  nis  said  service  in  the  National  Ghiard, 
and  was  sent  to  the  Hermot  hospital  at  Erie,  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  account  of  such  illness  until  about  November 
eighth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  mnety4wo; 

And  whereas.  The  Adjutant  General  in  paying  him  for 
his  sei*vice  only  gave  him  compensation  to  the  nineteenth 
day  of  September,  one  thousand  eig  ht  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  the  date  at  which  he  was  relieved  from  duty ; 

And  whereas,  By  reason  of  such  service  and  the  sick- 
ness referred  to  he  was  unable  to  do  any  duty  until  No- 
vember twenty-eighth.

AN  ACT 

Making  an  appropriation  to  the  Conoqueneasing  Vailey  Hospital 
Association,  located  in  tlie  borougki  of  Butier,  Pennsylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dtc,  That  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  specifically  ap- 
propriated to  the  Gonoquenessine  Valley  Hospital  Ab- 
sociation  located  in  the  boroug^h  of  Butler,  Pennsylvania, 
as  follows : 

Hie  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  aid  in  the  erection  and  furnish- 
ing a  suitable  hospital  building  for  the  medical  and  sur- 
gical care  of  sick  and  injured  persons,  indigent  or  other- 
wise, and  without  discrimination  in  respect  to  religion, 
nationality  or  color,  for  the  two  fiscal  years  beginnine 
June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three; 
and  the  further  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the 
maintenance  of  said  hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning June  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
four;  Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  money  herein  ap- 
propriated for  building  and  furnishing  shall  become 
available  until  the  treasurer  of  said  institution  shall  have 
certified,  under  oath  to  the  Auditor  General,  that  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  doUais,  exclusive  of  the  value  of 
the  ground,  has  been  subscribed  and  paid  in  ca^  into 
the  treasury  of  said  institution  by  private  subs<^ption 
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for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  erection  and  famish- 
ing of  said  hospital  bnildingr.  Upon  the  filing  of  said 
oertificate,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  sum 
herein  appropriated  to  aid  in  the  erection  and  furnish- 
ing shall  become  available,  and  when  the  treasurer  of 
said  institution  files  a  further  certificate  with  the  Auditor 
Genera^  certifying  that  an  additional  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  ground,  has 
been  subscribed  and  paid  in  cash  into  the  treasury  of 
said  institution  by  private  subscriptions  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  in  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  said  hos- 
pital,  then  the  balance  of  the  sum  herein  appropriated 
to  assist  in  the  erection  and  furnishing  shall  become 
available. 

The  said  appropriation  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  how  p«7Abie. 
the  Auditor  General  on  a  settlement  made  by  him  and 
the  State  Treasurer,  but  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  on 
settlement  made  until  the  directors  or  managers  of  said 
institution  shall  have  xnade,  under  oath  to  tiie  Auditor 
General,  a  report  containing  a  specifically  itemized  state- 
ment of  the  income  and  expenses  of  said  institution  to- 
gether with  a  specifically  itemized  statement  of  the  cost 
of  said  building  and  furnishing  the  same  dui-ing  the 
previous  quarter,  with  the  cash  balance  on  hand,  and  the 
same  is  approved  by  him  and  the  State  Treasurer,  nor 
until  the  Treasurer  shall  have  sufficient  money  in  the 
treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  pay  the  quar- 
terly instalments  due  said  institution;  and  unexpended 
balances  of  sums  appropriated  for  specific  purposes  shall  _ 
not  be  used  for  other  purposes,  whether  specific  or  ^^ 
general,  and  shall  revert  to  the  State  Treasury  at  the 
close  of  the  two  fiscal  years.

Domini  one  thousan d  eigh t  h un dred  and  eighty-th ree,and  further 
amended  by  act  approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  providing 
for  a  ftirther  amendment  of  the  eighteenth  paragraph  pf  section 
two  of  the  original  act,  and  amending  the  second  section  of  said 
act  so  as  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  driving  and  floating  logs,  lumber  and  timber  upon  all 
streams  not  exceeding  thirty-five  miles  in  length,  and  the  heads 
of  all  streams  not  exceeding  thirty-five  miles  in  length  from  their 
sources. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dkc,^  That  the  eig'hteenth  par- 
agraph of  section  two  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro* 
vide  for  the  incorporation  and  reg^ation  of  certain  cor- 
porations,** approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Pomini  one  tnoasaud  ei^ht  hundred  and  seventy-foar, 
which  reads,  as  further  amended  by  the  act  approved  tbe 
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twenty-first  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eigrbt 
hundred  and  eigfhty-mne,  as  follows: 

" Paragraph  18.  The  carrying  on  of  any  mechanical, 
mannfacinring,  mining,  or  quarrying  business*  including 
all  purDOses  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  the 
General  Assembly,  entitled  'An  act  to  encourage  manu- 
hctoring  oi>erations  in  this  Commonwealth/  approved 
April  seventh,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
aad  forty-nine,  entitled  'An  act  relating  to  corporations 
for  medianical,  manufacturing,  mining  and  quarrying 
purposes,'  approved  July  eighteenth,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  the  several 
sapplements  to  each  of  said  acts,  including  the  incorpo- 
Tation  of  grain  elevators,  storage  house  and  storage  yard 
companies,  and  also  including  companies  for  the  storage, 
transportation  and  furnishing  of  water,  with  the  right  to 
take  rivulets  and  lajid  and  erect  reservoirs  for  holding 
water  for  manufacturing  and  other  purpos^,  and  for  the 
creation,  establishing,  furnishing,  transmission  and  using 
of  water  power  therefrom,  the  construction  of  dams  in 
any  stream,  and  the  driving  and  floating  of  saw  logs, 
lumber  and  timber  on  and  over  any  stream,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  miles  in  lengrth,  and  the  heads  of  all  streams 
not  exceeding  twenty  miles  in  length  from  their  source, 
by  the  usual  methods  of  driving  and  floating  logs,  tim- 
ber and  lumber  on  stream,  and  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the 
descending  navigation  by  rafts  and  boats,  and  also  in- 
cluding the  manufacture  and  brewing  of  malt  liquors,  but 
excluding  the  distilling  and  manufacture  of  spirituous 
liquors,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  and  ex- 
tended so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Paragraph  18.  The  carrying  on  of  any  mechanical, 
mining,  quarrying  or  manuifacturing  business,  including 
all  of  the  purposes  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  acts 
of  the  Gener^  Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  encourage 
manufacturing  operations  in  this  Commonwealth,"  ap- 
proved April  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  corporations  for 
mechanical,  manufacturing,  mining  and  quarrying  pui^ 
poses,"  approved  July  eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight 
nundred  and  sixty-three,  and  the  several  supplements  to 
each  of  said  acts,  including  the  incorporation  of  grain  el- 
evators, storage  house  and  storage  yard  companies,  and 
also  including  companies  for  the  storage,  transportation 
and  furnishing  of  water,  with  the  right  to  take  rivulets 
and  land  and  erect  reservoirs  for  holding  water  for  man- 
ufacturing and  other  purposes,  and  for  the  creation,  es- 
tablishing, furnishing,  transmission  and  using  of  wat«r 
power  therefrom,  the  construction  of  dams  in  any  stream, 
and  the  driving  and  floating  of  saw  logs,  lumber  and  tim- 
ber oa  and  over  any  stream  not  exceeding  thirty-five 
iniles  in  length,  and  the  heads  of  all  streams  not  exceed- 
ing thirty-five  miles  in  length  from  their  source,  by  the 
usual  methods  of  driving  and  floating  logs,  timber  and 
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himber  on  streams,  and  so  as  not  to  obstract  the  descend- 
ing navigation  by  rafts  and  boats,  and  also  inolading  the 
manufacture  and  brewing  of  malt  liquors,  but  excluding 
the  distilling  and  manufacture  of  spuituous  liquors. 

SRonoN  2.  That  the  second  section  of  the  act  approved 
the  twenty-first  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  tnousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Sbotion  2.  That  corporations  organized  for  the  par- 
pose  of  erecting  reservoirs  for  the  storage  of  water>  con- 
struction of  dams,  transmission  of  power  and  the  driving 
and  floating  of  logs,  timber  and  lumber  on  streams  not 
exceeding  twenty  miles  in  length,  or  on  the  heads  of  all 
streams  not  exceeding  twenty  miles  in  length  from  their 
source,  shall  have  power  to  clear  out,  improve  and  use 
any  stream  or  the  nead  of  any  stream  not  exceeding  in 
length  twenty  miles  from  its  source,  to  purchase  dams 
and  erect  new  dams  thereon,  may  straighten,  deepen,  curb 
and  widen  such  stream,  or  the  head  of  any  stream  for 
the  distance  aforesaid  as  they  deem  proper,  and  may 
generally  use  and  manage  the  streams  and  the  head  of 
streams  for  the  distance  aforesaid  and  their  improve- 
ments thereon,  for  the  floating  of  logs,  lumber  and  tim- 
ber thereon,  both  by  natural  and  artificial  floods  in  their 
discretion,  but  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  de- 
scending navigation  by  rafts  and  boats :  Provided^  That 
in  case  where  the  heads  of  streams  more  than  twenty 
miles  in  length  are  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  no  tax  or  tolls  shsill  be  charged  on  timber  or  logs 
passing  through,  banked  or  floated  from  below  such  im- 
provements: Provided  further.  That  the  corporation 
owning  such  improvements  shall  not  be  required  to  op- 
erate or  furnish  the  use  of  such  improvements  for  driving 
or  floating  timber  or  logs,  unless  the  owners  of  such  tim- 
ber or  logs  consent  to  pay  the  tolls  provided  for  in  this 
act:  Provided  further.  That  a  majority  of  the  stock  in 
any  such  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  held  by  the 
persons  owning  lands  drained  by  such  streams,'*  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended  and  extended  so  as  to  be  and 
read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  That  corporations  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  reservoirs  for  the  storage  of  water,  con- 
struction of  dams,  transmission  of  power,  and  the  driving 
and  floating  of  logs,  timber  and  lumber  on  streams  not 
exceeding  thirty-five  miles  in  length  from  their  source, 
shall  have  power  toclearout,improveanduseany  stream, 
or  the  head  of  any  stream,  not  exceeding  in  length 
thirty-five  miles  from  their  source,  shall  have  power  to 
clear  out,  improve  and  use  any  stream,  or  the  head  of 
any  stream,  not  exceeding  in  length  thirty-five  miles 
from  its  source,  to  purchase  dams  and  erect  new  dams 
thereon,  may  straighten,  deepen,  crib  and  widen  such 
stream,  or  the  head  of  any  stream,  for  the  distance 
aforesaid,  as  they  deem  proper,  and  may  generally 
use  and  manage  the  streams  and  the  head  of  streams 
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for  the  distance  afoiesaidand  their  improvements  thereon 
for  the  floating:  of  logs,  lumber  and  timber  thereon,  by 
both  natural  and  artificial  floods,  in  their  discretion,  but 
in  Buch  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  descending  naviga- 
tion by  rafts  and  boats :  Provided,  That  in  case  where 
the  heads  of  streams  more  than  thirty-five  miles  in  length 
are  improved  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  no  tax  or 
tolls  shall  be  charged  on  timber  or  logs  passing  through, 
banked  or  floated  from  below  such  improvement :  Pro- 
vided fur&tr,  Thattheoorporationowningsuch  improve-

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  quieting  of  titles  to  land. 

SsonoN  1.  Be  it  enacted^  dtc.  That  in  all  cases  where  an 
easement  on  land  has  been  acquired  under  proceedings 
m  condemnation  by  any  corporation  possessmg  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  and  the  same  has  been  vacated  and 
ceased  to  be  used  and  occupied  by  any  such  corporation 
for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  or  upwards,  then  and  in  that 
case  said  easement  shall  be  held  to  have  terminated  and 
the  original  owner,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  hold  the 
title  to  the  said  land  divested  of  said  easement:  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  apply  to 
or  affect  any  case  where  the  fee  simple  title  has  been 
Tested  in  the  corporation  ceasing  to  use  or  occupy  said 
land,  nor  to  effect,  qualify,  alter  or  repeal  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  entitled  ''An 
act  relating  to  straightened  or  improved  lines  of  rail- 
road," approved  the  third  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hmidred  and  seventy-two. 

Section  2.  When  any  person  or  persons,  natural  or 
artificial,  shall  be  in  possession  of  any  lands  or  tenements 
in  this  Commonwealth,  claiming  to  hold  or  own  posses- 
sion of  the  same  by  any  right  or  title  whatsoever,  which 
right  or  title  or  right  of  possession  shall  be  disputed  or 
denied  by  any  person  or  persons  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  such  person  to  apply  by  bill  or  petition 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  tne  county  where  such 
land  is  situate,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  such  claim  of 
title  and  right  of  possession  and  the  denial  thereof  by 
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Decree  of  court 
shall  be  subject  to 


the  person  or  persons  therein  named,  and  thereupon  the 
said  court  shall  grant  a  rule  upon  such  person  or  per- 
sons, so  denying:  such  rigrht,  tide  or  rifzrht  of  possession, 
to  appear  at  a  time  to  be  therein  nam^  and  show  cause 
why  an  issue  shall  not  be  framed  in  said  court,  between 
the  parties,  to  settle  and  determine  their  respectiye 
righto  and  title  in  and  to  said  land.  Twenty  days'  notice 
of  such  rule  shall  be  given. 

And  if,  upon  the  hearing  of  such  rule,  it  shall  appear 
to  the  court  that  the  facto  set  forth  in  such  petition  are 
true,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  thereupon  to  frame 
an  issue  of  such  forms  as  the  court  shall  deem  proper 
between  the  respective  parties,  to  settle  and  determine 
the  right  and  title  of  the  respective  parties  to  said  land, 
and  the  verdict  of  the  jury  in  such  issue  shall  have  the 
same  foroe  and  effect  upon  the  right  and  title  and  right 
of  possession  of  the  respective  parties  in  and  to  said 
lana  as  a  verdict  in  ejectment  upon  an  equitable  title. 

In  case  the  person  or  persons  denying  such  right,  tiUe 
or  right  of  possession  in  such  lands  or  anv  of  tiiemare 
not  residente  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  such 
court  may  make  an  order  for  service  of  said  rule  and  a 
copy  of  said  bill  or  petition  upon  such  persons  at  their 
residence  or  place  of  business  outeide  of  the  county  or 
State  where  tne  land  lies,  in  the  same  manner  as  service 
is  made  of  a  summons  in  a  personal  action,  giving  at 
least  twenty  days'  notice  of  such  hearing. 

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  ap- 
pear at  such  return  day,  after  twenty  days'  service  of 
such  rule  and  copy  of  petition,  or  having  appeared  shall 
refuse  to  join  in  such  issue,  the  court  may  proceed  to  de- 
termine the  rale  and  award  and  proceed  with  the  issue 
in  like  manner  as  if  such  persons  had  appeared  therein, 
and  any  ludgment  obtained  in  such  issue  shall  as  fully 
and  finally  conclude  and  determine  the  righto  and  title 
of  such  defaulting  party  as  if  such  persons  had  appeared 
and  joined  in  such  issue:  Provided,  That  if,  upon  the 
return  of  such  rule,  any  of  the  persons  served  shall  dis- 
claim, by  writing  filed,  any  right,  title  or  interest  in  said 
land,  all  further  proceedings  as  to  such  persons  shall 
cease  and  such  disclaimer  shall  forever  bar  such  person 
from  ever  setting  up  or  claiming  any  such  right  or  title 
in  any  court.  The  decree  of  the  court  in  refusing  the 
rule  or  issue  in  any  such  case  and  the  judgment  in  such 
issue  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  by  either  party  to  the 
Supreme  Oourt,  in  like  manner  as  appeals  are  allowed  to 
judgmento  and  decrees  of  the  said  court  of  common  pleas. 

Approved.— ;The  10th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1893.  The 
purpose  of  this  bill,  as  expressed  in  ito  title  and  pro- 
vided for  in  the  text  of  ito  second  section,  meeto  my  ap- 
proval, and  in  consideration  thereof,  I  have  i^xed  my 
signature  to  it.  I  am  very  doubtful  whether  the  purpose 
of  section  one  is  cognate  to  the  avowed  purpose  of  the 
bill  or  is  expressed  in  its  title,  but  if  this  view  should  be 
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enierlained  by  the  courts  it  will  not  affect,  in  my  judg- 
meni,  the  second  section  of  the  bill,  and  I  therefore,  witn 
tiiiB  notice,  waive  objections  to  the  form  of  the  bill, 
seemg  no  objectionable  features  in  its  substance  and

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dec.  That  in  addition  to  the 
corporations  for  profit  of  the  second  class  authorized  to 
be  created  by  the  second  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An 
&ct  to  proviae  for  the  incorporation  and  reflation  of  cer- 
tain  corporations,"  approved  April  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousana  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  corporations 
my  be  created  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  maintain- 
ing a  bourse  or  exchange  hall  or  other  DuUding,  to  be 
nsed  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  bourse  or  exchange  hall  or 
as  a  meeting  place  for  merchants  or  other  business  men 
or  for  the  exhibition  of  manufactured  articles  or  natural 
products,  and  such  corporations  shall  be  governed  as  to 
the  amount  of  their  capital  stock  and  as  to  the  par  value 
of  the  shares  thereof,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  afore- 
said act  and  the  several  supplements  thereto. 

SEcmoN  2.  Any  corporation  incorporated  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  corporation  heretofore  in- 
corporated, for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  real  estate  or  for 
holding,  leasing  and  selling  real  estate,  and  accepting  the 
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PrOTtso. 


proviBions  of  this  act,  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth  a  certificate  specifying  the 
date  of  incorporation  and  the  act  of  Assembly  under 
which  they  were  incorporated  and  the  lot  or  buildiQg  or 
the  part  or  parts  thereof^  to  be  nsed  as  a  bourse  or  ex- 
changee hall  or  for  an  exhibition  hall  for  the  display  of 
manufactured  articles  or  natural  products  and  the  value 
thereof,  and  what  proportion  the  value  of  the  real  estate 
used  as  a  bourse  or  exchan^  hall  or  for  an  exhibition 
haU  for  the  display  of  manufactured  articles  or  natural 
products  bemrs  to  the  entire  capital  stock  of  such  corpo- 
ration, and  upon  such  proportion  of  their  capital  stock, 
corporations  incorporated  under  this  act  or  heretofore 
incorporated  for  tne  purchase  and  sale  of  real  estate  or 
for  holding,  leasing  and  selling  real  estate  and  accepting 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Seotion  8.  In  assessing:  the  tax  upon  the  capital  stock 
of  corporations  accepting'  the  provisions  of  tnis  act  as 
proviaed  in  the  second  section  thereof,  that  part  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  corporation  exempt  from  taxation 
shall  bear  tiie  same  proportion  to  its  whole  capital  stock 
as  the  value  of  the  real  estate  occupied  as  such  bourse 
or  exchange  hall^  or  exhibition  hall  for  the  display  of 
manufactiued  articles  or  natural  products  bear  to  the  en- 
tire capital  stock  of  such  corporations. 

Seotion  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  General 
to  determine  what  part  of  the  capitsd  stock  of  such  cor- 
porations shall  be  exempt  from  taction,  and  from  his  de- 
cision an  appeal  shall^  lie  as  now  provid^  by  law  in  other 
cases  involving  questions  of  taxation. 

Section  5.  Any  corporation  accepting  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  shall  in  any  year  declare  a  dividend 
upon  its  entire  capital  stock,  shall  first  file  in  the  office 
ol  the  Auditor  General,  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  in- 
tent of  such  corporation  to  pay  a  dividend  as  aforesaid, 
and  thereupon  the  entire  capital  stock  of  such  corpora- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  such  year. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation  ac- 
cepting the  provisions  of  this  act  to  sell,  transfer,  let  or 
lease  any  real  estate  specified  in  the  certificate  fileid  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  as  required  by  the 
second  section  of  this  act  as  intended  tooe  used  as  a 
bourse  or  exchange  hall,  without  first  filing  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretai^  of  the  Oommouwealth  a  certificate  set- 
ting forth  the  intent  of  such  corporation  to  sell,  transfer, 
let  or  lease  such  real  estate,  and  thereupon  the  entire  capi- 
tal stock  of  such  corporation  shall  thereafter  be  subject 
to  taxation:  Proviaed,  That  if  any  corporation  accept- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  sell,  transfer,  let  or 
lease  the  real  estate  or  the  part  thereof  specified  in  the 
certificate  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
as  required  by  the  second  section  of  this  act  as  intended 
to  be  used  as  such  bourse  or  exchange  hall,  or  shall  de- 
clare a  dividend  without  first  filing  a  certificate  in  the 
office  of  the  Auditor  General  as  provided  in  the  fifth  sec- 
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tion  of  this  act,  the  entire  capital  stock  of  such  corpora- 
tion shall  thereupon  be  liable  to  taxation,  together  with 
a  penalty  of  twelve  per  centum  upon  that  portion  of  the  Penaitj. 
capital  stock  theretofore  exempt  from  taxation  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

No.  818. 
AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  nomination  and  election  of  public  officers,  requir- 
ing certain  expenses  incident  thereto  to  be  paid  by  the  scYeral 
counties,  and  punishing  certain  offenses  in  regard  to  such  eleo- 
tions. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  dkc..  That  all  ballots  cast  in 
elections  for  public  officers  within  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  printed  and  distributed  at  public  expense  as 
heieinafter  provided.  The  printing:  of  the  ballots  and 
of  the  cards  of  instruction  for  the  elections  in  each  oounty, 
and  the  delivery  of  the  same  to  the  election  officers  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred 
under  the  {>rovisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  county  chaj^e, 
onlees  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  payment  of  which 
shall  be  provided  for  in  the  same  manner  as  the  payment 
of  other  election  expenses.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  to  prepare  forms  for  all 
the  blanks  made  necessary  or  advisable  by  this  act,  and 
to  famish  copies  of  the  same  to  the  county  commissioners 
of  each  county,  who  shall  procure  further  copies  of  the 
same  at  the  cost  of  the  county  and  furnish  tnem  to  the 
election  officers  or  other  persons  by  whom  they  are  to  be 
naedyin  such  quantities  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  aci  ^ 

SsondN  2.  Any  convention  of  delefratee,  or  primary 
meeting  of  electorSy  or  caucus  held  under  the  rules  of  a 
politicu  party,  or  any  board  authorized  to  certify  nomi- 
nations representingr  a  political  party,  which,  at  the  elec- 
tion next  preceding,  polled  at  least  two  per  centum  of 
the  largest  entire  vote  for  any  office  cast  in  the  State,  or 
in  the  electoral  district  or  division  thereof  for  which  such 
primary  meeting,  caucus,  convention,  or  board,  desires  to 
make  or  certify  nominations,  may  nominate  one  candidate 
for  each  office  which  is  to  be  filled  in  the  State,  or  in  the 
said  district  or  division,  at  the  next  ensuing  election  by 
cansing  a  Certificate  of  Nomination  to  be  £rawn  up  and 
filed  as  hereinafter  provided.  Every  such  Certificate  of 
Nomination  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  and 
the  secretary  or  secretaries  of  the  convention,  or  primaiy 
meeting,  or  caucus,  or  board,  who  shall  add  thereto  their 
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places  of  reeidence,  and  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  by 
them  before  an  officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  to  lie 
true  to  the  best  of  their  knowledgre  and  belief,  and  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  oath  shall  be  annexed  to  the  Certificate  of 
Nomination. 

Section  3.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  any  public 
office  mav  also  be  made  by  Nomination  Papers,  sig:ned 
by  qualined  electors  of  the  State,  or  of  the  electoral  dis- 
trict or  division  thereof  for  which  the  nomination  is  made, 
and  filed  in  the  proper  office  as  provided  in  section  five 
of  this  act.  Where  the  nomination  is  for  any  office  to  be 
filled  by  the  voters  of  the  Staie-at-largre,  the  number  of 

Jualified  electors  of  the  State  si^rning  such  Nomination 
aper,  shall  be  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  centum  of  the 
largest  vote  for  any  officer  elected  in  the  State  at  the  last 

E receding  election  at  which  a  State  officer  was  voted  for. 
a  the  case  of  all  other  nominations  the  number  of  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  electoral  district  or  division,  signing 
such  Nomination  Paper,  shall  be  at  least  two  per  centum 
of  the  largest  entire  vote  for  anv  officer  electea  at  the  last 

{>receding  election  in  the  said  electoral  district  or  division 
or  which  said  Nomination  Papers  are  designed  to  be  made. 
Each  elector  signing  a  Nomination  Paper  shall  add  to  his 
signature  his  place  of  residence  and  occupation,  and  no 
person  may  subscribe  to  more  than  one  nomination  for 
each  office  to  be  filled.  The  signatures  to  each  Nomina- 
tion Paper  and  the  qualification  of  the  signers  shall  be 
voachea  for  by  the  affidavit  of  at  least  five  of  the  signeis 
tiiereof,  which  affidavit  shidl  accompany  the  Nomination 
Paper. 

Section  4.  All  Certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nomina- 
tion Papers  shall  specify:  One  (1).  The  party  or  policy 
which  such  candidate  reprosents,  expressed  in  not  more 
than  three  words ;  in  the  case  of  electors  of  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  the  names  of  the 
candidates  for  President  and  Vice  President  shall  be 
added  to  the  party  or  tK>litical  appellation.  Two  (2). 
Hie  name  of  each  candidate  nominated  therein,  his  pro- 
fession, business  or  occupation,  if  any,  and  his  place  of 
residence,  with  street  and  number  thereon,  if  any.  Three 
(8).  The  office  for  which  such  candidate  is  nominated: 
Provided,  That  no  words  shall  be  used  in  any  Nomina- 
tion Pa(>ers  to  describe  or  designate  the  party  or  policy, 
or  political  appellation,  represented  by  the  candidate 
named  in  such  Nomination  Papers  as  aforesaid,  identical 
with  the  words  used  for  the  like  purpose  in  Certificates 
of  Nominations  made  by  a  convention  of  delegates  of  a 
political  party,  which,  at  the  last  proceeding  election, 
polled  two  per  centum  of  the  largest  vote  cast:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  any  objections  filed  to  a  nomination 
certificate  or  paper  on  account  of  the  party  or  political 
appellation  used  therein,  or  involving  the  right  as  defined 
by  sections  two  and  three  of  this  act,  to  file  such  ceriifi* 
cate  or  paper,  shall  be  decided  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  on  hearing  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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SscrnoN  5.  Certificates  of  Nomination  for  candidatee 
for  tiie  offioee  of  presidential  electors  and  members  of 
the  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  State  offices,  including  those  of  Jnd^s  and  Senators, 
ahall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
at  least  thirty-five  days  before  the  day  of  the  election  for 
which  the  candidates  are  nominated,  and  Nomination 
Papers  for  candidates  for  the  said  offices  shall  be  filed 
with  the  said  Secretary  at  least  twenty-eight  days  before 
the  day  of  such  election.  Certificates  of  Nomination  and 
Nomination  Papers  for  candidates  for  all  other  offices,  ex- 
cept townshi|)  and  borough  offices,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  respectiye  counties  at  least 
twenty-eight  and  twenty-one  days  respectively  before  the 
day  of  the  election.  Certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nomi- 
nation Papers  for  candidates  for  township  and  borough 
offices,  and  election  officers  and  school  directors  in  the 
same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  commissioners  at 
least  eighteen  and  fifteen  days  respectively  before  the 
day  of  election.  In  determining  or  reckoning  any  period 
of  time  mentioned  in  this  act,  the  day  upon  which  the 
act  is  done,  paper  filed  or  notice  given,  shall  be  excluded 
irom,  and  the  day  of  election  shall  be  included  in  the 
calculation  or  recKoning. 

i^onoN  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  officers 
to  whom  any  nomination  certificate  or  paper  is  brought 
for  the  purpose  of  filing,  to  examine  the  said  ceitifi- 
Gate  or  paper,  and  if  it  lack  sufficient  signatures  or  be 
otherwise  manifestly  defective,  it  shall  not  be  filed,  but 
the  action  of  the  said  officer  or  officers  in  refusing  to  re- 
ceive a  certificate  or  paper,  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county  upon  an  application  for  a 
mandamus  to  compel  its  reception  as  of  the  date  when  it 
was  brought  to  the  office.  All  nomination  certificates 
and  papers  which  have  been  filed  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
valio,  imless  objections  thereto  are  duly  made  by  writing 
filed  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which 
the  certificate  or  paper  objected  to  has  been  filed,  and 
within  the  following  periods. 

First,  In  the  case  of  certificates  and  papers  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  least  twenty-one 
days  before  the  day  of  the  election. 

Second,  In  the  case  of  other  certificates  and  papers, 
except  those  designed  for  borough  and  township  officers, 
at  least  eighteen  days  before  the  day  of  the  election. 

Third.  In  the  case  of  certificates  and  papers  designed 
for  borough  and  township  officers,  at  least  twelve  days 
before  the  day  of  the  election. 

In  case  the  court  is  in  session,  one  or  more  judges 
thereof  shall  proceed  to  hear  such  objections  without  un- 
necessary adjournment  or  delay,  and  shall  give  such 
hearing  precedence  over  all  other  business  before  him  or 
tiiem.  la  case  the  court  is  not  in  session,  an^  judge 
thereof,  on  the  presentation  to  him  of  the  certificate  of 
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the  prothonotary,  that  Bach  objections  have  been  filed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  proceed  to  hear  such  objections  as  afore- 
said. No  objection  of  any  nature  whatever  shall  be  filed, 
nnless  accompanied  by  proof  of  service  of  notice  of  ttie 
proposed  objection  upon  at  least  one  of  the  candidates 
named  in  the  certificate  or  paper  objected  to ;  nor  shall 
any  objection  be  heard  in  the  absence  of  any  of  the  said 
candidates  without  proof  of  service  of  notice  of  the  hear- 
ing  upon  him.  If  tne  court  decide  that  the  certificate  or 
paper  objected  to  was  not  filed  by  parties  entitled  under 
this  act  to  file  the  same,  it  shall  be  wholly  void ;  but  if  it 
be  adjudged  defective  only,  the  coui-t  shall  indicate  the 
mattcm  as  to  which  it  requires  amendment  and  the  time 
within  which  such  amenoment  must  be  made,  and  every 
certificate  or  paper  amended  after  the  time  when  the 
names  therein  contained  should  have  been  sent  to  the 
sheriff,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  con- 
cerning substituted  nominations.  The  offioers  with 
whom  nomination  certificates  and  papers  have  been  filed, 
shall  permit  the  parties  who  have  nled  them  to  amend 
them  of  their  own  motion  at  any  time  prior  to  the  print- 
ing of  the  ballots. 

Sbgtion  7.  Any  person  whose  name  has  been  presented 
as  a  candidate  may  cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  from 
nomination,  by  request  in  writing  signed  by  him  and  ac- 
knowledged before  an  officer  qualified  to  take  aoknowl- 
edgmento  of  deeds,  and  filed  in  the  office  where  his  nomi- 
nation certificate  or  paper  is  on  file  fifteen  days,  or  in 
the  case  of  township  and  borough  elections  twelve  days, 
previous  to  the  day  of  the  election;  and  no  name  so  with- 
drawn shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballots. 

Where  any  office  not  in  court  of  record  shall  for  any 
cause  become  vacant  after  the  time  for  making  nomina- 
tions for  such  office  shall  have  elapsed,  or  wnen  a  writ 
for  a  special  election  to  supply  a  vacancy  shall  direct 
such  election  to  be  held  at  a  date  which  would  prevent 
the  making  of  nominations  in  time  to  comply  with  sec- 
tion five  of  this  act,  nominations  for  the  office  to  be  filled 
may  still  be  made  in  accordance  with  sections  two  and 
three  of  this  act,  but  in  other  respects  the  provisions  of 
section  twelve  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  such  nomina- 
tions. 

SscTnoN  8.  All  Certificates  of  Nomination  and  Nomina- 
tion Papers  when  filed  shall  be  open  under  proper  regn- 
lations  to  public  inspection,  and  shall  be  preserved  not 
less  than  two  years  in  the  offices  where  they  have  been 
filed. 

Seotion  9.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall, 
fourteen  days  at  least  previous  to  the  day  of  any  election 
of  United  States  or  State  officers,  or  for  the  adoption  of 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth, 
transmit  to  the  county  commissioners  and  the  sheriff  in 
each  county  in  which  such  election  is  to  be  held,  dupli- 
cate official  lists,  stating  the  names  and  residences  of  and 
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parties  or  policies  repreeented  by  all  oaudidates  whose 
noinination  certificatee  or  papers  have  been  filed  with 
him  as  herein  provided  for  such  election,  and  have  not 
been  found  ana  declared  to  be  invalid  as  providedin  sec- 
tion six,  and  to  be  voted  for  at  each  voting  place  in  each 
such  comity  respectively,  sabstantiallv  m  the  form 
of  the  ballots  to  be  used  therein,  duplicate  copies  of 
the  text  of  all  proposed  constitutional  amendments  to  be 
Toted  upon  atsuch  election.  The  county  commissioners 
of  each  county  shall  also  send  to  the  sheriff  of  their

SsonoN  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  every 
comity,  at  least  ten  days  b^ore  any  general  election  to  be 
held  therein,  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  proclamation, 
posted  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  every  election 
district^  or  by  advertisements  in  at  least  two  newspapers, 
if  there  be  so  man^  published  in  the  county,  represent- 
ing so  far  as  practicable  the  political  parties  whicn  at  the 
preceding*  election  cast  the  largest  and  next  largest  num- 
oer  of  votes,  and  in  every  such  proclamation  or  adver- 
tisement shall, 

/.  Enumerate  the  officers  to  be  elected  and  ^ve  a  list 
of  all  the  nominations  made  as  provided  in  this  act,  and

Section  11.  In  case  of  the  death  or  withdrawal  o.  any 
candidate  nominated  as  herein  provided,  the  party  con- 
vention, primuy  meeting,  caucus,  or  board,  or  the  citi* 
zens  who  nominated  such  candidate,  may  nominate  a  sab- 
stitnte  in  his  place,  by  filing*  in  the  proper  office  at  any 
time  before  the  day  of  election,  a  nomination  certificate 
or  paper  which  shall  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of 
this  act  in  regsad  to  original  certificates  or  papers:  Pi  o- 
videdy  That  u  the  said  convention  or  citizens  shall  have 
authorized  any  committee,  or  if  any  executive  committee 
of  any  political  party  be  authorized  by  the  rules  of  said 
party,  to  make  nominations  in  the  event  of  the  death  or 
withdrawal  of  candidates,  the  said  convention  shall  not 
be  required  to  reconvene  nor  the  said  citizens  to  sign  a 
new  Nomination  Paper,  but  the  said  committee  shall 
have  power  to  file  the  requisite  nomination  certificate  or 
paper,  which  shall  recite  the  facts  of  the  appointment  and 
powers  of  the  said  committee,  (naming  all  its  members,)  of 
the  death,  or  withdrawal  of  the  candidate,  and  of  the  action 
of  the  committee  tiiereon,  and  the  truth  of  these  facts  shall 
be  verified  by  the  affidavit  annexed  to  the  certificate,  or 

i>aper  ot  two  members  of  the  committee,  and  also  of  at 
east  two  of  the  officers  of  the  convention  who  made  af- 
fidavit in  support  of  the  original  certificate,  or  two  of  the 
citizens  who  made  affidavit  to  the  ori^al  paper:  And 
provided  also.  That  in  case  of  a  substituted  Nomination 
leaner  not  filed  by  a  committee,  but  signed  by  citizens, 
it  shall  only  be  necesary  that  two-thirds  of  the  signers 
cf  the  said  paper  shall  have  been  signers  of  the  original 
paper. 

Section  12.  All  substituted  nomination  certificates  or 
papers  may  be  objected  to  as  provided  in  section  six  of 
this  act,  and  if  a  substituted  certificate  or  paper  be  filed 
after  the  last  day  for  filing  the  ori^nal  certificate  or 
X)aper,  objections  must  be  made  within  four  days  after 
tiie  filing,  and  no  objections  as  to  form  and  conformity  to 
law  shall  be  received  after  the  time  tet  for  printing  the 
ballots. 

As  soon  as  any  substituted  candidate  shall  have  been 
duly  nominated,  his  name  shall  be  substituted  by  the 
proper  officers  in  the  place  of  that  of  the  candidate  who 
nas  died  or  withdrawn  so  far  as  time  may  allow,  and  in 
case  a  substituted  nomination  be  filed  with  or  transmit- 
ted to  the  county  commissioners  after  the  ballots  have 
been  printed,  the  said  commissioners  shall  prepare  and 
distribute  with  the  ballots  suitable  slips  of  paper  bearing 
the  substituted  name,  together  with  the  titie  of  the  of- 
fice, and  having  adhesive  paste  upon  the  reverse  side» 
which  shall  be  offered  to  each  voter  with  the  regular  bal- 
lot and  may  be  affixed  thereto. 

Section  13.  The  county  commissioners  of  each  coontv 
shall  cause  all  the  ballots  to  be  used  therein  to  be  printed. 
The  said  commissioners  shall  ascertain  the  offices  to  be 
filled  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  accurate  printing 
of  the  ballots  in  accoraance  with  this  act,  and  for  the  safe 
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keeping  of  the  same  while  in  their  possession,  or  that  of 
their  snbordiiiates  or  agents. 

SscnoH  14.  The  face  of  every  ballot  which  shall  be 
printed  in  acoordanoe  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
contain  the  names  of  all  candidates  whose  nomination  for 
any  office  specified  in  the  hedlot  shall  have  been  dnly 
made,  except  sach  as  may  have  died  or  withdrawn,  ar- 
ranged  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  names  of  the  candidates  of  each  political  party  or 
body  of  electors  shall  be  arranged  nnder  the  titles  of  the 
offices  for  which  they  are  nominated  in  parallel  col- 
umns, witii  the  pcurty  or  political  appellation  at  the  head 
ot  each  column.  The  said  columns  shall  be  enclosed  by 
heavy  lines  and  separated  from  each  other  by  a  clear 
space  of  at  least  one-eighth  of  an  inch  and  shall  be 
printed  in  the  order  as  nearly  as  possible  of  the  votes  ob- 
tained in  the  State  at  the  last  State  election  by  the  pai^ 
ties  or  bodies  nominating,  beginning  with  the  partv  or 
body  which  obtained  the  highest  vote  for  the  candidate, 
at  me  head  of  its  column,  at  such  election. 

When  presidential  electors  are  to  be  voted  for,  there 
shall  be  printed  above  each  of  the  said  columns,  the 
names  of  tne  candidatesf  or  presidential  electors  nominated 
by  the  party  or  body  of  citizens  named  in  the  column, 
arranged  in  groups  with  the  party  or  political  appelhi- 
taon,  and  the  surnames  of  the  candidates  for  President 
and  Vice  President  at  the  head  of  each  group.  There 
shall  be  printed  above  each  column  of  candidates  of  a  po- 
litical party,  a  circle  three-fourths  of  one  inch  in  diame- 
ter, and  there  shall  be  printed  around  but  without  the 
drde^e  following  words:  "For  a  straight  ticket  mark 
within  this  circle." 

There  shall  be  left  at  the  right  of  the  groups  of  candi- 
dates for  presidential  electors,  and  of  the  lists  of  candi- 
dates for  other  officers,  (or  under  the  title  of  the  office 
itself  for  which  an  election  is  to  be  held  in  case  there  be 
no  candidates  legally  nominated  therefor,)  as  many  blank 
spaces  as  there  are  persons  to  be  voted  for,  by  each  voter 
for  such  office,  in  which  spaces  the  voter  may  insert  the 
name  of  any  person  whose  name  is  not  printed  on  the 
ballot  as  a  candidate  for  such  office,  and  such  insertion 
shall  count  as  a  vote  without  the  cross-mark  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Whenever  the  approval  of  a  constitutional  amendment 
or  other  question  is  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people, 
such  question  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballots  in  a 
brief  form  and  followed  by  the  words,  "yes"  and  "no," 
uid  if  such  question  be  submitted  at  an  election  of  pub- 
lic officers,  it  shall  be  printed  below  the  lists  of  candi- 
dates. 

The  ballots  shall  be  so  printed  as  to  give  to  each  voter  a 
clear  opportunity  to  designate  his  choice  of  candidate's 
by  a  cross-mark  (x)  in  a  square  of  sufficient  size  at  the 
right  of  the  name  of  each  candidate  and  inside  the  line 
enclosing  the  column,  and  in  like  manner  answers  to  the

may  be  printed  instructions  how  to  mark,  and  snch 
words  as  will  aid  the  voter  to  do  this,  as  "mark  one,** 
"mark  three,"  and  the  like :  Provided^  That  a  voter  may 
designate  his  choice  of  an  entire  group  of  candidates  for 
presidential  electors  by  one  cross-mark  in  a  larger  square, 
which  shall  be  placed  at  the  right  of  the  surnames  of  the 
candidates  for  ^resident  and  Yice  President  at  ilie  head 
of  such  group,  and  such  mark  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
mark  against  every  name  in  the  group:  I^rovided  fur- 
ther. That  a  voter  may  designate  his  choice  of  all  the 
candidates  of  a  politic^tl  party  by  one  cross  in  the  ciide 
above  such  column,  and  such  mark  shall  be  equivalent  to 
a  mark  against  every  name  in  the  column. 

Section  16.  All  the  ballots  used  at  the  same  voting 
place  at  any  election  shall  be  alike,  and  shall  be  at  least 
six  inches  long  and  four  inches  wide.  They  shall  be 
printed  with  the  same  kind  or  kinds  of  type,  (which  shall 
not  be  smaller  than  the  size  known  as  "brevier"  or 
"eight-point  body,")  upon  white  paper  without  any  im- 
pression or  mark  to  distinguish  one  from  another,  and 
of  sufficient  thickness  to  prevent  the  printed  matter  from 
showing  through.  Each  ballot  shall  be  attached  to  a 
stub  or  counterfoil,  and  all  the  ballots  for  the  same  vot- 
ing place  shall  be  bound  together  in  convenient  numbers 
in  books  in  such  manner  that  each  ballot  may  be  de- 
tached and  ramoved  separately. 

A  diagonal  folding  Ime  shall  be  printed  on  the  right 
hand  upper  comer  of  the  back  of  each  ballot,  and  the 
said  comer  shall  be  edged  with  adhesive  paste  so  that 
the  comer  when  folded  at  the  folding-line  can  be  securely 
fastened  down  over  the  nnmber  now  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Commonwealth,  so  that  the  said  nnmber 
cannot  be  seen  without  unfastening  or  cutting  open  the 
part  BO  fastened  down.  The  top  of  each  ballot  shall  have 
a  margin  of  equal  size  on  both  back  and  face,  and  the 
said  folding-line  shall  be  upon  this  margin,  and  the  space 
between  the  folding-line  and  the  paste  ^all  be  filled  in 
with  solid  printing,  and  nothing  else  shall  be  printed  on 
the  margin  except  instructions  how  to  mark :  Provided, 
That  if  at  any  time  the  said  Constitution  shall  cease  to 
require  ballots  to  be  numbered,  the  foregoing  require- 
mente  as  to  the  folding-line,  the  margin  and  the  adhe- 
sive paste  shall  be  void. 

On  the  back  of  each  ballot,  or  on  the  right  hand  side 
of  the  back,  if  the  ballot  is  printed  in  two  columns,  there 
shall  be  printed  as  a  caption,  "  official  ballot  for,"  followed 
by  the  designation  of  the  voting  place  for  which  the 
ballot  is  prepared,  the  date  of  the  election  and  a  fac- 
simile of  the  signatures  of  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  respective  counties  who  have  caused  the  ballots  to 
be  printed.  A  record  of  the  number  of  ballote  printed 
and  furnished  to  each  voting  place,  shall  be  kept  and 
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preserved  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  several 
coimties.  When  it  is  shown  by  affidavit  that  mistake  or 
omission  has  occprred  in  the  publication  of  names  or  de- 
scription of  candidates,  or  in  the  printiujg:  of  the  ballots, 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  district  or  county,  or 
any  jud^  thereof,  may  upon  the  application  of  any 
qualified  elector  of  the  district  cr  county  require  the 
county  commissioners  to  correct  the  mistake  or  omis- 
sion, or  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not. 

SECnoK  16.  The  county  commissioners  of  each  county 
shall  provide  for  each  election  district  in  which  an  elec- 
tion is  to  be  held,  one  set  of  such  ballots  of  not  less 
than  seventy-five  for  every  fifty  and  fraction  of  fifty 
voters  therein,  as  contained  upon  the  assessors  list.  They 
shall  also  prepare  full  instructions  for  the  guidance  of 
voters,  as  to  obtaining  ballots,  as  to  the  manner  of  mark- 
ing them  and  the  method  of  gaining  assistance,  and  as 
to  obtaining  new  ballots  in  pbce  of  those  accidentally 
spoiled;  and  they  shall  res(>ectively  cause  the  same, 
together  with  copies  of  sections  thirty  to  thirty-five 
inclusive  of  this  act,  to  be  printed  in  lai^e  dear  type  on 
separate  cards  to  be  callea  Oards  of  Instruction.  They 
shall  also,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  tickets  required 
to  be  printed  for  general  distribution,  have  printed  five 
hnndied  official  and  one  hundred  sample  ballots  for  every 
five  thousand  voters  within  the  counter,  which  tickete 
shall  be  kept  at  the  office  of  the  commissioners  for  the 
use  of  any  district  or  districts,  the  tickets  for  which  may 
be  lost  or  destroyed.  They  shall  also  cause  to  be  printed 
on  tinted  paper  and  without  the  f  ac-simile  endorsements, 
copies  of  we  form  of  the  ballot  provided  for  each  voting 
place  at  each  election  therein,  which  shall  be  called 
Specimen  Ballots,  and  at  each  election  thev  shall  furnish 
to  each  voting  place,  together  with  the  ballots  to  be  used 
there,  a  sufficient  number  of  cards  of  instruction  and 
specimen  ballots  for  use  as  required  in  section  twenty- 
one  of  this  act.  They  shall  also  provide  for  each  election 
district  at  every  election  therein,  two  copies  of  the 
assessor's  lists  of  voters,  and  shall  deliver  tne  same  as 
such  lists  are  now  delivered,  one  copy  to  be  called  the 
^'ballot  check  list,"  for  the  inspectors  in  charge  of  the 
ballots,  and  the  other  copy  to  be  called  the  "voting 
check  list,"  to  be  used  in  marking  the  name  of  those  who 
have  voted  and  the  number  of  their  ballots  as  now  re- 
quired by  law. 

Section  17.  The  ballots,  together  with  the  specimen 
ballots  and  cards  of  instruction  printed  by  the  county 
commissioners  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  packed  by 
them  in  separate  sealed  packages  with  marks  on  the  out- 
side clearly  designating  the  election  districts  for  which 
they  are  intends,  and  the  number  of  ballots  of  each 
kind  enclosed. 

They  shall  then  be  sent  by  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  respective  counties  to  the  judges  of  election  at  the 
several  voting  places  so  as  to  be  received  by  them  on  the

Saturday  or  Monday  before  the  day  of  election.  The 
respective  judges  of  election  shall  on  delivery  to  them  of 
sach  packages,  return  receipts  therefor  to  the  commis- 
sioners,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  time  when  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  several  packages  are  sent,  and 
shall  preserve  for  the  period  of  one  year,  the  receipts  of 
the  said  judges  of  election. 

The  commissioners  of  any  county  may,  if  they  prefer, 
instead  of  sending  the  packages  to  the  judges  or  any 
number  of  them  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  notify  the 
judges  of  the  election  distiicts  for  which  the  said  com- 
missioners are  required  to  provide  ballots,  to  come  to 
the  said  commissioners'  office  on  the  dav  before  the  elec- 
tion, at  a  time  specified,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of 
the  said  judges  to  come  to  the  said  office  at  that  time, 
and  there  on  presentation  of  his  certificate  of  election  as 
judge,  to  receive  and  receipt  for  one  paokaepe  of  ballots, 
specimen  ballots  and  cards  of  instruction,  for  use  in  his 
election  district.  He  shall  keep  the  said  package  sealed 
andshall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  thereof  until 
tihe  ballots  are  used  at  the  election.  In  case  a  judge  of 
the  elections  is  prevented  by  illness  from  performing  the 
duties  aforesaid,  he  shall  depute  one  of  the  inspectors  to 
act  in  his  place. 

Seotiok  18.  In  case  the  ballots  to  be  furnished  to  any 
voting  place  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  fail  for  any  reason  to  be  duly  delivered,  or  in 
case  after  delivery  they  shall  be  destroyed  or  stolen,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  election  of  such  voting 
place  to  cause  other  ballots  to  be  prepared  substantially 
m  the  form  of  the  ballote  so  wanting,  and  upon  receipt 
of  such  other  ballots  from  him  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment under  oath  that  the  same  have  oeen  so  prepared 
and  furnished  by  him,  and  that  the  original  ballots  have 
so  failed  to  be  received,  or  have  been  so  destroyed  or 
stolen,  the  election  officers  shall  cause  the  bidlote  so  sub- 
stituted to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  ballote  wanting  as 
above.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners 
of  each  county  to  mail  complete  specimens  of  the  baUots 
and  other  necessary  papers  by  registered  letter  to  the 
judge  of  elections  of  each  election  district,  at  least  four 
days  before  the  election,  to  enable  him  to  comply  with 
the  directions  of  this  section. 

SEonoN  19.  The  county  oommisioners  of  each  county 
shall  provide  for  each  election  district  therein,  at  each 
election,  a  room  large  enough  to  be  fitted  up  with  voting 
shelves  and  a  guard  rail  as  hereinafter  provided.  If  in 
any  district  no  such  room  can  be  rented  or  otherwise 
obtained,  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  con- 
structed for  such  district  a  temporary  room  of  adequate 
size  to  be  used  as  a  voting  room.  They  shall  also  caase 
all  the  said  rooms  to  be  suitebly  proviaed  with  heat  and 
light,  and  with  a  sufficient  number  of  voting  shelves  or 
compartments,  at  or  in  which  voters  may  conveniently 
marK  their  ballots,  with  a  curtain,  screen  or  door  at  the 
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upper  part  of  the  front  of  each  compartment,  so  that  in 
the  markingf  thereof  they  may  be  screened  from  the  ob- 
servation of  others,  and  a  guard-rail  shall  be  so  con- 
structed and  placed  that  only  sach  persons  as  are  inside 
said  rail  can  approach  within  six  feet  of  the  ballot  box 
and  of  such  yoting  shelves  or  compartments.  The  ar- 
rangment  shall  be  such  that  neither  the  ballot  box  nor 
the  voting  booths  shall  be  bidden  from  view  of  those 
just  outside  the  said  gnud-rail.  The  number  of  such 
voting  shelves  or  compartments  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  for  every  seventy-nve  names  on  the  assessor's  lists; 
but  shall  not  in  any  case  be  less  than  three  for  the  voters 
qualified  to  vote  at  such  voting  place.  No  persons  other 
than  the  election  officers  and  voters  admitted  as  herein- 
after provided,  shall  be  permitted  within  the  said  rail, 
except  by  authority  of  the  election  officers  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  order  and  enforcing  the  law.  Each  vot- 
ing shelf  or  compartment  shsdl  be  kept  provided  with 
proper  supplies  and  conveniences  for  marking  the  bal- 
lots. 

Section  20.  At  the  opening  of  the  polls  in  each  voting 
place  the  seals  of  the  packams  shall  oe  publicly  broken 
aud  the  said  package  shall  oe  opened  by  the  judge  of 
elections.  The  cards  of  instruction  shall  be  immediately 
posted  at  or  in  each  voting  shelf  or  compartment  provided 
m  accordance  with  this  act  for  the  marking  of  the  bal- 
lots, and  not  less  than  three  such  cards  and  not  less  than 
five  specimen  bidlots  shall  be  immediately  posted  in  or 
about  the  voting  room  putside  the  guard-rail ;  and  such 
cards  and  specimen  ballots  shall  be  given  to  any  voter  at 
his  request. 

Sbotion  21.  Any  person  desiring  to  vote  shall  give  his 
Dame  and  residence  to  one  of  the  election  officers  in 
chaige  of  the  Imllots,  who  shall  thereupon  announce  the 
same  in  a  loud  and  distinct  tone  of  voice,  and  if  such 
name  is  found  upon  the  ballot  check  list  by  the  inspector 
or  clerks  in  charge  thereof,  he  shall  likewise  repeat  the 
said  name,  and  me  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the 
space  enclosed  bv  the  guard-rail,  unless  his  right  to  vote 
be  challenged.  No  person  whose  name  is  not  on  the  said 
Ust  or  whose  right  to  vote  shall  be  challenged  by  a  quali- 
fied citizen,  shsSl  be  admitted  vnthin  said  guard-rail  until 
he  has  established  his  right  to  vote  in  the  manner  now 
provided  by  law,  and  his  name,  if  not  on  the  check  lists, 
shall  then  be  added  to  both  lists.  As  soon  as  a  voter  is 
admitted  within  the  rail  the  election  officer  having  charge

Besides  the  elec- 
tion officers  and  such  supervisors  as  are  authorized  by

office  to  be  filled,  according  to  the  number  of  persons  to 
be  voted  for  by  him  for  each  office,  or  by  inserting  in  the 
blank  space  provided  therefor  any  name  not  alreiady  on 
the  ballot;  and  in  case  of  a  question  submitted  to  the 
vote  of  the  people,  by  marking  in  the  appropriate  maigin 
or  place  a  cross  (x)  against  the  answer  which  he  desires 
to  ^ve.  In  all  cases  whei»  by  existing  laws  a  voter  is 
entitled  to  cast  more  than  one  vote  for  a  single  candidate, 
he  shall  place  in  the  appropriate  square,  instead  of  a  cross, 
a  number  which  shall  mdicate  the  number  of  votes  to  be 
counted  for  the  candidate  whose  name  is  so  marked.  Be- 
fore leaving  the  voting  shelf  or  compartment  the  voter 
shaJl  fold  his  ballot  without  displaying  the  marks  thereon, 
in  the  same  way  it  was  foldea  when  received  by  him, 
and  he  shidl  keep  the  same  so  folded  until  he  has  voted 

After  leaving  the  voting  shelf  and  before  leaving  the 
enclosed  space,  he  shall  give  his  ballot  to  the  elc^on 
officer  in  cnarge  of  the  ballot  box,  who  shall  without  an- 
folding  the  bsdlot  number  it  as  required  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  Commonwealth,  placing  the  said  number  in 
,tiie  right  hand  upper  comer  of  the  back  of  the  ballot 
immediately  to  fche  left  of  the  folding  line  printed  thereon 
and  nowhere  else,  and  shall  then  at  once  fold  the 
comer  at  the  folding  line  and  fasten  it  securely  down 
with  the  adhesive  paste  so  as  tf>  cover  the  number  on  the 
ballot  so  that  it  cannot  be  seen  without  unfastening  or 
cutting  open  the  part  so  fastened  down,  and  shall  then 
deposite  ttie  ballot  in  the  box.  The  voter  shall  mark  and 
deliver  his  ballot  without  undue  delav  and  shall  quit  the 
enclosed  space  as  soon  as  his  ballot  has  been  deposited: 
Provided,  That  if  at  any  time  the  Constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth  shall  cease  to  require  ballots  to  be  num- 
bered, no  number  shall  be  marked  on  the  ballot,  and  it 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  ballot  box  by  the  voter  himself. 

Section  23.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  vot- 
ing shelf  or  compartment  already  occupied  by  another, 
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except  when  giving  the  help  allowed  by  section  twenty- 
six  of  this  act»  nor  to  remain  within  said  compartment 
more  than  three  minutes  in  case  all  of  such  compart- 
ments are  in  use,  and  other  voters  are  waiting  to  occupv 
the  same.  No  voter  not  an  election  officer  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  re-enter  the  enclosed  space  after  he  has  once 
left  it,  except  to  give  help  as  heremafter  described.  Each 
voter's  name  shsdl  be  checked  on  the  voting  check-list  by 
the  officer  having  charge  thereof,  as  soon  as  he  has  cast 
his  vote  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  judge  of  election  to  secure  the  observance 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  keep  order  in  the 
room  in  which  the  voting  is  held  and  to  see  that  no  more 
persons  are  admitted  within  the  enclosed  space  than  are 
allowed  by  this  act.  Each  party  which  has  by  its  pri- 
mary meeting,  caucus,  convention  or  board,  sent  to  the 
proper  office  a  Certificate  of  Nomination,  and  each  group 
of  citizens  which  has  sent  to  the  proper  office  a  Nomina- 
tion Paper  as  provided  in  sections  two  and  three  of  this 
act,  shall  be  allowed  to  appoint  three  electors  to  act  as 
watchers  in  each  voting  place  without  expense  to  the 
county,  one  of  whom  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
room  outside  of  the  enclosed  space.  Each  watcher  shall 
be  provided  with  a  certificate  from  the  county  commis- 
sioners, stating  his  name,  ^  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons who  have  appointed  him  and  the  party  or  policy 
he  represents;  ana  no  party  or  policy  shall  be  repre- 
sentea  by  more  than  one  watcher  in  the  same  voting 
room  at  any  one  time.  Watchers  shall  be  required  to 
show  their  certificates  when  requested  to  do  so.  Until 
the  polls  are  closed,  no  persons  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
room  outside  of  the  said  enclosed  space  except  these 
watchers,  voters  not  exceeding  ten  at  any  one  time  who 
are  awaiting  their  turn  to  prepare  their  ballots,  and  peace 
officers  when  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace. 
No  person  when  within  the  voting  room  shall  electioneer 
or  solicit  votes  for  any  party  or  candidate,  nor  shaJl  any 
written  or  printed  matter  oe  posted  up  within  the  said 
room  except  as  required  by  law.  When  the  hour  for  clos- 
ing the  polls  shall  arrive  fdl  persons  within  the  enclosed 
space  who  have  received  ballots  but  have  not  yet  de- 
posited them,  shall  be  required  to  mark  and  deposit  their 
ballots  forthwith,  but  no  other  person  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote. 

Section  24.  No  list  or  memorandum  of  the  names  of 
voters,  except  such  lists  as  are  expressly  authori2sed  by 
law,  shall  be  made  within  the  voting  room  by  any  person 
or  officer,  nor  shall  any  list  or  memorandum  of  the  num- 
bers marked  upon  the  ballots  be  made  or  kept  except 
such  lists  as  are  expressly  authorized  by  law :  Provided^ 
That  any  voter  may  make  a  memorandum  of  the  num- 
ber of  lus  own  ballot,  and  the  watchers  mav  keep  their 
poll  books  and  challenge  lists.  After  the  closing  of  the 
polk  and  before  the  ballot  boxes  are  opened,  all  the  lists  of 
voters  upon  which  the  numbers  of  the  ballots  are  recorded

as  now  required  by  law  shall  be  placed  in  separate  sealed 
covers  properly  marked,  and  the  stabs  of  all  the  ballots 
ased,  together  with  all  unused  ballots  and  the  ballotoheck 
list,  shall  also  be  enclosed  in  a  sealed  package  properly 
designating  the  voting  place,  which  package  shall  be  sent 
to  the  proper  office  as  required  by  law  in  the  case  of  the 
ballots  cast,  and  neither  the  said  package,  nor  the  said 
lists  of  voters  shall  thereafter  be  opened  except  by  the 
return  judges,  or  in  the  case  of  a  contest,  or  upon  the 
order  of  a  coiurt  of  a  competent  jurisdiction. 

Seotion  25.  No  person  other  than  the  election  officers 
shall  take  or  remove  anv  ballot  from  the  voting  place. 
If  any  voter  inadvertently  spoils  a  ballot  he  may  obtain 
another  upon  returning  the  spoiled  one.  The  ballots 
thus  returned  shall  be  immediately  canceled  and  at  the 
close  of  the  polls  shall  be  secured  in  an  envelope,  sealed 
and  sent  to  the  proper  office  as  required  by  law  in  the 
case  of  the  ballots  cast. 

Section  26.  If  any  voter  declares  to  the  judge  of  elec- 
tion that  by  reason  of  any  disability  he  desires  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot,  he  shall  be  permitted  by 
the  judge  of  election  to  select  a  qualified  voter  of  the 
election  district  to  aid  him  in  the  preparation  of  his 
ballot,  such  preparation  being  made  in  tne  voting  com- 
partment. 

Section  27.  If  a  voter  marks  more  names  than  he  is 
entitled  to  vote  for,  for  an  office,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  the  voter's  choice  for  any  office 
to  DC  filled,  his  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  such  of- 
fice, but  the  ballot  shall  be  counted  for  all  other  offices 
for  which  the  names  of  candidates  have  been  properly 
marked. 

No  ballot  without  the  official  endorsement  shall,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  allowed  to  be  deposited 
in  the  ballot-box,  and  none  but  ballots  providea  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  counted; 
ballots  not  marked,  or  improperlv  or  defectively  marked, 
shall  be  endorsed  as  detective,  but  shall  be  preserved 
with  the  other  ballots.  If  any  ballot  appears  to  have 
been  obtained  otherwise  than  as  providea  in  this  act,  the 
judge  of  elections  shall  transmit  such  ballot  to  the  dis- 
trict attorney  without  delay,  together  with  whatever  in- 
formation he  may  have  tending  to  the  detection  of  the 
person  who  deposited  the  same. 

Section  28.  After  the  polls  are  closed  the  election  offi- 
cers only  shall  remain  in  the  voting  room  within  the 
gaard  rail,  and  shall  there  at  once  proceed  to  count  the 
votes.  Such  counting  shall  not  be  adjourned  or  post- 
poned until  it  shall  have  been  fully  completed.  A  record 
shall  first  be  made  of  the  number  of  the  last  ballot  cast; 
the  officers  in  charge  of  the  voting  check  list  shall,  in 
the  presence  of  the  other  officers  and  watchers,  count  in 
a  distinct  and  audible  voice  the  names  checked  on  the 
said  list  and  announce  the  whole  niunber  thereof  and  th^ 
lists  of  voters,  the  stubs  of  ballots  used,  and  all  unused 
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ballots  ftfaall  then  be  sealed  up  as  required  by  section 
twenty-five  of  this  act.  The  ballot-box  shall  then  be 
opened  by  the  inspectors,  the  ballots  taken  therefrom 
and  aadibly  counted  one  by  one  by  them,  and  when  the 
«ount  is  completed  the  whole  number  of  ballots  cast  shall 
be  announced,  and  the  counting  of  the  number  of  votes 
rBoeived  by  each  person  voted  for  shall  then  proceed. 
The  judge,  in  the  presence  of  the  inspectors,  lAall  read 
tlona  the  name  or  names  marked  or  inserted  upon  each 
ballot,  and  the  answers  marked  thereon  to  the  questions 
sabmitted,  if  any,  and  the  clerks  shall  each  carefully 
eater  each  vote  as  read,  and  keep  account  of  the  same  on 
tally  papers  prepared  for  the  purpose.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  either  judge  or  inspector,  while  counting  the 
bftUots  or  the  votes  thereon,  to  have  in  his  hand  any  pen, 
pencil,  or  stamp  for  marking  ballots. 

All  ballots  alter  being  removed  from  the  box  shall  be 
kept  withm  the  unobstructed  view  of  those  present  in 
tiie  voting  room,  so  that  tiiey  may  be  able  to  see  all  the 
marks  on  each  ballot,  but  out  of  their  reach  until  thev 
are  placed  in  the  ballot-box  as  required  by  law.  A  full 
return  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law 
of  sdl  votes  cast,  and  the  total  vote,  as  soon  as  counted, 
ahall  be  publicly  announced. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  officers,  constables 
and  deputy  constables  now  required  b^  law  to  be  present 
at  the  polls  to  remain  within  the  voting  room,  but  out- 
aide  the  guard-rail,  while  the  votes  are  being  counted,  and 
to  preserve  order  therein.  No  person  except  the  said 
peace  officers,  when  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the 
peace,  or  peraons  acting  by  tneir  authority  for  the  same 
end,  shall  enter  the  space  within  the  guurd-rail,  or  com* 
monicate  with  any  election  officer  in  any  way  after  the 
polls  are  closed,  and  until  the  counting  of  the  votes  has 
oeen  completed. 

Section  29.  Whenever  in  any  contested  election  the 
tribunal  trjring  the  case  shall  decide  that  the  ballots  used 
in  one  or  more  election  districts  were,  by  reason  of  the 
omission,  addition,  misplacing,  mis-spelling  or  mis-state- 
ment of  one  or  more  titles  of  offices,  or  names  of  candi- 
dates, or  parties  or  policies  represented  by  them,  so  de- 
fective as  to  the  office  in  contest  as  to  be  calculated  to 
mislead  the  voters  in  regard  to  any  of  the  candidates 
nominated  for  the  said  office,  and  that  the  defective  con- 
dition of  ihe  said  ballots  may  have  effected  the  result  of 
the  entire  election  for  the  said  office,  the  said  tribunal 
shall  declare  the  election  to  be  invalid  as  regards  the  said 
office,  and  shall  report  their  decision  to  the  Governor  of 
the  Gommonwealtn. 

^  The  Gk>vemor  on  receiving  the  report  of  the  said  deci- 
non,  shall  without  delay  cause  a  wnt  or  writs  of  election 
for  the  office  in  contest  to  issue,  and  appoint  a  day  within 
four  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  writ  for  the  holding  of  a 
new  election,  to  be  held  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act  for  the  office  in  contest. 
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Section  30.  A  voter  who  shall  allow  his  ballot  to  be 
seen  by  any  person  with  an  apparent  intention  of  letting 
it  be  known  how  he  is  aboat  to  vote,  or  shall  cast  or  at^ 
tempt  to  cast  an^  other  ballot  than  the  official  ballot 
which  has  been  given  to  him  by  the  proper  election  of- 
ficer, or  shall  falsely  declare  to  a  jadge  of  election  that 
by  reason  of  any  disability  he  desires  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  nis  ballot,  or  shall  wilfully  violate  any 
other  provision  of  this  act,  or  any  person  who  shall  inter- 
fere with  any  voter  when  inside  said  enclosed  space,  or 
when  marking  his  ballot,  or  who  shall  endeavor  to  induce 
any  voter  before  depositin^r  his  ballot  to  show  how  he 
marks  or  has  marked  his  ballot,  or  who  shall  disclose  the 
contents  of  any  ballot  that  has  been  marked  by  his  help, 
or  who,  except  when  lawfully  commanded  by  a  return 
judge  or  a  competent  court,  shall  loosen,  cut,  or  unfasten 
the  comer  pasted  down  over  the  number  on  any  ballot, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  81.  Any  person  who  shall,  prior  to  an  election, 
wilfully  deface  or  destroy  an^  list  of  candidates  posted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who,  dur- 
ing an  election,  shall  wilfully  deface,  tear  down,  remove 
or  destroy  any  card  of  instruction,  or  specimen  ballot, 
printed  or  posted  for  the  instruction  of  voters,  or  who 
shall,  during  an  election,  wilfully  remove  or  destroy  any 
of  the  supplies  or  conveniences  furnished  to  enable  a 
voter  to  prepare  his  ballot,  or  shall  wilfully  hinder  the 
voting  of  others,  shall  be  gruilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  or  to  undergo  an  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

Section  32.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  make  or  wil- 
fully deface  or  destroy  any  Certificate  of  Nomination,  or 
Nomination  Paper,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  letter  of 
withdrawal,  or  me  any  Certificate  of  Nomination,  or  Nomi- 
nation Paper,  or  letter  of  withdrawal,  knowing  the  same 
or  any  part  thereof  to  be  falsely  made,  or  suppress  any 
Certificate  of  Nomination,  or  Nomination  Paper,  or  any 
part  thereof  which  has  been  duly  filed,  or  forge,  or 
talsely  made  the  official  endorsement  on  anv  ballot,  or 
wilfully  destroy  or  deface  any  ballot,  or  wilfully  delay 
the  delivery  of  any  ballots,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  not  exoeeoing  one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  undergo 
an  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  33.  Any  public  officer  upon  whom  a  duty  is 
imposed  by  this  act,  who  shall  negligently  or  wilfully 
fail  to  perform  such  duty,  or  who  shall  negligently  or 
wilfully  perform  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  hinder  the  objects 
of  this  act,  or  who  shall  negligently  or  wilfully  violate 
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any  of  the  proTisions  thereof,  shall  be  gwlty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, ana  upon  oonyiction  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  not  exceeoing  one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  unaei^fo 
an  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  34.  Any  printer  employed  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  any  county  to  print  any  official  ballots,  or  any 
person  engaged  in  printing*  the  same,  who  shall  ap- 
propriate to  himself,  or  give  or  deliver  or  knowingly 
permit  to  be  taken  anj  of  said  ballots  by  any  other  per- 
son than  such  commissioners,  or  their  duly  authorized 
a^fent,  or  shall  wilfully  print,  or  cause  to  be  printed  any 
official  ballot  in  any  otner  form  than  that  prescribed  by 
snch  commissioners,  or  with  any  other  names  thereon,  or 
with  the  names  spelled  otherwise  than  as  directed  by  them, 
or  the  names  or  printing  thereon  arranged  in  any  other 
way  than  that  authorized  and  directed  oy  this  act,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conyiction  shall 
be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  to  unaergo  an  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
five  years,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  35.  Any  person  other  than  an  officer  charged 
by  law  with  the  care  of  ballots,  or  a  person  entrusted  by 
any  such  officer  with  the  care  of  the  same  for  a  purpose 
required  by  law,  who  shall  haye  in  his  possession  outside 
tiie  voting  room  any  official  ballot,  or  any  person  who 
shall  make  or  have  in  possession  any  counterfeit  or  an 
official  ballot,  shall  be  guilty  of  amisaemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceemng 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court 

Section  36.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent 
herewith,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Tenth.  The  support  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder, 
hose  or  other  companies  for  the  control  of  fire. 

Eleventh.  For  the  encouragement  and  protection  of 
trade  and  commerce. 

Twelfth.  For  the  formation  and  maintenance  of  mili- 
tarv  organizations. ' 

Each  of  said  corporations  may  hold  real  estate  to  an 
amount  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  whereof  shall 
not  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Corporations  for  Proftt — Second  Class. 

The  second  class  those  for— 

First.  The  insurance  of  the  lives  of  domestic  animals. 

Second.  The  insurance  of  human  beings  against  death,

The 
comments  embraced  in  the  memorandum  to  House  bill 
No.  147  apply,  in  some  decree,  to  the  present  bill.  In 
the  copy  submitted  for  my  approval,  and  which  must  be 
strictly  followed  in  the  pubkcation  of  the  statutes,  one 
page  of  the  bill  has  been  twice  repeated,  with  a  slight 
change  in  the  title  of  the  bill.  As  tne  bill  in  the  form  in 
which  it  should  have  been  transcribtjd  has  no  objection- 
able feature,  I  have  given  it  my  approval,  and  have  no 
doubt  the  courts  will  construe  and  enforce  it  as  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  that  it  should  be  enacted.

No.  322. 
AN  ACT 

Enabling  the  taxpayers  of  townships  and  road  districts  to  contract 
for  making,  at  their  own  expense,  the  roads,  and  paying  salaries 
of  township  or  road  district  officers  and  thereby  preventing  the 
levy  and  collection  of  road  tax  therein.

Sixth.  That  all  clothing  and  personal  property  of  de* 
ceased  persons  received  in  such  morgue,  who  are  un- 
known or  unclaimed,  shall  be  retained  at  said  morgae 
under  charge  of  the  coroner  for  the  period  of  one  year,  un- 
less sooner  claimed  by  the  legal  representatives  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  at  the  end  of  one  year  may  be  sold  at  public 
sale,  after  advertisment  by  publication  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  in  said  county  once  a  week  for  three  weeks, 
and  by  not  less  than  six  hand  bills  posted  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  said  morgue.

to  fix  the  salary  of  the  board  of  assessors,  and  fixing  the  basis  for 
the  determination  of  classification  of  said  real  estate. 

HEonoN  1.  Be  it  enacted,  itc,  That  section  one  of  the 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved  the  fifth  day  of 
May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seven ty-siz,  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  classifica- 
tion of  real  estate  for  purposes  of  taxation  and  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  assessors  in  cities  of  the  second  dass,"  which 
reads  as  follows:

That  if  any  distil- 
lers shall  sell  or  dispose  of  spirituous  or  vinous  liquors 
not  manufactured  bv  themselves,  within  the  Common- 
wealth, or  in  any  other  than  original  packages,  or  in  a 
less  quantity  than  forty  gallons,  such  distillers  shall  be 
subject  to  aU  the  penalties  provided  by  existing  laws  for 
the  sale  of  liquor  without  a  license. 

Section  2.  Such  distillers  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the
